The enrollment count for 
black students increased to 
608 students from 589 sttf 
dents this fall, and the Hi a 
panic student count increase) 
to 547 students from 516 stiff 
dents 

The multicultural si* 
dent recruitment count hat 
increased substantially bft 
cause of the conscientious i 
forts of multicultural stude 
recruiters, said Maku ShoreM 
admissions represent at \Jt 
and multicultural student 
cruiter. 

"All of the efforts we'v 
been making on campus to 
show how important diversi- 
ty is to us - on and off cam- 
pus - has opened the dour 
for multicultural students 
to consider K-State," Shores 
said. "The opportunities we 
provide make them feel like 
this is the place for them to 
succeed" 

In attempts to incorpo- 
rate and display the nature of 
diversity at each recruitment 
event, student ambassadors 
have specially targeted initia- 
tives for a variety of selected 
student populations, said Pat 
Bosco, dean of student life. 

The student recruiters 
plan special visitation days at 
high schools, produce schol- 
arship packages, make per- 
sonal phone calls to multicui- 
turally diverse students, and 
provide compassionate, indi- 
vidual attention that portrays 
K Stale's welcoming environ- 
ment, Bosco said. 

"The special attention 
given to multicultural stu- 
dents is led by current stu- 
dent recruiters and ambassa- 
dors," Bosco said "They are

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Alliance's outreach coordinator urges citizens, representatives to protect 'Wild Utah'

Ruddy, wind-blown land- 
scapes flitted across the screen 
to the audience's delight last 
night during a presentation 
by the Southern Utah Wilder 
ness Alliance at the Manhattan 
Public Library. 

The mood quickly changed 
and viewers whispered un- 
comfortably when the video 
showed an off-roading vehicle 
clambering across the rocks, 
leaving dusty tracks on the 
Utah terrain 

Bob Blister, outreach co- 
ordinator for the Southern 
Utah Wilderness Alliance, 
spoke to Riley County citizens, 
urging them to ask their Con- 
gress representatives to pass 
a wilderness legislation This 
legislation would protect gov- 
ernment-owned areas in Utah 



from threats like drilling, min- 
ing and damage left by off-road 
vehicles. 

The Alliance's video, 
"Wild Utah America's Re- 
drock Wilderness," narrated 
by Robert Redford, displayed 
Utah's beauty while showing 
how it is being damaged and 
what citizens must do to pro- 
tect the land from further dam 
age 

"We want to keep the land 
in pristine condition for the 
benefit of our generation and 
future generations, as well as 
the wildlife (hat lives there," 
Brister said. 

The Bureau of Land Man- 
agement, a federal organiza- 
tion, administers and over- 
sees much of the wilderness in 
Utah, Brister said Forty per 
cent of that land, however, is 
not yet permanently protected 
by law, Brister said, so his or 



ganization helps the BLM pro- 
tect it until the Southern Utah 
Alliance can get wilderness leg- 
islation passed. 

"Utah is special because it 
has some of the most spectac- 
ular sites in the world." Brister 
said 

The Alliance offered audi 
ence members free postcards 
to write to Rep. Nancy Boyda. 
D- Manhattan, in Congress, to 
earn her support for wilderness 
legislation. Brister said having 
more cosponsors in Congress 
means the legislation is more 
likely to progress to committee 
hearings, and eventually, to a 
House of Representatives vote 

"The Southern Utah Alli- 
ance has fought off lousy Utah 
legislation for years and years," 
Brister said 

Under the Bush Admin- 
istration, drilling requests re- 
ceive priority attention, Brister 



said The federal government 
uses road claims to override 
wilderness protection efforts, 
and off-roading is damaging 
the land's biotic crust, which 
takes years to develop to pre- 
serve the land's nutrients, he 
said. 

The Southern Utah Alli- 
ance is trying to stop the dam- 
age being done to Utah's land, 
said Carol Barta, librarian at 
the Manhattan Public Library 
and program chair for the Sier- 
ra Club. 

"It's important that this 
gets done," Barta said "The 
land is fragile - even hiking on 
the desert trail can damage it 
Exploitation would do more 
damage than the good that we 
could possibly get out of it." 

Latane Donelin, envi- 
ronmental planner and Ri- 
ley County resident, said she 
thought the presentation was

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Former Russian mafia member shares transformation story

Victor ltajev had a 
dream As an 8 -year -old boy 
growing up in the Soviet 
Union, Isajev said he loved 
music and wanted to become 
a rock singer and guitarist. 

At age 14, Isajev started a 
garage band, 

"We became very famous 
- over two blocks we played," 
he said. 

About 20 years later, 
as the Soviet Union formal- 
ly dissolved during the early 
1990s, Isajev's lile changed as 
he became a personal body- 
guard and fight coach in the 
Russian mafia His rock-'n'- 
rull dream halted, he said 

Isajev, a former Russian 
mafia hit man, discussed his 
life story and acceptance of 
God in the mid 1990s during 
Chi Alpha Campus Ministries' 
weekly meeting Wednesday 
night in the Little Theatre at 
the K-State Student Union 
Chi Alpha and Midwest Stu- 
dent Ministries cosponsored 
Isajev's visit. 

While growing up during 
the Cold War, Isajev said he 
could not listen to Western 
music It was illegal to listen 
to U.S. music because it was 



considered "propaganda of 
the American style of life," he 
said 

"In Soviet time, we 
didn't have any opportuni- 
ty to listen to any music from 
the United States or from the 
West," said Isajev, who now 
resides in Riga, Latvia in Rus- 
sia "It was an Iron Curtain 
- we could not hear any mu- 
sic from outside." 

Isajev said his first expe- 
rience with violence occurred 
in 1982 while he played as a 
professional musician in a 
restaurant. After a violent en- 
counter and the subsequent 
beating of a man, Isajev said 
he spent two years in prison. 

"I don't suggest you try 
that," he said about the So- 
viet Union's prison system as 
audience members laughed 

Isajev said 1989 92 was 
a dramatic time in his life 
While he said he did not 
kill anyone, he was a mem- 
ber of the Russian mafia He 
also said he did not play an 
instrument or participate in 
music at all during this time 
span. 

A friend asked Isajev in 
1992 to perform at a concert 
with an audience of more 
than 3,000 people. After the 
concert, Isajev said a man 



asked him if he would like to 
learn more about Jesus. 

In his transformation, 
Isajev said God showed him 
how he could better himself 
and others 

Today, he travels to the 
United States frequently and 
tells his story, and he also is a 
worship leader at his church 
in Latvia. 

"If God could change 
me, he could change you," 
Isajev said "It's not about 
the cross. It's not about the 
size of your church. It's about 
your relationship with him - 
how close you are with him." 

Wednesday night's Chi 
Alpha program ended with 
Isajev's guitar and vocal per- 
formance as he sang "Sur- 
render" in both Latvian and 
English 

"This song - it's a cry 
from my heart," Isajev said. 

Jonathan Hupp, Mid 
west Student Ministries cam- 
pus minister, said he met Isa- 
jev about nine years ago at a 
U.S. conference. Hupp said 
he and Isajev have gone on 
missions' trips the last two 
summers in Latvia and Lith 
uania. Isajev last spoke at K- 
State two years ago 

"He's got first-hand ex- 
perience in living through a

Hupp also said it is inter 
esting to hear Isajev's trans-

"He's experienced that 
in a very challenging culture, 
but it also applies to us today 
at K Stall-, ' Hupp said 



Lafene, SHAC sponsor annual fair

The health fair takes 
place early in the academ- 
ic year so students can learn 
about the services available 
to them, said Carol Kennedy, 
Lafene director of health pro- 
motions. About 300 K State 
students attend the fair each 
year, Kennedy said 

"It's an informal, less 
stressful, more social envi- 
ronment for students to get to 
know a health care provider 
ahead of time," she said. 

Kennedy said Student 
Health Advisory Commit- 
tee members developed this 
year's fair theme of "Get 



in the Past Lane to Good 
Health" 

Students received "road 
maps" at the fair to direct 
them to booths in the K- 
State Student Union Court 
yard about different servic- 
es offered at Lafene and Uni- 
versity Counseling Services 
Services highlighted at the 
fair included nutrition coun- 
seling, health -information 
management, physical ther- 
apy/sports medicine and the 
Women's Clinic. 

In her eight years at K- 
State, Kennedy said she has 
seen student health-fair in- 
volvement increase, which in- 
cludes SHAC's involvement 
to make the fair more student 
driven SHAC is an executive 
committee within Student 
Governing Association that 
works to review health care 
budgets and assist Lafene di- 
rectors in setting student-ori- 



ented priorities. 

Flu shots were also avail- 
able during the health fair. A 
sufficient amount of flu shots 
still remain, and Lafene of- 
ficials do not anticipate a 
shortage of the shots dur- 
ing this flu season. Kennedy 
said. 

Lafene also offers flu clin- 
ics in October and Novem- 
ber for K-State students, fac- 
ulty, Staff, their spouses and 
their children 18 and older A 
flu-shot clinic will take place 
from 8:30-11:30 am. and 
130-5 p.m. today at Lafene 
Clinics will again take place 
Nov 1, 8 and 15 

Cost to students is $14 for 
an injectable vaccine and $23 
for the nasal spray Cost to K 
State faculty and staff mem- 
bers, their spouses and their 
children 18 and older is $19 
for an injectable vaccine and 
$28 for the nasal spray

Mercy Regional Health 
Center has been ranked in the 
top 10th percentile for its or- 
thopedic services and joint-re- 
placement surgeries 

The hospital also received 
two five-star ratings for joint- 
replacement surgery and total 
knee replacement according to 
a release from Mercy Region- 
al. 

(ulianna Rieschick, direc- 
tor of the surgical unit and joint 
center, said the ranking recog- 
nizes the hospital as a high- 
quality facility that can com- 
pete with nationally known 
hospitals 

"The benefits of the ratings 
are more for the community 
than the hospital," Rieschick 
said 

She said the communi- 
ty can trust they will be taken 
care of when they are in the 
hospital, and Mercy Regional 
provides the best care possible 

According to a release 
from " H eal IhG rades ; Guid- 
ing America to Better Health 
Care," 18 procedures and con- 
ditions like heart attacks, valve- 
rc placements and pneumonia 
are analyzed during a three 
year period, and also 41 mil- 
lion Medicare patient records. 



"Patients have, on aver 
age, 7 1 -percent lower chance 
of dying at the nation's tup -rat- 
ed hospitals, compared with 
the lowest-rated hospitals," the 
release said. 

Scott Shapiro, Health 
Grades employee, said the 
number of medical compli- 
cations helps determine the 
ranking a hospital receives. 
Not only the number of com- 
plications during the surgery, 
but the success of the patient's 
health after surgery, affect the 
ranking. 

"What people are looking 
for are complications that are 
low as possible," Shapiro said 

The release reported the 
study rales of US. hospitals 
have improved by J 1.8 percent 
from 2004 to 2006. The lop- 
ranked hospitals improved by 
12 8 percent, and the lower 
ranked hospitals improved by 
1 1 .4 percent. 

The 5,000 hospitals that 
are a part of the study receive 
a star rating based on patient 
outcomes in terms of mortality 
or complications and rates for 
each procedure or treatment, 
according to the release. 

Hospitals with outcomes 
above average receive a five- 
star rating, according to the re- 
lease, and five -star- rated hospi 
tals, like Mercy Regional Hos-

Facebook sells 1.6-percent stake 
to Microsoft for $240 million

SAN FRANCISCO - Rap 
idly rising Internet star Face- 
book Inc. has sold a 1.6-percent 
stake to Microsoft Corp. for 
$240 million, spurning a com- 
peting offer from online search 
leader Google Inc. 

Culminating weeks of ne 
goliations, the investment an- 
nounced Wednesday values 
Palo Alto-based Facebook al 
$15 billion - a stunning figure 
for an online hangout started 
m a Harvard University dorm 
room less than four years ago. 

Microsoft also will sell In- 
ternet ads for Facebook as the 
site expands outside the Unit- 
ed States, broadening a market 
ing relationship that began last 
year 

"This is a strong statement 
of confidence in this partner- 
ship and in Facebook." Kev- 
in lohnson. president of Micro 
mn platforms and services di- 
vision, said during a Wednesday 
conference calf with reporters 
and analysts. 

Besides validating found- 
er Mark Zuckerberg's decision 
to rebuff a $1 billion takeover 
offer from Yahoo Inc last year, 
Microsoft's money should be 
more than enough to pay for 
Facebook 's ambitious expan- 
sion plans until the privately 
held company goes public. 

Zuckerbcrg. 23, has indi- 
cated he would like to hold off 
on an initial public offering for 
at least two more years. In the 
meantime, Facebook hopes to 
become an advertising magnet 
by substantially increasing its 
current worldwide audience 
of nearly 50 million active us- 
ers, who connect with friends 
on the site through messaging, 
photo-sharing and other tools 
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it offers 

Although News Corn's 
MySpace com remains the larg- 
est social network. Facebook 
has been growing much faster 
the past year 

Facebook attracted 30.6 
million US visitors dunng Sep- 
tember compared with 684 
million at MySpace. Microsoft's 
entry in the social networking 
arena - "Windows Live Spac- 
es" - attracted 9.8 million US 
visitors, according lo comScore 
Inc 

To support its growth. Fa- 
cebook is gearing up to more 
than double its payroll during 
the next year to about 700 em- 
ployees. The company current- 
ly employs about 300 workers 
with annual revenue believed to 
fall between $100 million and 
$150 million. 

The Facebook investment 
represents a coup for Microsoft 
because it strengthen for sever 
al years as it watched Google 
deepen its dominance of the 
space 

During its fiscal year, end- 
ing in June, Microsoft's online 
ad revenue rose 21 percent to 
$1.84 billion. Over the same 
period, Google's ad revenue 
soared 64 percent to $13.3 bil- 
lion. 

Microsoft also appears in 
terested in Faccbook's success 
with "widgets" - the interactive 
capsules that offer applications 
available on other Web sites 
Outside developers have cre- 
ated about 8,000 widgets since 
Facebook began soliciting the 
contributions in May 

Johnson said Microsoft 
plans to work with Facebook in 
areas besides advertising but de- 
clined to elaborate. 

With the Facebook invest- 
ment, Microsoft dealt a rare set- 
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back to Google, which trumped 
its rival in earlier bidding battles 
involving a stake in AOL and 
ownership of online video shar- 
ing pioneer YouTube and Inter- 
net ad service DoubleClick Inc 

Microsoft couldn't afford 
lo lose the lug-of-war for the 
Facebook investment and ad- 
vertising alliance, said Gartner 
analyst Allen Weiner 

"This was a muscle-in from 
Microsoft," Weiner said "It 
would have been a nice-lo-havc 
for Google, but it was certainly 
not essential." 

Facebook also felt more 
comfortable about working 
with Microsoft because Google 
has made no secret about its in- 
terest in building a more for- 
midable social network ol its 
own Google's current social 
network, called Orkut, has had 
relatively little success outside 
South America 

Owen Van Nalta, Face- 
book's chief revenue officer, 
said the company talked to sev- 
eral suitors before settling on 
Microsoft He declined to pro- 
vide further details. 

Microsoft's successful 

courtship of Facebook shows 
the 32-year-old company is be- 
coming more savvy about the 
Internet, said Matt Hosoff, an 
analyst for the research group 
Directions on Microsoft, 

"I think they understand 
it now and they're proceeding 
correctly," Rosoff said "Two 
years ago, I would have said 
they don't get it at all." 

Tim Armstrong, who over- 
sees Google's North American 
advertising, declined lo com- 
ment on the Facebook negotia- 
tions during a meeting with an- 
alysts Wednesday al the compa 
ny's Mountain View headquar- 
ters.

The fact there were no 
outright mentions of it in the 
books means it wasn't meant 
to be treated as this huge 
deal It should not change 
fans' views on the character 
at all Furthermore, the ac- 
cusations made that Rowl- 
ing wanted more attention 
were false and extremely un- 
called for She showed "gen- 
uine surprise," because it was 



just that - genuine surprise 
Just because she is well 
known does not mean she 
is like every other celebri- 
ty She doesn't need ihe extra 
boost - she already has it - 
because she provides readers 
with good -quality literature, 
not some crazy stunt. 

She's already going to 
be in the history books The 
liberal -bash ing was also un- 
called for. I found it ironic 
that this very intolerant ed- 
itorial made mention of the 
fact that Rowling encourag- 
es tolerance It appears as if 
Rowling has a point, and this 
column is the perfect exam- 
ple. After reading this col- 
umn, the Collegian has lost 
credit in my mind.

When opinion contains 
libel, such journalism should 
not be rewarded with pub- 
lication More importantly, 
the editorial uses unaccept- 
able hate speech to prac- 
tice intolerance toward a 
particular group of people. 
Brecheisen states, Throw in 
a few comments about ... tol- 
erance and gays, and you've 
got a group of people who 



will bend over backward to 
accommodate." 

Such phrasing con- 
demns tolerance for gays; 
promotion of intolerance is 
a clear form of hate speech. 
Further, Brecheisen's argu- 
ment that Dumbledore being 
gay "tarnish (es) his great im- 
age" heavily implies lhat to 
be gay is unacceptable The 
separation of Dumbledore's 
sexual orientation from his 
other positive qualities im- 
pedes messages of accep- 
tance and promotes ideas of 
hatred and judgment. 

Because the Collegian 
is a significant voice repre 
senting K State, 1 exhort you 
to end publication of hate 
speech.

most in a three-game match 
in school history. During 
i he malch, Korobkova also 
posted seven digs and four 
blocks. 

She could not steal all 
the spotlight though, as se- 
nior libero Angie Lastra led 
the Wildcats with 20 digs. 
Laslra's performance marks 
her 28th career- match with 
20 or more digs. 

K State's defensive ef- 
fort held Ihe Tigers to 38 kills 



on 147 hitting The Wildcats' 
hitters proved to be stronger 
than Missouri's, tallying 60 
kills on 303 hitting 

Though K- State won 
over Missouri on Wednesday, 
the victory was ils first in Co- 
lumbia, Mo, since the 2004 
season.

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Fire Department receives award 
for having no fire deaths in 2006

The Manhattan Fire De- 
partment received its fifth 
consecutive Life Safety 
Achievement Award from the 
Residential Fire Safety In- 
stitute for its service during 
2006 

Donald Francis, assistant 
fire chief, said the depart- 
ment received the award be 
cause the city has not had any 
deaths during fire accidents. 

"We would like to get 
this award forever," Francis 
said. "There are a lot of things 
that are beyond our control, 
but our goal is that everyone 
in the community is aware of 
fire safety." 

Francis said the award 
not only is a reflection of 
the work the fire department 
has done, but also a reflec- 
tion of the community, be- 
cause the public continues to 
be safe and knowledgeable of 
fire safety. He also said many 
residents have helped the de 
partment obtain this award, 



because they have kept up to 
date with their fire detectors 
and are aware of fire hazards 

Francis said aside from 
Fire Prevention Week, the fire 
department gives fire safe- 
ty lectures for local organiza 
tions, teaches how to proper- 
ly use fire extinguishers and 
gives regular inspections of 
apartment buildings in the 
city. 

"A lot of people in Man- 
hattan are renting, and the 
challenge is we have a lot 
of college students here, so 
they need to make sure they 
remember to use what they 
were taught about fire safety," 
Francis said. 

Francis said the award 
was presented by Roy L Mar 
shall, director of the RFSI. He 
said the RFSI is a national or 
ganization that looks at the 
recorded number of fire inju- 
ries and deaths and what the 
fire department is doing for 
the community in regard to 
fire prevention. 

According to a press re 
lease from the RFSI, it is a 



public -interest group with a 
mission to reduce residential 
fire deaths and injuries. It also 
advocates the use of fire- pre- 
vent ion items like sprinklers 
and smoke detectors. 

Manhattan Mayor Tom 
Phillips said he was pleased 
the city has received this 
award 

"1 think this award is a 
reflection of the profession- 
als' level of commitment to 
serving citizens and reflection 
of the awareness of the citi- 
zens to keep their homes fire- 
safe," he said. 

Phillips said since a large 
percentage of the city is stu- 
dents, the fire department 
completes apartment fire in- 
spections on a regular basis. 
He said students should work 
with landlords to inform them 
about fire safety and maintain 
fire codes 

"1 am very proud of 
the fire department with all 
the employees, because this 
achievement speaks of the 
quality the department has to 
protect the city." Phillips said. 



Giuliani claims he would end 
illegal immigration in 3 years

DAVENPORT, Iowa - 
Rudy Giuliani said Wednes- 
day that if elected president 
he would end illegal immigra- 
tion in as few as three years by 
employing the same police tac- 
tics he used to reduce the crime 
rate as New York mayor 

"It can be done. It is not 
im possible," Giuliani told his 
audience at a town hall-style 
iiR'fting. "You can do this, you 
can stop them at the border." 

Giuliani said he would 
boost the number of border se- 
curity agents to 18,000 from 
the current 12.000 and build 
a fence along the U.S. -Mexi- 
co border with technological 
monitoring to reduce illegal 
immigration 

He also would deploy fed- 
eral agents along the border at 



50-mile intervals, using high- 
tech monitors to detect people 
trying to enter the country ille- 
gally 

Giuliani said expanding 
the force is the same strategy 
he employed as mayor to lower 
New York's crime rate Adding 
border agents could have sim- 
ilar results on immigration, he 
said 

"If you do this for two or 
three years, you'll change be- 
havior," Giuliani said "If peo- 
ple come to the border and 
figure they can't get in, they'll 
stop" 

Giuliani was pushing on 
an issue that deeply divides the 
nation and where there are sig- 
nificant differences between 
the Republican candidates. 

Rival Sen. John McCain 
supported a failed immigration 
bill that would have provided a 



pathway to citizenship for the 
roughly 12 million illegal im- 
migrants in the country That 
stance cost him backing of par- 
ty conservatives who view that 
as granting amnesty 

On Tuesday, rival Fred 
Thompson proposed stripping 
some federal grant money from 
cities and states that do not re- 
port illegal immigrants to fed- 
eral authorities. Thompson 
also called for stronger border 
security. 

Giuliani said the nation 
needs first to stop illegal immi- 
gration before it can turn its at- 
tention to the legal immigra- 
tion it needs lo fill certain jobs 

He alsu would institute 
a tamper-proof ID system to 
make sure that legal immi- 
grants are working, "which 
means they would be paying 
taxes and Social Security"

Novelty shop offers amusement for gamers, collectors

Tucked away in the comer of 
Wildcat Landing, down a flight of 
stairs and through a boarded up 
window is a different kind of store. 

The Patch & Crow's nest is a 
comic book and gaming shop that 
has been in Manhattan (or nearly 
five years. The store offers a wide 
variety of tabletop games and also 
game accessories and kits. 

In addition to a large section 
devoted to gaming, a comic book 
and graphic novel area provides 
shoppers with many items to add 
to their collection. 

In the gaming area, shoppers 
are given the choice between War- 
hammer, Warhammer 40000, Dun- 
geons and Dragons, and several 
other types ol table-top games. 

The games are played on 4-by- 
8- foot tables and are turn based 
Players roll dice to determine what 
happens in the game, and partici- 
pants often have armies of minia- 
ture figurines that battle an oppos- 
ing army. The number oF gamers in 
a given game might range from one 
on one lo up to three on three 

"The biggest game I've seen 
was a three on three." said Shelby 
Schellenger, store manager. "But a 
one -on -one game can take up half 
a table." 

Unlike comparable computer 
games, tabletop games give partic- 
ipants the opportunity for face-to- 
face conversations and interaction, 
rather than talking to people over 
the Internet. 

The miniatures, as gamers call 
them, generally come unpainted 
and are decorated by the gamer lat- 
er Some choose to paint very de- 
tailed designs and some choose a 
more basic approach Lisa Zehr. 
employee and gamer, said the Lime 
spent painting and the amount of 
detail put into painting depends on 
the artist 

"They can take a half hour to 
complete, and some can take days 
to complete," Zehr said "It just de- 
pends on how detailed the artist 
wants to be." 

Zehr said some artists layer 
the paint, and the base layers have 
to dry before the next layer can 



be applied 

The pewter-colored minia- 
tures come in large kits or in small 
er kits called blister packs. The blis- 
ter packs cost about $10 each and 
the larger box-sets start at $25 

Most gamers build up their 
armies over time, while others 
choose lo buy the entire army all at 
once The store otters an army box- 
set complete with nine tanks and 
more than 100 miniatures. Some- 
times gamers will trade armies and 
start again with an entirely new set 
of figurines. 

"When gamers change armies. 
they almost have to learn the game 
all over again," Zehr said. 

Zehr said different armies have 
different attributes and can and 
cannot do certain things, so game 
play is different depending on the 
type of army a person has. 

Some games can last a long 
lime, but the length of games de- 
pends mainly on how long the 
group has to play Schellenger said 
games usually last two lo three 
hours but can last longer than that 

"It's possible to have a nev- 
er-ending campaign," Schellenger 
said. 

In games like Dungeons and 
Dragons, the game master, or lead- 
er of the game, creates a storyline 
that gamers act out in the cam 
paign Depending on the story cre- 
ated, games can last much lon- 
ger than the average two lo three 
hours. 

Often, when the group gets 
together to play, it is carried over 
from previous sessions Because of 
this, it is possible to have a never- 
ending game 

The store also has Warhammer 
tournaments on Friday nights with 
a usual turnout of 10 lo 12 gamers 

Games like World of War- 
crafl and Warhammer have quite 
a following but are not considered 
mainstream According to blizzard, 
com, the subscription for World of 
Warcraft has reached more than 8 
million worldwide. Though War- 
hammer is not played online, the 
numbers are similar for the game. 

Card games are also prevalent 
on the weekends at the Nest On 
Friday nights, the store has Mag- 
ic tournaments, and Yu-Gi-Oh is

played on Saturdays 

The comic section holds its 
own pretty well, despite the popu- 
larity of the other games. Zehr also 
said there is a dedicated group of 
shoppers who come in weekly to 
peruse the shop 

"There are people who come 
in here and spend $100 a week," 
Zehr said. 

Zehr also said those who do 



come in and spend that kind of 
money are doing so because of the 
colleciability or the books. 

Schellenger, who also games 
in his spare time said he enjoys the 
activity because it offers him more 
to do than the average activity. 

"I do it because 1 like being 
able to have more options than 
watching TV or other things," 
Schellenger said

Problems arise with disclosure of directory information

When looking to find infor- 
mation on a particular K-State 
student, some think Ihe process 
is much too easy Affectionately 
known as "Stalker Net" to some 
students, the university online di- 
rectory allows anyone to search 
for K- State students' information, 
and some feel Ihe information is 
too extensive 

According to the universi- 
ty registrar's student confidential- 
ity policy, the Family Education- 
al Rights and Privacy Act of 1974, 
as amended, designates certain 
student information as directo- 
ry information Under this policy, 
the university has the right to dis- 
close such information to anyone 
inquiring without having to ask a 
student for permission. 

Specific biographical infor- 
mation was designated by K-State 
as directory information, meaning 
it is open for the public to access, 
either in the Registrar's Office or 
online. Some of this data includes 
enrollment status, date and place 
of birth, photograph or likeness, 
and participation in officially rec- 
ognized activities Experts in the 
field said the availability of this in-

formation is a mistake 

"I am amazed that any high- 
er educational institution would 
care as little for the privacy of its 
students," said Patty Aftab, exec- 
utive director of Wiredsafety org 
one of the nation's premiere Inter- 
net safety Web sites "I'm sure it's 
unintentional - it is just misguid- 
ed." 

Aftab said many universi- 
ties switch their directory to allow 
searches exclusively by students in 
an effort to safeguard information 
She said much of the data K-State 
designated as directory informa 
tion could be used by those look- 
ing to target students for identity 
theft or hate-based crimes. 

"I only hope that the school 
will think about this and put in 
safeguards by giving informed 
choices," Aftab said. 

K-State students have one 



choice in disclosing their directo- 
ry information, but it comes with 
strings attached A student can re- 
quest his or her information be 
withheld from both the campus 
phone book and the online direc- 
tory by filling out a nondisclosure 
form in the Registrar's Office 

"If a student has a directory 
hold on their record from our of- 
fice, they do not get any informa- 
tion from that download file," said 
Gunile DeVault, associate regis- 
trar. 

And that's the key: no infor- 
mation will be given about the stu- 
dent, to anyone, for the duration 
of the hold This includes all direc- 
tory information, including status 
as a student al K State. The system 
is not a la carte 

"If we put the student's name 
on there, and it's a studenl directo- 
ry, then we've already told some- 



one that he or she is a student," 
DeVault said. 

Because of this nondisclosure 
choice, students will not have their 
information shared with anyone, 
including those who call the Reg- 
istrar's Office for inquiry DeVault 
said the office has a common way 
ol treating the calls 

"Basically what we say is our 
information access system has 
nothing on this person," DeVault 
said. "I can't say if he or she is a 
student for obvious reasons, and 
it could be for two reasons: this 
person has never attended Kan- 
sas State, or this person has a di- 
rectory information hold on their 
record. If they ask us the question 
again, we repeat the same state- 
ment" 

DeVault said when a student 
comes to fill out the nondisclosure 
form, he or she is informed of the 
potential consequences of the ac- 
tion. 

"That could cause you not 
to get the insurance you want, it 
could cause you not to get the job 
that you want, but you have cho- 
sen to put that on your record for 
whatever reason," DeVault said. 
While hassle could

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Professor recalls lessons learned from growing up in Kenyan village

Sam Mwangi might be a 
long way from his home, but 
he has not forgotten the values 
he learned growing up 

Mwangi. assistant pro 
feasor in journalism and mass 
communications, was bom in 
a Kenyan village called Nya 
im The village had no running 
water, no television and no 
electricity when he lived there 
However, Mwangi said he has 
never been happier than when 
he lived in the village 

"You And fulfillment and 
happiness even in the absence 
of material things," Mwangi 
said. 

In Nyaga, people practice 
a community style of living, 
Mwangi said people in (he vil- 
lage rely on each other. 

"You never have a prob- 
lem asking for directions," 
Mwangi said 

He said growing up in the 
village has helped him stay 
grounded as a person and al- 
lowed him to make friends 
easily Mwangi said he became 
interested in journalism after 
witnessing how corruption in 
the Kenyan government affect- 



ed the people in his village. 

"1 have seen people go 
and gel their paycheck and 
come back crying," Mwangi 
said 

Mwangi said he saw jour 
nalism as a way to tell these 
people's stories, but he said 
the profession comes with a 
social responsibility He does 
not like how the U.S. news 
media spend time reporting on 
Britney Spears and other ce- 
lebrities. Mwangi said these 
stories are fluff and should be 
covered less - even if people 
like to hear about them. 

"There is a difference be- 
tween what people want and 
what they need," he said. 

Mwangi also is critical 
of the news media's coverage 
of Africa He said the media 
is guilty of purporting stereo- 
types about Africa. The media 
report stories about suffering 
in Africa because they think 
that is what people want to 
read, he said. 

Mwangi returned to Nya- 
ga this summer and said he 
was surprised at the econom- 
ic development that has taken 
place in his country. 

"The biggest surprise was 
that the derision- making pro- 



cess was being made at the 
grassroots level," Mwangi said 
"People are able to determine 
where to put the resources al 
located to them by the govern 
ment" 

He said his village now 
has electricity, roads, bridges, 
a school and a police force fie 
said he thinks the country's 
transition from a dictatorship 
to a democracy also has had 
much to do with the progress 
being made in the country 

Cell phones are making 
life easier for farmers in his 
village. Mwangi said farmers 
used to have to rent u truck 
and take bananas to Nairobi 
without knowing how much 
they would be paid for them 
Today, farmers are able to use 
their cell phones to see how 
much they will gel for banan 
as if they travel to Nairobi thai 
day On days when they would 
not receive much money in re 
turn for their bananas, I hey 
can decide to travel to the city 
another day when the pay is 
better. 

"Cell phone technolo 
gy has had a profound effect 
on the economy and the com- 
munications sector." Mwangi 
said. 



Mwangi said his grand- 
parents raised him in the vil- 
lage because they were empty - 
nesters who did not want to be 
alone. His parents lived in 
Nairobi, Kenya, where they 
owned a clothing store, and he 
visiied his parents in the sum 
mer The people in the village 
where Mwangi grew up de- 
pended on farming to make a 
living Coffee was the village's 
cash crup 

Since leaving the village. 
Mwangi has traveled to Eu- 
rope, the Caribbean and the 
United Stales He earned his 
bachelor^ degree al Nairo 
bi University in Kenya He re- 
ceived his master's degree at 
the University of Iowa and got 
his doctorate in journalism 
and mass communications at 
the University of South Caroli- 
na He worked for 10 years in 
Kenya as both a freelance and 
full-time journalist 

Mwangi also worked for 
the Iowa City Press-Citizen 
in Iowa. He luughl in Kansas 
City, Mo , at Rock hurst Uni- 
versity from 2003 to 2006 be 
fore coming to K-Stale Mwan- 
gi and his wife. Nancy Muiun. 
assistant professor of journal- 
ism and mass communica

SGA allocates funds for alternative spring-break trip after long discussion

The Student Senate debat- 
ed for more than two hours a 
bill allocating travel funds for 
1 campus group hi travel to 
St Louis and do social work 
at Thursday's meeting, before

The bill, which original 
ly proposed to allocate $500 to 
the Newman Club, a group of 
more than 20 students dedicat- 
ed to social work in the Man 
haltan community, was amend- 
ed because it discriminat- 
ed against the group because 



of when they were going, said 
Bryan Cox, allocations chair. 
Cox, junior in political science, 
said the allocations commit- 
tee did not allocate the maxi- 
mum $1,000 dollars original- 
ly because the Newman Club 
was one of many groups asking 
for the same type of funding al 
the same time - during spring 
break. 

"We cannot discriminati- 
on the basis of race, of gender, 
of age or any of those things." 
Cox said "The only thing we 
can truly be discriminatory on 
is on decisions on whether they 
fall under our blanket statutes 



... or whether or not the activity 
is educational in nature" 

SGA adviser Gayle Spen 
cer said because of a Supreme 
Court ruling, allocating the 
groups unequally based on a 
number of factors would be il- 
legal, and the Student Senate- 
would be liable 

After that determination, 
much of the debate focused 
on whether or not the group's 
trip was adequately educational 
and was deserving of privilege 
fee money. 

Erica Mohr from the New- 
man Club said she teamed 
more about social work on sim 



ilar group trips in the past two 
years than she did at any con 
ference. 

"I feel this is very educa 
tional because you need diver- 
sity at Kansas State Universi 
ty, and you're not going to gel 
much diversity in Manhattan," 
Mohr said, "We got to see and 
work first hand with how peo 
pie of different cultures and 
ethnic backgrounds worked lo 
gether." 

Several senators spoke in 
support of the bill, while others 
like Larry Fadler, argued thai 
the trip would not bring enough 
educational value lo the overall 



campus or community 

"If you wiiiu to do that type 
of work, do it here in Man hat 
tan," Fadler, junior in manage- 
ment, said "We have a home- 
less shelter." 

The bill passed with a 43- 
12 vote. 

Student Senate also unani- 
mously passed a bill commend- 
ing the Black Student Union for 
their "X'ed out of Society" event 
Oct 20 The event included a 
silent demonstration, rally and 
eight member panel discussion 
and was created to inform stu- 
dents about recent hate crimes 
in the United States, BSU pres 



ident Bryon Williams said 

"It's very humbling, and 
we're very honored lo receive 
the commendation," Williams. 
senior in economics, said "Our 
visions our lining up. It's en- 
couraging not only for the BSU 
but for all other multicultural 
student organizations that our 
relationship with Student Sen-

But some things - tike 
students' addresses and 
phone numbers - don't 
belong on the Internet. 

With a few keystrokes, 
anyone in the world can 
search K -State's database 
and pull up a student's e- 
mail address, local phone 
number, local address, 
permanent address, class 
and major. 

That means any unsa- 
vory character with an 
Internet connection can 
track you down, call your 
cell phone and show up 
at your parents' doorstep. 

There's also the risk of 
identity theft. 

To be fair, K-State stu- 
dents aren't forced to 
post their personal infor- 
mation in the database. 
Students can request that 
their information be with- 
held from the online da- 
tabase and the campus 
phone book by filling out 
a nondisclosure form. 

But if you fill out the 
form, it means the univer- 
sity can't share your in- 
formation with anyone, 
even a potential employer 
calling to verify your en- 
rollment. 

We applaud K-State for 
working on a new system 
to replace the one in use 
However, we strongly en- 
courage adopting some 
type of £ la carte system 
that allows students to 
stipulate what informa- 
tion is posted online and 
who gets to see it. 

One option might be 
limiting the database to 
K-State students and fac- 
ulty. Another would be 
to allow students to post 
only an e-mail address 

Bottom line: K-State 
needs to go to greater 
lengths to protect the pri- 
vacy of its students.

T\vo organizations square off - going toe 
to toe, eyeball to eyeball waiting for the oth- 
er to blink For the past few months the Kan- 
sas City, Mo., city govern- 
ment has been engaged in a 
showdown with the National 
Council of La Raza. 

NCLR is a national or 
ganizau'on promoting "im- 
migrant rights." According 
to their Web site. NCLR be- 
lieves we should not enforce 
the immigration laws current 
ly on the books While dis- 
cussing the Clear Law En- 
forcement for Criminal Alien 
Removal Act, NCLA said 
their official position is, "NCLR strongly op- 
poses efforts to make state and local police re- 
sponsible for the enforcement of federal immi- 
gration laws State and local law-enforcement 
agencies should not enforce federal immigra- 
tion laws." 

Programs supported by La Raza include 
drivers' licenses for "immigrants" and the De 
velopment, Relief and Education for Alien Mi- 
nors (DREAM) Act - which gives in -state tu- 
ition to illegal immigrants 

Though La Raza does not directly say they 
support illegal immigration, they make excuses 
and turn a blind eye to criminal action 

Trouble between La Raza and the KCMO 
city government arose when La 
Raza discovered Frances Sem- 
ler, a low-level commissioner on 
the Parks and Recreation Board, 
was a member of the Minuteman 
Civil Defense Corps. 

The Minutemen Civil Defense 
Corps declares their mission is "to 
secure US borders and coastal 
boundaries against unlawful and 
unauthorized entry of all individ- 
uals, contraband and foreign mili- 
tary" These individuals are normal 
citizens who take their time to assist the border 
patrol, just as a neighborhood watch program 
assists the police. 

Standard operating procedures, found in 
their training manual, state, "... volunteers only 
observe, report and direct the Border Patrol to 
suspected illegal aliens or illegal activities (and) 
... volunteers do not verbally contact, physically 
gesture to or have any form of communication 
with suspected illegal aliens." 

With NCLR's lack of support of the en- 
forcement of immigration laws, one can see 
their conflict with the Minutemen. But some- 
how a 76-year-old woman, who happens to be 
on the lookout and attempts to stop illegal ac- 
tivities, is enough of a threat to La Raza that it 
would cancel the placement of their 2009 con- 
vention in Kansas City, Mo. 

tn June 2007, The Associated Press report- 
ed Mayor Mark Funkhouser appointed Fran- 
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ces Semler to her position on the Parks and 
Recreation Board After this appointment, La 
Raza began to blackmail the city with the ulti- 
matum: she goes or La Raza goes. 

On Oct 20, the Kansas City Star reported 
that the loss of the La Raza convention could 
be an estimated $5-million loss to the city, but 
the loss is insignificant to the respect gained by 
the KCMO city government for standing up to 
these hypocritical thugs 

Proudly stated on NCLR Web site, con- 
cerning their annual conference, "Join us next 
year in San Diego ..." The city ol San Diego has 
one of the most active Minutemen groups in 
the country; in fact, the Immigrant Solidarity 
Network devotes a large section of their "Min- 
utemen Watch" section, which is found on 
their Web site, to the San Diego chapter. 

The national Minutemen Civil Defense 
Corps attempts to distance themselves from the 



San Diego chapter, which is known for its un- 
authorized tactics, yet this is the city in which 
La Raza will hold their 2008 convention. 

NCLR canceled a convention in Kansas 
City because it was unsuccessful in blackmail- 
ing the local government in forcing the elim 
ination of a 76-year-old from her unpaid job, 
but the organization keeps its convention in a 
city where a radical Minutemen group is strong 
and extremely active. 

The KCMO city government might have 
taken a financial hit, but they didn't lose this 
standoff They can hold their head high know- 
ing Mayor Funkhouser stood on principles and 
wouldn't cave to the demands of a bunch of 
gutless blackmailers.

Occasionally students 
might hear certain professors 
arc unavailable because they 
are on sabbatical 

Sabbatical leave is grant 
ed to K Stale faculty mem- 
bers who have worked con- 
tinuously at the university for 
six years, said Jane Rowlett, 
director of the Office of Aca- 
demic Services. 

About 35 K Stale faculty 
members were granted sab- 
batical leave for the 2007-08 
academic year, she said 

Faculty members must 
have a scholarly reason for 
the leave, and the purpose 
and length of each leave var- 
ies, Kowlett said. 

'It must be some- 
thing that will enhance the 
(acuity member's experienc- 
es that enables them to carry 
uui the mission of the univer- 



sity," she said 

Provost Duane Nellis 
grants permission for the sab 
balical leave, Rowlett said. 

Faculty members also 
must obtain approval from 
the department administra- 
tor and the college dean be- 
fore they are eligible for sab- 
batical leave 

When faculty members 
return from their sabbatical 
leave, they must submit a re- 
port that describes what they 
accomplished during their 
time away from K-State to 
the department administra- 
tor, the dean and the provost, 
Rowlett said 

Rowlett said some facul 
ty members take a full-year 
sabbatical leave, while other 
members take a semester off 

She also said 27 faculty 
members are taking a semes 
ter off this year, while eight 
members are on a year- long 
sabbatical.

Philip Ncl. associate pro- 
fessor of English, said he has 
attempted to finish old proj- 
ects while working on new 
ones this fall during his sab- 
batical leave 

Net is working on the fi- 
nal phases of the book, "Tales 
(or Little Rebels: A Collec- 
tion of Radical Children's 
Literature," which he co-edit- 
ed with Julia Mickenberg, as- 
sociate professor of American 
Studies at the University of 
Texas The book features 43 
stories written by children's 
authors. 

Nel said the book includes 
children's stories about the 
power of organizing, peace, 
the dignity of work and the 
inherent wrongness of dis- 
crimination.

"The presentation is about 
how agriculture is changing and 
how current farming practic- 
es are affecting the likelihood 
of another dust bowl" Tatarko 
said. 

Larry Kodgers, associate 
dean of arts and sciences and 
K-State English professor, will 
give a presentation on "Read- 
ing the Dustbowl: Other Views 
from Literature, Art and Photo- 
graph" on Nov. 11. Rogers said 
his presentation will be about 
the novels, paintings, memoirs 
and photographs done about 
the Dust Bowl 



"Some of the most famous 
photos in American history are 
of the Dust Bowl and the peo- 
ple involved hi the Dust Bowl" 
Kodgers said. 

Egan's book, "The Worst 
Hard Time," is about the Dust 
Bowl, which occurred in the 
1930s and brought hardship 
to people throughout the Mid 
west, according to the Mahat- 
tan Public Library's Web site 

The book places most of 
the blame for the Dust Bowl 
on flawed agricultural practic- 
es and public policy, which en- 
couraged the plowing of grass- 
lands to become farmlands, 
the pumping of water from the 
Ogalalla aquifer, and econom- 
ic policies, which caused over- 
grazing and overcropping, ac- 
cording to the Web site. 

The book also blames the 
1929 Stock Market Crash and 
the severe drought of the 1930s 
for the tragedy that so many peo- 
ple in the Midwest had to deal 
with during the Dust Bowl 
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Withee said many of the 
community's older citizens lived 
through the Dust Bowl 

"One of the gratifying 



things is hearing about the 
memories of the people in the 
community who lived through 
that time," Withee said

Students lived in barracks before dorms 



WTiere did students live 
before the dorms were con- 
structed? 

For those who think the 

dorms are bad. at least students 
do not have to live in on -cam- 
pus trailers and barracks. 

Up until the end of World 
War II, student housing was 
not an issue. Enrollment was 
low, and most students lived 
in boarding houses and later in 
privately- owned rooming hous- 
es. After World War 1 1 ended in 
1946, returning soldiers and an 
increase in enrollment caused 
a housing crisis a I K-State 

Van Zile Hall, which was 
opened in 1926 for female stu- 
dents, was the only dorm on 
campus. In 1946. barracks 
were transferred to campus for 
married students and sonic re- 
turning soldiers. Housing units 
also were constructed in East 
and West stadium; they were 
the first on -campus residenc- 
es for men Several soldiers 
crammed into these facilities 
and barracks located close to 
Aggie ville. 

Starting in 1950, because 
of an announcement from then- 




Trailer Court, 
also known as 
"Tratlerville," 
housed several 
families and 
married 
students 
during the 
1950* and '60s.

University President James Mc 
Cain, all freshman women had 
to live in the dorms In 1951, 
the hall that would become 
Boyd Hall was constructed. 
and a year later, Putnam Hall 
was constructed for women. 

Also in 1955, to accum- 
mod ate for an increase in de- 
mand for married -couple hous- 
ing, the university constructed 
Trailer Court, which many stu- 
dents called "Trailerville." The 
court was a block, located on 
the corner of Claflin and Deni 
son streets just west of the cur- 
rent Military Science Building, 
with 52 trailers NaWMtl for 
married couples with or with- 



out children. The Jardinc apart- 
ments were constructed in the 
late 1950s 

In 1960, Goodnow Hall 
was built as the first dorm for 
men By 1967. Marlatt, Moore. 
Ford and Haymaker halls were 
constructed, and the barracks 
and trailers were demolished. 

According to a Dec 5, 
1984, Collegian article, black 
students were not allowed to 
live in residence halls until the 
1950s and could not live north 
of Yuma Street.

As the season winds 
down for the K-State volley 
ball team, positioning in the 
Big 12 Conference becomes 
more and more important 

The Wildcats will have 
another tough match when 
they face Iowa State at 7 p.m. 
Saturday at Ah earn Field

K-State is coming off a 
sweep of Missouri that moved 
its Big 12 record to 8-4 this 
season and put the Wildcats 
into fourth place in the league

"One of our goals ev-

"I felt like we played 
good defense, which is what 
we needed to do against an 
Iowa State team, because they 
play hard on defense, they dig 
a lot of balls and they play re- 
ally spontaneous," Fritz said

Freeman thriving in sophomore season

Josh Freeman has quali- 
ties that opponents always talk 
about - features not many col- 
lege quarterbacks have It is 
his physical size, arm strength 
and deceptive speed that make 
K State opponents take notice 

Freeman , though he has all 
the physical tools, didn't look 
like a gifted quarterback early 
in his career. It was well publi- 
cized after Freeman's first sea- 
son with the Wildcats that his 
decision- making ability was 
far from perfect He threw six 
touchdowns compared to 15 in- 
terceptions in 2006. 

" Last year some basic looks 
were confusing me," Freeman 
said. 

It looked like he was start- 
ing down the same track at the 
beginning of this season. 

Through six games, Free- 
man had five touchdowns and 
seven interceptions. Not as bad 
as last year, but he also had a 
chance to win two games on 
game-deciding drives against 
Auburn and Kansas. Both of 
those ended with Freeman turn- 
overs. 

Ln the sixth game of the 
year against Colorado, the 
sophomore signal-caller start- 
ed to show some mental ma- 
turity fans hadn't seen before. 
He was only 15 of 27 for 214 



yards and one touchdown, but 
he managed a tight contest until 
the Wildcats pulled sway in the 
fourth quarter. 

"Oh, yeah, it's a lot differ- 
ent," Freeman said. "Right now, 
1 feel like I'm in good shape to 
play this game." 

Last week against Oklaho- 
ma State, Preeman continued to 
show promise. 

He threw a school-record 
number of completions (36) and 
| gajreer high 404 yards pawing 
Most importantly, he led a go- 
ahead drive in the final minutes 
that would have won the game 
if the defense had stopped the 
Cowboys on its final drive. 

Freeman said he remem- 
bers his first Big 12 action It 
came against Baylor last year 
when the Wildcats lost 17-3 in 
Waco, Texas. 

"I was just out there throw- 
ing it around, just being care- 
less," he said, "This year I feel 
a lot more prepared, and this 
week we've got to prepare for 
these guys." 

Coach Ron Prince and 
Freeman have a close relation- 
ship, and the second-year coach 
has watched his young play- 
er develop. He said he was im- 
pressed by Freeman's perfor- 
mance at Oklahoma State, but 
it wasn't complete 

"All these quarterbacks are 
ultimately judged by how many 
pelts they bring home." Prince 



said "You can take a guy who's 
won a bunch of championships 
and dissect his throwing motion 
and his ability to be an All-Pro 
or go to the next level or what 
ever it is, but ultimately if you're 
on a championship- caliber team 
and you're the quarterback, 
then you were a good quarter- 
back because you did what you 
had to in tight games" 

Freeman has delivered his 
share of victories He has eight 
in less than two seasons as the 
starter, and K- State had nine 
combined victories in the two 
seasons prior to his arrival. 

His teammates are starting 
to notice his progression 

"|osh is josh," tight end Mi- 
chael Pooschke said "He's a 
great team leader on and off the 
field, and we just really look to- 
ward him, especially at times 
like that in a close game." 

Close games have been a 
problem for the Wildcats this 
year. Every win has been by at 
least 20 points, and all the loss- 
es have been decided by 10 
points or less. 

As the quarterback, Free- 
man takes responsibility, and he 
doesn't make excuses 

"It's tough to win," he said. 
"Last year, all these games went 
our way. 

"This year it's the opposite. 
We just have to keep working 
and keep getting better and pre- 
pare for these situations."

If you were upset 
K State's game at Oklaho- 
ma State wasn't on televi- 
sion last week, you probably 
weren't alone. 

The number of angry 
K Stale fans isn't likely to de- 
crease by much this week, as 
the Wildcats' homecoming 
game against Baylor wasn't 
selected for the Big 12 Con- 
ference's TV package. 

But the blame doesn't 
rest on the networks or the 
conference, which are both 
trying to get the best match- 
ups on television, said Jere- 
my Langer, executive direc- 
tor of collegiate sports for 
Fox Sports Net The Big 12 
holds contracts with FSN 
and ABC to broadcast a 
combined 42 games each 
football season 

Langer said the network 
looks al specific criteria 
when choosing which games 
to show each weekend. 

"The primary objective 
is to get the best game on," 
Langer said. "The best game 
on can mean a number of 
different things It can mean, 
what is the top-ranked team 
in the country? Of the games 
available, who is the highest 
ranked? It could mean what 
two teams look like they are 
going to have the most com- 
petitive game tt can mean 
what game has an impact on 
getting to the Big 12 champi- 
onship game " 

Take, for example, the 
choice to broadcast Oklaho- 
ma at Iowa State last week- 
end. 



Langer said the two 
games that were shown on 
ABC and ESPN already 
were taken. K State's game 
was unavailable because 
Oklahoma State already 
had planned the game time 
around its homecoming cel- 
ebration. 

Tim Allen, associate 
commissioner of the Big 12, 
said one of the reasons more 
Big 12 games are not tele 
vised is because athletic di- 
rectors within the confer- 
ence chose not to play games 
on Wednesdays or Thurs- 
days ABC offered that pro- 
posal the last time the two 
organizations signed a TV 
contract. 

The Big Ten went 
through a similar situation 
with ABC but ultimately de- 
cided it wanted to keep foot- 
ball games on Saturdays 
and broadcast several more 
women's sports With that, 
the Big Ten Network was 
created. 

Mike Vest, media rela- 
tions manager at the Big Ten 
Network, said it has gotten 
off to a good start and has 
plans to broadcast 400 live 
events during the academic 
year. 

"We are in about 30 mil- 
lion homes across the coun- 
try," Vest said. "We are not in 
as many homes as we would 
like across the Big Ten states, 
but we are the first network 
in cable or satellite history 
to reach 30 million homes in 
our first month." 

The Big 12, like many 
other conferences, has 
looked at the idea of a net- 
work but is watching the Big 



Ten to see what happens. Al- 
len said the decision not to 
create a new network came 
down to the thoughts of the 
athletic directors. 

"The Big 12 look a good, 
hard, long look at whether 
or not we wanted to do our 
own channel when it came 
up for us to do our last tele- 
vision agreement with ABC/ 
ESPN," Allen said "The ath- 
letic directors made the de- 
termination that it was in 
the collective best interests 
at this time to not do our 
own television network" 

In Langer's opinion, the 
idea of creating a specific 
television network might not 
work for every conference. 

" I think that it is a model 
that has to work with a par- 
ticular conference," Langer 
said "There are some con- 
ferences that can make it 
work, and I think there are 
some that can't" 

While the Big 12 can of- 
fer its thoughts about which 
games should be televised, 
Allen said the final decision 
is in the hands of the net- 
works 

"1 think that people in 
the conference would prefer 
for the television partners 
to always look al the games 
that we believe arc the most 
compelling, or the games of 
the teams we think deserve 
to be on based upon what 
they have done in the sea- 
son" Allen said. "The fact of 
the matter is, the networks 
are always going to take 
a look at the components 
thai have to do with ratings, 
households and those type 
issues" 
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Team moves forward from last year's 'frustrating' loss at Baylor

Altera sloppy performance 
at Baylor with no touchdowns, 
K-Siate dropped its second- 
■traight game 17-3 

Halfway through the game, 
senior quarterback Dylan Meier 
was pulled and replaced perma- 
nently with then-freshman Josh 
Freeman. 

"I'm not looking for any 
silver lining," coach Ron Prince 
said following the game. "I 
think we're far enough in this 
thing to play better than we 
did." 

Though K-State might not 
have the greatest record since 
then (8-7), it is evident this Is 
a different team that will go up 
against Baylor this weekend. 

"When you lose a game, 
particularly in the way we lost 
that game a year ago, it's pretty 
distasteful," Prince said. "You'd 
like to be able to demonstrate 
that you've moved past having 
that kind of performance That 
was a pretty flat game and real- 
ly wasn't enjoyable to be a part 
of" 

The Baylor game intro- 
duced K State fans to Freeman. 
He had 196 passing yards in the 
game, but he also had three in- 



terceptions. 

"It was definitely frus- 
trating," Freeman said "We 
couldn't get anything going. It 
wis just a bad game." 

Looking back now, Free- 
man described his performance 
as careless and unprepared 
Now, he said the differences in 
his play are almost night and 
day. 

"Last year, some basic 
looks were confusing me," he 
said. "Right now, I feel like 
I'm In good ahape to play this 
game." 

So the question that 
plagues the fans is: How much 
nas this team really changed? 
Junior linebacker Ian Camp- 
bell said though the team has 
changed for the better, there are 
still areas for improvement. 

"I think we've come a long 
way since last year," Campbell 
said "Obviously, we're a differ- 
ent team, but at the same time. 
we need to do some things bet- 
ter, 1 don't think it's anything 
we're doing schematically. I 
think it's just players not mak- 
ing the plays that need to be 
made."

for Baylor from last year," he 
said "I think that's what you 
have to go out and do it.

People from the Kan- 
sas City, Kan., area might have 
heard the 
name lames 
Barnard be- 
fore. He went 
to high school 
at Shaw- 
nee Mission 
South for two 
years and let- 
tered in foot- 
ball and wres- 
tling. 

He was 
team captain 

for the football team his senior 
year. 

Most people don't know 
this, but he is making his way 
back to Kansas this weekend. 
He is not returning as a fan, but 
as Baylor's starting right guard 

His story isn't just about 
being a Kansas kid who now 
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starts for a Big 12 Conference 
football team. It is so much 
more than that, 

Barnard and his sister, Jes- 
sica Kahlfedh - who is now 
married - once lived a life 
where they were basically their 
own parents. Their parents di- 
vorced when Kahlfedlt was 3 
years old and Barnard was just 
an infant. They had very lit- 
tle contact with their father un- 
til high school, and they moved 
10 times to seven different cit- 
ies before Kahlfedlt went to 
college. The family moved 
around even more after she left 

But with all the moves 
they both had something that 
remained a constant in their 
lives - sports 

"Because of my broth- 
er's and my height and size, the 
coaches would always seek us 
out," Kahlfedlt said. 



But there was trouble 
in sports as well When they 
moved to new towns, they 
competed for starting jobs 
on the teams, something that 
wasn't well received by players 
who used to have those roles. 

Kahlfedlt said kids weren't 
the only ones who had a prob- 
lem with it. 

'There were a lot of peo- 
ple who held grudges when we 
would move into their town, 
and their son or daughter who 
had been competing in that 
town since elementary school 
didn't make the team," she said 

That didn't make them 
quit. Sports, Kahlfedlt said, was 
their "saving grace." 

Both Barnard and Kahl- 
fedlt knew they were on their 
own fur paying for higher edu- 
cation Kahlfedlt started work- 
ing full time at age 14 to help 



support the family. 

Barnard started working 
when he was only 12 He deliv- 
ered milk to "put milk on the 
table," as his sister described it 

Finally they made it back 
to where they were bom - 
Kansas City There, Kahlfedlt 
met her future husband 
(Barnard walked her down the 
aisle instead their father), and 
Barnard made his mark on the 
football field. 

Kahlfedlt got a basketball 
scholarship at MidAmerica 
Nazarene University and 
played there for one year 
before coming to K-State to 
study journalism. 

Barnard didn't have any 
Division I looks out of high 
school, so he made his way to 
Coffeyviile (Kan.) Communi- 
ty College as a full qualifier. He 
redshirted his first year. 



When Ranee Holt, Cof- 
feyville's offensive line coach, 
first got a look at Barnard, he 
thought he would get Division 
1-AA - maybe low I-A - schol- 
arship offers, but Holt still saw 
something in him. 

"He has a good head on 
his shoulders, which an offen- 
sive lineman needs," Holt said. 
"As the year went on and he 
kept developing with his pass 
protection and run blocking, 
you could start to see it happen 
for him." 

When recruiting time 
came, Baylor came calling. The 
Big 12 and the academics were 
too much to pass up. He look 
his ticket to Waco, Texas, and 
enrolled in spring 2007 

This fall, he won the start- 
ing spot at right guard and has 
been there for each game this 
year. He said it is fulfill ing a 



dream to play and start there. 
He said he hopea to help Bay- 
lor do something special 

Though it remains to be 
seen if Baylor will do some- 
thing special, Barnard already 
has accomplished ■ lot simply 
by getting then.

Baylor QB's age helps him lead team

As he laid helplessly on 
the Kent State practice field 
with a broken collarbone two 
weeks prior to the 2006 sea- 
son, Baylor quarterback Mi- 
chael M action's hopes of a suc- 
cessful season had vanished 

But Machen, who had 
faced adversity in the past, was 
not going to let broken bones 
and losing his starting job deter 
his passion to play the game. 

"I was not done playing 
football," Machen said. "I was 
going to play until I could not 
play anymore" 

Willi his senior year like- 
ly to be spent riding pine at 
Kent State, Machen called SO 
schools, looking for one that 
would give him a chance at 
iompeting for a starting job. 

Of all the schools he called, 
only three of them - Baylor, 
Nevada and Houston - decid- 
ed to offer him. He chose Bay- 
lor because he fell he would 
Sit well into the Bears' of fen 
sive scheme, and wanted to be 
part of a team that favored the 
pass 

That he's even playing 
football, though, is actually a 
bit of a surprise. His journey 
began with baseball, a sport 



he starred in during his high 
school years. 

He was drafted by the At- 
lanta Braves, and spent three 
years with them and the Bal- 
timore Orioles' organizations. 
But he didn't make much of an 
impression, and it was clear he 
wasn't going to make it to the 
major leagues. 

That's when he decided 
to leave the baseball diamond 
and return to the gridiron. 

"1 am a super-competitive 
person, so I thought I would 
give football another shot," 
Machen said. "1 feel I have 
more potential in football than 
baseball and did not want to 
let it go to waste." 

He enrolled at Alabama 
as a freshman in 2003, but 
wasn't given a chance to start 
So he transferred to Coffeyville 
(Kan.) Community College 

"We thought Michael 
had a good arm and felt his 
age would make him a smart- 
er football player," Coffeyville 
coach Jeff Leiker said. "I want- 
ed to give him a shot " 

Machen, 26, made the 
most of his opportunity by 
leading Coffeyville to a 10-2 
record - which caught Kent 
State's attention 

After a successful sophu 
more season in which he threw 



for more than 2,000 yards, his 
hopes for a successful career 
at Kent State were ruined after 
his injury forced his coaches to 
go in a different direction 

Now at Baylor in his fi- 
nal season of eligibility, Ma- 
chen did not see any playing 
time until last week, when he 
replaced injured quarterback 
Blake Szymanski. 

"Michael played good 
enough for us to win," Baylor 
coach Guy Morriss said "His 
composure on the sideline and 
in the huddle has to do with 
his age and experience, and it 
helped some of the younger re- 
ceivers." 

In fact, Machen was seen 
leading the huddle before the 
game attempting to motivate 
the struggling Bears. 

"We were tired of losing, 
1 wanted to let them know we 
weren't going to lay down," 
Machen said. "I wanted them 
to know that people may 
doubt us, but we cannot doubt 
ourselves" 

Morriss was encouraged 
by Machen's leadership and 
happy he stepped up as a lead- 
er. 

"1 have been working 
hard," he said "I will continue 
to work hard and we will see 
what happens"

When teams lose to 
Baylor, their players and 
fans are usually red faced 
with shame. 

The last winning sea- 
son in Waco, Texas, was in 
1994, when the Bears went 
7-5 and won the Southwest 
Conference. 

But those were seem- 
ingly the last days of quality 
Baylor football. Baylor now 
plays in the Big 12 Confer- 
ence and has never really 
found itself on the winning 
track since the conference's 
inception in 1996 

Baylor has 33 total wins 
since 1996, compared to 92 
losses That includes only 1 1 
Big 12 wins, or one per sea 
son 

Coach Guy Morriss ar- 
rived in 2003 and took over 
a program that had just one 
Big 12 win in the four pre- 
vious seasons. Under Mor- 
riss, Baylor has won seven 
conference games, but still 
hasn't produced a winning 
season, 

"Baylor fans, in gener- 
al, have just been waiting 
for that one team to put it 
ail together and get back to 
the days of winning," said 
Chris Bullajian, who is part 
of Baylor's Scouf.com Web 
site 

But while Baylor fans 
have been waiting, they've 
seen nothing but losing. The 
same can't be said for other 
universities in the state. 

Texas, Texas A&M, Tex- 
as Tech and TCU have all 
been to multiple bowl games 
in the last 10 years, and the 
Longhorns have won a na- 
tional championship Those 
types of resumes put the 
Bears in an awkward po- 
sition when it comes to re 
fruiting in-state talent 

"As far as recruiting is 
concerned, the University 
of Texas, even so much as 
Oklahoma, basically get to 
hand-select who they want," 
Bullajian said. 

"Until those programs 
suffer consecutive losing 
seasons, which I don't sec 
happening in the near fu- 
ture, those kind of teams get 
to hand pick."

Recruiting right now 
is not as bad as it used to 
be under previous Baylor 
coach Kevin Steele, who left 
in 2002 According to Bul- 
lajian. Steele damaged rela- 
tionships with high-school 
coaches around the slate 

That is something Mor- 
riss has turned around 

"He worked real hard to 
improve relationships with 
Texas high school coach- 
es," said Jim Slaughter, head 
coach at A&M Consolidat- 
ed High School in College 
Station, Texas 

Slaughter coached Shea 
Brewster, a true freshman 
kicker at Baylor. He said 
the constant turnover at 
the head-coaching position 
has made things difficult for 
Baylor, which has had four 
different coaches in the last 
1 1 years 

"The thing that makes it 
hard (or Baylor is that they 
have no stability." he said. 
"Every few years there is a 
turnover in coaches." 

Slaughter said he tries 
to stay out of his kids' re- 
cruiting process, but if he 
thinks the coach might be 
fired while the kid is there, 
he will tell his player 

Still, Slaughter and Bul- 
lajian both said Morriss has 
upgraded the roster Morriss 
has been more competitive 
in recent seasons, nearly be 
coming bowl eligible in 2005 
and winning three games in 
the Big 12 last season. 

The upgrade in the 
Bears' talent has caught the 
eye of recruiting analysts, 



like Rivals corn's Jeremy 
Crabtree 

"Yeah, he definitely 
has," Crabtree said of Mor- 
riss improving Baylor's ros- 
ter. "Baylor has been com- 
petitive They've won some 
games, and some were 
against quality teams They 
beat K-State last year and 
have beaten A&M in the 
past" 

Crabtree said Morriss 
has done a good job of re- 
cruiting to his system - the 
spread offense he installed 
last season For the most 
part, though, Baylor has 
whiffed on quarterbacks, 
which obviously the most 
important part of an offense 
like that 

"When they throw the 
ball over 40 times a game, 
you have to have somebody 
able to do it," Crabtree said. 
"They've not had that guy to 
be consistently accurate and 
a threat to throw the ball 
down the field." 

Not having that play- 
maker at the quarterback 
position has put Morriss on 
the hot seat, despite improv- 
ing the quality of the team. 

Baylor fans are waiting 
for a winning team. Wheth- 
er that team will come un- 
der Morriss" watch remains 
to be seen. 

"I think the fans don't 
care who the head coach is 
as long they are within the 
rules and have a winning 
program," Bullajian said. 
"Baylor fans are just hungry 
for anyone to come in there 
and just win."

Executions affect criminals' families, victims too

In 2004. media attention focused 
on Lisa Montgomery, a Mclvem, Kan., 
woman accused of strangling Bobbie 
Jo Stinnett of Skid- 
more, Mo. 

After kill- 
ing Stinnett, Mont- 
gomery cut Stin- 
nett's baby from her 
womb Montgom- 
ery took the child, 
claiming it as her 
own On Dec. 20, 
2004, Montgom- 
ery confessed to the 
crime. Since then, 
she has been lying 

on crusty, white sheets in her jail cell 
in Leavenworth, Kan. 

Her murky future became clear as 
a 12 -person federal jury convicted and 
sentenced her to death last Friday. Ac 
cording to The Associated Press, she 
stood in the Kansas City, Mo , court 
room with only her lawyer's hand to 
comfort her shoulder Her fate became 
a reality when each juror confirmed 
the decision as Montgomery wiped 
tears away from her eyes. 

For nearly three years, Montgom- 
ery made a front-page splash in news 
papers across the country. Yet no- 
where among this mishmash of media 
lies any support for a woman crazed 
enough to meet with a near- strang- 
er, strangle and murder her, steal that 
stranger's baby and claim it as her 
own. 

While on trial, Montgomery's fam- 
ily described the le&s-than-ideal life of 
a torn woman. According to the Kan- 
sas City Star, Montgomery appeared 
lazy, making her children maintain the 
house and even pay for some expenses 



Montgomery claimed to have 
been sexually abused by her step- father 
- a man who resides in Manhattan - 
though he denies any truth to the sto- 
ry. Her mother says she faked several 
pregnancies, even after undergoing tu- 
bal ligation following the birth of her 
fourth child. 

"She knows she's not pregnant," 
said federal prosecutor Ftoseann 
Ketch mark "It's no delusion It's de- 
ceit and manipulation.'* 

While Montgomery might have 
tricked her friends and family into 
thinking she was a mother-to-be, we 
have all been deluded by deceit and 
manipulation to think this woman is 
anything short of human. Truth or not, 
this 39-year-old woman suffers from 
something deep within 

Though it might be hard to empa- 
thize with the situation - after all, the 
crime she committed has stained the 
lives of many - the punishment does 
not fit the crime 

According to the Death Penalty 
Information Center, Montgomery joins 
3,350 other prisoners on death row in 
the United States These people com- 
mitted crimes society deemed inexcus- 
able 1 can't help but ask. what victory 
does execution truly give to the world? 

No amount of lethal injections or 
electric chairs can match the pain and 
suffering Montgomery went through. 
What many of us fail to realize is the 
human aspect to the story. 

Yes, Stinnett and her family have 
already gone through a lifetime of re- 
morse, as they will for the rest of their 
lives Baby Victoria will have two 
deaths - her mother's and a complete 
stranger's - weighing on her shoulders 
throughout her life

However, a different side of the 
story is ignored Waiting for her ex- 
ecution, Montgomery's family is 
also trying to cope Members of 
her family are trying to under- 
stand their daughter's actions or 
trying to find moments to visit 
their mother from behind plated 
glass. Her family will never again 
have the opportunity to hug or kiss 
her the same way. 

No matter what the crime, we are 
all guilty of sin Why should this one 
person and 3,350 others be treated so 
differently' By executing Montgom- 
ery for the crime she committed, some 
people might sleep soundly. 
For many others, how- 
ever, they won't get 
any sleep at all. 
The government 
is killing more 
than a woman, 
it is also killing 
a family.

Thrice and Brand New 
concert at the Uptown The- 
ater on Thursday night, my 
two best friends and I expe- 
rienced a painful crash into 
total strangers at least five 
years our junior at the start 
of Thrice's set 

About I 1/2 hour later, 
we found ourselves standing 
comfortably midway in the 
orchestra seating with a per 
feet - and roomy - view of 
the stage 

Brand New opened its 
set with "Not the Sun," the 
eighth track from the band's 
third and latest studio al- 
bum, "The Devil and God 
Are Raging Inside of Me." 

Known for his raw and 
honest lyrics and even more 
emotional singing, lead sing 
er and guitarist |esse Lacey 
gave audience members an 
immediate taste of his hon- 
est performances that left 
them craving more 

Lacey said little during 
the band's nearly 1 1/2-hour 
set. 

About halfway through 
the first set, Lacey said he 
would play an older song. 
He played an unfamiliar 
guitar riff for several min- 
utes that eventually tran- 
sitioned into "Jaws Theme 
Swimming," a track from the 
band's second album "Deja

Brand New's members 
have never taken a tradition-

McCain Auditorium played 
host on Sunday night to some 
soulful blues during the Man 
hattan leg of the national Solid 
Blues Tour. 

Four award-winning blues 
artists took the stage and per- 
formed to a full house. 

|oe Krown kicked off the 
show with some edgy Southern 
piano Krown, a New Orleans na- 
tive, has performed and recorded 
with some of the greatest musi- 
cians in history, including Carlos 
Santana. Eric Clapton and B.B. 
King. 

Next up was the contempo- 
rary blues band North Mississip- 
pi Allstars The band has received 
three Grammy nominations since 
its debut album "Shake Hands 
with Shorty" in 2001. Band mem- 
bers brought the crowd to its feel 
before intermission. 

The second half of the show 
featured Charlie Mussclwhite, 
who the New York Press called 
"the world's greatest living blues 
harmonica player" 

He is an eight time Grammy 
nominee and has won Lifetime 
Achievement awards from the 
Monterey Blues Festival and the 
San Javier Jazz Festival in Spain. 
Musselwhite encouraged audi- 
ence members to get on their feet 
during his performance, 

"This is dancing music," Mus- 
selwhite said. 

Many responded to the invi- 
tation to feel the beat, but few left 
their seats to dance with Mussel- 
white. 

The final act of the night was 
the legendary Mavis Staples Sta- 
ples was inducted into the Ruck 
and Roll Hall of Fame in 1999 
and received a Grammy Lifetime 
Achievement Award and the Na- 
tional Heritage Fellowship Award 
from the National Endowment 
for the Arts in 2006 She per- 
formed with Krown, the North 
Mississippi Allstars, and Mus- 
selwhite as her backup band and 



truly ended the show in style. 

The seven-week Solid Blues 
Tour is the first-ever tour with 
these four artists together and has 
made its way through the coun- 
try, stopping in cities like Hous- 
ton and Olympia, Wash,, before 
its stop in Manhattan. Former 
McCain Director Richard Mar- 
tin actively campaigned for the 
performance last year. A Mem- 
phis, Term , native, Martin said 
he knew the value of good blues 
and what bringing a show like 
this to Manhattan could mean 

Thorn Jackson, McCain as- 
sistant director of marketing 
and development, noted the im- 
portance of a blues concert to 
K-State 

"The opportunity was there, 
and we seized it," Jackson said. 
"The community wanted it and 
the students wanted it ." 

Typically McCain holds one 
jazz and blues concert each year. 
Previous performers have in- 
cluded Nicholas Payton and the 
Vanguard Jazz Orchestra Tick- 
et sales, corporate donations and 
the Friends of McCain organiza- 
tion funded the event. 

The audience loved the 
show; many clapped their hands 
and danced in their seats to the 
music People of all ages made 
up Sunday's audience, Jeanne L 
McKenzie, ticket services man- 
ager, commented on the diversity 
of those in attendance. 

"When you look around at 
the audience, everyone is coming 
for a different reason," McKenzie 
said, "some for nostalgia, some 
because of the resurgence in the 
popularity of the blues, or just for 
a love of blues" 

Jeff Hyder, freshman in ar 
chitectural engineering, came to 
the performance at the urging of 
a friend. 

"I'm just looking for a new 
experience," Hyder said 

The Solid Blues performance

The troop buildup at Fort 
Riley was one factor that influ- 
enced the recent boom in de- 
velopment, Fehr said 

"If everybody that was de- 
ployed in Iraq came home to- 
morrow or very soon, we'd 
have a housing shortage in the 
region," Fehr said. 

The development with- 
in Manhattan's city limits tar- 



gets soldiers who have families. 
They are mostly single-fami- 
ly units, but Loren Pepperd, 
G&A Real Estate agent, said 
family residences are not going 
to be in high demand 

"(The soldiers) came here 
knowing they were going to de- 
ploy so they left (their families) 
in their previous home," Pep- 
perd said "Most soldiers who 
arrived didn't arrive with fam- 
ilies - they just showed up" 

However, some develop 



ers said the development, while 
good for buyers, is not neces- 
sarily a good thing for them 
A surplus of homes now exists 
because of the response to the 
once-huge demand for housing 
from Fort Riley soldiers 

"Everybody started build- 
ing all at once," Pepperd said

A monthly conversation 
outlet now exists for communi- 
ty members and students to dis 
cuss their concerns and ques- 
tions about recent food -safety 
outbreaks. 

About 10 K-Stale faculty 
members, students and commu- 
nity members attended the first 
monthly Food Science Cafe on 
Monday night at Bluestem Bis- 
tro Douglas Powell, scientif- 
ic director of the Internation- 
al Pood Safety Network at K 
State, moderated the discus- 
sion. 

The purpose of the month- 
ly discussions is to talk about 
food safety and science in a dif- 
ferent setting than a classroom, 
said Powell, associate profes- 
sor of diagnostic medicine and 
pathobiology 

Powell showed his meal 
thermometer to those in atten- 
dance, and said it is important 



to get a digital, instant-read, tip- 
sensitive meat thermometer, 
which costs about $12. 

"Lots of people use it for 
whole birds or roasts, but 1 
think its more important ac 
1 u ally for the burgers and the 
ground beef," Powell said 'Ten 
years ago I would have never 
used one, but now I feci naked 
when I don't - 1 feel vulnera 
ble." 

When he is asked at a res- 
taurant how he would like his 
hamburger cooked, Powell said 
he responds he would like it 
"160," meaning he would like it 
cooked to 160 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

Pood color often is a poor 
indicator of when it is proper- 
ly cooked, Powell said K- State- 
food -safety research has found 
about 25 percent of tested ham 
burgers turned brown before 
they reached a safe temperature 
of 160 degrees Fahrenheit, he

Cecil Eyestone, bundled up 
in flannels and knits, standi be- 
hind his little card table offering 
baskets of colorful vegetables - 
peppers, tomatoes, grape-sized 
"mini -melons" and a sweet po- 
tato with sprouting vines from a 
clear jar. He greets his custom- 
ers with a warm 'Good morn- 
ing! ' and offers his goods for 
low prices - just happy to spend 
a fine Saturday morning at the 
Manhattan Farmers' Market 
where he has come for the last 
25 years since he helped start 
it 

"The idea was to provide a 
place for people who raise veg- 
etables to sell them," Eyestone 
said 

The tanners' market is 
open from the first weekend 
in May to the last in October. 
It meets on Saturdays from 6 
am to 1 p,m in the parking 
lot at Fifth and Houston streets, 
across from the courthouse, 
and on Wednesdays from 4:30 
to 7 p.m. at CiCo Park Last 
Saturday was the farmers' mar- 
ket's last weekend for (he sea- 



son, but it still will be open this 
Wednesday at CiCo Park for its 
last day of the season 

Eyestone said the Manhat 
tan Farmers' Market is one of 
the oldest continuous markets 
in Kansas He said he enjoys 
meeting new people and visit- 
ing with old friends at the mar 
ket, while gaining a bit of prof- 
it from gardening - his hob- 
by since he was a youngster 80 
years ago 

"It's a game trying to re- 
member who the (customers) 
are, what they want and what 
they're interested in," Eyestone 
said. "I try to explain to peo- 
ple what they're getting. Every- 
where I've been, I've had a gar- 
den." 

Though the market origi- 
nally was intended only for pro- 
duce sales, the rules gradually 
have been bent, Eyestone said, 
to include bakers, c rafters, and 
jam-makers, to name a few 

Chnssy Rutledge. for ex 
ample, has sold baked goods 
and hand -sewn purses there for 
two-and-a-half years She said 
shoppers create a good mix 
of people from different back- 
grounds and age groups. 



"1 like the one-on-one with 
people. I like being able to see 
their faces," said Rutledge "Es- 
pecially the regulars - if you 
don't see them one week, you 
wonder, TVhere did they go?"" 

Deb Pryor has been shop 
ping at the market for 20 years 
and said she buys whatever is 
in season because it's "always 
good." 

"I like the idea of support- 
ing local farmers and having 
fresh food locally grown" Pry- 
or said. 

She said her husband of- 
ten comes along to listen to the 
music. This week, two men - 
wearing cowboy hats - provid- 
ed relaxing entertainment with 
a guitar and harmonica under a 
white tent in the middle of the 
market 

Barb Jones, another baked- 
goods vendor, is known as "The 
Cookie Lady" at the farmers' 
market because of her array of 
wrapped and ribboned cook- 
ies - some with sprinkles, some 
without. Jones has been man- 
ning her booth for 11 years 
since she retired from teaching 
high school. 

"We love the farmers' mar- 



ket," Jones said. "Its a grand 
outlet We've met such tremen- 
dous people here ■ very loyal 
customers" 

One of her most loy- 
al customers, 8-year-old Lilt- 
ana Krysko, has become Jones' 
sidekick and is "almost like a 
granddaughter" to her 

While Krysko' s mother 
shops around the market. Lili- 
ana helps Jones' customers de- 
cide which cookies to buy. Lil- 
iana said someday she would 
like to have her own booth to 
sell dolls she makes out of bot- 
tles - and maybe some drinks 
too 

"I guess it's gonna be hard- 
er than feeding my pets," Krysko 
said 

Eyestone said the biggest 
struggle in selling at the farm- 
en' market is having to spend 
at least a day preparing to come, 
and even then the weather can 
be gloomy But that doesn't 
stop Eyestone and his fellow 
marketers from coming every 
week to see their customers 

"It's always uplifting to 
have people you can goof off 
with and enjoy being around," 
Rutledge said

Norris uses popularity to push his conservative views

Everyone has heard a joke 
about the extreme abilities of Chuck 
Norris like, "Guns don't kill people 
Chuck Norris kills 
people," or "There 
is no theory of evo- 
lution, just a list 
of animals Chuck 
Norris allows to 
live" 

Sure, these 
are funny, but they 
in no way repre- 
sent the real Chuck 
Norris. Though he 
was an internation 
al black-belt cham- 
pion and did his fair share of fight 
ing. the 67 -year-old is now much 
tamer and more outspoken about 
his conservative ideas. 

Norris, a devout Christian, 
writes a weekly column for the tra- 
ditionally conservative WorldNet- 
Daily Web site tn his column. Nor 
lis gives advice to his conservative 
audience by discussing his views on 
current issues, which are viewed by 
many to be more than a little out 
there 

He also filled in for conserva- 
tive Pox News broadcaster Sean 
Hannity on his show "Hannity and 
Colmes," and has slated he believes 
strongly the United States was 
founded on Christian principles and 
should return to those principles in 
every aspect of society 



In a Nov. 26, 2006, column on 
WorldNetDaiiycom, Norris wrote 
that politics and religion should be 
mixed as much as possible and in 
an April 9 column, Norris promoted 
the institution of a Bible curriculum 
in schools across the United States. 
He is also on the board of directors 
for the National Council on Bible 
Curriculum in Public Schools. 

Norris tries to get this curricu- 
lum to public schools and said he 
feels great disdain for public educa- 
tion institutions because they pro- 
mote the "intentional training of 
students to disdain America, freely 
experiment sexually, forcefully de- 
fend issues like abortion and homo- 
sexuality, as well as become cultur- 
al advocates for political correct- 
ness, relativism, globalization, green 
agendas and tolerance for all." 

In his column titled "Don't 
send your kids to college - before 
reading this," Norris tells readers to 
send their children to private, con- 
servative or Christian universities 
OK, Chuck, thanks for the advice - 
1 would hate to send my children to 
universities that promote tolerance 
for other people and try to make a 
healthier planet. 

Now as for the Chuck Nor- 
ris jokes, Norris said in an Oct. 23, 
2006, column he enjoys many of 
them, but they are more suited to 
Jesus, not him. Responding to the 
evolution joke mentioned above, 



Norris said the Theory of Evolution 
is bogus, and God - not Norris him- 
self - is the one who chooses which 
animals can live on the planet 

Though Norris is a fundamen- 
talist conservative with some ideas 
many would consider insane, he 
still has not forgotten his roots 
in martial arts. In 1990, Norris 
combined his love for martial arts 
and desire to help improve the 
lives of inner- city children and 
created the Kick Drugs Out of 
America Foundation, which en- 
courages students to stay off the 
streets, avoid gangs and drugs 
and resolve conflicts productive- 
ly through (he teachings of mar- 
tial arts.

After coming off a disappoint- 
ing loss to Nebraska on Saturday 
at Memorial Stadium, the K-State 
men's rugby team must wait until 
next semester to see if it can make 
it into its conference's regional tour- 
nament 

The loss to Nebraska was the 
first for the learn in the Heart of 
America Central League. Conner 
Smith, team co-captain and fifth- 
year student in architectural engi- 
neering, said the team members did 
not take advantage of the opportu 
nity to separate themselves from the 
pack. 

"What the game culminated 
to is that it gave us a chance to be 
in the driver's seal in the division." 
Smith said 

The chance lo claim control 
of the league is gone, but to many 
on the team, the loss was actually a 
confidence builder 

"Nebraska is a dominant team. 
and we went toe to-toe with them 
said Dan Knapp, team co-captain 
and sophomore in communica- 
tions 

Earlier in the year, the squad 
opened up its season by beating 
Truman Stale University for the first 



time in the team's history. The vic- 
tory against Truman State and nar 
row loss lo Nebraska is evidence of 
a team on the rise. 

In recent history, the team 
found itself toward the bottom of 
the league standings, and it strug- 
gled constantly to remain com- 
petitive However this year's team 
seems to be much more formidable 

"It's no longer like 'Oh, good 
we gel lo play K-State this week,'" 
Knapp said. 

He said the team is more regi- 
mented, and they have picked up a 
lot of Kansas City talent - students 
who had the chance to play rugby 
before college 

Many high schools in the Kan- 
sas City.

The International Food 
Safety Network at K-State is 
a group of people committed 
to reducing the incidence of 
food-bome illnesses The net- 
work provides research, com- 
mentary, policy evaluation and 
public information about food- 
safety issues, according to its 
Website 

The network also releases 
"info sheets" weekly about dif- 
ferent food-safety issues across 
the United States and Cana- 
da. The most recent info sheet, 
which was released Thursday, 
states that thousands of diners 
at a Calgary, Alberta, McDon- 



ald's might have been exposed 
to the Hepatitis A virus from 
Oct. 1 23. 

The info sheets' purpose is 
to provide food-service work- 
ers with information about 
certain situations in food safe- 
ty, Powell said 

"We're always just trying 
to find one way to put infor- 
mation out and take informa- 
tion in," he said. "We're just al- 
ways trying to find new ways 
to get it out there so we have 
fewer sick people." 

The network also 
has several blogs al www. 
donteatpoop.kstate.edu and 
barfblog.foodsafetyksuedu 
Powell also wore a T-shirt 
Monday night that said "ne 



mangez pas de coca," which is 
French for "Don't eat poop." . 

"It's had more effect than, 
anything else" Powell said of 
the message. 

Angela Dodd, senior in 
food science, said the cafe dis- 
cussions are an interactive way 
for students to get involved 
with nationally and interna- 
tionally known speakers.

cording to city officials 

Larry Coachman. 
Manhattan EMS direc- 
tor, said unlike some cit- 
ies there have not been 
any significant injuries in 
Manhattan on Halloween 
in recent years. 

"[Manh&ttanj is a saf- 
er community in compari- 
son to larger urban cities," 
Coachman said. "We're 
fortunate" 

Even so, he said it is 
important to be cautious 
and proper supervision is 
necessary to stay safe on 
Halloween night. 

"Parents should trick- 
or-treat in known areas," 
Coachman said. "It just 
takes a couple bad in- 
stances to ruin a fun time 
for a child" 

Sgt Stephen Boyda 
of the Riley County Poii it- 
Department said though 
not as many college stu- 
dents will be going trick- 
or treating, they should 
still be careful 



expecting a rise in crime 
on Halloween and will 
not be sending out any ex- 
tra officers, Boyda said. 

Rick Berry, Manhat- 
tan Fire Department's as- 
sistant chief in charge of 
operations, said he does 
not think safety will be a 
big issue. 

"It's not a lot different 
than a normal Friday or 
Saturday night," he said 

One way to maintain 
safety is to avoid wearing 
dark clothing. Berry said. 

"It's not as much of a 
police issue as it is a traf- 
fic issue," Berry said. "We 
hope kids cany flashlights 
or glow sticks or some- 
thing that will help them 
stand out" 

Though most students 
will go to parties or to Ag- 
gieville instead of houses 
to trick or treat, officials 
and students said safety 
measures should be taken. 

Denisc Baker, sopho- 
more in dietetics, said she

"I feel much better 
about (trick-or-treating) 
here in the Midwest rather 
than somewhere like Cal- 
ifornia," Schurr said. "If 
(here's a place to do it, I'd 
say it's here." 

Manhattan's Web 
site, www.cimanhattan 
ks.us, often some advice 
like how to pick out a cos- 
tume that will be safe Ac- 
cording to the site, fire is 
a safety factor so costumes 
should be fire-proof. Also, 
props like butcher knives 
and pitchforks should be 
checked for sharpness and 
flexibility 

The National Safety 
Council's Web site, www 
nscorg, also offers a few 
tips The site had safety 
advice, like making sure 
eye-holes in hooded cos- 
tumes are large enough 
for good peripheral vision, 
because they could be re- 
strictive when looking for 
cars. The Web site also 
suggests when buying spe- 
cial Halloween makeup, 
people should check for 
packages containing in- 
gredients that are labeled 
"Made with U.S. approved 
color additives" This wilt 
help to avoid any allergic 
reactions or rashes

Various faculty mem- 
bers in Kedzie have sighted 
live or dead bats hanging 
from the ceilings, lying in the 
trash cans and flying around 
the alcove 

"This year, my air 
conditioning was broken," 
said Soontac An, associate 
professor of journalism and 
mass communications. "I 
put a bucket under (he air- 
conditioning unil lo catch 
the dripping water One day. 
when I went to throw the 
water bucket out, there was 
a dead bat lying in the buck 
et 1 was very frightened 

"Another lime, in room 
221, I heard a strange sound 
There was a live bat flipping 
around on the floor" 

The Kedzie bat sightings 
are nothing new to this aca- 
demic year 

Boh Meeds, associ 
ale professor of journalism 
and moss communication!., 
has (aught at K- State for 11 
years, and he said he saw 
(hem ever since his first year 
here 

"I've been seeing bats 
fly around Kedzie since 
I've started teaching here," 
Meeds said. "The last lime 
I saw one was three weeks 
ago One was hanging from 



the ceiling and flying around 
the alcove. Usually, Ihough, 
they're flying around the sec- 
ond floor." 

Faculty members gen- 
erally call area animal con- 
trol agencies or K-Stale's Di- 
vision of Facilities to remove 
the bats from the building if 
found, said Charles Pearce, 
associate professor of jour- 
nalism and mass communi- 
cations 

"1 found a bat on the 
floor this summer," Pearce 
said "I called facilities and 
they came and got it. If 
Animal Control comes, they 
usually jusl (ake the bats out- 
side, which makes it easy for 
them to come back inside 
I've seen bats about five or 
six times this year, though." 

Staff members from the 
Division of Facilities capture 
the bats and release them 
outside if they receive a re- 
quest to relieve a building 
of the flying mammals, said 
|ohn Woods, director of the 
facilities division They can- 
not kill the bats, however, 
because they are an endan- 
gered and protected species, 
he said 

The main reason bats 
come into Kedzie Hall is be- 
cause windows are constant- 
ly left upen." Woods said 
"Faculty members and stu- 
dents close the windows and 
doors more often (o try and 
prevent bats from coming 
into Kedzie We also plug up 
holes in the attic and other

places we think the bats are 
coming from " 

Division of Facilities 
staff believes bats should be 
removed from buildings be- 
cause of the animals' poten- 
tial lo bite students, Woods 
said. 

Bats have very sharp 
teeth that can be dangerous," 
he said "If a student gets bit, 
we take the bat to the (Veter- 
inary Medicine) center and 
determine if the bat has ra- 
bies or not." 

Division of Facilities 
staff also have released bats 
from other campus build- 



ings, Woods said. 

"Anderson Hall has the 
most bats, but there are many 
other buildings that have 
encountered this problem," 
he said. "Anderson has a lot 
because of the belfry." 

Bill Adams, professor of 
journalism and mass com- 
munications, said he also 
has seen several bais while 
working on the second floor 
of Kedzie 

"I saw a bat lying on the 
floor of my office." Adams 
said, "so I picked il up and 
threw it out the window, and 
it flew away." 



Some Kedzie facul- 
ty members said they think 
Kedzie has bats because it is 
one of the oldest buildings 
on campus, and has several 
run- down areas where bats 
can enter Kedzie was built 
in 1899 

"I think the reason we 
have bats here is |ust be- 
cause Kedzie is an old build- 
ing," Meeds said. "There's an 
attic in Kedzie lhat Ihey can 
get into or come from, but 
I don't think they are doing 
any damage or should be re- 
moved. I think the bats arc 
part of the charm of Kedzie"

A Manhattan man was

In Kansas, domestic vio- 
lence is the third-leading cause 
of health issues in women Oc- 
tober was domestic violence 
awareness month, and dur- 
ing this month and through- 
out the rest of the year, Kansas 
Attorney General Paul Morri- 
son has been trying to drasti- 
cally lower the statistic. 

Morrison created the Kan- 
sas Domestic Violence Unit al 
most three months ago, which 
trains police officers, law en- 
forcement agencies and pros- 
ecuton on how to handle and 
win domestic violence cases 

"Domestic violence is a 
different kind of crime," Mor- 
rison said. "Few kinds of crime 
victims usually love the abus- 
er, and that creates a whole 
different dynamic and set of 
challenges for law enforce- 
ment and prosecutors But 
they can still win those cases 
and should be aggressive and 
can make people's lives better 
and safer" 

So far, Morrison said the 
DVU has trained 350 police 
ofheen in 14 counties across 
the state and has planned 
more than 20 training sem 
inare between now and the 
end of the year. Since its

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Ghost of Purple Masque Theatre responsible for paint spills, blackouts 



Nothing is better on Hal 
loween than a good old fash 
toned ghost story - except 
this particular ghost story is a 
Uttle closer to home. Ask any- 
One who has ever walked into 
Old Stadium or any KStater 
who has performed in the 
Purple Masque Theater. They 
will tell you firsthand that 
something is just not right 
- there is something other- 
worldly about the old sports 
complex. 

The following article was 
taken from the 1993 fall pre- 
view edition of the Collegian 
and was written by Jennifer 
Prat her. 

THE TALE OF NICK THE 
GHOST 

The Purple Masque The- 
atre in East Stadium comes 
with its own permanent star 
attraction - Nick, perhaps 
the most infamous ghost in 
the Midwest 

The Purple Masque is the 
perfect haunt It is what is 
commonly called a black box 
because its stage, walls and 
ceiling are painted black. 

It suits Nick just fine 

Nick has been haunting 
the theater since about 1964 
when it was built One of the 
first people to encounter Nick 
was Carl Hinrichs, now an as- 
sociate professor of speech at 
K-State. 

Hinrichs was working 
alone late one night paint- 
ing sets for a play. He poured 
some paint from a five-gallon 
bucket into a smaller one and 
left the room 

He heard a loud crash, 
and when he ran back to in- 
vestigate, he said he found 
the paint bucket had been 
turned upside down and car- 
ried about 10 feet from where 
he left it. There was no sign 
that another person had en- 
tered the theater 

This is just one of Nick's 
many exploits included in 



"Haunted Heartland" by Beth 
Scott and Michael Norman 
The book is a compilation of 
ghost stories and legends told 
throughout the Midwest. 

The book also relays inci- 
dents of Nick stacking chairs 
in the hallway of the locked 
theater, giving stagehands a 
helping hand by setting up 
chairs in a record five min- 
utes and placing programs on 
the seats 

Footsteps, pipe rattling, 
music, voices on tape, float- 
ing fire extinguishers and the 
touch of unseen hands are 
all phenomena attributed to 
Nick over the years 

Charlotte MacFarland, 
assistant professor of speech 
and director of many of 
K- State's theatrical produc- 
tions, knows many of the sto- 
ries about Nick She said she 
believes there is some kind 
of paranormal energy in the 
Purple Masque 

"It's an odd feeling ... see- 
ing or hearing something, go- 
ing to confront it, and there's 
nothing there," she said. 

Nick's tricks are usually 
harmless and display a mis- 
chievous sense of humor 

MacFarland said she re- 
membered an incident that 
happened about four years 
ago. 

"Four students taking the 
Fundamentals of Acting class 
saw an iridescent face in the 
lighting booth, which was 
locked As they stood and 
talked about it, it slowly dis- 
appeared," she said 

When the students un- 
locked the booth to turn out 
the stage lights, the lights 
would not go off. 

One of the students said, 
"Nick, please let us out. Let 
us go home" 

The lights went out - all 
of them, including the exii 
lights above the doors The 
students had to grope I heir 
way out of the theater. 

Nick's ghostly presence

is a mystery. The legend goes 
back to the 1950s when, sup 
posedly, a football player 
named Nick was injured in a 
game at Memorial Stadium. 

The east wing was then 
used as an athletic dormitory, 
and Nick was carried in and 
left on a table in the cafeteria, 
which stood where the Purple 
Masque is now 

The injured man was left 
alone while the game contin- 
ued, and when the coach re- 
turned, Nick was dead 

A more lurid version of 
the tale claims Nick's par 
ents were killed in a car acci- 



dent en route to sec htm play 
in the game, and Nick's spir- 
it forever walks and waits for 
his parents to come to him. 

Although K-Stale re- 
cords show there was a foot- 
ball player named Nick in the 
50s. there is no record of him 
dying during a game 

There was, however, a 
freshman named John M. 
Holden who died after collid- 
ing with another player dur- 
ing an intramural football 
game in 1953. 

Unfortunately for the teg- 
end, the game was not played 
ll Memorial Stadium, and 



Holden did not die in the caf- 
eteria 

MacFarland said Nick 
has been very quiet the past 
few years. There have been 
no Nick appearances for 
more than a year. 

Most of K State's theater 
productions were moved to 
Nichols Theatre in 1985, and 
MacFarland said she won- 
ders if the lack of activity in 
the Purple Masque is respon- 
sible for Nick's retirement. 

"When people are focus- 
ing on a play, it creates a lot 
of energy," she said. 

Perhaps Nick needs that 



energy in order to manifest 
himself 

Without it, he may even- 
tually become a memory 
as dim as the cheers of the 
crowds that once echoed in 
the old stadium 

Could Nick really be the 
resentful ghost of John Hold- 
en, whose name did not even 
appear in the Royal Purple 
the year he died'' 

All the visits by psychics 
and the seances that have tak- 
en place over the years have 
shed no light on the mystery

Flint Hills area expects 30,000-person increase by 2012

Fort Riley and the sur- 
rounding Flint Hills area is 
expected to have a 30 per 
cent increase in population 
by the year 2012, according 
to the Flint Hills Regional 
Growth Plan study. A sum- 
mary of the study was pre 
sented Tuesday night in an 
open house format at the 
Courtyard Hotel in |unctton 
City 

"The basis for the plan 
is how the region is growing 
and how thnt growth should 
be managed," said liru Hicks, 
one of eight planning team 
members for the project 
"Our basic premise is plan- 
ning for the future" 

Thirty percenl more, or 
30,000 people, are expect- 
ed to move to the Flint Hilts 
area throughout the next 
five years, Hicks said. Sol- 
diers and their families com- 
prise the majority of this in- 
flux along with economic mi- 
grants. The soldier's increase 
in population is because the 
Department of Defense's ex- 
pansion of Ft. Riley. 



The project was con- 
ducted by EDAW, a project 
collaboration company, and 
several other organizations 

According to the plan's 
literature, the study focused 
on 12 major areas like hous- 
ing, education, health care, 
transportation, jobs, social 
services and land use The 
plan sets out detailed ac- 
tions for protecting critical 
natural environments, man- 
aging resources, directing 
growth, and providing a co- 
ordination plan for supply- 
ing regional services in an 
efficient and effective man- 
ner. 

"The impacts of the 
growth of Ft Riley are huge," 
said Karen Davis, Manhat- 
tan Community Develop- 
ment Director for the proj 
cct "We hired the consul- 
tants to estimate the growth 
and they have identified 
problems and challenges" 

Davis said the study be- 
gan about a year ago and 
things have been progress- 
ing quickly 

"We started the study in 
December of last year," Da- 
vis said "It's been a very in- 



tense project but it needs 
to be. Things are happen 
ing, kids are coming into 
schools" 

Ellen Heath, another 
planning team member list- 
ed other examples of the 
types of services that will 
be demanded by Flint Hills 
growth 

"The population growth 
means that more people are 
going to be using roads and 
going to the doctor and more 
stores are going to be open- 
ing up," she said 

Though the population 
growth seems to be causing 
many problems, Heath said 
they are rewarding prob- 
lems. 

"It's a good problem for 
a community to have, but it's 
a challenge in terms of how 
to deal with it," she said. 

The challenge is a sub 
stantial one. Hicks said The 
study has found that the pop- 
ulation growth will result in 
a $721 million increase in 
the regional economy, a 22- 
percent increase lo what it is 
now, he said. The increase 
will bring the economy total 
to $4.7 billion by 2012. 



Heath and Hicks said 
the strategies the planning 
team came up with are rec- 
ommended approaches and 
there will not be a formal 
vote to decide whether or 
not to implement the plan 
It is up to Riley County and 
the surrounding areas to de- 
cide if they want lo adopt 
the plans or not they said 

Heath stressed the im- 
portance of collaboration by 
local communities that will 
be affected by the growth. 

"A real Iheme in this re- 
search is regular coopera- 
tion," she said. "Instead of 
each region doing their own 
thing, they can go further if 
they cooperate They need lo 
sec how they can use this lo 
their advantage." 

Hicks suid the plan was 
needed in order to show 
what types of costs the Fed- 
eral Government would need 
to cover. The Department of 
Defense needs to see what 
type of housing, schools, 
jobs and services the growth 
will require, he said.

Police departments out of line by allowing citizens 
to monitor speeding motorists with radar technology

program have that one neighbor 
who leaves a set of binoculars next 
to every window in their 
house.

Now, these indi- 
viduals who are on a first- 
name basis with police of 
fleers finally have their op- 
portunity to act like real 
police officers.

year Volunteer ra- 
dar gunslingers are now 
taking the term 
nosy neighbor 
to a whole new 
level. 

Accord- 
ing to an 
Oct 25 
USA To- 
day report, 
in Shawnee, 
a suburb 
of Kansas City, 
Kan., police are al- 
lowing residents to 
use radar guns on 
streets with speed lim- 
its posted at 25 miles 
per hour or less as long 
as they remain in their 
vehicles when using the 
radar gun. Annoying neigh- 
bors can sit in their car while 
parked in a driveway and clock 
your car with the battery-oper- 
ated radar gun, appropriately 
named Stalker II 
On the Stalker Radar Web site, 
the Stalker II is described as revolu- 
tionary, and it "can monitor fast- 
er vehicles passing larger vehicles 
and display the speed of both 
targets simultaneously." 
The police appear to be serious 
about this program. 

However, (his is not an isolat- 
ed event in Kansas, but a new trend 
developing across the country The 
article reported police departments 
across the nation are loaning ra- 
dar guns to volunteers overly con- 
cerned with correcting - or at least 
catching - other citizens' traffic vio-

lations Elsewhere across the nation, 
residents and homeowners' associa- 
tions are proactively tracking neigh- 
bors with radar guns 

The Deforest Police De- 
partment in Deforest, Wis., 
has "allowed residents to bor- 
row a battery-operated radar 
gun for a week or two, sit on 
their front lawns and record 
the speeds of passing motor- 
ists" for the past year. 

The DPD said it's not only 
kids who speed, but adults, 
including soccer moms, too. 
- People generally accept that 
part of a police officer's duty 
is to enforce speed limits, but when 
a volunteer takes on the responsibil- 
ity, it could be seen as patronizing 
and actually counteract the original 
intent to prevent speeding 

While championing for chil- 
dren's safety is a valiant cause, 
catching your neighbor going 5-10 
miles more than the speed limit and 
fuming them in is bound to strain 
neighborhood relations. 

Similar to GPS programs like 
Teensurance, which tracks and teen 
drivers geographically, this program 
could destroy the necessity of par- 
ent-child trust 

Neither of these monitoring de- 
vices teach teens or other drivers to 
avoid speeding in the future. 

Volunteers have the potential 
to use a radar gun in an attempt to 
heckle others for the week or two 
they are allowed to have the device. 
While no one can receive a ticket 
for speeding if caught by a volunteer, 
police do send out warning letters 
depending on the residential area 
and how fast the vehicle was going 
Volunteers who use the Stalker 
11 pose no real threat to speed-limit 
violators beyond a slap on the wrist 
from the local police department If 
residents want their neighborhoods 
to be safer, then speed limit monitor- 
ing should be left to police officers 
who are supposed to hand out tick- 
ets to violators.

Illegal immigration could be lowered with proper documentation 



Illegal immigration has 
been on the forefront of US 
citizens' minds for years. 
However, the lack of 
proper documentation 
has created an escape 
route for illegal im- 
migrants to flee while 
U.S. citizens are left to 
deal with the conse- 
quences 

For years, there 
has been no way to 
control illegal immi- 
gration Without suffi- 
cient incentive to stop 
the problem, the bene- 
fits of entering the country il- 
legally outweigh the disadvan- 
tages. 

The opportunity io make 
a better life for themselves 
and their families drives ille- 
gal immigrants to break our 
laws when entering our eoun 
try. The procedures for legal 
immigration can take years, 
so if the government was 
more efficient in processing 
these forms, there would be 
more of an availability for le- 
gal documentation 

According to the Govern- 
ment Accountability Office, as 
of 2006, there were appro* 
imately 12 million undocu- 
mented illegal workers in the 
United States It is impossible 
for the government to simply 
ship that many people back. 
Sending back 12 million peo 
pie would take 19,231 Boeing 




747s, each with a full passen- 
ger load of 624 individuals 
Last week, the state of 
New York made a 
deal with President 
Bush to make a new 
generation of drivers' 
licenses. According to 
Pox News, the new li- 
censes will be based 
on a three-tier plan. 
One is enhancing the 
driver's license, mak- 
ing it as secure as a 
passport. 

Second, the ID will 
meet the federal stan- 
dards of the REAL ID Act, 
which according to House 
Resolution 1268, imposes 
minimum standards for state 
identification cards, driv- 
ers licenses, employment and 
banking. In a cooperative ef- 
fort, state and federal gov- 
ernment would maintain da- 
tabases on cardholders. This 
would make it incredibly hard 
for immigrants and suspected 
terrorists to obtain IDs And 
lastly, this ID can he given to 
undocumented immigrants 

According to CNN, New 
York's Gov Eliot Spitzer be- 
lieves "it will usher in the 
must secure licensing sys- 
tem in the world " The biggest 
change would be illegal im- 
migrants will not have to live 
in hiding. Spitzer, a democrat. 
said this system will bring im 
migrants "out of the shad- 



ows. 

Asking illegal immigrants 
to be labeled as illegal is the 
only critical flaw This is going 
to cause distrust between ille- 
gal immigrants and the gov- 
ernment until the 
government can 
prove, over time, 
to be trustworthy. 

Though illegal 
immigrants aren't 
citizens, they affect 
everyone in this country, 
from income to property val 
ue, social security, Medicaid, 
Medicare and car insurance 
rates As a culture, we are fi- 
nally looking at a common- 
sense solution to the problem, 
which will benefit our own 
citizens. 

It is hard to believe now 
in the 21st century that our 
country is too full of people 
We all have ancestors who ar- 
nved in this country through 
immigration - now we need 
to realize the process isn't go 
ing to slop. Unless we come 
up with a common-sense so-

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Four-year marching band member shares 
experiences in unexpected leadership role

er anticipated as a college 
freshman he would one day 

' be a K-State marching band 

' Veteran. 

After all, Towner, senior 
in biology, had never even 
participated in marching 
band. Pour years later, he is 
"djie of the most experienced 

" performers in the band. 

NEW EXPERIENCE 

Towner said he was in- 
volved with pep band in high 
school, which prompted his 
passion for performing in an 
athletic atmosphere, he said. 

After his initial decision 
to join the marching band 
his high school senior year, 
Towner said he began to wor- 
ry about feeling like an out- 
sider because of his inexperi- 
ence 

Right before leaving for 
K state, he felt hesitant about 
his decision and thought 
about dropping the marching 
band. He said his parents en- 
couraged him to stick with it, 
and Towner agreed to attend 
marching-band camp and de- 
cide after that. 

Though band camp was 
exhausting from learning new 
material and constantly work- 
ing hard, Towner said he de- 
cided to remain in marching 
band. 



He never felt like an out- 
sider because other band 
members accepted him im- 
mediately. 

He said he only had the 
basics down, and the march- 
ing band's concepts were dif- 
ficult for him to grasp in the 
beginning. 

"It was shocking at first, 
especially because 1 was 
learning the basic marching 
band stuff at the college lev- 
el," he said. "1 went from sit- 
ting in the stands at my high 
school to being on the field at 
K- State." 

PERSONAL COMMITMENT 

Towner said he has tak- 
en his leadership to a new 
level and has devoted him- 
self to sharing his experience 
with rookies in the band. As 
a tenor saxophone player, he 
served as vice president of 
Kappa Kappa Psi, an honor- 
ary band service fraternity 

"Marching band has be- 
come extremely personal for 
me because I have so much 
of my recent life connected 
with it," Towner said. "It has 
helped me develop into the 
performer, musician and per- 
son that I am, and one of the 
best decisions I've ever made 
was to stick with it for all four 
years." 

Though about 50 percent 
of the marching band mem- 
bers actively perform with 
the band for all four years, 



the marching band would 
fall apart without four year 
marchers, said Frank Tracz, 
director of bands and profes- 
sor of music. 

Four-year members serve 
as knowledgeable and re- 
spectful members toward the 
band and its routines, Tracz 
said He said he thinks with- 
out the solidity of such strong 
veterans, the marching band 
would wane from its high 
standards because of the lead- 
ership the seniors provide. 

"The seniors in our qual- 
ity ensemble protect the past 
and build toward the future." 
Tracz said- 'They take a lot 
of pride in and achieve own- 
ership of the marching band, 
since the quality of the group 
is on their shoulders." 

Most band members un- 
dergo personal progress and 
maturation from their fresh 
man year into their senior 
year, Tracz said The mem- 
bers are forced to produce 
their best work and become 
comfortable performing for 
50,000 people at football 
games in Snyder Family Sta- 
dium 

The marching band mem ■ 
bers also have committed 
themselves to intense practice 
pressure, especially on game 
days. For 11 am games, the 
marching band can be out on 
the field as early as 4 am to 
practice, Towner said. 

Working through these 
experiences together creates 



incredibly close connections 
between band members in- 
stantly, and also helps fresh- 
men adjust to college life 
quicker, Tracz said. 

"Marching band provides 
my students with the basic in- 
gredients for college success," 
Tracz said "1 work with stu 
dents who want to be success- 
ful, and they understand that 
we bring the basic elements 
of success to the forefront 
Work ethic is paramount, and 
my students strengthen that 
each year that they are in- 
volved in this incredible or- 
ganization." 

ROLE MODEL 

This year, Towner said he 
has used his experience to in- 
fluence the freshmen in his 
tenor saxophone section. 

While letting the section 
leaders voice commands and 
teachings, Towner often can 
be seen directing behind the 
scenes and passing down use- 
ful knowledge to the rookies, 
said Zane Hallauer. freshman 
in architectural engineering 
and tenor saxophone player 

"Matt has been extreme- 
ly influential to me because 
he was one of the first old- 
er members to befriend me," 
Hallauer said. "Friendship to 
a rookie is important to gel 
rid of the wide-eyed, confused 
look thai can get in the way 
of improving and becoming a 
better member of the band."

Robert Egger ran punk 
nightclubs and booked gigs 
with bands like The Ramones. 
He said he never had the in- 
tention of starting a nonprof- 
it organ izali on 

"Alt I wanted to do since 
I was 1 2 years old was, 'Please 
let me out of high school so I 
can go run one of the greatest 
nightclubs in the world,'" he 
said. 

Egger, a self- proclaimed 
"recovering hypocrite" who 
said he wanted to change 
the world during his youth 
but (eared involvement in 
the community, is the found 
er and president of the DC 
Centra] Kitchen in Washing- 
ton DC He presented "Our 
40 -year )ourney from Charity 
to Change" as part of the Lou 
Douglas Lecture Series on 
Public Issues TAiesday night 
at Forum HaU in the K-State 
Student Union 

"The DC Central Kitch- 
en was not born out of me 
saying, I want to go out and 
feed the poor,'" he said "1 was 
just a volunteer." 

Egger said his mother's 
generation of women con- 
tributed to an increase in U.S. 
nonprofit organizations in the 
late 1960s. The women saw 
homeless people, domestic 
violence and the civil rights 
movement, and they wanted 
to unite communities, he said. 

As a result the United 
Stales wcnl from 50,000 non 
profit organizations to about 
1 million in 10 years, Egger 
said. 

"By the hundreds of 
thousands, this generation of 
women Flooded into Amer- 
ica to apply what they had a 
learned and maybe postpone 
for a little bit," he said "and 
they joined some of their sis- 
ters lhat had been banging at 



the glass ceiling for a decade 
during the 1960s" 

Founded in 1989, the 
DC. Central Kitchen helps 
unemployed men and women 
learn culinary skills while pre- 
paring donated food into bal- 
anced meals The kitchen has 
distributed more than 17 mil- 
lion meals and helped more 
than 600 people gain full-time 
employment. 

"We don't fight hunger 
- we fight the stereotype," Eg- 
ger said about the kitchen. 

Egger, who was named 
an Oprah's Angel in 2001, 
said he soon will use some of 
the Oprahs Angel Network 
$100,000 Use Your Life Award 
to start a street-cart program 
in Washington DC People 
like former felons, drug ad- 
dicts and homeless people can 
rent the carts and use them to 
start their own businesses, he 
said. 

Egger ended his lecture 
with two words of advice for 
collegiate audience members 
-rock hard. 

"It's your life," he said. 
"You own it. Don't let anybody 
tell you to slow down. Don't 
be rude, and don't be jerks, 
but believe in yourselves " 

UFM sponsors the Lou 
Douglas Lecture Series on 
Public Issues Linda Teener, 
UFM executive director, said 
Egger has made significant 
contributions toward thinking 
about nonprofit organizations 
and their collaboration with 
existing businesses. 

"I think he presents an in- 
teresting idea of how to make 
the most of programs and 
businesses that already exist 
and get them working togeth- 
er again so that businesses can 
profit, nonprofits can provide 
services necessary and the re- 
cipients of the services not 
only get a hand out but also 
begin learning how to take 
care of themselves," she said.

Nelson broke a decade old school re- 
cord in Saturday's 51-13 win over Baylor, 



hauling in his 76th reception of the sea- 
son. Thai snapped Darnell McDonald's old 
mark of 75 catches, set in 1998. 

Nelson stands third on the 
K-State career receptions list 
with 160 and needs 20 catch 
es to pass Michael Smith for 
second place.

to numerous penalty flags 
Richt didn't mind a bit, ad- 
mitting afterward he told 
his team lit would give 
them extra running if they 
didn't get culled for exces- 
sive celebration. 

"As a follow-up to our 
telephone discussion earli- 
er today, 1 do want to apol- 
ogize in writing for what 
transpired after the first 
score of the Georgia -Flori- 
da game this past Saturday 
when ^ur entire team left 
the bench area to celebrate 
the score."

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Mormonism similar to Christianity in several 
basic areas say local Mormon church members

Skirts and suits, shirts and 
ties dotted the chapel Every- 
one was dressed in their Sun- 
day best with their eyes direct- 
ed toward the video screen, 

Gordon B. Hinckley, the 
living prophet, was speaking - 
an event that only occurs twice 
a year. Hinckley has served 
as the 15th president of The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Lai 
ter-day Saints since 1995 

Though many people 
might associate Mormons 
with Salt Lake City. Manhat- 
tan has its own congregation 
of believers spread out among 
a few churches. This includes 
one young- adult congrega- 
tion, which meets in the former 
K Stale's president's house on 
Claflin Road and Denison Av- 
enue, 

"Our main purpose is to 
invite others to come unto 
Christ," said Sister Chapman, a 
Mormon missionary. 

Chapman and Sister Du- 
rant are just two of several mis 
sionaries at the church. During 
their entire missionary of be- 
tween 1 1/2 and 2 years, mis- 
sionaries do not use their first 
names, they said. 

The Church of |esus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints is related 
closely to Christianity, but with 
several differences The three 
main missions of the church 
are "proclaiming the gospel, re- 
deeming the dead and perfect- 
ing the saints," Durant said. 

Members of the LDS 
church also are known as Mor- 
mons because of their belief in 
the Book of Mormon, which is 
a compilation of records writ- 
ten by prophets in the ancient 
Americas between 600 B.C. 
and 400 AD. The Mormon 
church considers the Book of 
Mormon an addition to the Bi- 
ble, both of which they believe 
to be true. This contrasts the 
Protestant view of the Bible. 

"At the heart of it, we be- 
lieve that the 66 books of the 
Bible are God's final and lull 
revelation," said Steve Rat I iff, 
senior pastor at Faith Evan- 
gelical Free Church. "Nothing

Joseph Smith founded 
Mormonism in 1830 with the 
belief that God and Jesus Christ 
had appeared lo him and giv- 
en him the task of restoring the 
corrupt Church, This consist- 
ed of beginning the priesthood 
anew and restoring the gos- 
pel's truth. This view also dif- 
fers from that of the Protestant 
church. 

"We would say that God 
has preserved the Church down 
through the centuries," Hut 
I iff said. "We believe the Gos- 
pel has been preserved through 
the scriptures." 

Mormons believe male be- 
lievers who live a worthy life 
according to the Mormon doc- 
trine, can be accepted lo the 
priesthood and then have the 
ability lo baptize and perform 
other duties, said Micafi Sharp, 
a life-long Mormon. 

In the Mormon religion, 
even if people have accept- 
ed that )esus Christ sacrificed 
himself for their sins, they must 
still receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost by baptism to have the 



Holy Ghost as a constant com- 
panion, said Robert McPher- 
son, a new member of the Mor- 
mon church. However, if some- 
one dies before having that op- 
portunity, the living can per- 
form baptisms vicariously for 
the dead, Mcpherson said. 

"I think now we know how 
it should be done," McPher- 
son said "The power to bap- 
tize, give blessings has been 
returned through the priest- 
hood." 

A significant foundation in 
the Mormon church is the fam- 
ily, which Mormons believe 
lasts for eternity in heaven, and 
is consequently the "core unit 
of the gospel," Durant said. 
For this reason, they strive to 
strengthen (heir families in ev- 
erything they do, he said 

"All other structures in this 
life will be dissolved," Sharp 
said, "but the family unit is 
eternal," 

Luke Hcaly, a K-State 
graduate and intern for Ich- 
thus Christian Fellowship, said 
he learned about the Mormon 
church by reading about 10 



books on the religion and con- 
versing with a Mormon friend 
- all of which have shown him 
what he calls several interest- 
ing aspects of Mormonism. 

"The most interesting 
thing I've learned about Mor 
mons is that it's like its own 
culture," Healy said. "They're 
all wrapped up in who they are 
and how they live." 

He said Mormons view life 
as an "eternal progression," like 
a test to see how close they can 
get to perfection. 

"The core teaching of all 
Christian churches involves 
what Christ has done for us - 
dying for our sins." Ratliff said. 
"Salvation does not depend on 
belonging to a certain church 
and is not based on our good 
deeds." 

Chapman summarized the 
basic Mormon beliefs abuul 
salvation. 

"We believe that we must 
repent of our sins, be baptized 
and receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost and continue life in the 
pattern of having faith and re- 
penting" she said.

Continued from P*gr I 
implementation, the unit has 
been overwhelmed with re- 
quests for training from law 
enforcement agencies, which 
Morrison said is great consid- 
ering they weren't sure what 
kind of response the training 
would receive. 

But he said it's nol just 
police and prosecutors who 
are required to bring about 
change 

"Domestic violence is a 
lot like fighting other types of 
crime," he said "It requires a 
collaborative effort Law en- 
forcement and prosecutors 
can't do it by themselves. They 
need to team up with schools, 
battered women's shelters and 
groups that deal with commu- 
nity violence issues It's always 
a team approach We're try- 
ing to change a culture and 
how it views violence in the 
home" 

Some o( these collabora- 
tive groups in Manhattan in- 
clude the K- State Women's 
Center and the Manhattan 
Crisis Center. Mary Todd, di 
rector of the Women's Cen- 
ter, said that in general, do 
mestie violence is a problem 
in Manhattan Since )an I of 
this year, K- State Police offi- 
cers have had five reports of 
domestic violence on earn

pus. Todd said the center of 
fers short-term crisis counsel- 
ing for women and men who 
have been victims of domestic 
abuse and will help in setting 
up other recovery resources. 

"Women need to move 
safely out of a relationship," 
Todd said ".you don't have 
to take it lightly when you're 
leaving an abuser. Its violence 
often follows when people 
leave their abusers It's some- 
thing you want to have sup- 
port with when you do." 

Todd said people moving 
out of abusive relationships 
usually need to have good 
counseling, file a police re- 
port and have a restraining or 
iiri placed against their abus- 
er She said she advises victims 
to visit the Manhattan Crisis 
Center, where they will receive 
assistance in completing those 
necessary steps. 

"Men or women who are 
suffering from violence should 
definitely go to Lafene Stu 
dent Health Clinic to make 
sure they're okay physically," 
she said, "and then we recom- 
mend they call the Manhattan 
Crisis Center." 

Todd also said students 
who are in - or have been in 
- abusive relationships can 
experience a lot of trauma, 
which might affect them aca- 



demically She said these stu- 
dents should not hesitate to 
visit the Office of Student Life 
and let them know they've 
been missing classes. Also, she 
said students fearing for their 
safety should call K State Po- 
lice immediately, and they will 
help protect students. 

The Office of Student Life, 
K State Police and the Wom- 
en's Center are not the only 
resources on campus that can 
help with domestic violence 
issues. 

Dorinda Lambert, associ- 
ate director of K State Coun- 
seling Services, said the of- 
fice works with several stu- 
dents with relationship con- 
cerns and is very much a sup- 
porter of having healthy, non- 
violent relationships She said 
they offer one- on -one counsel- 
ing help as well as group-ther- 
apy services. 

Lambert said counseling 
services has no specific group 
for domestic violence victims, 
but individuals often benefit 
from being in group settings 
and receiving support from 
their peers. 

"There's never, ever a sit- 
uation where somebody has 
the right to get physical with a 
partner," Morrison said. "Hit- 
ting, punching, slapping, kick- 
ing - it's a crime"

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Used and abused 

Prescription drugs become common among young adults

Prescription drug abuse is an 
increasing problem in (he United 
States, as prescriptions rank sec- 
ond behind marijuana as the most 
commonly used, illicit drug. 

According to the Office of 
National Drug Policy Web site. 
it is especially common among 
teenagers and young adults, and 
60 percent of the people who 
admitted to taking prescription 
drugs for non-medical reasons 
reported they obtained the drug 
from a friend or relative for free. 

College students abuse pre 
scription drugs for a variety of 
reasons. Some students abuse 
prescription drugs for recreation- 
al purposes. 

"I've heard about people tak- 
ing prescription drugs with beer 
in order to get messed up quick- 
er," said Ben Schoenberger, soph- 
omore in business administra- 
tion. 

Students also abuse prescrip- 
tion drugs in attempts to stay 
awake or alert while studying 
late at night. 

' 1 have heard about stu- 
dents who take Adderall in order 
to stay up at night to study for a 
test," said Jared Schnefke, sopho- 
more in finance 

According to the Nation- 
al Institute on Drug Abuse Web 
site, the types of prescription 
drugs abused that alter brain ac- 
tivity and can lead to addiction 
are opioids, central nervous sys- 
tem depressants and stimulants. 

According to an article pub- 
lished in 2006 by Pharmacother 
apy - a journal of human phar- 
macology and drug therapy - 
a survey on prescription drug 
abuse by college students found 
65 percent were trying to help 
with concentration, 48 percent 
were trying to increase alertness 
and 30 percent were experiment- 
ing. 

Bill Arck, Counseling Ser- 
vices director of Alcohol and 
Other Drug Education Services, 
said some prescription drugs that 
commonly are abused on college 
campuses are Vicodin, Percadin 
and Oxycontin. He said he has 
not heard about anyone abusing 
these particular drugs at K State. 
though he said about 2 percent 
of students at K-State take pre- 
scription drugs like Adderall and 
Ritalin for medical reasons. 

"The percentage of people 
who are on prescription ADHD/ 
ADD medication - and who 
would give them out - is ex- 
tremely small," Arck said 

Arck said people abusing 
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drugs often have drastic person- 
ality changes. For example, if 
someone has a laid back person- 
ality their whole life, but sudden- 
ly they become hyper, they might 
be taking a drug that speeds up 
the system. 

Arck said some people have 
a condition that requires med- 



ication, but they might overuse 
drugs as a form of self-medica- 
tion. 

Mark Brown -Bamctt, direc- 
tor of the pharmacy at Lafene 
Health Center, said he becomes 
suspicious when patients come 
in early for refills or claim they 
need more drugs because they 



say they lost their medications. 

"We monitor them closely, 
and we go to the doctor if there 
are any concerns," Barnett said 

Barnelt said the key to the is- 
sue of prescription drug abuse is 
that patients are not in control of

K-State 1 of 3 U.S. universities to start campaign to encourage students to save money

K State is one of only three 
US universities piloting a cam- 
paign to encourage students 
to save financially and pay off 
debts 

Along with Utah State Uni- 
versity and Virginia Polytech- 
nic Institute and State Univer- 
sity, K Stale has started the stu- 
dent-led Students Save initia- 
tive, which is a campaign with- 
in America Saves. 

K-State faculty members, 
students and business profes- 
sionals met Wednesday after- 
noon in the West Ballroom at 
the K-State Student Union for 
a Students Save luncheon. 

"Build Wealth Not Debt" 
is the theme for K-State Stu- 
dents Save Wealth is accumu 
lated through saving and in- 
vesting money, said John Gra- 
ble, associate professor of fami- 
ly studies and human services. 

"Really - if you think 
about it - from your earliest 
childhood, we have trained you 
in our society to be a consum- 
er," said Grable, director of the 



Institute of Personal Financial 
Planning at K-State "We've 
trained you to buy things, to 
consume things, to purchase. 
What Kansas State Students 
Save is all about is getting stu- 
dents to either save some mon- 
ey or pay now a little bit of their 
debt." 

The U.S. savings rate now 
is at 12 percent, said Nan- 
cy Register, national director 
of America Saves and associ- 
ate director of Consumer Fed- 
eration of America Prior to 
2005, the savings rate only had 
been negative for an entire year 
twice before, which was during 
the 1930s Great Depression 

America Saves started 
in 2001 as a nationwide cam- 
paign with nonprofit, corpo 
rate and government groups 
that help people save and build 
wealth At 520 US. financial 
institutions, America Saves has 
helped more than 90,000 peo- 
ple save, Register said. 

America Saves is based on 
research that found barriers to 
savings include low income, 
high costs of banking servic- 
es, the low- income households 



and high consumer debt, Reg- 
ister said. However, research 
found that the main barrier in 
lack of savings was that U.S. 
citizens thought they could not 
save at all, Register said. 

Dustin Furrey, K-State Stu- 
dents Save undergraduate coor- 
dinator, said K-State Students 
Save started its informational 
campaign with Purple Power 
Play on Poyntz in September 

While K-State Student 
Saves is an infinite campaign, 
committee members plan to 
have a one-year plan report 
prepared in May or June 2008. 
said Furrey, junior in personal 
financial planning. 

About 150 students have 
started saving through the cam- 
paign, and K-State Students 
Save committee members plan 
to have another event prior 
to Thanksgiving break, Fur- 
rey said. Students set their own 
goals for their accounts and 
savings while committee mem- 
bers provide financial planning 
advice and education, he said 

"We're just trying to pass 
the importance on to students 
of building wealth," Furrey said. 




"By building wealth, we don't 
mean they need to accumulate 
millions of dollars" 

While K-State Credit Union 
is the only financial institution 
now involved with K Stale Stu- 
dents Save, furrey said com- 
mittee members are working to 
involve more banks. 

"We're trying to get more 



local institutions involved so 
that there's competition,'' he 
said. "We don't want students 
to be restricted to just one 
bank" 

Virginia Moxley. dean of 
the College of Human Ecolo- 
gy, said it is important for stu- 
dents to start saving while they 
are still in college

Former boy soldier discusses childhood, 
rehabilitation as written in his memoirs

Ishmael Beah served in 
an army as a teenager who 
gunned down tens of thou- 
sands of innocent men, 
women and children during 
Sierra Leone's 11 -year civil 
war. 

Through UNICEF's in- 
tervention, Beah was re- 
moved from the conflict and 
rehabilitated. He completed 
high school in New York and 
obtained a bachelor's degree 
in politics from Obcrlin Col- 
lege in Ohio 

In "A Long Way Gone: 
Memoirs of a Boy Soldier," 
published in February, Beah 
related his wartime experi- 
ences. Beah read excerpts 
from his book and discussed 
his past to about 300 audi- 
ence members Wednesday 
afternoon in Forum Hall at 
the K-State Student Union. 

Sierra Leone's civil war 
broke out in 1991 When 
Beah was 13 years old. he 
and his brother left his home 
village, Mange, to attend a 
talent show in a nearby vil- 
lage On their way home, 
they encountered people 
fleeing for their lives from 
invading rebels. 

"Even the good spirits 
have fled from that place." 
Beah said one evacuee told 
him. 

Mange was deserted 
by the time Beah returned 
While wandering the coun 
tryside, Beah was captured 
by militants, separated from 
his brother and coerced into

fighting for them on pain of 
death 

Beah said his com- 
manders frequently drugged 
him, and he was forced to 
kill more people than he can 
count 

During that part of his 
childhood, his lifestyle was 
structured so that disobey 
ing or even hesitating to car- 
ry out gruesome orders like 
shooting one of his peers 
was punishable by death 

Despite the traumatic 
events Beah witnessed and 
participated, his experience 
points out that there is al- 
ways a possibility for reha- 
bilitation, he said. 

"There is no one formu- 
la that applies to everyone." 
he said "Each person heals 
differently" 

In Beah's case, hospital 
workers were unswerving- 
ly resolved to undo the psy 
etiological damage he had 
suffered Beah and his peers 
occasionally assaulted their 
caretakers, he said 

But Beah said he was 
moved by the fact that, after 
they were hospitalized for 
their injuries, the caretakers 
would always return, full of 
forgiveness for their attack 
ers. 

While enrolled in an ex- 
pository writing course as a 
freshman in college, he was 
assigned to write an essay 
about how he played as a 
child 

"That could be interest 
ing," he said he remembered 
thinking. That assignment 
spurred him with the notion 



to write about his entire per- 
sonal history 

K-State Honors Program 
students read his memoir, "A 
Long Way Gone," during the 
summer 

University Honors Pro 
gram director Stephen Kief- 
er said the book moved him 
emotionally, and he was im- 
pressed with the author 
During the summer, Kief 
er invited Beah to speak at 
K-State 

Despite Beah's bleak 
experiences, he always was 
smiling, incredibly sincere 
and caring, Kiefer said 

Though Beah's war ex 
pcriences were conveyed 
poignantly in his hook, Ana 
Miller, junior in manage- 
ment, said hearing him read 
from it deepened her emo 
tional response to his story. 

"It was a great read - 
inspiring, moving and in- 
timidating at the same time," 
Miller said. 

Edward Zuiss, freshman 
in general engineering, said 
he thought Beah's youth 
makes him easy lo relate to, 
despite Beah's shocking Ufa 
story. Beah will turn 27 on 
Nov. 23. 

Terrence Reese, fresh- 
man in chemical engineer- 
ing, said he encouraged 
many of his friends lo read 
the memoir and attend the 
speech. 

"It's one thing to read 
about it in a book - it's an- 
other to see the man in per- 
son," said Reese "He's a liv- 
ing example that there's 
hope"

after three years, said 
John Grable, director of 
the Institute of Person- 
al Financial Planning at 
K-State, 

If the savings con- 
tinues until retirement, 
about $124,000 will have 
acquired in the account, 
Grable said. 

K-State is one of three 
U.S. universities to pi- 
lot the program Students 
Save, an educational and 
informational campaign 
for students to start sav- 
ing and paying off debt 
today. K-State students 
have the opportunity to 
serve as leaders in what 
soon will be a nation- 
wide effort among uni- 
versities and their college 
students. 

The "I can't save mon- 
ey" mentality is impos- 
sible. A handful of pen- 
nies, nickels and dimes 
invested today might 
someday tum into a va- 
cation, a retirement 
house or a new car. Stu- 
dents will thank them- 
selves tomorrow if they 
think twice before invest- 
ing their loose change 
into a vending machine. 
Forget your afternoon 
soda break - make an 
afternoon drive to the 
bank instead. 
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Vouchers not effective in solving education problems

Ariel and Will Durani, authors of "The 
Story of Civilization" book series, once said, 
"Education is the transmission of civiliza- 
tion." You don't have to be a 
car person to know the Du- 
rants are conveying an im- 
portant message that educa- 
tion is the key component 
to running society. 

Education is the most 
important issue in the 
world. It can help offset 
crime, poverty and violence. 
In every election, education 
is the one issue both par- 
ties can agree needs to be at " 
the front of initiatives - the 
problem is, there are some differing ideas on 
how to fix the problems In states like Utah, 
citizens take it upon themselves to make the 
important decision on school vouchers. 

Essentially, school vouchers lake mon- 
ey from the general education fund and pro- 
vide a select number of students with tuition 
for private schools as an alternative to pub- 
lic schools Typically, Utah is not thought of 
as a good barometer to measure social is- 
sues in the United States, but it certainly has 
the opportunity to help beat down an educa- 
tional program that sets education back 



According to National Public Ra- 
dio on Oct 26, there are education advo- 
cacy groups pouring money into Utah to 
help persuade people in the state to vote 
for or against a referendum to repeal school 
vouchers. These particular vouchers are tax- 
payer scholarships for every student in the 
state who wants to be a recipient 

It is undeniable that school vouchers in- 
deed give some students a better chance at 
excelling in education, especially in schools 
where all hope is otherwise lost These 
vouchers can act like a life raft for dedicated 
students. 

President Bush, a big proponent of 
school vouchers, continues to try and push 
this program into legislation. On Jan. 25, 
the Washington Post talked about President 
Bush's use of school vouchers in the No 
Child Left Behind Act. 

The vouchers would give students in the 
worst 1 ,800 schools in the United States an 
average of $4,000 in scholarships to attend 
private or religious schools Ignoring the iro- 
ny of taking a few promising students out 
of bad schools and calling it No Child Left 
Behind, we can all agree: Helping students 
who need it is a good idea. 

However, instead of draining mon- 
ey from the educational fund, why don't we 



continue to build it up and help all schools? 
Courts across the country have heard cas- 
es concerning school vouchers as a violation 
of the law. All citizens pay taxes into the ed- 
ucation fund, but with the voucher program, 
a parent could be paying for someone else's 
child to go to a private school, while their 
child remains in a dire institution. 

Education needs serious reform, but all 
children deserve this chance, not just select 
students. i 

Another problem with school vouch- 
ers is they don't necessarily send promising 
students to a better institution. On Oct. 11, 
the Post reported school vouchers in Wash- 
ington, DC. have helped send students to 
schools where teachers do not even have a 
bachelor's degree The schools are over stu- 
dent limits and some don't even have oper 
a ting permits 

It is unclear what Utah will do with 
its upcoming vote, but at the moment, It is 
60-40 against the school voucher program. 
When listening to candidates speak this 
coming year, make sure they are on the right 
side of helping education

U.S. has bigger national security-concerns than Mongolian ships

Perhaps it is possible to be too 
watchful. 

It is no secret we are in a time 
in US history in 
which national se- 
curity is a top prior- 
ity The government 
has done - at least in 
some opinions - the 
maximum amount 
possible to ensure 
our country does not 
experience terror like 
it did on Sept 11. 

However, some 
times it is possible 
(or efforts to be overkill, at least in 
some areas. 

An MSNBC.com article stated 
last week the US State Department 
signed an agreement with the coun- 
try of Mongolia which said Mon- 
golian ships can be boarded and 
searched if the ships are suspected 
to be carrying weapons of mass de 
struct ion. 

This is all fine and good in the- 
ory since Mongolia has nice geo- 
graphical ties with dangerous coun- 
tries like North Korea, out why is 
this necessary - * 

The obvious facts are equally as 
puzzling Mongolia is a landlocked 
country - with no navy 

According to MSNBC, Mon- 
golia is recognized by internation- 
al maritime authorities as one of 
32 "flag of convenience" countries, 



which is defined by the American 
Heritage Dictionary as "a foreign 
flag under which a merchant vessel 
is registered for purposes of reduc 
ing operating costs or avoiding gov- 
ernment regulations" 

The agreement was designed 
to keep an eye out for Mongolian - 
flagged ships that could be used by 
other countries to carry items put- 
ting our country in danger. 

But Mongolia only possesses 62 
boats; to put this in perspec- 
tive, the United State has 
almost 300 ships on ac- 
tive duty alone, 

One would have 
to assume a lot of time , 
and effort went into 
drafting this pact - put- 
ting all ihe puzzle pieces 
together, but then again, how 
much time would it take to fo- 
cus on a peaceful, desert coun 
try with 62 ships? 

When asked what the gov- 
ernment wanted to achieve 
with this development, a US 
State Department spokesper- 
son said, "I'll have to check." 

That doesn't sound 
like a well-thought-out 
plan In fact. It sounds 
more like a half-hearted at- 
tempt to convince US citizens 
- and the rest of the world - 
we have our security situation 
under control. 




When it becomes necessary 
to use this passive sign of force to 
make some waves in the interna- 
tional world, it seems we are not 
spending our energy both overseas 
and at home properly. 

This program is nothing but a 
pointless effort to defend our coun- 
try from a smaller country. Of

There are other, more obvi- 
ous and immediate dangers at hand, 
and the United States would be wise 
to put Mongolia's 62 ships on the 
backburner and focus on something 
more pertinent.

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Cargill donation spurs 
plans for construction 
of leadership facility

A $1 -million donation in 
August from Cargill, Inc. will 
help fund a new leadership 
•studies facility for K State stu- 
dents and faculty members. 

The building will be locat- 
ed south of the International 
Student Center near Shellen- 
berger Hall. 

"It will be a home for 
". Leadership Studies," said Ella 
; Todd, senior in marketing and 
'president of the Leadership 
•Studies and Programs Ambas- 
"sadors 

By December, the lead- 
ership program hopes to 
•_have $3 million for construe 
•lion raised mainly through 
!fundraising efforts of the 
;KSU Foundation with pri- 
vate alumni, friends and cor- 
porations, according to a 
news release. Ground-break- 
ing for the building hopefully 
will take place by April 2008, 
Tbdd said. 

"This is our largest year," 
Todd said "There are over 
800 freshmen in leadership, 
but no facilities." 

Leadership classes meet 
in various places on and off 
campus, like the Big Xf 1 room 
in the K-State Student Union 
Two houses on the 900 block 
on Manhattan Avenue are 
used for leadership advis- 
ing and classes, and the KSU 
Foundation Center is home to 
leadership studies offices. 

"We're spread out all over 
campus," Todd said 

Cargill made the donation 
in honor of its recently retired 
CEO and 1965 K-State gradu- 
ate Warren Statey. Staley and 
his wife, Mary Lynn, made a 
lead donation for the fund- 
ing of a new Center for Lead- 
ership Studies to K-State in 
2005 

"Their donation was the 
cornerstone for leadership 
studies," said Susan Scott, di- 
rector of Leadership Studies 
and Programs at K-State. 

With Cargill's recent con- 
tribution, the new facility will 
house the Cargill Center for 
Ethical Leadership. Accord- 
ing to a press release, the cen- 
ter will provide students and 
faculty with resources, skills 
and techniques to address 
significant ethical issues and 
promote ethical decision- 
making 

"Cargill understands the 



importance of good ethics in 
business and promotes ethical 
leadership," Scott said. 

There also are proposals 
to have centers for civic lead- 
ership, educational leader- 
ship, sports leadership and in- 
ternational leadership within 
the building, Scott said. 

Robert Shoop, professor 
in educational administration 
and expert in educational law, 
has been appointed head of 
the Cargill Center for Ethical 
Leadership. 

"Cargill is committed to 
ethics," Shoop said. "Their 
employees are trained in eth- 
ics, and they have an ethical 
manner of doing business" 

Shoop has been with the 
leadership program at K-State 
since its inception in 1997 
Leadership Studies and Pro- 
grams' objectives are to fulfill 
each part of its mission state- 
ment - developing knowl- 
edgeable, ethical, caring, in- 
clusive leaders for a diverse 
and changing world, accord- 
ing to its Web site 

"Ten years ago, we had 20 
students in leadership," Shoop 
said. "Now we have around 
1,600. It's a value-added pro- 
gram. Graduates get a bonus 
by having the minor" 

Introductory leadership 
classes are available to all ma- 
jors. Because of this, leader- 
ship studies quickly has be- 
come K-State"s most popular 
undergraduate minor degree, 
Shoop said 

Cargill, based out of Min- 
neapolis, Minn , is an interna- 
tional provider of food, agri- 
cultural and risk management 
products. They have 153.000 
employees in 66 countries. 
For the past 20 years, Car- 
gill has contributed time, tal- 
ent and resources to K-Stale 
in support of academic pro- 
grams, diversity initiatives, 
scholarships and facilities im- 
provements across campus, 
according to a press release. 

"Cargill has become very 
interested in K- State's leader- 
ship program in the last few 
years" Scott said. 

Kelsey Flickner, fresh- 
man in human ecology, is in 
the Leadership Studies minor 
program, and she said she will 
benefit from the new facility 
in years to come. 

"A new building will help 
a lot," she said. "With it, ev- 
eryone can meet in a central 
location." 



Asbestos Shop workers take safety measures

Carpentry workers na- 
tionwide gradually became 
aware that asbestos was a 
potential health hazard dur- 
ing the late 1980s 

As a response, the feder- 
al government passed a series 
of laws to regulate the han- 
dling of asbestos, said Mike 
Warren, who at that time was 
a K State carpentry worker. 

At K-State, facilities 
workers questioned whether 
they were handling asbestos 
properly. As the campus ad- 
ministration became aware 
of asbestos issues, workers 
were trained to handle asbes- 
tos properly In 1991, after a 
survey indicated the scope of 
asbestos' presence on cam- 
pus, the administration es- 
tablished a permanent asbes- 
tos shop, said Warren, who 
currently serves as director 
of the shop. 

"We took the most strin- 
gent rules that were available 
at the time and did our best 
to be in compliance," Warren 
said. 

The presence of asbes- 
tos in K-State structures of- 
ten depends on their age. 
said Steve Galitzer, director 
of the environmental health 
and safety division of Di- 
vision of Public Safety It is 
most likely to show up in 
older brick buildings where 
it was often used for thermal 
insulation and fire proofing, 
he said. 

Workers at the shop rou- 
tinely inspect campus build- 
ings to make sure any asbes- 
tos present is in good con- 
dition They also assist oth- 
er K-State facilities employ- 
ees like plumbers or carpen- 
ters to help secure asbes- 
tos before any construction 
projects, or remove it if it is 
found to be in poor condi- 
tion, Warren said. 

Prior to any large ren 
ovation or demolition proj- 
ects, the shop works with 
K- State's Division of Public 
Safety to perform an addi- 
tional formal inspection. 

Any asbestos found is 
processed and disposed of al 
the shop. If necessary, work- 
ers replace it with a differ 
en t sound-proof or fire- proof 
materia] like fiberglass, but 
they never replace old asbes- 
tos with new asbestos. Gal- 
itzer said. 

Workers wear dispos- 
able protective clothing and 
high -efficiency particulate 
air filtered respirators when 
ever they handle asbestos. 

Once they extract asbes- 
tos from old materials - usu-

ally sheet rock, plaster, floor 
tile or insulation - they dis- 
pose of it in protective bags 
approved for use by the Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health 
Administration. Warren said 

Asbestos is a natural- 
ly occurring mineral large- 
ly found in southeast United 
Stales and northeast Cana- 
da. Warren said. It shows up 
in more than 3,000 products, 
including floor tile, pipe in- 
sulation and roofing materi- 
al. It was valued for its du- 
rability and fireproof tenden 
cies. Ambient particles are 
also present in the air, War- 
ren said. 

Asbestos is not normally 
harmful. As long as the solid 
asbestos material isn't dam 
aged, there's very little risk 
from il, Galitzer said. 

"You can pick it up and 
hold it in your hands," War 
ren said. "It's not gonna hurt 
you." 

It is dangerous if "respi 
rable," as a powder or dust, 
Warren said This might hap- 



pen if a solid chunk breaks. 

"It takes large amounts 
of asbestos exposure over a 
period of 20, 30 or 40 years 
to affect anyone," Warren 
added. 

To deter the escape of 
asbestos particles, old asbes- 
tos materia] was often coated 
with plastic, Galitzer said. 

If respi rable asbeslos is 
found anywhere, shop work- 
ers use special spray -hoses 
on the site; wet asbestos par 
tides do not float in the air. 

Located at 109 Dykstra 
Hall, Ihe shop started small, 
with two employees The staff 
grew as the awareness of as- 
bestos issues increased. At 
one time (he shop retained 
between 10 and 12 workers 

Aside from Warren, the 
shop now employs a super- 
visor and two full-time em- 
ployees. The university uses 
an outside contractor to car- 
ry out any large jobs that 
come up. 

Asbestos Shop employ 
ees attend a three-day EPA- 
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mandated course in order to 
qualify to handle asbestos, 
said Chip Cooper, inspector 
and supervisor at the Asbes- 
tos Shop. They also return 
every year for a day-long re- 
fresher course, he said 

For the last two years, 
workers have been gradually 
removing asbestos from resi- 
dence halls, Galitzer said 

They also are now re- 
moving asbestos from pipes 
and floor tiles as part of ren- 
ovating the (ardine Apart- 
ment Complex, Galtzer said 

One of the first projects 
the shop worked on, dur- 
ing the early 1990s, was the 
scraping of sprayed-on as- 
bestos from the ceilings of 
rooms 101, 102 and 103 in 
Cardwell Hall, Warren said. 

The next significant proj- 
ect will be removing asbes- 
tos from basement in Shel- 
lenberger Hall. Renovations 
on the building's plumbing 
and mechanical systems will 
take place afterward, Warren 
said.

Coming off a victory at 
the Region IV North Tour- 
nament, the K State men's 
club soccer learn found itself 
scrambling to come up with 
the funding to send it to the 
national tournament in Flori- 
da. 

On Sunday, the team 
breezed through the region- 
al tournament in Colum- 
bia, Mo., but after the cele- 
brations died down, they re- 
alized there was uncertain- 
ty about whether or not they 
would be able to compete 
in the National Intramural - 
Recreational Sports Associ- 
ation's national tournament, 
held in Pensacola, Ha. 

With a cost of almost 
$1,000 to enter the tourna- 
ment, and additional money 
needed for travel expenses, 
the squad found they would 
need about $10,000 to make 
the trip possible. 

The Student Governing 
Association provided fund- 
ing to the Peters Recreation 
Complex for the team's entry 
fee and travel, but the $1 ,500 
they received was hardly 
enough to cover the cost. 

Chris Coffey, team trea- 
surer and junior in manage- 
ment information systems, 
went to the rec and SGA 
looking for additional fund- 
ing, but no more funds were 
available. 

Coffey said it is difficult 
for people who are in charge 
of the clubs to really see the 
team's position, because they 
don't often have to deal with 
sports clubs that are in this 
situation However, Coffey 
said he thinks everyone is 
doing everything they can. 

Travis Redeker, assistant 
director of sport clubs and 
outdoor rental, said there is 
not any more funding avail- 
able in the rec's reserve funds, 
but he would like to help 

"If I had my way, we'd 
love to be able to pay for the 
whole thing," Redeker said 
"We only have so much mon- 
ey to divide up for different 
stuff" 

Matt Wagner, student 
body president, said SGA al- 
ready had done more than it 
normally would in situations 
like this 

"We're providing more 
than we've ever provided be 
fore, in the area of $1,500 
through the rec servic- 
es sports club funding pot," 
Wagner said. 

Coffey then turned to Pat 
Bosco. dean of student life, in 
a last ditch effort to get finan- 
cial support from K-State, 
but the answer still was the 
same 

Bosco said he congrat- 
ulated the team for its great 
accomplishment and said he 
wished the resources were 
available to assist all the uni- 
versities' teams and clubs 

"I pride myself on try- 
ing to be a problem -solver 
for students, but sometimes

The People's Grocery 
Cooperative offers students 
and residents a different vari- 
ety of food than most grocery 
stores.

"Organic foods eliminate 
or minimize pesticides," said 
Ben Champion, member of 
the cooperative's board of di- 
rectors. 

Champion said the non- 
organic products still are 
bought locally. 

"A large portion of our 
produce is local," said Kathy 
Benco, senior in dietetics and 
part-time worker for the co- 
operative, 

Carol Barta, K-State li- 
brarian and member of the 
board of directors, said there 
are many reasons why it 
makes sense for the coopera- 
tive to buy products from lo- 
cal farmers and ranchers 

"The food is fresher, you 
can verify where it has been 
grown, and it saves energy 
because food isn't transport- 
ed thousands of miles before 
it reaches your dinner table," 
Barta said. "It is foolish to

The cooperative also of- 
fers fair trade products like 
chocolate bars, tea, and cof- 
fee, which all are sold as part 
of Equal Exchange. 

According to its Web site, 
Equal Exchange is the largest 



for-profit fair trade compa- 
ny in the United States The 
company offers sugar, cocoa, 
organic and gourmet coffee, 
which are produced by dem- 
ocratically run co-ops in Lat- 
in America, Africa and Asia. 

According to the Web 
site, ihe organization's mis- 
sion is to build long-term 
trade partnerships that are 
environmentally friendly and 
economically just. 

The cooperative will be 



presenting "A Gluten Free 
Tour: Foods for You" at 5:30 
pm on Nov 16. Benco said 
the presentation targets peo- 
ple who cannot consume glu- 
ten for health reasons 

Stacey Smith, general 
manager of the cooperative. 
said people who cannot eat 
wheat because it has gluten in 
it suffer from celiac disease 

Benco said the presen 
tation will offer alternative 
products people can eat in- 
stead of wheat Examples of 
these products available at 
the cooperative include pasta, 
chips and cookies. She said 
people who attend the pre 
sentaliun will be allowed to 
sample the gluten-free items 
in the store to see which 
products they like best The 
presentation will also address 
additives in foods that might 
contain gluten in them. 

The cooperative will 
also present Holistic Holiday 
Treats at 2 p.m. on Dec. 15 
at the Douglas Center Ben 
co said during the presenta- 
tion, children will be shown 
how lo bake cookies using

Students produce 'Scapino!' with little help from faculty

century style and very energetic. 
It is very tongue-in-cheek, broad 
and comical to the core." 

The production brings a feel- 
ing of laughter and comedy and 
does not follow the usual dramat- 
ic productions seen in academic 
theater, Voecks said. 

"It is just a fun show," Voecks 
said "It is not trying to teach any 
life lessons It is just about having 
fun, which is sometimes missing 
in academic theater." 

"The faculty still have to be 
there." Laura Lindsey, sophomore 
in theater, said "But since it is 
all students, everything has to be 
done on our own time. Getting 
all that together is a huge accom- 
plishment in itself." 

Jenna Huffman, senior in 
theater, is the show's costume de- 
signer. According to Voecks, most 
shows have about three to seven 
actors, where "Scapino!" has 13, 
which has kept Huffman busier 
than usual.

Black Lips 

"Good Bad Not Evil

I knew nothing about 
Black Lips prior to listening 
to the Georgia band's fifth al- 
bum, "Good Bad Not Evil." 
The only information I had 
gathered was from a glow- 
ing review on Pitchforkmedia- 
com. In it, I discovered Black 
Lips have a knack for creat- 
ing garage-rock with Southern 
flavor that sounds as dirty and 
skuzzy as the band looks 

On "Good Bad Not Evil." 
Black Lips do not create any- 
thing revelatory or ground- 
breaking, but it is in the 
band's energetic performance 
that makes the album tru- 
ly special. Many of the tracks 
seem timeless - like they just 
stepped out of a "Nuggets" 
compilation. In fact, it seems 
like the band isn't even aware 
of the last 25 years of popular 
music. 

The album opens with 
"I Saw a Ghost (Lean)" The 
song is about tripping on 
"Lean," which is slang for 
cough syrup with Codeine 
The song rides along on a 
descending guitar line that 
sounds like it came straight 
from the garage-rock heyday 
of the '60s. The track is rather 
straightforward, except for the 
backward guitar that slips in 
and out of the taught, march 
like rhythm and gives the song 
an excellent, otherworldly feet. 

This slides directly into 
the fuzzy bass hook of "O Ka- 
trina!" The song can be inter- 
preted in two ways. Accord- 
ing to the liner notes, "Katrina 
was a ruthless old bag that 
hounded my ass to no end 
It wasn't worth the shag, so I 
stopped being her friend" The 
song could be a jaded kiss- off 
to an ex-lover, or when one 
looks closer at the lyrics, it 
could be a song about hurri- 
cane Katrina. 

Lyrics like, "You broke 
my heart way down in New 
Orleans/I can't believe what I 
saw on the TV screen," bring 
some possible depth to the 
bouncy punk song 

"Veni Vidi Vici" is the 
most experimental track on 
the album, sampling "I'm Go- 
ing Home" by the Swamp 
Rats. The track rolls along on 
a beat that is equal parts Mo- 
town and psychedelic rave-up. 
The track also contains a vi- 
bra-slap that evokes an air of 
mystique and a chorus that 
sounds like a drunken football 
chant. 

Black Lips also incor- 
porate elements of Southern 
rock and country and western 
into its sound, especially dur- 
ing the middle section of the 
album. 

"Navajo" is a rollicking 
song about falling in love with 
a Native American girl and 
taking her back to civilization 
The song's bouncy two note 
bass line propels the song and 
invokes images of playing mu- 
sic on the porch during a hot 
Georgia summer with a wash- 
tub bass and a group of friends 
sitting around picking guitars 
and drinking moonshine. 

"Bad Kids" is the ultimate 
anthem for Black Lips and all

"He said he was going to 
haunt me, and I said Bring 
it on,'" Auerbach said. "I ex- 
pected it one or two days be- 
fore he came back. It took 
him a week and a half be- 
cause he had so many people 
to say goodbye to" 

Auerbach said on both 
the East and West coasts of 
the United States at about 
10 a.m., people who knew 
his friend would smell cigar 
smoke where ever they were 

Danny Smyl, freshman 
in geology, said he found 
the presentation enlighten 
ing, but he wishes there was 
more proof about ghosts' ex- 
istence. 



"What he said was inter- 
esting, but I don't think it has 
any scientific backing," Smyl 
said "They use electromag- 
netics to explain paranormal 
events, and I think it is asi- 
nine to use scientific method 
when he does not even have 
a degree in that held." 

Alex Beim, senior in 
management, had a different 
view. He said hearing about 
Auerbach's experiences made 
the subject of paranormal 
phenomena even more excit-

themselves because they be- 
come addicted. 

Besides addiction, 

side effects of prescrip- 
tion drug abuse include 
high body temperature, ir- 
regular heartbeat, potential 
cardiovascular failure, sei- 
zures, and hostility or feel- 
ings of paranoia, according 



to the NIDA Website. 

Ashley Amstcad, spokes- 
woman for Kansas Attorney 
General Paul Morrison, said 
people caught illegally pos- 
sessing or selling prescrip- 
tion drugs will be prosecut- 
ed the same way a person 
caught with an illegal drug 
like marijuana or cocaine 
would be prosecuted 

"Abusing pharmaceu- 



tical drugs is no different 
than abusing illegal drugs 
like marijuana and cocaine," 
Amstead said. "Pharmaceu- 
tical drugs are illegal and 
can be extremely addictive 
and dangerous" 

Amstead said the penal- 
ties lor people who illegally 
possess or sell pharmaceu- 
tical drugs depends on the 
drugs in question.

Arrests and altercations are 
not new to the Aggieville business 
district, but the Riley County Police 
Department is not brushing aside 
the recent increase in crime in the 
area 

After several incidents in the 
past few week) - including a ho 
micide in a parking lot outside the 
Silverado Saloon - RCPD Lt Kurt 
Moldrup said the police depart 
mciit has started to increase the 
number of officers in the Aggieville 
area Wednesday through Saturday 
nights. He said two officers patrol 
Aggieville every day, while as many 
as 10 officers patrol on the more 
popular bar nights 

He said the recent increase in 
crime is most likely because of an 
increase in students going to Ag- 
gieville. 

"If you mix that with alcohol 
and the dark, it's natural to have an 
increase in crime," Moldrup said. 

Moldrup also said crime is al- 
ways apparent in Aggieville be- 
cause so many students live in 
houses and apartments near the 
business district 

Though arrests in Aggieville 
range from DLIls to possession of 
narcotics, many arrests take place 
because of disorderly conduct or 
battery Many of these arrests have 



taken place in the west part of Ag- 
gieville. On Oct 20, a Port Riley 
soldier was stabbed and killed out- 
side Silverado's. Five days later, a 
Fort Riley man was knocked un- 
conscious after a fight with another 
man in Silverado's. 

Several students said they 
avoided the area around Silvera- 
do's, even before the recent inci 
dents. 

"Even before the whole soldier 
thing, I didn't like going to Silvers 
do's," said Loryn Clauson, senior in 
history "I just never really liked the 
atmosphere." 

Ryan Fritz, senior in finance, 
said Silverado's is the only bar he 
avoid 1 - 

Overall. Fritz and Clauson 
said they feel safe walking around 
Aggieville , though, especially with 
increased police presence in the 
area. 

"I feel pretty safe," Fritz said, 
"because there's always a cop 
standing on the comer watching." 

A Silverado's manager said 
safety in Manhattan is not much of 
an issue considering the amount of 
people who go to the area at night. 
He also said the recent arrests near 
Silverado's are just part of a col- 
lege atmosphere, noting that many 
other bars have arrests and alterca- 
tions also

She took one look at those high- 
necked, long-sleeved "Mother Hub- 
bard" dresses - the only style avail- 
able for purchase in the 1900s - and 
decided to turn the world of wom- 
en's fashion upside-down. 

Nell Don - whose full name 
was Ellen Quinlan Donnelly Reed - 
was the first person to design dress- 
es "that worked for women" al af- 
fordable prices and in fashionable 
styles, and by 1930, she was the larg- 
est dress manufacturer in the United 
States 

K Stale now exhibits its new 
collection of Don dresses at Justin 
Hall and intends to eventually be- 
come the central location for Don's 
work. 

Maria Day, senior curator for K- 
State's Historic Costume and tex- 
tiles Museum, said she organized 
the exhibit as a "halfway point" for 
gathering more of Don's dresses. 

"Whenever someone wants to 
find information on her designs, 



they'll come to K-State," said Day, 
instructor in the Department of Ap- 
parel, Textiles and Interior Design 

She said the exhibit pieces came 
from the Kansas City Union Station, 
the University of Missouri, the Jack- 
son County Historic Museum, the 
Kansas City Irish Festival, and from 
private collectors. 

"We did some digging,*' Day 
said. 

Among about 30 of Nell Don's 
original dresses, the photograph dis- 
plays tell Don's life story. She grew 
up in Parsons, Kan , the 12th of 13 
children, which she used to her ad- 
vantage by mending hand-me-downs 
and teaching herself how to sew. 

Don married young, resisted a 
workers' union, had an affair, got a 
divorce, endured a kidnapping and 
ultimately ran the largest US dress 
manufacturing company for more 
than SO years. As one of the displays 
puts it, "She put a million wives into 
pretty clothes." 

Whitney Vaughn, exhibit volun- 
teer, said she thought Don's life sto- 
ry was special, and the collection es

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Oxfam America representative discusses 2007 U.S. Farm Bill, fair trade

US, citizens should con- 
tact their senators to prevent 
trade-distorting subsidies that 
would affect poor rural farm- 
ers, the lead organizer lor the 
agriculture campaign for Ox- 
ford America said Thursday 
night 

Jim French, who also is a 
fifth -generation farmer from 
Reno County in Kansas, pre 
sented "Making Trade Fair 
Reforming Agriculture Policy" 
in the Flint Hills Room in the 
K-State Student Union. 

French spoke about the 
2007 US Farm Bill, which 
Congress is considering as a 
continuation of the 2002 Farm 
Bill. 



"We all need to roll up our 
sleeves and think about bet 
ter ways that we can create 
policies and live our lives that 
provide opportunities for all 
around this world," he said. 

The US Farm Bill is a sig- 
nificant agriculture bill that is 
renewed or revised every five 
to seven years. The bill start 
ed in 1933 because of the New 
Deal, the Great Depression 
and the Oust Bowl. 

The bill includes three pri 
mary categories - commod- 
ities, conservation; food and 
nutrition, French said. 

Subsidies are any invest 
ments that a country makes on 
something that is a vital inter- 
est to it, French said 

Not all subsidies distort 
trade and lead to issues tike 



surplus dumping conditions, 
French said A significant issue 
with commodity subsidies ex- 
ists when U.S. commodity sub 
sidies generate surplus produc- 
tion, he said. 

Oxfam America is an in- 
ternational relief and develop- 
ment organization that creates 
lasting solutions to poverty, 
hunger and injustice, according 
to an Oxfam America informa- 
tion sheet Oxfam is working 
to reform the 2007 Farm Bill 
as part of its Make Trade Fair 
campaign 

French said more than 1 
billion people worldwide live 
on less than $1 each day, and 
75 percent of these people live 
in rural areas and rely on agri- 
culture. 

If developing countries in- 



creased their share of world 
exports by 5 percent, it would 
generate more than $350 bil- 
lion, which is seven times the 
amount the countries receive 
in aid, French said. 

"I want to put a caveat on 
this - I'm not talking about a 
silver bullet," he said. "I'm not 
going to stand here in front of 
you and tell you the economy 
and trade is going to cure ev- 
ery ill. But what I am going to 
show you in here is that it can 
be a tremendous asset in con- 
tributing to the ways that we 
can actually address poverty 
around the world." 

Oxfam members want to 
create policies that allow fam- 
ily farmers in the United States 
and abroad to earn a fair price 
for their crops as well as allow 



developing countries to protect 
basic food crops that poor peo- 
ple rely on, he said. 

"We want the message to 
go to both our senators right 
now that we need a better sys- 
tem that serves U.S. farmers 
better, and the next generation 
of U.S. farmers better and does 
not harm other people around 
the world." French said. 

K-State's Students for En- 
vironmental Action sponsored 
French's presentation Thurs 
day night. 

Jeff Stilley. Students for 
Environmental Action med- 
icine man. said he learned 
about the connection and re- 
lationship among Kansas farm 
ers and African farmers. Stilley, 
senior in secondary education. 
said students also have a stake 



in the Farm Bill 

"First of all, as American 
taxpayers, the Farm Bill uses a 
lot of tax dollars, and it's an out- 
dated system," he said. "We're 
an agriculture school too, so it 
directly affects a lot of our stu 
dents and their families.'' 

French said Oxfam mem 
bers are not narve to think 
nothing distorts the market 
- the organization wants to 
help creative new opportuni- 
ties in US. rural communities 
and help make social progress, 
he said. 

"We as a society continu 
ally need to think about how 
we generate an economy and a 
global economy," French said 
"We need to think of creative 
solutions and realize it's not 
just black and white "

Senate unanimously 
commended Morgan Parker, 
sophomore in agricultural 
economics, and Becky Sul- 
livan, sophomore in agricul- 
tural communications and 



journalism, for being elect- 
ed as national FFA officers. 
As officers, Parker and Sul- 
livan will travel the country 
for a year talking with dif- 
ferent FFA chapters Senate 
also commended Caleb Al- 
exander, senior in agricultur- 
al economics, for being rec- 
ognized at the National FFA 
Convention in Indianapolis 

Senate approved allo- 
cations for the following 
campus groups: KSU Aiki- 
do Club, the Indian Students 
Association, and Minorities 
in Agriculture, Natural Re- 
sources and Related Scienc- 
es.

Page three of this packet in- 
cluded a definition for racist as "one 
who is both privileged and social- 
ized on the basis of race by a white 
supremacist (racist) system. The 
term applies to all white people (i.e 
people of European descent) liv- 
ing in the United States, regardless 
of class, gender, religion, culture, or 
sexuality. By this definition, people 
of color cannot be racist, because as 
people within the US system, they 
do not have the power to back up 
their prejudices, hostilities or acts of 
discrimination" 

Ignoring the fact that the defini- 
tion is a mockery of justice for hold 
ing one group of students guilty for 
crimes they never committed and 
while excusing hostilities or actions 
of another group, people are not go- 
ing to think the same way. 

Dissent is natural, dissent is 
proper, and dissent is necessary 
Rules and judgments are to be equal 



and not give preferential treatment 
to special groups. 

The Supreme Court has struck 
down many religious cases based on 
the grounds of coercion - but few 
dealing with forcing the minds of 
students in schools 

Though the case was decided in 
1943, West Virginia State Board of 
Education v. Bamette has been the 
precedent standard for cases dealing 
with schools pushing students to all 
think in one way. 

The case involved schools 
which said "teachers and pupils 
shall be required to participate" in 
standing and saying the Pledge of 
Allegiance Justice Robert Jackson 
delivered the opinion of the court 
which stood strongly on preserving 
the rights of the individual to dissent 
against policy. 

Jackson said, "As governmen- 
tal pressure toward unity becomes 
greater, so strife becomes more bit- 
ter ... Those who begin coercive 
elimination of dissent soon find 
themselves exterminating dissenters. 
Compulsory unification of opinion 
achieves only the unanimity of the 
graveyard" 

Coercion of thoughts and opin- 
ions does not have to come in the 



form of mandatory classes, it can 
occur in objections to opinions giv- 
en everyday 

Words and statements like hate 
speech, bigot, racist, fascist and in- 
tolerant are often terms to describe 
either the beliefs or people we do 
not agree with, but few truly know 
the legal definitions of these words 
and what ramifications they hold. 
Students, graduate students and 
even professors use words to dismiss 
another individual's intelligence and 
force them out of the debate. 

Under a loose interpretation of 
the K-State Student Code of Con- 
duct, a teacher could bring a stu- 
dent up on a violation for asking 
too many questions. It might sound 
outrageous, but asking questions — 
especially those a teacher doesn't 
want to answer - could be consid- 
ered a "disruption or obstruction of 
teaching" 

Freedom of thought is not free- 
dom of your thought. No one has all 
the answers Instead of coercing the 
minds into one collective mind, start 
to challenge as they did in the past

With a number of environ- 
mental dilemmas facing society 
today, K- State is taking its part 
in developing a solution for one 
of them. 

The Kansas State Center 
for Sustainable Energy is work- 
ing to bring all the renewable- 
and sustainable-energy activi- 
ties together at K- State, accord- 
ing to a K- Slate media release. 

Ron Madl. director of the 
Bioproccaaing and Industrial 
Value Added Program in grain 
science, is one of two directors 
of the center He said the center 
includes three colleges: the Col- 
lege of Engineering, Agriculture 
and Arts and Sciences. 

"The purpose of the center 
is threefold: to promote and fa- 
cilitate research on sustainable 
energy, to educate university 
students and the general pub- 
lic on sustainable-energy issues, 
and to facilitate the adoption of 
new technologies," he said. 

The center was created July 



1, funded by a grant from the 
Targeted Excellence program, 
which was operated through 
the university's provost office. 

Madl said the center has 
divided its research into five 
major groups. The areas in- 
clude producing crops that can 
be grown for higher yield and 
efficiently converted into fuels 
and products and also improv- 
ing agronomic practices that 
achieve biomass yields while 
sustaining our sou and water 
resources. 

Madl said the center also 
is researching sustainability as- 
sessments, which looks at long- 
term sustainability issues with 
soil and water, rural develop- 
ment and overall economics. 

In September, the center 
took part in a town meeting in 
Topeka with Conoco Phillips 
among other area universities 
to discuss sustainable energy 

Bill Tanner, representative 
for ConocoPhillips. said the 
company wants to help find a 
solution for energy problems, 
and it is asking universities for 



help with research. 

"One of the things we are 
looking at in terms of solving 
problems for energy in Ameri- 
ca will come through technolo- 
gy for alternative energy, so we 
are talking with universities lo 
find the research they are do- 
ing and trying to find opportu- 
nities to team up," Tanner said. 
"We are also looking for the 
best minds to come to compa- 
nies like ours for the research 
we are conducting " 

Mary Rezac, department 
head of chemical engineering 
and co-director of the center, 
said several aspects of the cen- 
ter are still in the works. 

"We are still in the process 
of ramping up the formal ac- 
tivities of the center," she said. 
"Right now we are working on 
external funding, and there is a 
group working with a number 
of other academic institutions 
in the country that are working 
on building a graduate course- 
work in the area that could be 
offered via distance as well as 
for on-campus students"

"Vinegar is something people have done 
for a long time," Wilson said. "Doing a vine- 
gar rinse also helps with the scalp if you're 
having trouble with itching." 

Wash and condition your hair as usual 
before applying the vinegar rinse Then com- 
bine one cup of vinegar and two tablespoons 
of dried rosemary or any other dried herb of 
your choice. 

The herbs are used purely for their scent. 
Simmer the mixture and stir, crushing the 
herb on the side of the pan to release fra- 
grance. Strain and cool before pouring the 
rinse evenly over clean hair. Rinse with cool 
water.

"Puedo Hablar? May I 
Speak?," a film about the pres- 
ident of Venezuela and how 
the people of the country think 
about his policies, will be shown 
at 5 p.m. Sunday in the K-State 
Sudent Union Little Theatre. 

The film focuses on Vene- 
zuelans' different opinions dur 
ing and after the 2006 elec- 
tions, when Hugo Chavez was 
re-elected as president of the 
country 

Heather McCrea, associate 
professor in history, who teach- 
es Latin America /American Re- 
lations and Transnational ism, 
said she originally suggested 
showing the him at K-State. 

"This film will offer anoth- 
er dimension to Ihe ongoing 
conversation about Chavez," 



McCrea said 

Maureen "Mo" Masterson, 
codtrector of the film, said the 
film is about hope for a better 
Venezuela among the people in 
the society 

"Many people have hope 
that they can create better lives 
for their communities and their 
children," Masterson said 

Christopher Moore, pro- 
ducer and codirector of the 
him, said Venezuelans told him 
they wanted Americans not to 
view the film through the eyes 
of American intervention, but 
through the eyes of Venezue- 
lans in control of their society 

The film highlights six dif- 
ferent regions of Venezuela and 
tells people's opinions about 
the policies Chavez has imple- 
mented since he came to pow- 
er in 1998. Some of the regions 
included are oil-rich Maracai 



bo, Caracas, and indigenous In 
dians in the Amazon Rainfor- 
est, according to a press release 
about the film 

"Venezuelan society is de- 
picted as extremely polarized, 
but we found a political and so- 
cietal structure that was more 
complicated then people being 
for or against Chavez," Moore 
said. 

Moore said people against 
Chavez have been portrayed in 
the US mainstream media as 
blindlessly opposed to Chavez. 
He said some people within the 
opposition supported Chavez 
during his rise to power but have 
become critical of him spend- 
ing so much money abroad and 
his utilization of power for him- 
self He said many people in the 
opposition are also critical of 
Chavez's close economic ties 
with Cuba

Even among indigenous 
people in the Amazon Rain- 
forest where Chavez received 
76 percent of the popular vote 
in die 2006 elections, there are 
people who are critical of his 
policies, Moore said 

He said support for Chavez 
is complicated in the Amazon. 
Initiatives under Chavez have 
provided people living in the 
Amazon with discounted gro- 
ceries and educational missions 
meant to help teach children 



and illiterate adults Moore 
said though many people in the 
Amazon appreciate these pro- 
grams, there are critics who say 
the money used to pay for these 
programs - which are separate 
from the public school systems 
- has taken away horn public 
school funding They say this 
has caused the school system in 
the region to suffer. 

Chavez has been a con- 
troversial figure in the United 
States for his criticisms of the 
United States' foreign policies, 
Masterson said. 

"He is interested in creat- 
ing an alternative to the way the 
U.S. conducts foreign policy," 
Masterson said 

McCrea said Chavez is 
against economically depend- 
ing on foreign countries wheth- 
er it is the United States or any 
other country She said Chavez 



is critical of the role of glob 
al conglomerates and multina- 
tionals in his country 

Moore said despite 
Chavez's stance, Venezuela still 
exports 50 percent of its oil to 
the United States. 

Masterson said much of 
Venezuela's society did not 
have a voice in the country be- 
fore Chavez came to power, 

Masterson said Chavez's 
popularity among the rural and 
poor people in Venezuela comes 
from social programs that have 
helped them. 

"The majority of the coun- 
try were not given educational 
opportunities - no job oppor- 
tunities," Masterson said "They 
were not given the same land 
ownership rights as wealthier 
people in the country and did 
not have proper access to doc 
tors."

Edwards Hall originally an athletic dorm in '60s 



Has Edwards Hall al- 
ways been used by the po- 
lice and by Parking Servic- 
es? 

The building that now 
contains Parking Services 
and the K-Stote Police station 
used to house more than 180 
male athletes 

The athletic residence 
hall, named Edwards Hall in 
1972, opened in 1967 Then- 
head football coach Vince 
Gibson said the residence 
hall had to be constructed if 
he was going to coach at K- 
State. The original building 
housed about 180 men in 
four wings and included sev- 
eral recreational activities 
and a swimming pool 

The athletic department 
managed the hall, which was 
funded by alumni donations. 
It housed male athletes from 
all K State sports teams and 
one family, who managed the 
hall 

In 1974, coach Gibson 



left the university to coach 
at Louisville University, and 
the family that ran the facil- 
ity left soon after The facility 
started to deteriorate severe- 
ly after 1 974 because of poor 
management and a massive 
debt. Pat Patton, an assistant 
at University Archives who 
was the wife of the original 
hall manager, said funding for 
the hall was always tight, and 
when Gibson left, the team 
started to play extremely bad- 
ly and fans stopped donating 
to the athletic department. 

By 1977, some of the 
dorm rooms had holes in the 
wall large enough to walk 
through, and trash littered the 
floors of many rooms K-State 
Housing and Dining Services 
assumed management of the 
hall and started a renovation 
valued at more than half of 
the original price to build the 
hall. Housing services started 
allowing non-athletes to live 
in the hall in 1977 The pool

was removed a few years af-

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Group discovers 
rare species on trip

Herpetology enthusiasts 
caught more than 4,000 in 
dividual animals and identi- 
fied more than 30 different 
species of amphibians, tur- 
tles and reptiles during a re- 
cent field trip 

More than 90 herpeto) 
ogy enthusiasts gathered for 
the Kansas Herpetological 
Society's annual fall field trip 
in Miami County, Kan., Oct. 
5-7, according to a release 
from the society. 

Several rare and threat 
ened species were among 
the finds, including two no- 
toriously reclusive Red belly 
Snakes 

The snakes, which have 
been documented in Kansas 
only a few times, were cap- 
tured by KHS members Bran- 
don Low, Garret Wilkinson 
and Andy Durbin, according 
to the release. 

Eva Home, assistant 
professor of biology, has 
been a member of the society 
for eight years. 

Home said the rare find- 
ings are invaluable in assess- 
ing changes that could be 
detrimental to human health 
and to the health of the natu- 
ral environment 

"Many species of am- 
phibians and reptiles are very 
sensitive to changes in the 
environment, like pollution 
and temperature and rainfall 
patterns," Home said "By 
searching different areas of 
Kansas each field trip, KHS 
adds to the long-term data 
base recording the occur- 
rence of these species. 

"Records from various 
counties or regions of Kan- 
sas can then be compared to 
see if species have been lost 
or if any have increased their 
ranges." 

Home also acknowl- 
edged the public's contribu- 
tion to this environmental ef- 
fort 



"The field trips allow 
the public to experience the 
beauty of these mi sunder 
stood animals and to gain 
the satisfaction of knowing 
that they are helping to col 
lect information necessary to 
preserve our prairies and for- 
ests," she said 

Another interesting find 
was a population of East- 
em Newts, only sporadically 
documented in the area since 
the 1920s and now consid- 
ered a threatened species, ac- 
cording to the release 

The next event for the so- 
ciety is its 34th-annual KHS 
meeting, Nov 3-4, at the To- 
peka Zoo, which the public 
is invited to. 

Joe Collins, a herpetolo- 
gist with the Kansas Biologi- 
cal Survey and associate edi- 
tor of KHS publications, said 
the meeting, which usual- 
ly 100-125 people attend, is 
one of the biggest scientific 
meetings in Kansas 

"There will be 30 speak 
ers from nine states and three 
countries," Collins said 

Registration for the 
meeting is $10 and includes 
admission to the zoo on both 
days 

Robin Oldham, public 
ity officer for KHS, said the 
meeting would appeal to 
anyone with an interest in 
reptiles and amphibians 

"There arc a lot of scien- 
tific talks but also many that 
appeal to people with a less 
academic interest, like how 
rattlesnakes track their prey, 
or what happens when you 
get bitten by an iguana," Old- 
ham said. 

The auctioned items are 
all related to herpetology and 
include books, artwork, pho- 
tographs and T-shirts. 

"It's where 1 bought a 
lot of Christmas presents last 
year," Oldham said 

Collins, who serves as 
the auctioneer, added that no 
live animals would be sold at 
the event

2nd-year coach Ron Prince not completely satisfied 
with team's offensive performance, despite big numbers

When Ron Prince arrived 
at K-State, he brought an of- 
fense that looked awkward 
on the field at Snyder Fami- 
ly Stadium 

There was a quarterback 
that stood in the pocket in- 
stead of scrambling around. 
The fullback became a thing 
of the past, and the H back - 
a mix between fullback and 
tight end - replaced it. 

Those aspects were dif- 
ferent, but so was the amount 
of scoring going on K-State 
struggled mightily to put 
points on the board 

Last season the Wild- 
cats only scored 22 points 
per game, good for 69th in 
the nation. At the peak of 
K-State's football program, 
the Wildcats averaged in the 
upper 30s to low 40s. 

This year the Wildcats 
are back to old tricks, scor- 
ing 38 points per game. That 
is 12th best in the country. 

"It's totally different," se- 
nior Jordy Nelson said of the 
offense this year compared 
to last year "We watch some 
film from last year every once 
in awhile and it's kind of em- 
barrassing to watch ourselves 
play, because we're not even 
close to where we are right 
now." 

Prince and offensive co- 



ordinator James Franklin 
seemingly are getting their 
best players the ball, as they 
are finding the open spaces 
Prince always talks about. 

It's paying off. The of- 
fense is averaging 422 yards 
per game, compared to 315 
yards during the 2006 cam- 
paign. Some of that might be 
attributed to being a year into 
a new system and working 
out some of the kinks. 

"We're consistently get- 
ting better and better every 
week," senior Daniel Gonza 
lez said. 

In their first week against 
Aubum, the Wildcats gained 
316 yards and scored 13 
points. This past week against 
Baylor, they scored 51 points 
on 463 yards. In its last three 
games, K-State is averaging 
485 yards and 45 points. 

One aspect that has im- 
proved noticeably over last 
year has been the unsung he- 
roes, the offensive line. 

The chemistry up 
front, especially In the of- 
fensive line, is getting real- 
ly good right now," Nelson 
said. "They're playing pretty 
well, and that's big for our of- 
fense." 

One player who proba- 
bly appreciates the line's ef- 
forts is sophomore quarter- 
back Josh Freeman, who has 
been sacked just six times. 
His development has benefit- 
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ted from the protection. This 
year he has 11 touchdowns 
against just eight intercep- 
tions, a complete turnaround 
from the six-TD, 15 intercep- 
tion season he had in 2006. 

But even with the offense 
clicking, the players still see 
room for improvement. 

"We want to be consis- 
tent in passing and running 
the ball, and obviously right 
now we're doing a lot of pass- 
ing" Gonzalez said. "We al- 
ways say pass to score, run 
to win, and we got to get our 
run game." 

Prince sees another area 
for potential improvement. 

"You can't be a good of- 
fense unless you can convert 
third downs at a high rate," 
he said "The fumbles that we 
had a couple weeks ago, re- 
ally good offenses don't have 
those. They don't kick as 
many field goals as we kick, 
and they do a lot of the things 
on third down to keep out of 
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Leon Patton runs for a few of his 113 yards last week against Baylor. 
K- State's Si points were Its second-most in a high-scoring season.

The problem is his de- 
parture will leave a mam- 
moth hole on the team. With- 
out Nelson, the offense will be 
stagnant - that's the possibil- 
ity the 2008 Wildcats are fac- 
ing. The options to replace 
him seem to be very limited at 
this point 

Nelson has 76 catches for 
1,008 yards and seven touch- 
downs. The next best player is 



junior Deon Murphy, with 36 
catches for 360 yards and five 
touchdowns 

But Murphy plays a to- 
tally different role than Nel- 
son Murphy is the speedster 
with elusiveness, while Nelson 
combines different elements. 
He has power, size, hands and 
speed. So Murphy is out of the 
running. 

Many have speculat- 
ed freshman Lamark Brown 
has been in Nelson's shadow 
this year, being trained so he 
can step up and try to replace 
him. There's a problem with 
that: Brown has not shown 
anything to prove he is capa- 
ble of doing that. He has three 
catches for 33 yards and - 
most importantly - probably 
has more drops than catches. 

What other candidates 
are there? 

Junior Ernie Pierce never 
plays, though he is listed as a 
possible starter. 

Senior Daniel Gonzalez 
obviously won't be in Manhat- 
tan. 

The Wildcats really have 



nobody within the program to 
take his place 

They will have to fill the 
void through recruiting. So 
far, though, K-State has no 
wide receiver commitments, 
according to Rivals.com. 

Overall, K-State re- 
turns most of its offensive line 
and its quarterback, sopho- 
more Josh Freeman. It also 
has sophomore running back 
Leon Patton coming back and 
plenty of young runners who 
are waiting to be unleashed. 
So a lot of fans have been say- 
ing that 2008 is the year the 
offense will explode, though it 
has pretty much exploded this 
year 

But without Nelson, how 
effective will the running 
game be? It will probably not 
be very good with teams fo- 
cusing on the ground game 
because of only one real threat 
on the outside Patton can't 
run when there axe no holes. 

Nelson has been Free- 
man's safety blanket all year 
long. Whenever Freeman 
needs a play, he throws to 



Nelson. 

The aspect Ron Prince 
and his Wildcats have in their 
favor is that they have sent 
two wide receivers to the NFL 
(assuming Nelson gets draft- 
ed). 

If I was Prince, that is 
something I would sell to re- 
cruits - two years, two NFL 
wideouts. 

That should be enough 
to land a gifted wideout for 
K-State, so the Wildcats still 
have the possibility to get a 
playmaker in recruiting 

If they don't, then Prince 
needs one of his players to 
step up, just like Nelson did 
this year. Nelson had shown 
the ability to be good, but not 
this good. 

Maybe Prince will find

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K STATE'S FOCUS IS 

OH BIG 12 TITLE, 

NOT BOWL ELIGIBILITY 

It's amazing, really, 
how quickly expectations 
can change. 

A year ago, the K-State 
football team set its sights on 
making a bowl game - try- 
ing to put an end to a two- 
year postseason drought. 

But this year, with the 
Wildcats just one win away 
from becoming bowl eligi- 
ble, that goal doesn't seem 
nearly as important 

In fact, one gets the im- 
pression that it's almost an 
afterthought. 

"Our whole goal this 
year is to get to the Big 12 
(Championship)," wide re- 
ceiver Daniel Gonzalez 
said. "We always want to go 
to a bowl, but it's not that 
important to us. I mean, it's 
important, but it's not as 
important as going to the 
Big 12 this year." 

At 5-3 overall, and 
with two more opponents 
with losing conference re- 
cords still on the schedule, 
a bowl berth appears to be 



a certainty The Wildcats, 
though, hope it will end up 
being a backup plan. 

That's because they 
know winning the North 
isn't out of the question. 
K-State is third in the North 
standings, 1 .5 games behind 
first-place Kansas, and just a 
half-game behind Missouri. 

Though the Wildcats 
are frustrated they no lon- 
ger control their own des- 
tiny, they know there's still 
hope. 

"We need to focus on 
just winning our games," 
senior jordy Nelson said. 
"Pretty much everyone 
knows that we need some 
help from some other teams 
to beat some teams that beat 
us At the end of the season, 
we'll find out what all has 
happened" 

That their fate is in 
other teams' hands might 
be the most difficult part 
of all K-State dropped two 
of three conference games 
after a 1-0 start.

Though it was a long road 
(o K State, Clayton Cox is final 
ly making a difference in his fi- 
nal year on the team. 

Cox, a senior defensive end 
from Weakan, Kan., played in 
fust two games last year but re 
ally has shown something to the 
coaches this year through the 
first seven games He already 
has racked up 11 unassisted 
tackles, including four for a loss 
and two sacks. His beat game 
came last Saturday against Bay- 
lor, when he had eight tackles 

"The thing we noticed 
about Clayton is the thing wc 
noticed about Ian (Campbell) a 
year ago - he has a tremendous 
motor" coach Ron Prince said 
"If the quarterback gets past his 
first progression and has to go to 
his second choice, a lot of times 
guys like Clayton Cox and Ian 
Campbell are going to eventu- 
ally out-hustlc the guys they're 
going against - many times just 
by sheer effort." 

Cox transferred to K-State 
in 2005 following a successful 



two years at Garden City (Kan.) 
Community College. As a soph- 
omore, he had 28 unassisted 
tackles and was awarded hon- 
orable mention in the all -Jay- 
hawk Conference, 

However, he transferred 
to K-State unassured of his sta- 
tus on the football team. He's 
smaller than a normal defensive 
end - only 6-foot-3 and 238 
pounds - and had no scholar- 
ship. He was forced to sit out a 
year because of NCAA transfer 
rules Now that he has his op- 
portunity, don't think he's going 
to squander it. 

"He's really shown in the 
last couple of weeks that's he's 
going to do what's asked ol 
him," linebacker Ian Campbell 
said "He's been waiting in the 
wings for his chance" 

Cox started his football 
career in Weskan, a town that 
boasted a population of 333 in 
the 2000 Census He played 
eight-man football in Class 1A 
In the transition to college, Cox 
learned there are a lot of differ 
ences between eight-man and 
college football 

"It was hard - it really 



was," he said. "1 had to learn as- 
signment football and focus on 
one technique I play one po- 
sition whereas in eight-man, 
you kinda freelance. You run 
around and go to the ball. It 
look awhile to get used to that" 

Once he settled into being 
on the defensive line, there was 
one thing that all of K-State's 
defensive coaches preached: 
ball awareness 

"It's been a big emphasis in 
practice," Cox said. "We work 
on it every week It's starting to 
show that we've worked on it 
When you make the tackle, you 
have to know where the bail is 
and know how to get it out. Try 
to rip it out where the ball is" 

John Houlik - a lineback- 
er who is also a bit undersized 
- said Cox has brought a lot to 
the defense 

"He's not the biggest guy 
in the world," he said, "but he 
brings a good pass rush He's 
very quick off the ball" 

That quickness off the ball 
gave Baylor fits in K State's last 
game. Cox had two sacks, both 
from the quarterback's blind 
side, and one of them caused a 



fumble 

In the last half of his final 
season. Cox is aiming himsetf 
into a playmaker. But his life 
isn't all about football. In fad, 
defensive tackle Steven Clint 
said Cox is one of his main fish- 
ing and hunting buddies 

Cline also said Cox brings 
something extra to the table. 

"He's brought spark and 
emotion," Cline said "It shows 
that if you do what you're tolJ 
to and follow your assignments, 
good things are going to hap- 
pen for you I'm glad we navy 
him here and he's been a big 
help He's an essential part « 
this program" 

In addition to defense, CcB 
also on kickoff coverage That 
move was a big gesture, Piinoe 
said. 

"1 think the thing that 
might go unnoticed is that Clay- 
ton is also on the kickoff cov- 
erage and made two real im- 
portant tackles for us and came 
through for us," Prince said 
"That's the kind of kid he is. 
He's a real unselfish guy - a 
team player - and he wants the 
team to do well."

Brad Ridley and Leland 
tjeonard haven't missed a 
K- Stale football game in more 
than a decade 

Ridley graduated from 
K-State in 2003, but started 
,i streak with his grandfather, 
LoOMttL in 1°°7 while attend- 
ing Manhattan High School. 

Both Ridley and Leonard 
agree the best game they have 
witnessed was the 2003 Big 
12 Conference championship 
against Oklahoma, but a spe- 
cific trip stands out to Ridley 
above the rest. 

In 2001. while Ridley was 
on a plane headed to his 51st- 
straight game, he developed a 
crush on the girl sitting next to 
him She was from New York 
originally but attending K-State 
graduate school at the time. 

"It was weird," Ridley said. 
"There was a mix-up in the 
seats, and I ended up sitting 
next to her instead of someone 
else." 

She had won an all -ex- 
penses paid trip to K* State's 
road game against USC from 
a radio station, though she had 
never attended a football game 
before Ridley said they hit it off, 
and now, years later, they are 
engaged. 



"We're getting married in 
July," Ridley said. "But we've 
been together for over six years 
now." 

Ridley's fiancee had no in 
tentions of winning the trip to 
USC. Ridley said she was hop- 
ing to win a new set of tires the 
radio station also was giving 
away because she was planning 
a trip to Colorado 

Though attending a K-State 
game helped Ridley meet his fi- 
ancee, he said spending time 
with his grandfather has been his 
best experience. He feels lucky, 
he said, to have such a great re- 
lationship with his grandfather 
because of the Wildcats. 

"1 grew up in Manhat 
tan. so 1 started going to games 
when I was pretty young," Rid- 
ley said. "My grandmother died 
in 1997, and we started trying to 
help keep my grandpa busy by 
going to games" 

The two have attended 133 
games since Sept. 13, 1997. The 
team is 92-41 during the span, 
including eight bowl and three 
Big 12 championship appear- 
ances This week's Iowa State 
game will be No. 134. 

Ridley said he doesn't plan 
to stop going to games, but ris- 
ing ticket prices are making it 
more costly than ever. 

"Every year is getting more 
and more expensive," Ridley 



said. "Ticket prices are just get- 
ting ridiculous I paid 85 bucks 
for my Oklahoma Slate ticket" 

Leonard has a more re- 
laxed view of the situation. 

"It's expensive," Leonard 
said. "But that doesn't matter." 

The weather doesn't bother 
him much. Leonard recalls the 
worst weather he experienced, 
which came in 2000 when the 
Wildcats played against No 4 
Nebraska in Manhattan. 

"The game we played 
against Nebraska in snow was 
bad weather," Leonard said. 
"But it didn't matter after we 
beat them" 

The Wildcats defeated Ne- 
braska 29-28 that year, and 
went on to win the Cotton Bowl 
against Tennessee 

Early on, while Ridley was 
in high school, he started a 
lawn-mowing business to help 
battle ticket and travel expens- 
es. He continued his business 
through college and paid for 
part of his tuition with the prof- 

"He basically paid his way 

through college and bought the 
plane tickets.'' said Dan Ridley, 
his father. "We didn't help him 
out too much" 

Brad Ridley works in Tope 
ka for the Kansas Department 
on Aging as a data analyst He 
said he sometimes has trouble

New coach attempts team turnaround

No one ever said being a 
first year football coach was 
easy, and Iowa State coach 
Gene Chizik probably can at- 
test to that. 

The Chizik led Cyclones 
have struggled to a 1-8 record 
this season, including an 0-5 
mark in the Big 12 Confer- 
ence 

It's far different from the 
results Chizik saw during the 
last two years while he was at 
Texas. Chizik was the Long- 
hums' defensive coordinator 
when they won the National 
Championship in 2005. 

But now Chizik is in his 
first head-coaching gig and is 
in for the challenge of turning 



around a program that nev- 
er has appeared in a Big 12 
Championship game 

"It's been a learning expe 
rience for me - very interest- 
ing." Chizik said. "Going from 
being assistant coach to a head 
coach and all the nuances and 
things that you have to deal 
with differently than you do 
when you're in the system" 

For Chizik, the challenge 
of turning the Cyclones into a 
contender was one of the rea- 
sons he accepted the opportu- 
nity to coach the team. It was a 
mountain he said he was will- 
ing to climb. 

"When I was approached 
with this job, basically 1 wanted 
them to lay out their vision for 
how Iowa State would have an 
opportunity to win the Big 12 



North," Chizik said. That was 
my whole goal and vision " 

The Iowa State season 
started off with back-to-back 
losses to Kent Stale and North- 
ern Iowa Then it appeared to 
be turning the season around 
by beating rival Iowa. 

But a one-point loss lu To- 
ledo - combined with blow- 
out losses to Nebraska, Texas 
Tech and Texas - made the Cy- 
clones look like they were far 
from improving their season, 

Texas coach Mack Brown 
said Chizik's opportunity is ex- 
citing and should not be taken 
for granted 

"It is very difficult for 
anybody to be a head coach." 
Brown said. "Very few people 
ever get a job as a head coach 
and a lot of people don't get 



to keep them, but about three 
years." 

As of late, it appears Iowa 
State is attempting a late-sea- 
son turnaround. 

Two weeks ago, the Cy- 
clones jumped out to a 7-0 lead 
on Oklahoma before falling 
17-7 

Last week, they out -gained 
Missouri but lost 42-28. 

Iowa State might be play 
ing its best football of the sea* 
son, as it continues to improve 
under Chizik's leadership 

"I think there are some 
things that we are getting bel- 
ter at," Chizik said "We get bel- 
ter at some things and then we 
take a step back in some oth- 
er areas, but 1 always try to find 
the positives in the things we 
are doing" 



Iowa State beat writer discusses Cyclones' 2007 struggles, plans for future 



Andrew Logue has covered 
college sports for the Des 
Moines Register since 2001 
Recently he took some time to 
answer questions about coach 
Gene Chizik and his frustrating 
first season in Ames, Iowa. 

We're now more than halfway 
through the season, and the 
Cyclones are starting to show 
signs of improvement. How 
far has the team come since 
Week 1. when il had a disas- 
trous - and downright embar- 
rassing - loss to Kent Stale? 

Actually, the low point of 
the season came against Texas. 
The loss to Kent State, which 
was bow] eligible last year, kind 
of served as a reality check. 
Fans weren't happy, hut most 
shrugged it off as a byproduct 
of a new coach and a new sys- 
tem Losing to Northern Iowa 
caused more frustrations, but 
was mostly forgotten after the 
win over Iowa. Texas, mean- 
while, was embarrassing The 
Longhoms scored on their first 
play from scrimmage, and it 



only got worse from there. Peo- 
ple began leaving at halftime 
The Cyclones seemed to bot- 
tom out that day They've given 
two spirited efforts since then 
If they can match the intensi-

teams regularly? 

Recruiting is only half the 
equation. ISU, like KU or K- 
State, rarely lures five-star re- 
cruits to its program. They have 
to find the two-star kids, who 
fit their system, and then de- 
velop them into Big 12-caliber 
players over two or three sea- 
sons. Coach (McCarney) grad- 
ually built a program that went 
to five bowl games in six years. 
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One of the keys was finding an 
occasional gem such as Seneca 
Wallace. 

Has Chizik landed any big

I don't get into "big re- 
cruits" Too many players are 
too hyped I pay more atten- 
tion once they've arrived on 
campus, and I've had a chance 
lo see them perform in a col 
legiate setting. I've seen too 
many "blue-chip' prospects 
who never flourished. And then 
guys like Ellis Hobbs, who no- 
body talked about out of high 
school, go on to become start- 
ers for the New England Patri- 
ots.

Rontgen's discovery occurred accidentally in his 
Wurzburg, Germany, lab, where he was testing 
whether cathode lays could pass through glass 
when he noticed a glow coming from a nearby 
chemically coated screen. 

He dubbed the rays that caused this glow X-rays 
because of their unknown nature.

In an event that would foreshadow the Holocaust, German Nazis launched 
a campaign of terror against Jewish people and their homes and businesses 
in Germany and Austria The violence, which continued through Nov 10 and 
was later dubbed 'KnstallnachC or 'Night of Broken Glass,' after the countless 
smashed windows of Jewish-owned establishments, left about 100 Jews dead, 
7,500 Jewish businesses damaged and hundreds of synagogues, homes, schools 
and graveyards vandalized An estimated 30,000 Jewish men were arrested, many 
of whom were then sent to concentration camps for several months; they were 
released when they promised to Feave Germany.

Kansas lawmakers refuse 'in-your-face ads because of money 



Students have heard the an 
1 1 drug mantra of parents, politi 
cians and school officials: "Just 
say no" Unfor- 
tunately, this 
has done lit- 
tle to eradicate 
drug use among 
teens and young 
adults, espe- 
cially in Kansas 
with drugs like 
methamphet- 
amine 

Over the 
last IS years, 
Montana con- 
fronted a similar problem with 
meth use. At one time, Mon- 
tana ranked fifth in the nation 
in meth use among its citizens. 
but that has changed, thanks to a 
new ad campaign 

According to the Kansas 
City Star on Oct 31, the Mon 
tana Meth Project has been using 
in-your-face ads aimed at teens 
that show the effects of meth 
use The project is only a cou- 
ple years old, but it already has 
achieved results. 

Montana was in the top 5 
states in meth use when the proj- 
ect was implemented, but now it 
is ranked 39th, according to the 
Star Many of its supporters cred- 
it the grisly images and messag- 
es of the ads. One commercial 
shows a handsome businessman 
in a suit leaving a hotel room 
Not much wrong there, until the 
camera enters the hotel room to 
find a teenage girl in her under- 
wear, just after selling her body 




for meth money 

A newspaper ad shows a dis- 
gusting public bathroom with 
graffiti on the walls and dirt on 
the toilet seat. The words "No 
one thinks they'll lose their vir- 
ginity here. Meth will change 
that" are written over the pic 
ture. 



While these ads are not as 
pleasant as a DARE T-shirt, they 
have had results The Star re- 
ports 65 percent of Montana 
teens see "great risk" in meth us 
age Today's young people want 
excitement, they are not interest 
ed in sugar coated cartoons or 
Barbie dolls, and Montana real-

ized this by altering its anti-drug 
campaign accordingly It is time 
Kansas did the same 

According to the Kansas De- 
partment of Health and Environ- 
ment's Web site, the Chemical 
Control Act, which was passed 
in 1999, was supposed to slow 
meth use in the state. Accord- 



ing to the Star, at the time of 
the bill's passage, Kansas was 
fourth in overall meth use, and 
it is now 13th The problem is 
even worse for Missouri, which 
is number one 

The reason Kansas and Mis- 
souri have not followed Mon- 
tana's lead is because of money. 
That's right - legislators think 
there are issues more pressing 
than halting meth use. Paying 
for the project would cost Kan- 
sas and Missouri $4 5 million 
and $6 million a year, respec 
tively. But Peg Shea, executive 
director of Montana's project, 
said it costs just $25 per child in 
the state to achieve results, ac- 
cording to the article in the Star. 

The Kansas Sheriffs Asso- 
ciation supports a Kansas Meth 
Project similar to Montana's, but 
it is not sure how to pay for it 
ft is sad when our law enforce- 
ment officers know how to pre- 
vent crime, but legislatures are 
too cheap to give them the tools 
If we want to stop drug use, we 
must take matters into our own 
hands. 

It is time for the citizens 
of Missouri and Kansas to de- 
mand an aim tiie in program for 
their states and find a way to pay 
for it. It is time for our respec- 
tive governments to observe the 
Montana Meth Project and just 
say yes.

Society must stop turning blind eye to sexual discrimination

In 1991, Cheryl Summerville's 
name appeared on more than just a 
pink slip; she was like any other blue- 
collar U.S. citizen. 

She was a 
mother She paid 
her mortgage. She 
worked hard. And 
while losing a job 
might be warranted 
in some situations, 
in Cheryl's it was 
not Cheryl was gay, 
and she was fired 
for it 

Her name 
was in hundreds of 
newspapers across the country after 
being fired as a cook at a Cracker Bar- 
rel Old Country Store and Restaurant 
near Atlanta According to a February 
2003 article from The Advocate, Sum- 
merville was one of 1 1 people fired 
for violating the company's policy: not 
demonstrating "normal heterosexual 
values." The reason for termination on 
her papers read, 'Employee is gay" 

After Summervilie was fired, a se- 
ries of protests emerged from sexual 
minority advocacy groups like Queen 
Nation Cracker Barrel received a bar- 



rage of bad press, finally forcing the 
company to revoke the policy 

Since the 1990s, the Unites States 
has become more open to people 
coming out. A number of colleges, in- 
cluding K- State, have started organi- 
zations to support the gay. lesbian, bi- 
sexual and transgendered community 
Workplaces have adopted policies to 
prevent sexual discrimination. 

No matter how comfortable the 
United States might seem with these 
individuals, this country is all talk - 
or should 1 say, silence. Though we 
might be pushing our comfort level, 
sexual minorities have fallen between 
the cracks, and society has looked the 
other way 

In the state of Kansas, there only 
are a handful of cities, including Law- 
rence, that protect the rights of gay 
employees Only nine states have laws 
protecting the civil rights of sexual mi- 
norities, according to the International 
Gay and Lesbian Human Rights Com- 
mission. Only 40 countries around the 
world - the United States not includ- 
ed - have adopted ami -discrimination 
laws for this minority group 

On Thursday, Student Senate 
unanimously passed a resolution in 



support of the prohibition of discrimi- 
nation in the workplace based on sex 
ual orientation and gender identity at 
K-State. While the resolution might be 
a small step for student-kind, this uni- 
versity should press for more 

Though the predominately white, 
belt-buckle community known as 
K State is tight -knit, rarely - if ever - 
does this university address the issue 
of diversity based on sexual orient a 
tion. Students might come out, but we 
all need to open up to become com- 
fortable with our sexuality and to un- 
derstand the motivations of others. 

The first measure of support 
comes not from society but govern- 
ment Student Senate might have set a 
precedent for K State's acceptance of 
sexual minorities, but results will not 
come until the City of Manhattan and 
the state of Kansas give their blessings 
too. After all, a good portion of our 
student body works off campus 

Despite the number of support 
groups and laws we have in this com- 
munity, the true test of acceptance 
isn't in the workplace. It's in society - 
among lunchroom discussions, class- 
room debates, church sermons and 
everywhere in between Once people 




start talking, opening up and coming 
out, that is when we finally can say 
we've accomplished something. 

Summervilie made a small step 
in the *90s by sharing her experience 
with the world But the world needs to 
take a bigger step by opening up and 
facilitating healthy conversation and 
understanding about this problem.

Forum looks to Dust Bowl, Gore film 
for past links to global warming

With cookies and coffee, 
about 30 people discussed 
the Dust Bowl and how it re- 
lates lo global warming dur- 
ing a public forum Sunday 
night at the Manhattan Pub- 
lic Library. 

The forum "From Dust- 
bowl to Global Warming" 
was sponsored in partnership 
with K-State's Institute for 
Civic Discourse In Democra- 
cy. 

The event was part of the 
library's One Book One Com- 
munity program, which fo- 
cuses on Timothy Egan's nov- 
el, "The Worst Hard Time." 
Al Gore's film, "An Inconve- 
nient Truth," preceded the fo- 
rum to promote discussion 
about the Dust Bowl era and 
the environmental issues of 
today, according to the pro- 
gram's Web site, www. man ■ 
hattanHbhsus/onebook/irt' 
fro. 

"I don't know that much 
about (the global problems) 
and came to see for myself," 
said Laura Miles, children's 
librarian. "I wanted to see 
what's the deal and what can 
I do to help" 



Suzan Withee. One Book 
One Community's coordina- 
tor and reference manag- 
er at the Manhattan Public 
Library, said this book and 
event series was chosen for 
several reasons. 

"Primarily, the reason 
was because there's a gener 
ation that can give us a first- 
hand point of view on the 
Dust Bowl that are dying out 
fast," Withee said. 

Donna Schenck-Hamlin 
of 1CDD facilitated the group 
dialogue with questions rang- 
ing from individual initiative 
vs. influence, remembering 
the Dust Bowl and denial of 
a crisis. 

Discussion of opinions 
taken from Egan's book, the 
film and President Roosevelt's 
shelterbelt program of plant- 
ing trees all over the coun- 
try to calm the Dust Bowl 
sparked comments on a dis- 
appearing prairie and the re- 
cent tornado through Greens- 
burg 

Sharing personal expe- 
riences and frustrations, the 
forum was informative for 
some 

"It helped me to put into 
perspective of the U.S. with 
the rest of the world, like I 



really did think that other 
countries were worse," Miles 
said. 'Those facts you can't 
ignore, and it's obvious that 
there's a long way to go." 

After an hour of conver- 
sation Schenck -Hamlin said 
in summation thai dramatic 
events get attention and that 
things can be done to im- 
prove the situations, but oth- 
ers have to do them too. 

Withee said she felt the 
event was successful.

"So many agencies are 
involved with this, it's just 
amazing." 

Withee also said that 
more young people should be 
aware of the global issues be- 
cause they are the generation 
who will have to deal with 
them later.

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Canadian novelist shares wisdom 
about writing in 2 languages

Arlette Cousture told 
her father she wanted to be a 
writer when she was 8 years 
old. 

"What do you have to 
say?" he said, 

Apparently quite a bit. 

Fifty-two years later, 
Cousture found herself in 
Manhattan - far away from 
her home in Quebec, Can- 
ada - speaking to about 35 
K- State students and facul- 
ty members on "The Novel- 
ist and the Creative Process" 
on Friday afternoon in Ihe 
K-State Student Union. 

Timothy Rogus, who in- 
troduced Cousture to her au- 
dience, said she is best known 
for her novel -saga "Les Pilles 
de Caleb" - French for "Ca- 
leb's Daughters" - which was 
written in three volumes Ro 
gus, public affairs officer for 
the Quebec Delegation in 
Chicago, also said this work 
was developed into a televi- 
sion mini-series widely popu- 
lar in Canada 

Cousture began her pre- 
sentation by speaking only in 
French, her first language. Af- 
ter 10 minutes, however, she 



switched back to English with 
an ornery chuckle 

"I guess maybe I should 
stick to what you all know, 
but how else will you leam 
the language?" she said. "You 
really should learn I think it 
is a great thing to be able to 
communicate in more than 
one language " 

The author spoke to stu- 
dents and faculty about her 
experiences with topics rang- 
ing from writing about sensi- 
tive issues to the importance 
of her characters in telling the 
story 

"For me, it is therapeutic 
to write about the hard mem 
ones," Cousture said. "I like 
to cry, to laugh I love strong 
emotions - they make excel- 
lent page-turners 

"For this same reason, 
my characters must surprise 
me. I can even be angry at 
them. But if I don't surprise 
myself, it is no good: if 1 bore 
myself, I throw it away." 

Kimberly Kinney, K-State 
instructor of French, said she 
had looked forward to the 
opportunity to hear Cous- 
ture speak and had encour- 
aged her students lo attend 
the presentation 

"I hope my students 



gained more interest in 
French literature and the lan- 
guage from hearing about It 
first-hand from someone who 
is very passionate about her 
work," Kinney said. "Also, it's 
interesting just to hear the 
language spoken in a differ- 
ent dialect." 

Claire Miller, fifth-year 
student in English literature, 
attended the lecture with her 
French 4 class. 

"The written word really 
inspires me, so I try lo make 
time to go see writers when 
they come to campus," Mill- 
er said. "I think it's been so 
helpful to hear her thoughts 
on just ihe everyday aspect of 
being an author, and a French 
author, at that." 

Cousture closed her pre- 
sentation with a brief ques 
ti on -and -answer session. She 
also stressed to her audience 
the importance of having pas- 
sion for your work 

"You need to love your 
language, love to say things, 
whether you speak it or write 
it," she said 

"Learn to cultivate your 
memories and use your tools 
- words, senses, poinl-of- 
view - to convey your mes- 
sage"

Fort Hays came back, gelling 
a go-ahead 3-pointer from Tim 
Peintner at the 13:13 mark. 

K-State eventually re- 
gained control, going ahead 
with 9:15 left in the first half 
and never relinquished the 
lead. K-State finished the first 
half with a dunk by Beasley to 
go ahead 38-19. 

Fort Hays attempted a 
comeback in the second half, 
scoring 21 points in the last 
seven minutes, but was unable 
to catch up to the Wildcats, 
who had 57 points in the sec- 
ond half to Fort Hays' 40. 

Freshman Bill Walk 
er started the game, along 
with Beasley, Pullen, Colon 
and Young. Noticeably miss- 
ing were seniors David Husk 
ins and Clent Stewart. Hi is kins 
and Stewart, along with junior 
Darren Kent, have been side- 
lined with injuries. 

The decision to keep 
Hoskins out was Martin's, 
though he said Hoskins has 
practiced the last three days 



Kent has been sidelined with 
a sprained ankle he sustained 
during the scrimmage with 
Marquette Martin said Stew- 
art is battling a hamstring in- 
jury Though Martin originally 
thought Stewart would be out 
until Thanksgiving, he said he's 
more optimistic now about the 
guard's return 

"Muscles heal differently 
on different people," he said 
"With hamstrings, it's a little 
different From what I've seen 
the last couple of days, I'm a 
lot more optimistic.

Uthoff said the lighting for

"Hopefully the lighting ties 
in with the set, wardrobe and ac- 
tors." said Uthoff 

There are nearly 170 differ- 
ent cues for lighting during "Fid- 
dler," which includes sounds, 
props and set changes. 

About 12 people will work 
on the lighting from now un- 
til the musical's debut on Nov. 
14. including students in Funda- 
mentals of Stage Lighting, inter 
'■sled theater students, Uthoff, 
and Erie V'oecks, Utoffs lighting 
assistant and junior in theater. 
Voecks estimated 20-30 hours 
per week will be put into the 
lighting preparation, with most 
Dl Hie focus on the lighting hap- 
pening in the next three to four 
days 

The lighting in McCain pos-

Though people might think 
the lights in a production are 
unimportant, both Uthoff and 
Voecks stressed the importance 
of lighting to the musical. 

"Lighting establishes the 
times of day, mood of a scene 
and the emotion of the musical." 
said Voecks, "It helps move the 
production along" 

Voecks also noted that while 
lights are used in most produc- 
tions, the way they are used var- 
ies from show to show. 

"All the components are the 
same from production to pro- 
duction, but in theater, the same 
thing is never done twice," said 
Voecks "Every production is 
unique." 

The set for "Fiddler on the 



Roof" will be added to the stage 
today and will be tested with the 
lighting After the set and light- 
ing configurations are finalized, 
wardrobe, props and sound as- 
pects can begin to move into the 
theater. 

"Each piece builds on an- 
other," said Uthoff 

Any time a production be- 
gins to come together, problems 
surface. Voecks noted the impor- 
tance of adhering lo a set sched- 
ule to help move production 
along 

"If preparations for the mu- 
sical are not organized, every- 
thing turns into a mess really 
quickly," said Voecks 

More than 100 people are 
working on the project, includ- 
ing K-State students, faculty and 
people from around the state. 
Actors for the production will 
work overtime in the next few 
days. The cast has been rehears- 
ing in Nichols because of the re- 



cent production of "Peter Pan" 
at McCain The actors will not 
even have a chance to test their 
skills in McCain until Wednesday 
and will have to work to keep up 
with the production schedule 

Meghan Newman, senior in 
theater, French and English lit 
erature. said she knows how 
hard the actors arc working for 
the performance.

Wildcats win 1st 2 games against Nebraska, drop next 3

The season-high 3,254 
fans in attendance at Ahearn 
Field House helped power an 
electric atmosphere, but the 
defending national champions 
could not be stopped. 

The No 12 K-State vol- 
leyball team won the first two 
games against No 2 Nebras- 
ka Saturday, but the Husk 
ers made a hard push after the 
break, winning the final three 
games to prevail 3-2 (24 30, 
27 30, 30-25. 30-19, 15-8). 

The Wildcats followed the 
lead of junior Nataly Korobk- 
ova. who finished with a team- 
high 22 kills 

On the defensive end, se- 
nior Angie Lastra amassed 32 
digs, the sixth most in K-State 
history in a five-game match. 

"Angie Lastra was fabu- 
lous," said K-State coach In- 
to Fritz "She is the best libero 
in the country" 



Besides Korobkova, three 
other Wildcats finished with 
double-digit kills, including 
junior Rita Liliom (14), soph- 
omore Kelsey Chipman (12), 
and junior Megan Fan* (10) 

"We left everything out on 
the court," said senior setter 
Stacey Spiegelberg, who fin- 
ished with a team-high 61 as- 
sists "It was definitely disap- 
pointing, but I was proud that 
we showed some fight" 

Nebraska's Sarah Pa van, 
the reigning National Player 
of the Year, recorded a match- 
high 31 kills on .375 hitting 

"They just started setting 
their All -American a lot," Fritz 
said. "There are five of them 
out there, by the way, but there 
aren't a lot of answers for (Pa- 
van). 

"That is a national cham- 
pionship team. All of those 
kids were on that team." 

The Wildcats jumped to 
an early 2-0 lead behind 13 
Korobkova kills 



But K-State couldn't keep 
out the red in game three. 

The Huskers trailed 9-5 
but fought back with a 10-2 
run.

morale of the team a bunch," 
senior linebacker Justin Ro- 
land said "This team is a young 
team, so it's not very good at 
fighting adversity right now" 

The Wildcats (5-4, 3-3 Big 
12) had chances to get back 
in the game but fell short each 
time 

Late in the fourth quarter, 
Iowa State denied quarterback 
Josh Freeman on fourth-arid 
goal from the 1-yard line Free- 
man fell a few inches short of 
scoring a touchdown that would 
have pulled the Wildcats within 
four points of the Cyclones 

On the previous posses- 
sum. Brooks Rossman missed 
a 45-yard field goal that would 
have put K-State within eight 
points. 

While the offense and spe- 



cial teams failed to capitalize in 
the second half, it was the de- 
fense that could not do much 
right in the first 

The defense gave up 21 
points and 218 yards in the first 
two quarters. 

"Our situation is, we've got 
a very small margin for error," 
coach Ron Prince said "We 
have to play well in all three 
phases. When we do that, we're 
very competitive - doesn't mat- 
ter who it's against - and if 
we're lacking in any of those ar- 
eas, it's very difficult for us to 
win" 

Offensively, K- Stale nev 
er found its rhythm and ended 
up in multiple third -and- long 
situations. K-State did rack up 
some yards, finishing with 425 
total, including 347 through the 
air. 

Freeman finished 28 of 44

The Wildcats finished with 
78 yards rushing, though John- 
son carried 14 times for 95 yards 
and a touchdown. 

It looked as if he had an- 
other late in the fourth when he 
took the handoff and cut to the 
right sideline. He ran into the 
end zone for an apparent touch- 
down, but the side judge ruled 
him out at the Iowa State 6-yard 
line. The play was reviewed, but 
after a few minutes, the official 
announced the play was not re- 
viewable because Johnson was 
ruled out of bounds, and the 



play was blown dead. The drive 
ended with Freeman's failed 
QB sneak. 

"1 was informed that it was 
a non-reviewable play, that the 
player was ruled out of bounds," 
Prince said. "1 was given no ex- 
planation. 

"1 don't think 1 should say 
much more about officiating to- 
day." 

This is the second week in 
a row the Wildcats started slow 
and looked flat. Last week, K 
Slate was only ahead of Baylor 
16-6 before blowing the Bears 
away in the second half for a 
51-13 victory. Afterward. Prince 
said a bad week of practice con- 
tributed to the poor start. 

This week, that wasn't the 
case. 

"We practiced pretty weU," 
Nelson said "Iowa State made 
plays, and we didn't." 



K-State graduate students dedicate weekend to Greensburg relief

For Andrew Sellers, life 
is all about lending a help- 
ing hand, and his passion for 
making a difference has spread 
throughout the K Slate campus 
and around the state. 

Sellers, philanthropy chair 
for the Graduate Student As- 
sociation, traveled with six oth- 
er graduate students to Greens- 
burg, Kan, several weekends 
ago to volunteer in the tornado 
disaster relief effort Greensburg 
was hit by an F5 lomado - the 



most intense possible damage 
level - last May, wiping out 95 
percent of the town's buildings 
and killing 10 people, he said 

"We got to see the up-close 
effects of a natural disaster and 
how it can really damage peo- 
ples' lives." Sellers, graduate stu- 
dent in business administration 
and industrial and manufactur- 
ing systems, said "There was a 
little old lady with tons of box 
es sitting around, and we helped 
load them into storage for her. 
She'd just been sitting with 
those boxes crammed in her 
trailer since the tornado They 



really need help." 

Sellers said the group also 
worked on other projects like 
roofing a new community cen- 
ter and helping out with the fall 
festival organized for the resi- 
dents.

Deighton said the fall fes- 
tival was organized to provide 
Greensburg residents with the 



opportunity to reunite, some for 
the first time since the tomado 
last spring. He said these resi- 
dents are grateful to volunteers 
who spend their vacations and 
weekends working to rebuild 
their town 

"Words cannot describe 
the disaster here; there is a huge 
chance to help out your fel- 
low humans in need," Diegh- 
lon said "Anyone who comes 
to volunteer will gain from the 
experience both spiritually and 
emotionally."

business administration, said 
she had been looking to do phi- 
lanthropy work and thought 
traveling to Greensburg would 
be the perfect opportunity. 

"I like to get my hands 
dirty, and I was excited to help 
out." Matthew said "We all had 
a blast together, and the people 
in Greensburg were so great" 

Matthew said the GSA stu- 
dents camped out in tents in 
the middle of the town and ate 
meals they cooked themselves 
while in Greensburg. 

"We really didn't mind 
fending for ourselves," she said.

There is a wide menu 
of price points on the options 
that we offer," she said. "We 
still have our traditional apart 
ments, which are way below 
market rate We have a se- 
ries of six renovated buildings, 
which have a little bit higher 
amenities than our tradition- 
al apartments do, and then we 
have (he new construction as 
well." 

Housing and Dining Ser- 
vices employees made visits 
in 2003 to sites like Louisiana 
State University, University of 
Florida and Celebration, Fla., a 
master- planned community 

"I think what a lot of stu- 
dents don't realize is there's 
been a great deal of effort that 
has gone into this program," 
she said, "We've been real in- 
tentional about doing what we 
can do to renovate and to pro- 
vide options for our current 
residents as well as maintain 
their buildings at a level where 
they can afford them and not 
just go through and tear down 
all of the apartments." 

HISTORY: A 

CONSTRUCTION PROJECT 
YEARS IN THE MAKING 

The Jardine expansion 
project did not happen over 
night, or even over several 
years Buildings in the com- 
plex have been renovated since 
1982, according to a June 27, 
1991, Collegian article. 

(n fact. Chuck Werring, 
director of Housing and Din- 
ing Services, said in 1991 that 
Housing and Dining would 
"remodel one building every 
year as long as our budget al- 
lows." 

lardine's F Building, also 
known as William's Place, re- 
ceived renovations in 1991 and 
was set aside for single gradu- 
ate students, non-traditional 
students and faculty and staff 
members on one-year leases, 
according to the article. 

"We got a lot of feedback 
from older students looking for 
living accommodations close to 
campus." Werring said in 1991 
'Our budget does not allow us 
to build new facilities, so we 
decided to accommodate them 
by renovating the building" 

However, in a Dec. 2, 
1999, Collegian article, Wer 



ring said no plans existed al the 
time to build or renovate more 
apartment buildings. 

"It will depend on the 
market," Werring said in 1999. 
"Right now, I can't guarantee 
anything." 

Less than two years lat- 
er, Werring said in an Oct. 17, 
2001, Collegian article that 
Housing and Dining Services 
was "thinking of repacking the 
area" 

"We are at the very infan- 
tile stages of this plan, though," 
Werring said in 2001. "Right 
now, we arc just talking about 
the years ahead. 1 ' 

The Kansas Board of Re- 
gents approved the $102 mil- 
lion redevelopment project on 
Sept. 18. 2003 The Kansas De- 
velopment Finance Authority 
issued bonds to fund the proj- 
ect, which will be repaid with 
K State housing revenue. Ad- 
ditional private contributions 
also helped fund the redevel- 
opment, according to a May 
11, 2005, Topeka Capital Jour 
nal article 

"Our goal is to redevelop 
the facilities for a mixed-use 
community to better meet the 
needs of our current and future 
clientele that consists of mar- 
ried, single, undergraduate and 
graduate students and guests," 
said Tom Rawson, K-State's 
vice president for administra- 
tion and finance, in a Sept. 
19, 2003, Media Relations and 
Marketing press release. "Due 
to its age, the Jardine complex 
is not meeting the needs of cur- 
rent students and is becoming 
more expensive to maintain." 

According to the press re- 
lease, in 2003, Housing and 
Dining Services had a total an- 
nual budget of about $20 mil- 
lion with no funding from state, 
city, local or university sources. 
Residents and their residence- 
hall and apartment contracts 
serve as the primary revenue 
source for the department, ac- 
cording to the press release. 

THE FUTURE: 'SOMETHING 
FOR EVERYONE' 

J ardine's community to- 
day includes residents from 48 
countries and about 80 chil- 
dren, Kohl said. 

Kohl said |ardine staff 
members have not encountered

Students to vote on rec construction, renovation project

K-State students took the ini- 
tiative and helped create the Peters 
Recreation Complex in 1976 

More than 30 yean later, stu- 
dents again have the opportunity to 
help expand the rec with a referen- 
dum vote that will take place from 7 
a.m to 7 p.m. Nov 13 

The referendum vole will ask 
students if they are willing tu help 
fund the expansion project, which 
would be completed in 2011 Sixty 
percent of students voting must vote 
"yes" for the project to take place 

If the referendum does not pass, 
no further action would be taken 
with the expansion in terms of an im- 
mediate referendum vote. Students 
also would be asked for input about 
the referendum, said Student Body 
President Matt Wagner. 

The proposed expansion and 
renovation will cost $21 million with 
$17 million for the actual construc- 
tion and materials cost A "yes " vote 
for the referendum supports the fol- 
lowing: 

- Expansion of the rec complex to 
more than 150 percent of its origi- 
nal size 

- Establishing a $20 fee per student 
per semester for three years that will 
increase to $40 per student per se- 
mester for 27 years 

- Extending the current $22.50 stu- 
dent fee beyond 2013 (no addition- 
al fee) 

- Using $2.5 million in existing re-

Wagner, fifth -year student in 
management information systems, 
said students are paying less for the 
rec complex now since it was con 
structed in 1976. He also said K-State 
students are 12th in the Big 12 Con- 
ference in terms of rec complex-ser- 
vices fees. 

"1 think thai we are more effi- 
cient in the way we operate our rec 
facility because we have an open de- 
sign, and the rec staff are able to see 
all part of the building," Wagner said 
"Missouri's new rec facility current- 
ly has more than 15 full-time staff 
members where K- Stale only needs 



to have five."

Student Senate established the 
Long-Term Strategies Committee for 
the rec complex in fall 2006, which 
studied and assessed students' future 
needs for a rec complex During the 
spring semester, committee members 
distributed a survey to (he siudent- 



body population for opinions about 
the status of needs. 

Upon the completion of the re- 
search, the committee found there 
was a need for expansion and em- 
ployed pre-planning help of an ar- 
chitecture firm K-State selected the 
Ebcrt Mayo Group at the cost of 
$37,500 for the planning to which 
Student Senate allocated $18,000. 
The company also worked on (he rec 
complex's first expansion in 1991. 

Students currently pay $75 each 
academic year for rec services. The 
university will issue bonds that will 
expire in 30 years for the proposed 
expansion project. 

The referendum states the pro- 
posed increase will begin fall 2008 
with an additional $20 increase to 
rec fees through 2010. In fall 2011, 
the fees will increase a total of $40 
as the expansion tentatively will be 
completed. 

Students currently pay $22 25

$2225 in the years following 2013 
until the bonds are paid off.

Air Force officer discusses meaning of freedom

"When tiie lunch bell rang, 
we thought we were being at 
tacked, which meant 1 would 
have to get on a bus. get to a 
plane and fly back to the States,"

He also spoke about the 
Cold War and how he hears 
people say they wish today 
would mode) that particular 



time period He reminded his 
audience Hi at no matter what 
time period they are living in, 
there always wili be struggles. 

"People say the time of the 
Cold War was easy - you knew 
who the good guy was, who the 
bad guy was," Kennedy said

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Retirement community expansion funding to be considered

Commissioners will de- 
cide today whether the fund- 
ing of Meadowlark Hills' ex 
pansion will be taken into con- 
sideration by the city at their 
meeting at 7 p.m in City Hall, 

Meadowlark Hills Retire- 
ment Community has under- 
taken a $23 -million expansion 
project, according to city offi- 
cials. 

The city authorized a max 
imum of $55 million in health 



care facility revenue bonds in 
November 2006, and part of 
this will be directed for the 
expansion project, said Brian 
Williams, management assis- 
tant. 

The project will be com- 
pleted in four phases, and the 
last phase is expected to be 
completed in 2009 The ad- 
ditions include 26 indepen- 
dent living accommodations, 
two health care skilled nurs- 
ing households and a full fit- 
ness center, according to city 
officials. 



"Generally this expansion 
fits within the city-stated goals 
for economic development," 
Williams said 

The city is proposing an 
incentive package that pro- 
vides two different types of 
loans for the retirement cen- 
ter, which ultimately will ben- 
efit the community, he said. 

"It will provide service 
that is tacking as well as cre- 
ate economic benefits that ex 
ceed the amount of the loans," 
he said,

analysis performed by officials 
at Meadowlark Hills conclud- 
ed that the current effect of the 
retirement center on the com- 
munity is about $16.6 million 
in total economic activity, 359 
jobs and $9 1 million in total 
income 

After the expansion, the 
effect is predicted to be $25 
million in total economic ac- 
tivity - creating nearly 547 
jobs and $14 million in total 
income Construction, resi- 
dent and visitor effects also are 
being calculated, according to 



city officials. 

"1 am pleased that they 
are expanding - it's a good 
thing," said Bruce Snead, city 
commissioner. 

Snead said the expansion 
project not only will be ben- 
eficial for seniors, but it also 
will benefit the community as 
a whole. 

At tonight's meeting, the 
commission will decide if it 
will provide feedback and 
schedule development appli- 
cation for final consideration 
on Nov. 20, Williams said 



According to officials, the 
city administration recom- 
mends the commission pro- 
vides feedback on the incen- 
tive package before the final 
consideration at the Nov. 20 
city commission meeting 

The commissioners also 
will hear the first reading of or- 
dinances annexing an approxi- 
mate 1 55 acre tract of land for 
the addition to Knight's Park 
and a rezoning of a site that 
is to be sold to the Boys and 
Girls Club of Manhattan, ac- 
cording to city officials.

1961 Collegian columnist addresses parking problem, offers solutions 



The gigantic hole in front 
of the KState Student Union is 
a daily reminder to students of 
the university's parking prob- 
lem. However, this problem is 
nothing new. A parking sttua 
(ion has been a prominent is 
sue for this school ever since 
vehicles were allowed on cam- 
pus Only time will tell if the 
new parking garage will serve 
as a solution. The following ed- 
itorial from the Nov. 10, 1961, 
Collegian, written by Bart Ever- 
ett, an assistant editorial editor, 
serves as testimony to the age- 
old issue. 

PARKING PROBLEM — IS 

THERE ONE? NEW PLAN IS 
UNFAIR, UNNECESSARY 

The parking issue immedi- 
ately brings to mind these two 
questions. first, is there a real 
parking problem? And second, 
will there be a real problem in 
the future? 

The answers are not as 
clearly defined. We don't think 
that there is any real problem 
now, but we are sure that one 
will develop in the near future 
We are now feeling the begin- 
nings of that problem. 

There is no present prob- 
lem because anyone who wants 
to drive to campus is able to 
find a parking place some- 
where Granted, he may have 
to park in the West Stadium lot, 
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but the West Stadium lot is very 
seldom full. At any rate, there 
is no one who ever has to park 
more than a block from cam- 
pus. 

Of course there will be a 
problem in the future unless 
we act now, but enacting a plan 
to restrict parking on a basis 
of residential proximity to the 
campus is utterly absurd. 

According to the proposed 
plan - which is difficult to 
quote because of its complete 
lack of coherency and clarity 
- the Union lot would be re- 
served for those living out of 
walking distance from campus. 
The West Stadium lot would be 
open to anyone 

The number of cars would 
remain the same, plan or no 
plan, and the number of park- 
ing places would remain con- 
stant The only basic change the 
proposal embodies is this: stu- 
dents living more than 0.8 miles 
from campus will get the best 
parking places. This is almost 
ludicrous If a student feels that 
he lives too far from campus, he 
should move close 

However, in planning 
for the future, we do need a 
change somewhere. There are 
two clear alternatives. First, it 
becomes readily apparent that 
we need more parking spaces 
Why not build parking lots at 
the same rate that we construct

new buildings? We certainly 
have the space. 

The second is the best of 
many alternatives - charge for 
the right to park This should 
be done on a day-by-day basis, 
with no preference (or persons 



living in any special area. 

Following this plan, the 
persons who live close to cam- 
pus would only drive when they 
thought it necessary. Those 
who live a distance from cam- 
pus and have to drive everyday 



will just have to pay the price. 

In the distant future, as 
enrollment increases and the 
room for new lols diminish- 
es, we see a combination of the 
two plans. 

But for the present, let us 



not get ourselves involved in 
an unnecessary restriction by 
way of a ridiculous, poorly re- 
searched, unfair if not ill -con 
ceived, parking plan

Two of those can- 
didates in the running for 
the 2008 presidential elec- 
tion are Ron Paul and Mike 
Huckabcc 

I have a love-hate relationship with pres- 
idential candidate Ron Paul On one hand, he 
is a different type of politician who doesn't (all 
along party lines or pander to people who do- 
nate the most. On the other hand, Paul is not in 
(ouch with the views of norma] U.S. citizens. 

Paul's views on education are not only far 
from agreeing with the general population, they 
even can be considered ludicrous Paul has said 
he does not believe education should be moni- 
tored by the federal government. In a column on 
the libertarian Web magazine lewrockwelt.com,

In the 
same column on letvrockwell.com, Paul said he 
would support the implementation of a voucher 
system that would give U.S. parents tax credits 
of up to $3,000 to use for the children to attend 
a school of the parents' choice. In other words, 
the best education goes to the people with the 
most money and who pay the most taxes. 

Speaking of taxes, Paul has promised nu- 
merous times he never will raise taxes and will 
abolish individual income tax. I find it fun- 
ny that a man who probably sleeps with a Con- 
stitution blanket wants to dispose of the 16th 
Amendment. 

His solution for solving the debt problem 
without raising taxes is to get rid of basically all 
federal government departments He has said 
he wants to remove the Federal Reserve, Inter-

Easy access to driver's licenses encourages illegal activity 




A proposal by New York Gov. 
Eliot Spitzer to allow illegal immi- 
grants access to drivers' licenses is 
nothing short of a 
waste of time, mon- 
ey and resources 

The creation of 
fake documents for 
illegal immigrants 
has become a 
major problem in 
the United States 
According to 
CNSNeWi.com, BfUGITTE 

an investigation BRECHEISEN 

in January led 

by agents of the 
US Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement working alongside six 
U.S. attorneys' offices discovered a 
large number of illegal immigrants 
with stolon identities This was not 
an isolated event 

The Seattle Times reported a 
similar raid in which cash totaling 
$95,262 and $10,000 worth of com- 
puter equipment and specialty pa- 
pers were discovered The equipment 
and papers were used to print hun- 
dreds of fake drivers' licenses, work 
permits, green cards, Mexican birth 
certificates and Social Security cards 

To counter this trend, the state 
of New York has decided to allow il 
legal immigrants to acquire driv- 
ers' licenses According to CNN. the 
executive order, which Spitzer an- 
nounced in September, is supposed 
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to be a solution to the problem New 
York has, because between 500,000 
and 1 million illegal immigrants are 
driving without licenses or with fake 
IDs 

Legally bestowing the privilege 
of driving is unwise because it re- 
wards illegal behavior. 

Michael Cutler, from the Fami- 
ly Security Foundation, said on the 
organization's Web site that the pro 
posal flies in the face of common 
sense because "under federal law 
anyone who provides transportation 
to an illegal alien is committing a fel- 



ony punishable to up to five years of 
incarceration and seizure ol the ve- 
hicle used to transport such an ille- 
gal alien." 

This baffling phenomenon, 
where the proposal and federal law 
essentially contradict each other, was 
a creation of the Democratic Party - 
the party full of indiscernible view- 
points on important subjects Take 
Hillary Clinton's performance in the 
last Democratic presidential debate. 
where even she was confused as to 
which side of Spitzer's proposal she 
was going to stand on. 



Furthermore, the idea of giv- 
ing an illegal immigrant a driver's li- 
cense is unsafe. A license is a major 
form of identification used in busi- 
ness transactions and traveling. 

In her column on EagleForum. 
org. Phyllis Schlafly, author of "Fem- 
inist Fantasies," wrote, "It confers a 
sort of quasi citizenship, and as de- 
scribed by one illegal alien in Texas, 
The driver's license ends up becom- 
ing our pass to be in this country.'" 

Illegal immigrants should not be 
grunted access to this privilege be- 
cause they already have broken our 
federal laws by failing to enter the 
country through the proper chan- 
nels. 

It quickly becomes apparent 
that illegal immigrants will have no 
need to obtain an official driver's li- 
cense from the stale of New York be- 
cause they have alternate methods of 
getting forms of identification while 
still remaining just out of the govern- 
ment's sight and reach 

The problem with illegal immi- 
gration should be dealt with in a way 
(hat does not compromise the safe- 
ty and security of US. citizens. At- 
tempting to grant drivers' licenses to 
illegal immigrants merely encourages 
more illegal behavior

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Local health facilities offer several birth-control choices

Fortunately for women every- 
where, the world of birth control 
has come a long way since wom- 
en in China drank mercury and 
lead to avoid unwanted pregnan- 
cies Avoiding having children until 
the woman wants one can now be 
achieved by simply taking a pill or 
getting a shot 

The most widely known form 
of birth control is the condom - a 
sheath of thin latex or plastic wom 
on the penis during intercourse - 
according to Planned Parenthood 
But many people use condoms in- 
correctly, and other forms of birth 
control - many of which are used 
by women - are more effective 

Millions of women today rely 
on the birth-control method of their 
choice to keep them from conceiv- 
ing, and many of these women are 
college students. 

Kayela Richard, sophomore 
in sociology, said she has been on 
birth-control pills since she was a 
senior in high school. 

The Planned Parenthood site 
said "the pill" is the common name 
for oral contraception and is made 
of hormones like those produced 
by a woman's ovaries. It is meant 
to prevent pregnancy, but can also 
have other advantages, as Richards 
has discovered 

"I didn't get on it for typical 
reasons," Richard said. "I was hav- 
ing bad menstrual cramps that were 
very painful and kept me from do- 
ing stuff in my daily life I always got 
sick from it, so my doctor put me on 
a birth control pill to even out my 
cycle." 

The pill was Loestrin 24, a 
birth-control pill that uses the low- 
est dose of estrogen currently ap- 
proved by the PDA to be effective, 
according to the Loestrin 24 Web 
site Richard said her symptoms 
have gotten much better since being 
on the pill and she rarely experienc- 
es the pain she had prior to taking 
her prescription 

However, the birth-control 
pill is not without its side effects, as 
Richard said she knows well 

"When I first started taking it, 



I had no appetite, and I was a lit- 
tle nauseous, but since it's become 
part of my routine, 1 don't experi- 
ence this anymore." 

The pill must be taken at the 
same time each day, and Richard 
said she often has problems remem- 
bering to take it, which can be a dis- 
advantage 

"I feel educated on differ- 
ent types of birth control, which I 
learned about mainly from my doc- 
tor and family members," Richard 
said. "I don't feel as up to date on 
the specific brands though" 

There are numerous places in 
Manhattan where women can get 
birth control, like Mercy Regional 
Health Center. 

"We deal mainly with wom- 
en who are already pregnant," said 
Marilyn Hilbert, director of Mer- 
cy's women's center "However, if a 
woman wants to get on birth con- 
trol, she can do so through a physi- 
cian here." 

Hilbert said some of the most 
common methods of birth con- 
trol offered are the pill, diaphragms 
and lUDs Diaphragms are dome 
shaped cups that securely cover the 
cervix; lUDs. or intrauterine devic- 
es, are small devices inserted into 
the uterus by a physician. 

"It prevents pregnancy by re- 
leasing hormones into the uterus 
lining." Hilbert said. "It stops the egg 
from coming down and implant- 
ing" 

Hilbert said the first version of 
the IUD was taken off the market 
and now there is a new version that 
stops cramping The improved IUD 
is a much more desirable method of 
birth control. 

"It can stay in for over three 
years," Hilbert said "Usage of the 
IUD is going up astronomically." 

Birth-control pills and lUDs are 
the most effective methods of pre 
venting pregnancy. Hildbert said 

Ortho Evra is a thin plastic 
patch that adheres to the skin and 
releases synthetic estrogen and pro- 
gestin to protect against pregnancy, 
and it must be changed once a week 
for three weeks in a row. according 
to Planned Parenthood. 

Lafcnc Health Center is anoth- 
er location where women can ob- 
tain birth control 




Carol Kennedy, director of 
health promotion and nutrition 
counseling at Lafene, said the pill, 
patch, ring and shot are all birth- 
control methods offered at Lafene. 

NuvaRing is a small flexible 
ring inserted into the vagina, left in 
place for three weeks and taken out 
for the remaining week, according 
to Planned Parenthood It releases 
synthetic estrogen and progestin to 
protect against pregnancy. 

Depo-Provera, the common 
brand name for the shot, contains 
a hormone similar to progesterone 
that is injected into the body every 
12 weeks. According to Planned 
Parenthood, the shot is the most ef 
fective reversible method of birth 
control in existence. 

If a woman is looking for inex- 
pensive birth-control, Kennedy said 
the pill is less expensive than other 
methods. 

Another inexpensive birth- 
control option is the Riley County 
Health Center, where the price paid 
for birth control depends on the 
patient's income level, said Kathy 
Dickey, supervisor at the center If 
a patient's income is low enough, he 
or she could receive free services 

"Even if you have to pay the 
full fee, it is still less expensive than 
what a patient would pay at Lafene," 
Dickey said 

As effective and easy to obtain

as these birth-control methods are, 
it is still important to practice safe 
sex, Hilbert said 

"No matter where a woman 
gets these methods, it is important 
to remember that they only prevent 
pregnancy, not sexually transmitted 
diseases," she said. 

The different methods of birth 
control have different advantag- 
es and disadvantages to weigh, but 
they often make life easier for wom- 
en, as Richard said she knows and u 
glad she has discovered. 

'Getting on birth control has 
really made my life easier to man- 
age, 1 ' Richard said, "and I know it 
was a good decision."

Scott's direction shines 
in every aspect of the film - 
from the genuine intensity of 
every drug bust and shootout 
to the tone-setting sound- 
track, he puts us in the dead 
center of racial tension and 
police corruption of New 
York in the 1970s 

The film follows Richie 
Roberts (Russell Crowe), a 
detective working to bring 
down Prank Lucas i.Denzcl 
Washington), a drug kingpin 
who found a way to beat the 
mafia by importing pure 
heroin in the coffins of sol- 
diers returning from Viet- 
nam 

Denzel Washington 
brings the same villain- 
ous intensity he brought to 
"Training Day" - a role that 
eventually landed him an 
Oscar. 

He follows a moral 
code, putting his family first, 
rejecting the flashy lifestyles 
of other black drug lords and 
carefully protecting the repu 
tation of his product, a pure 
heroin called "Blue Magic" 

Roberts, a cop who 
loses the trust of his col- 
leagues after turning in $1 
million found in an aban- 
doned car, leads a DEA 
investigation that ultimately 
uncovers Lucas' empire 

The film employs the 
same type of parallel story 
structure found in "The De- 
parted." leading to an excel- 
lent climactic showdown be- 
tween Roberts and Lutas 

It's not a perfect film 
It drags in a few places, and 
some of the Italian actors try 
a little too hard to remind us 
of "The Godfather," but none 
of the flaws detract from an 
overall excellent film 

"American Gangster" 
might not be a classic on the 
same level as Ridley Scott's 
other films, but it's the 
cream of the crop in a year 
that has given film fans little 
to be excited about

Injured list update: Bedore returns; Cline out for season

Injuries once again are plagu- 
ing the Wildcat defense 

Senior defensive tackle Ste- 
ven Cline injured his anterior 
cruciate ligament during the loss 
at Iowa State on Saturday and 
will be out for the rest of the sea 
son. 

"It's obviously a big loss for 
us, leadership wise," said coach 
Ron Prince "He was a good play- 
er for us " 

Cline had 24 tackles on the 
year, including 1 3 unassisted and 
five for a loss. He also had an in- 
terception in the game against 
Baylor on Oct. 27 The loss of 
Cline has a big effect on the de- 
fense, said junior linebacker Ian 
Campbell. 

"He's a hard guy to replace in 
a lot of aspects," Campbell said 
"He's a character. He's kind of a 
great product of the program, not 
in the sense that he's broken re- 
cords but the kind of things he 



does for the program He's been 
a good mainstay and a solid con- 
tributor for a while." 

Still on the fence injury- wise 
for K-State are senior defensive 
end Clayton Cox and sophomore 
linebacker Ross Diehl Prince 
said he does not anticipate being 
able to make a decision on either 
player until Thursday, but their 
practice time will be severely lim- 
ited 

Good news for K- State is the 
return of senior center Jordan Be- 
dore. Bedore was replaced in the 
depth chart by freshman Trevor 
Viers, who has started the last 
four games Prior to his injury, 
Bedore had 1 0- straight starts for 
K-State. Senior offensive lineman 
Logan Robinson said Bedore's 
return will help the offense's per- 
formance. 

"1 think it'll be big" Robinson

When four Texas uni- 
versities from the South- 
west Conference combined 
with the Big 8 Conference 
to form the Big 12 Confer 
ence in 1996, many people 
felt uneasy 

Fans worried about what 
the change might do to con- 
ference rivalries Coaches 
worried about how it would 
affect scheduling. Athletic 



directors worried about how 
revenue and TV contracts 
would be dispersed 

However, it was obvi 
ous the universities would 
be stronger together. Max 
Urick, who served as K- 
State's athletic director from 
1993 to 2000, said it was the 
universities of Texas, Texas 
A&M, Texas Tech and Bay- 
lor that Rrst inquired about 
joining with the Big 8 to 
form a larger conference 

"Al that time the South- 
west Conference was just 
disintegrating," Urick said. 
"They were not getting 
along with each other, Tex- 
as was talking about going 
to join the Pac 10 as they 



always did every couple of 
years, and there was quite a 
political issue in Texas as I 
recall." 

The Southwest Confer 
ence still was suffering from 
the 1980s when all but three 
of its teams were cited for 
NCAA recruiting violations. 
Southern Methodist Univer- 
sity, which had been one of 
the conference's strongest 
football programs, was pun- 
ished with one of the harsh 
est penalties ever used by 
the NCAA SMU was forced 
to cancel its 1987 season, 
was not allowed to have 
home games during the 1988

1980. In November 1991, 
students voted in favor of an 
expansion that was complet- 
ed in 1995 

Steve Martini, director 
of recreational services, said 
in 1980, the 97,000-square- 
foot rec complex was built for 
$3 5 million. 

In 1991, Phase Two was 
proposed on the referendum, 
which cost about $8 million 
and added 77,000 square feet 
and renovations to the rec. 

"In 1991. they realized 
the rec was nut big enough, as 
the weight room was w he ti- 
the ping pong tables are," 
Martini said "Now we are 
finding the same things alter 
12 13 years in this building" 

Michael Mayo, vice pres 
ident of the Ebert Mayo De 
sign Group, said there are five 
types of spaces that the pro- 
posed addition focused on. 

The first was to increase 
the fitness and weight -train- 
ing area. The second focus 
area was to increase the mul- 



tipurpose use areas. 

The third was to create a 
multi-use surface court for ac- 
iivities like roller hockey and 
soccer The fourth element is 
to increase the running track 
from one-eighth mile per 
lap to one-fifth mile, which 
would make it the longest in- 
door straightaway track in the 
Big 12 The final is to create a 
south entrance with a 45- fool 
(.limbing wall. 

One option consists of 
students helping to pay for 
the expansion, and those who 
graduate before its comple- 
tion still will be able to use 
the rec complex, Mayo said. 

"1 would not be opposed 
to doing this because this was 
done when the original build- 
ing was built," Mayo said. 
There was an agreement 
made among the students 
that those who paid the ini- 
tial part - but had graduated 
- would be able to use the fa- 
cility for free, (or the amount 
of time they paid into it That 
would be something I would

Though senior quarter- 
back Sam Keller is out for 
the rest of Nebraska's sea- 
son, the team isn't dead yet. 
In the first start of his ca- 
reer, junior Joe Ganz piled 
up 404 yards through the air 
and four touchdowns. Ne- 
braska ranks third in the Big 
12 Conference in passing of- 
fense, getting an average of 
288 yards per game - K Slate 
ranks fourth, just .2 yards of 
average passing behind Ne- 
braska. Nebraska also ranks 
seventh in rushing offense in 
the conference, getting an av- 
erage of 142 yards per game 
on the ground 

"They can run the ball 



very effectively," Prince said, 
"They can also pass the ball 
I don't think anyone would 
argue that having 404 yards 
passing and four touchdowns 
in your first start is a pret- 
ty good way to enter in your 
first start I think a lot of that 
kind of stuff gets lost in that 
game That effort is not lost 
on us," 

One of Nebraska's best 
players is junior running back 
Marlon Lucky He has 847 
yards rushing, including six 
touchdowns, but he is also 
the leading receiver, with 512 
yards and two touchdowns. 

"They have a lot of versa- 
tility, but their running back 
is one of their very best play- 
ers," Prince said. "They're go- 
ing to try to get the ball to 
him."

After watching film from 



the 31-20 loss against Iowa 
State last week, Prince said 
he could pinpoint exactly 
where the game went terribly 
wrong.

season, and lost 55 position 
scholarships during a four -year 
span. 

The sanctions ended 
SMU's reign as a football pow- 
erhouse SMU has had only 
one winning season since the 
penalty 

Urick said the Southwest 
Conference was built on fierce 
competition and having the 
biggest and best facilities. Join- 
ing with (tie Texas universities 
put pressure on the Big 8 to im- 
prove stadiums and arenas in 
more than just the high-profile 
sports. 

"The competition became 
more intense and there was an 
accelerated emphasis on facil- 
ities," Urick said. "Every sport 
pretty much became impor- 
tant - not just football and 
basketball. Baseball was very 



strong in the Southwest Con- 
ference, and track was strung. 
Those sports became more im- 
portant than what they might 
have previously been ui north- 
ern schools." 

While football was a big 
part of the Texas culture, it was 
just one o( many factors when 
considering which universities 
to choose for the Big 12 Urick 
said Baylor had the support of 
Ann Richards, who was Texas' 
governor from 1991 to 1995 
and a Baylor alumna. While 
the university had struggled in 
men's basketball and football. 
it did thrive in other areas. 

"They're a private school," 
Urick said "It's good for the di- 
versity side of things to become 
familiar with how the private 
school operates They have 
very strong track programs, 
and tennis and golf arc* particu- 
larly strong at Baylor." 



Former coach Bill Snyder, 
like many of the other coaches 
in the conference, had his res- 
ervations about the new con- 
ference. Urick said. Howev- 
er, that uneasiness did not last 
long. 

"There was a lot of skep- 
ticism, not just from Bill, but 
from many of the coaches of 
what this meant for the future," 
Urick said. "Arc we getting 
over our heads? Is this going 
to be a battle? But it became 
apparent thai if you're going to 
get in. you better jump in with 
both feet and be fully commit- 
ted to being competitive If not, 
you're going to get eaten alive." 

K-State played host to the 
inaugural game against Texas 
Tech in 1996 and won 21-M. 
The Wildcats managed to land 
the historic game by virtue of 
having an open date at the be- 
ginning of their season.

Groups support right to carry firearms on campus

Various students around the 
country protested against their 
campus anti firearm policies by 
wearing empty holsters during 
a week in late October. These 
schools included neighboring uni- 
versities like the University of 
Kansas and Oklahoma State Uni- 
versity. 

According to the university 
handbook, "Kansas State Univer- 
sity prohibits the possession or use 
of firearms, explosives or weapons 
on campus" 

Recent violent crimes on cam- 
puses have encouraged some stu- 
dents, like those in Students for 
Concealed Carry on Campus, to 
question these policies. 

According to www.concealed- 
campus.org, the SCCC is an orga- 
nization comprised of students 
on campuses across the Unit- 
ed States. SCCC's main goals are 
to convince state legislatures and 
school administrations to grant 
concealed handgun license hold- 
ers the right to carry on campus, 
educate the public about con- 
cealed carry and to dispel rumors 
or myths in opposition. 



Bryce Eastlick, an SCCC or- 
ganizer, said one argument for al- 
lowing licensed students to carry 
a concealed firearm is the ability 
to help police officers in times of 
emergency. 

"When it takes the average 
police or security department be- 
tween five and 15 minutes to re- 
spond to an emergency call, il be- 
comes difficult to diffuse a situa- 
tion in a safe and timely manner," 
Eastlick said. 

When the concept of weap 
ons on campus is mentioned, the 
situation that occurred at Virginia 
Tech comes to mind for many stu- 
dents. 

"It was a terrible situation, 
and out of respect, that is not our 
platform of campaign," said East 
lick. "Though, it has raised aware- 
ness on many different fronts; the 
false sense of security that stu- 
dents on campus have, the effec- 
tiveness of gun-free zones, as well 
as the lack ot defense that those 
on college campuses have " 

Susan Allen, K- State's direc- 
tor of nonviolence education, said 
she does not like the idea of peo- 
ple having guns at universities 

"1 don't think everybody's 
talented enough to handle a gun 



safely," she said "It's like a baby 
with matches. 1 don't think people 
are mature enough to carry them 
... do you trust everyone you know 
to drive a tank through campus?" 

According to the Kansas at- 
torney general's Web site, www, 
hsag.org, concealed-carry license 
applicants are required to pass a 
thorough background check, and 
also a gun-safety course assigned 
by the attorney general 

Student Body President Matt 
Wagner said he thinks there is rea- 
son to worry. 

"1 think (allowing conceal - 
and -carry on campus) would be 
more harmful than helpful," Wag- 
ner said. "We have a gun- control 
policy for a reason More guns 
coming to the table would be more 
of a risk." 

A gun-free-zone liability bill 
has been introduced in Arizona 
and Georgia. The bilis state if an 
area is created as a gun-free zone, 
the owners or operator of the 
property are liable for any harm 
it causes to victims who might 
have otherwise been concealing a 
weapon, according to a pro-fire- 
arm Web site, www.gunlaws.com 

Eastlick said a criminal 
doesn't need to have a gun to be 



dangerous to certain people 

"A concealed firearm becomes 
an equalizer for a 120- pound fe- 
male when a six-foot, 180 pound 
male attacker threatens her," East- 
lick said. 

Wagner said there is no talk 
of the current gun-free-zone pol- 
icy on campus changing through 
student government or any other 
means. 

"I think that conceal -and car- 
ry in Kansas is a good idea," Wag 
ner said "I just don't believe that 
campuses are the perfect place to 
have concealed weapons" 

Either way, some students 
might take these matters into their 
own hands. Eric Hyde, KU's SCCC 
student leader, said he thinks it's 
OK for students to carry on cam- 
pus - despite the laws against it. 

"If campus policy infring 
es upon students' constitution - 
al liberties, students should not 
feel afraid to conceal a weapon 
for the sole purpose of protect- 
ing themselves and others," Hyde 
said "Once students see a suc- 
cessful, positive example of con- 
cealed carry, opinions on this is- 
sue will change such an exam- 
ple will bring more support (for 
concealed carry.)" 



Forum addresses future vote on proposed rec expansion

Freshmen students dur 
ing the 2007-08 academic 
year could see the proposed 
expansion at Peters Recre- 
ation Complex during their 
fourth year at K Stale 

Students who would pay 
additional privilege fees if the 
referendum passed but also 
would graduate prior to the 
expansion's opening might 
get to use the rec post -gradu- 
ation for the number of aca- 
demic years they paid the ad- 
ditional fees, said Steve Mar 
tini, director of recreational 
services. 

Martini said students 
who paid privilege fees but 
graduated prior to the rec's 
completion in 1980 were al- 
lowed to use it after gradua- 
tion However, this new prop- 
osition must first go through 
Rec Services Council, Martini 
said. 

"I think it's a very legiti- 
mate thing to do," he said 

Martini spoke at the first 
of two forums about the pro 
posed expansion, which took 



place Tuesday night at the Lit- 
tle Theatre in the K-State Stu- 
dent Union. 

An additional forum will 
take place at 8 tonight at Fo- 
rum Hall in the Union A pan- 
el comprised of Student Gov- 
erning Association members, 
rec staff members and Rec 
Promotions Committee mem 
bers also will talk during the 
forum 

Students can vote on the 
referendum from 7 a.m. to 7 
p.m. Nov. 13 at www.sgaeUc- 
tions.ksu.edu/Electionlnfo/ 
Students must be enrolled in 
at least one credit hour to be 
eligible to vote, and 60 per- 
cent of voting students must 
vote "yes" for the expansion 
to take place 

A "yes" vote for the ref- 
erendum supports the follow- 
ing: 

- Expansion of the rec 
complex to more than 150 
percent of its original size 
upon its opening in 1980; 

- Establishing a 520 fee 
per student per semester for 
three years until 201 1 that will 
increase to $40 per student 
per semester for 27 years; 



- Extending the current 
$2250 student lee beyond 
2013 (no additional fees); 

- Using $2 5 million in 
existing reserve funds 

The additional privilege 
fees would take effect in fall 
2008. Construction on (he 
project could begin in spring 
2010 and be completed by 
late fall 2011. 

If the referendum does 
not pass, no further action 
would take place with the ex- 
pansion in terms of an imme- 
diate referendum vote, said 
Student Body President Matt 
Wagner Students also would 
be asked for input about the 
referendum, said Wagner, 
fifth year student in manage- 
ment information systems. 

The proposed expansion 
budget would total $22 mil- 
lion and would be comprised 
of the following; 

- $14 million: new con- 
struction 

- $4 million: renovation 
of existing rec complex 

- $4 million: rec equip

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Shakes shuts down businesses in 
Manhattan, Topeka locations

Shake's Frozen Custard 
closed last weekend because of 
decreasing sales, a co-owner of 
the business said 

Shake's, which was locat- 
ed at 520 S. Fifth Street, has 
provided frozen treats for re- 
state students and employees 
and Manhattan residents for 
two-and-a-half years. Shake's 
closed its doors for good last 
weekend for both the Man- 
hattan and the Topeka branch, 
which was located at 1630 S.W, 
Arvonia Place. 

Co-owner David Starrett 
said he and his partner, Jim 
Guhr, decided they had put 
enough money into the busi- 
ness, and it was time to close. 
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"Sometimes you just have 
to cut the cord and give up," 
Starrett said. 

He said he and Guhr, who 
both have other jobs, do not 
plan to re-open Shake's or any 
other business of that kind. 

"I think me and my part- 
ner have learned our lesson," 
he said. 

When the frozen cus- 
tard shop first opened in April 
2005. Starrett said business 
was good, but since then it has 
decreased. 

"The first summer we were 
there we had great sales," Star- 
rett said. 

Since then, Starrett said 
they lost enough money that at 
this point they are just going to 
move on. 

"We are cutting our losses 



and selling the property," Star- 
rett said. 

Duane Lewis, co-owner 
of Landmark Realty, is selling 
the property and said two oth- 
er businesses similar to Shake's 
are interested in buying. 

"We are currently in ne- 
gotiations with two other com- 
panies who arc looking at the 
property," Lewis said 

Since it is early on in ne- 
gotiations - communications 
began only yesterday - Lew- 
is said he did not know exactly 
what was going to happen 

Starrett said though busi- 
ness was bad, he was thankful 
to students for their support of 
Shake's. 

"We very much appreciate 
the business that the university 
students gave us," Starrett said.

City commissioners discuss funding to 
expand Meadowlark Hills community

Meadowlark Hills Re- 
tirement Community was the 
center of interest for most 
of the people who stayed 
through the entire city com- 
mission meeting last night. 

Numerous concerned 
citizens spoke in favor of 
the further development 
that was proposed. Most 
of them urged the commis- 
sioners to approve a grant of 
$750,000 to expand devel- 
opment of the well-known 
retirement community. The 
money would have to be 
paid back in full by the fifth- 
year anniversary of the de- 
velopment's completion, ac- 
cording to city officials. 

John Pagen, business 
development manager of the 
Manhattan Area Chamber 
of Commerce, said the new 
development would gener- 
ate about 75 new jobs Each 
new job is estimated to send 
about $100,000 back into 
the local economy. 

"The impact (Mead- 
owlark Hills has) on other 



businesses in the town con- 
tinues to be quite significant 
as it continues to grow," said 
Steve Shields, president and 
CEO of Meadowlark Hills 
Retirement Community. 

The application was re- 
viewed with many positive 
comments from the commis- 
sioners, but the final deci- 
sion has been postponed un- 
til Nov. 30. 

During the public com- 
ment portion of the meet- 
ing, many Riley County res- 
idents commented on and 
urged the commissioners to 
make an addition to the civil 
rights ordinance to include 
sexual orientation 

Erica Boatman, junior 
in apparel and textiles, said 
the ordinance is a rising is- 
sue in Manhattan, quoting 
a story about a friend who 
was allegedly kicked out of 
a bar for being gay 

Commissioner Bruce 
Snead said he would pos- 
sibly be in favor of making 
an amendment to the ordi- 
nance as long as at least two 
of the other commissioners 
would support him. 



The commissioners alto 
discussed and unanimously 
rejected an application from 
Russ Weisbendcr, owner of 
Overlay Properties, to re- 
zone a flood hazard area as 
a two- family residential dis- 
trict 

According to the Man- 
hattan Urban Area Com- 
prehensive plan, the land in 
question was a combination 
of several categories, includ- 
ing parks and recreation, ag- 
riculture, flood hazard area 
and neighborhood commer- 
cial. 

Also during the meeting, 
commissioners unanimous- 
ly approved an application 
from Joyce Glasscock, ex- 
ecutive director of the Boys 
and Girls Club of Manhat- 
tan Inc. to re zone the park- 
ing lot on the northwest cor- 
ner of South Fifth and Pierre 
streets as a central business 
district rather than a four- 
family residential district. 
The site is under contract 
to be sold to the Boys and 
Girls Club, which will relo- 
cate from its current loca- 
tion to the new area.

Don't hold your 
breath. 

Fans will have to 
wait a while before they 
see freshmen Michael 
Beasley, Jacob Pullen, 
Fred Brown and Ron 
Anderson - as well as 
transfer Andre Gilbert - 
speaking their minds to 
the media. 

"None of those guys 
have ever represented 
this university in a colle- 
giate basketball game, so 
they have no idea what 
it takes to succeed in 
the Big 12," coach Frank 
Martin said. "I don't un- 
derstand how they can 
give an intelligent opin- 
ion when they've never 
experienced it," 

Martin said he has 
not decided when the 
media will be allowed to 
talk to the freshmen, but 
he said it will come with 
experience. 

"1 want them to play 
some college games," he 
said. "I want them to un- 
derstand. I want them 
to experience the tough 
times so they know what 
It's like. It's hard to suc- 
ceed in the Big 12, and 1 
want them to understand 
so they can formulate an 
opinion." 

Forward Bill Walk- 
er played 10 games last 
year before getting in- 
jured He said it's easy to 
understand Martin's re- 
luctancy to release the 
freshmen to the media, 
because he said he was 
not prepared for all the 
attention early on. 

"When I had first 
played here, 1 didn't 
know what I was getting 



myself in to," Walker said. 
"Coach Martin's prob- 
ably doing it for some 
greater reason that we 
don't understand now." 

Most players have 
little experience with the 
media when they arrive 
at college 

Senior guard Clem 
Stewart said sometime 
during the last four years, 
he has become comfort- 
able with speaking to the 
media 

"When I was in high 
school, you might talk 
to one or two report- 
ers after games," Stew- 
art said "Here, it's after 
every game, before prac- 
tices. Here, you have to 
be comfortable with talk- 
ing. It just kind of came 
to me." 

Senior forward Da- 
vid Hoakins said it took 
him a few interviews to 
get comfortable with the 
media He said he doesn't 
think anyone coming 
straight from high school 
is fully capable of dealing 
with it. 

"I don't think any 
freshman that comes 
out of high school can 
be ready for the national 
media, but it's something 
you get better with ev- 
ery time," Hoskins said 
"Me, personally, 1 wasn't 
ready, but maybe some 
guys that got national at- 
tention would be more 
ready than others." 

Walker said though 
there might be pressure 
from the fans to succeed 
on the court, the players 
also have high expecta- 
tions for themselves. 

"The only pressure 
we put on ourselves is to 
win," he said. "We want 
to win a national cham- 
pionship. That's the type 
of pressure that's good 
pressure."

K- St ate will get the opportu- 
nity to recover from a near upset 
of Nebraska on Saturday when 
the Wildcats took the first two 
games before falling 3 2 Texas 
A&M defeated Iowa State 3-1 
Saturday at home. 

Earlier this season the two 
teams faced off with the Wildcats 
coming out of the contest with 



a 3-1 victory It was K- State's 
first win in College Station since 
2003. K-State will be searching 
for its first home victory over the 
Aggies since 2005. 

The overall series between 
the teams is close, with K-State 
fust edging the Aggies with a 13- 
11 record. 

The Wildcats have won six 
of the last 10 matches with Texas 
A&M 

The Wildcats' loss to Nebras- 
ka was their third home loss of 
the season, dropping their con- 
ference home record to 4-3 and 
8-3 overall. 

Despite the weekend loss to 
Nebraska, the Wildcats remained 
at No 12 in this week's Ameri- 
can Volleyball Coaches Associa- 
tion Top 25 poll. 

The Wildcats have been 
climbing in the polls despite a 
6-4 record in their last 10 match- 
es. 



K-State is in third place in 
the Big 12 standings behind Ne- 
braska and Texas, with Oklaho- 
ma sitting in the fourth spot lied 
with the Wildcats.

complicates 

running 

routine 



The clocks have been 
turned back, and it's getting 
dark earlier. That doesn't mean 
our schedules 
have gotten 
any less busy, 
though. The 
early morn- 
ing comes 
whether you 
like it or not. 
and if you're 
a runner, 
that means 
you get to 
work out in 
the dark and 
cold. 

Running in fall and winter 
is much more complicated than 
running during the summer. 
Between the elements, lack of 
daylight and lack of motivation 
brought on by the onset of cen- 
tral heat, many aspects of your 
routine have to change. 

First off, it takes a lot of ef- 
fort to drag your butt out from 
under your heated blanket to 
exercise outside, or inside for 
that matter Preparing ahead 
of time will make it much eas- 
ier Lay your running clothes 
out the night before and place 
them somewhere where you 
can stumble into them in the 
morning Knowing you don 't 
have to rummage through three 
bags of laundry to find your 
fleece hoodie helps a little. 

Also, if you are a cof- 
fee drinker, set up your coffee 
maker the night before Put ev- 
erything you need right there - 
sugar, cream, whatever Make 
sure the grounds are already ■ 
in the filter in the machine so 
all you have to do is press the 
button, which you can do in 
your sleep By the time you've 
gulped a cup - or five - you'll 
be ready to go. 

The dark mornings also 
mean you need to protect your- 
self from traffic, more so than 
normal. Reflective strips on 
shoes and running tights are 
good ways to make you visible 
to cars. Light-colored clothes 
are also good light reflectors. 
If your cold -weather running 
wardrobe consists of ungod- 
ly amounts of black Under Ar- 
mour, you might need to invest 
in a reflective vest. I realize a 
reflective vest sounds as cool as 
wearing tube socks on a date, 
but you'll look a lot cooler 
when you are alive and breath 
ing as opposed to being dead. 

The elements are anoth- 
er challenge associated with ex- 
ercising in cold weather. If you 
want to be hard core about 
it, you'll run in the rain, sleet, 
snow and ice. When running 
in precipitation, warm layers 
under a waterproof shell are 
best. Also, don't forget to take 
off your soggy shoes and socks 
and dry your feet - your room- 
mates will thank you, 

The traction on your shoes 
also should match the condi- 
tions outside I'm not saying 
you should run in snow boots, 
but if the weather's that bad 
and you want to run, invest in 
a treadmill. 

This goes without say- 
ing, but if there is ice on the 
ground, just avoid it I've yet to 
see someone try to run across 
ice and not bite it Along with 
that, look at the surface you art- 
running on.

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|2 students help to fight 
Botswana poverty

In the slums of Botswana, 
I two K-Stste students worked 
with orphans diagnosed with 
HIV/AIDS, living in poverty, 
dreaming big dreams and yearn- 
ing lor love 

During a 10-week trip to 
Botswana with the K-State In- 
ternational Teams in summer 
2007, these African children 
motivated Ana Miller, junior 
in management, and Jessica Si- 
mons, senior in family stud- 
ies and human services, to cre- 
ate a program they titled 'The 
Project," which is aimed toward 
raising money to improve the 
children's educational opportu- 
nities and lives. 

Inspired by the children. 
Miller and Simons hope to mo- 
tivate K-State students into con- 
tributing to this project dedicat- 
ed to make a positive impact in 
others' lives, Miller said. 

"Education is the only way 
to get the feeling of hopeless out 
of these children," Miller said. 
"We want them to pursue their 
dreams, since they don'lfet the 
same opportunities that we do 
We have such a strong connec- 
tion with them, and it's appar- 
ent we need to be helping them 
They are worth much more than 
what they're getting." 

Miller and Simons went 
to an informational session de- 
signed to educate students 
about the various places they 
could travel to in summer 2007, 
Miller said. They chose Botswa- 
na because of its stable govern- 
ment, absence of a civil war and 
safe environment, she said 

Because Miller and Simons 
knew nothing about Botswana 
before traveling there, they re- 
searched the African country 
and began to adore its culture. 
Miller said Miller and Simons 
enrolled in the International 
Teams class to prepare for their 
trip to Botswana, but the class 
did not prepare the students 
for the emotional journey they 
would experience while living 
there. 

"1 was immediately so in 
spired and moved by the kids," 
Simons said. "I was compelled 
to go back home and do some- 
thing about their situation. I 
fell head over heels for those 
kids They are amazing people 
who are going through a rough 



time, and I knew I needed to do 
something to make their lives 
easier." 

Miller arid Simons worked 
with an abundance of orphans 
with no available housing, chil- 
dren heading theirhouseholds 
and caring for their siblings 
at very young ages, and chil- 
dren living in shacks and walk- 
ing miles to go to school. Mill- 
er said Half of the children they 
worked with lived in the largest 
slum in Botswana, Old Nale- 
di, and half of them lived in 
Gamodubu, a remote village in 
which 157 out of the 700 resi- 
dents are orphans, Miller said. 

Old Naledi is home to 
more than 60,000 of the most 
destitute individuals and hun- 
dreds of orphans. Miller said. 
These children are forced to be 
self sufficient and responsible 
for themselves at a very young 
age, and the lack of sexual ed- 
ucation and safe sex practic- 
es in their community has led 
to an overwhelming amount 
of H1V/A1DS cases, she said. 
Those who live in Gamodubu 
have limited access to health 
care and job opportunities, and 
the village's lack of sanitation 
causes many people to become 
chronically ill, she said. 

"We're giving K-State stu- 
dents the chance to change a 
village," Miller said. "We want 
to give students a chance to 
change a life - to see what's go- 
ing on in another culture and 
improve their living conditions. 
It's not the children's fault that 
they have such a terrible life- 
style." 

Miller and Simons are hop- 
ing students will donate $20 at 
the end of each month to the 
children This yearlong com- 
mitment begins with donators 
browsing through the 200 pho- 
tographs of the Botswana chil- 
dren and choosing the child 
they would like to sponsor. The 
$20 checks go to the Red Cross 
of Botswana, and the receipts of 
the items the children bought 
with the donations is given to 
Miller and Simons, Miller said. 
Each $20 check supplies 
the fees required for a child to 
attend school, the mandatory 
school uniform, one meal each 
day, school supplies and trans- 
portation to and from school. 
Miller said. One- hundred

"Stepping into a ring with 
someone whose sole purpose 
is to knock you out - it's only 
comparable to skydiving," Carl- 
son said. 

Ridley-Pink said she of- 
fered boxing classes through 
K-State in 2004, then relocated 
K.O Boxing to the Blue Hills 
Shopping Center in Manhat- 
tan in 2006 The following year 
she established the competitive 
boxing team 

Ridley-Pink said she has 
taught dance and gymnastics 
classes since she was 14, but af- 
ter she hit a boxing machine in 
a bar harder than all the males 
she was competing with, she 
started boxing with a Golden 
Gloves coach. She said she has 
been involved with the sport 
since 1996. 

Ridley-Pink said her fight- 
ers learn how to represent 
themselves with camaraderie 
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and respect to the judges She 
also said she stresses safety 
above everything else. 

'This is not a typical box- 
ing gym," she said. "Everything 
here is technique training. If 
you train correctly and proper- 
ly you can avoid injuries." 

At K.O Boxing, Ridley 
Pink teaches five K Stale class- 
es twice a week, a Job Corp 
class twice a week and intro- 
duction classes that run contin- 
ually She said her clients range 
from children and college stu- 
dents to 40-year-old women 
and senior citizens looking for 
an aerobic work out 

Diana Grauer, gradu- 
ate student in mechanical en- 
gineering, started boxing at 
K.O. Boxing after contracting 
an E. Coli virus from spinach 
last year Grauer said the virus 
caused her kidney to fail and 
her lung to collapse, which re- 
quired her to undergo the same 
type of surgery a gunshof vie 
tim would receive.

her recover from the surgery. 

"My doctor said there was 
no way 1 could have recovered 
so fast if I didn't do something 
so intense," said Grauer, who is 
now a trainer at K.O. Baxtig 
"Boxing saved my life • Jtou 
can quote me on mat."

Though the weather outside is getting cold- 
er, you don't have to give up outdoor fun There 
are s myriad of activities that winter lovers can 
participate in - provided you don't mind putting 
on a few more layers of clothing.

You can also use a skewer to cook over a 
fire - if you can put it on a stick, chances are 
you can make it over a fire Hot dogs, marsh- 
mallows and com on the cob are all popular 
and easy to make.

The best idea is to have a hose, but after 
the fire, be sure to disconnect the hose from the 
spigot. If you forget to disconnect the hose, the 
water will freeze back into your pipes, which 
could cause thousands of dollars in damage.

Sledding - one of the most fun things to do 
on Earth - has one major drawback: you can 
only do it when there is snow on the ground 

The good thing about Manhattan and sur- 
rounding areas is there are a lot of areas in which 
to participate in winter activities like sledding 

There is a large hill at CiCo Park that is host 
to sledders almost immediately after the snow 
starts falling When venturing away from the 
city, make sure you have permission to sled on 
private property to avoid trespassing fines.

Some might question 
K-State, who sits at No. 25 
In the Associated Press' Top 
25 preseason poll, for playing 
a Division II school during its 
second regular-season game 
Sunday at Bramlage. both 
teams think the matchup will 
be beneficial. 

After being crushed by 
Kansas last weekend in an ex- 
hibition match 94-59, Pittsburg 
State will come to Manhattan. 

Though the contest is a reg- 
ular-season game for K- State, it 
is an exhibition game for the 
Gorillas 

Dan Wilkes. Pittsburg State 
sports information director, 
said the NCAA brought back a 
rule recently that allows Divi- 
sion It teams to count contests 
against Division I teams early in 
the season as exhibition, while 
letting Division 1 teams count 
them as regular-season games. 
This rule allows teams like 
Pittsburg State to play stron- 
ger teams without having it hurt 
their record. 

"For the Division 11 
schools, it's an opportunity to 
play the type of exhibition game 
that they wouldn't have been 
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able to otherwise," Wilkes said 

As a result, Pittsburg State 
was given the opportunity to 
play exhibition games against 
Klf, K State and Wichita State 
University Wilkes said the 
game is a healthy situation for 
both sides, and Tom Gilbert, as- 
sistant sports information direc- 
tor at K-Stale, said he agreed. 

"We brought in a team like 
Pittsburg Stale that's very well 
coached and can provide our 
guys some structure to prepare 
for the season," Gilbert said 

Though many might al- 
ready have chalked the game 
up as a win for K- State. Gilbert 
said Pittsburg State is a quality 
team and nothing is certain. 

"Every game is a challenge.

Some might question 
K State, who sits at No. 25 
in the Associated Press' Top- 
25 preseason poll, for playing 
a Division I) school during its 
second regular- season game 
Sunday at Bramlage. both 
teams think the matchup will 
be beneficial 

After being crushed by 
Kansas last weekend in an ex- 
hibition match 94-59, Pittsburg 
State will come to Manhattan 

Though the contest is a rcg 
ular -season game for K- State, it 
is an exhibition game for the 
Gorillas. 

Dan Wilkes, Pittsburg State 
sports information director, 
said the NCAA brought back a 
rale recently that allows Divi- 
sion II teams to count contests 
against Division I teams early in 
the season as exhibition, while 
letting Division 1 teams count 
them as regular-season games. 
This rule allows teams like 
Pittsburg State to play stron- 
ger teams without having it hurt 
weir record. 

'For the Division II 
schools, it's an opportunity to 
play the type of exhibition game 
that they wouldn't have been 
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able to otherwise," Wilkes said. 

As a result, Pittsburg State 
was given the opportunity to 
play exhibition games against 
KU, K State and Wichita State 
University Wilkes said the 
game is a healthy situation for 
both sides, and Tom Gilbert, as- 
sistant sports information dircc- 
tor at K-State, said he agreed. 

"We brought in a team like 
Pittsburg State that's very well 
coached and can provide our 
guys some structure to prepare 
for the season," Gilbert said. 

Though many might al- 
ready have chalked the game 
up as a win for K-State, Gilbert 
said Pittsburg State is a quality 
team and nothing is certain. 

"Every game is a challenge. 
and you don't know what's go- 
ing to happen," Gilbert said 

Gilbert said there were oth- 
er reasons to play a team like 
Pittsburg State. He said they 
would rather play a Division 1 1 



team people are familiar with 
than a Division I team people 
aren't very familiar with to pre 
pare for Big 12 Conference play 
He said the cost of bringing in 
Division 1 teams is increasing as 
the demand of bigger schools to 
play smaller schools has grown 

Pittsburg State shouldn't 
be taken too lightly, and a big 
reason for this is a coach and 
team that has retained key play- 
ers with starting experience. 

Last season the Goril- 
las were runner-up in the Mid- 
America Intercollegiate Ath- 
letics Association Conference 
tournament and moved into 
the NCAA Division II Nation- 
al Tournament for the fifth time 
in 1 1 years Wilkes said he sees 
reason to believe the team will 
be even better this season. 

"We returned three full- 
time starters and four or five 
players thai have starting expe- 
rience." he said 

Of these returning players, 
the Wildcats should keep an 
eye on senior forward Cory Ab- 
ercrombie Abercrombie, a sec 
ond learn all-league selection, 
averaged 14.5 points last season 
and posted 14 points at KU 

"I think coach (Gene) Iba 
and his staff arc cautiously opti- 
mistic," Wilkes said.

Though Jackson is new 
to being a head coach, her re- 
sume is full of coaching expe- 
rience in women's basketball, 
lackson started her career 
at Virginia Commonwealth, 
where she spent three years 
as an assistant from 1996 to 
1999. From there, she has 
spent time as an assistant 
coach at both Stanford and 
UCLA. 

Maks Goldenshteyn, 
sports writer for the Daily of 
the University of Washington, 
said the Huskies have high 
hopes for the 2007 campaign 

"The team obvious- 
ly wants to get back to the 
NCAAs," Goldenshteyn said. 
"The team is almost (he same 
as last year, but Tta lackson 
has definitely put emphasis 
on great defense" 

More recently, Jackson 
went to Seattle after spend- 
ing the last two seasons as 
an assistant under coach Gail 
Goeslenkors at Duke Univer- 
sity, where she was consid- 
ered by many experts to be 
one of the top recruiters in 
the country She helped lead 
the Blue Devils to the NCAA 
championship game in 2006 
and the NCAA Sweet Sixteen 
during the 2006-07 season 

The Huskies come off a 
20-13 season last year, which 
ended with a loss to Iowa 
State in the NCAA tourna- 
ment but return eight players 
from last year's roster. Wash- 
ington also has the luxury of 
a talented incoming freshmen 
class. 

In their first exhibition 
game this year, the Huskies 
defeated Love and Basket-

Washington has some- 
thing a lot of women's college 
basketball teams strive for - 
senior leadership and talent- 
ed incoming freshmen. Gold 
enshteyn said. 

"Senior point guard Em- 
ily Florence is definitely a 
leader on this team," he said 
"Emily is a vocal leader al- 
ready, but she wants to do it 
more.

decrease 

in crime

The number of reported 
alcohol and burglary related 
crimes committed on campus 
dropped last year, according 
to the 2006 K State Annual 
Security Report. 

The K-State and Riley 
County police departments 
reported 13 fewer burglary 
arrests and 44 fewer alco- 
hol-related referrals to con- 
duct officers in 2006 than in 
2005 

Heather Reed, assistant 
dean of Student Life, com- 
piled the crime report, and 
said the decrease in alcohol- 
related referrals was probably 
because of a change in alco- 
hol regulations in residence 
halls and residence assistants 
cracking down on alcohol 
consumption Nine fewer ar 
rests for liquor-law violations 
were reported overall. 

She also said the de- 
crease in burglaries is be- 
cause of a stronger presence 
by the K-State Police on cam- 
pus. 

Capt. Richard Herrman 
of the K-State Police said he 
was not surprised to see low- 
er numbers of alcohol- related 
arrests or burglaries. 

"We've been actively 
cracking down on these of- 
fenses, so maybe it's start- 
ing to show," Herrman said. 
"So either they are hiding it 
better, or they are taking it 
somewhere else." 

Herrman also said he 
would expect the number of 
arrests to increase next year, 
because the police depart- 
ment cracked down on alco- 
hol arrests - especially un- 
derage drinking - even more 
this year. 

The number of burglar- 
ies - mostly book bags, purs- 
es or laptop computers left in 
classrooms or possessions left 
in an unlocked dorm room - 
might have gone down be- 
cause of increased awareness 
of the issue, he said. 

"A lot that contributes 
to that is the education, like 
students taking care of their 
possessions and locking their 
doors," Herrman said. 

The statistics include the 
number of crimes commit- 
ted on off-campus properties 
owned by the university like 
greek houses and extension 
buildings across the state. 
The report also includes the 
number of crimes reported to 
K-Slate officials like the Of- 
fice of Student Life, Greek 
Affairs or other K-State fac- 
ulty 

The crime report showed 
no reports of hate crimes, six 
reports of sexual violence 
and three reports of aggravat- 
ed assault It also showed 1 1 
arrests were made for drug- 
related crimes on campus. 

"Alcohol seems to be the 
area where students seem to 
get in the most trouble," Reed 
said. 

Though the report shows 
the number of crimes commit- 
ted on campus, Reed said the 
numbers might be skewed, 
because the report does not 
include crimes committed off 
campus in Aggie ville or at 
off -campus housing. 

Reed said it would be 
hard compiling data in the 
community, because there 
is no easy way to determine 
who are students in a certain 
age group, especially with the 
presence of Fort Riley sol- 
diers. 

"Categorizing it is a real 
challenge," she said 

Overall, K State ranks 
toward the bottom of Big 12 
schools on reported crimes 
when taking campus size and 
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Piling up debt 



Union 
operating 
on budget 

deficit

Though adorned in its tra- 
ditional purple, the K-State Stu 
dent Union is technically in the 
red 

For the current fiscal year, 
the Union is experiencing a net 
equity decrease of $181,008, ac- 
cording to the Union budget. 
However, this is not the first time 
the Union has operated with a 
budget deficit During the past 
five years, the Union has aver 
aged an operating budget deficit 
of more than $160,000 

"A deficit simply means that 
our expenses exceeded the reve- 
nue we generated," said Bernard 
Pitts, executive director of the 
Union "It does not mean that we 
were not financially solid. We've 
always been able to pay our bills, 
through our reserves and other 
resources." 

Financially, the Union is not 
a university entity and is not in- 



cluded in the university budget 
Instead, it is a nonprofit corpora- 
tion that is sustained through its 
own revenue and stu den (priv- 
ilege fees For the 2007 08 fis- 
cal year, Union officials predict a 
gross profit of nearly $2.28 mil- 
lion This, coupled with approx 
imalely $1.5 million in student- 
privilege fees and other miscella- 
neous revenue, puts the total pre- 
dicted Union revenue near $3 8 
million However, the Union's 
total operating expenditures are 
predicted to exceed $4 million 

"The No. 1 contributing fac- 
tor has been our inability to right 
the ship in the food-service area," 
said Pat Bosco. dean of Student 
Life. "It's been an extremely dif 
ficult challenge - not only for 
this Student Union, but campus 
unions across the United States" 

Bosco said parking also has 
contributed to the budget deficit 
He said the parking garage will 
not only make life more conve- 
nient for students, faculty and 



staff, but also gamer more con- 
vention business that will hope- 
fully bring in more revenue. 

Construction on the park- 
ing garage was one of the fac- 
tors the Union Corporate Board 
considered when developing the 
Union budget in May The possi- 
bility of decreased traffic caused 
the board to anticipate less rev- 
enue. Now five months into the 
fiscal year, Pitts acknowledged 
the construction's effect on the 
Union 

"At this point, we are seeing 
a slight decline in traffic, specif- 
ically on weekends," Pitts said 
"But we did account for that in 
the budget " 

Pitts said many other unions 
nationwide could not operate 
without some form of subsidy 
He said the additional outside 
competition and the Union's in- 
ability to compete was another 
contributing factor to the deficit.

Resident voters reject Quality of Life bond 
intended to create, enhance rec centers

Manhattan voters 

soundly rejected a bond is- 
sue that would fund the con- 
struction of a new aquatic 
center and three other proj- 
ects in Manhattan 

The preliminary results 
of the write-in ballot for 
the Quality of Life bond is 
sue showed that of the 42 
percent of the 20,622 eligi- 
ble voters who sent in bal- 
lots, 68 percent voted no 
and only 32 percent voted 
yes, according to the Kiky 
County Clerks Office. 

The Quality of Life ini- 
tiative included four items 



a family indoor recreation 
and aquatic center, a soc- 
cer complex, the renovation 
and expansion of the North- 
view swimming pool, and a 
new Sunset Zoo education 
and visitors center. The con- 
struction would be funded 
by a 10-year, 1/4-cent sales 
tax increase to partially fund 
the projects, according to 
the City of Manhattan Web 
site The project would have 
cost nearly $40 million and 
possibly increased property 
taxes, as well. 

City Commissioner 

Bruce Snead said he could 
see why so many Man ha 
tan citizens were against the 
proposal, but he supported 



it because it would benefit 
the Manhattan community. 

He said the increase in 
taxes, the high cost of the 
aquatic center, voting on 
all the propositions togeth- 
er, other school-bond issues 
and previous Manhattan 
Parks and Recreation fin an 
cial issues were concerns for 
community members 

"The voters have spo- 
ken, and we'll take that mes- 
sage into account and work 
with it," Snead said 

City Commissioner Bob 
Strawn said he was not sur- 
prised by the outcome of the 
vote, but he was surprised by

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Bush administration's 

proposal could raise 

Pell Grant maximums

Prom President Bush's 
2008 federal budget proposal, 
the administration will raise 
the Pell Grant maximum for 
students to $4,800 next year 
After that, the administration's 
plan, if approved, will call for 
annual increases of $200 until 
2012, capping the Pell Grant 
maximum at $5,400, accord- 
ing to the US Department of 
Education Web site. 

Roughly $11 million in 
Pell Grants was shared be- 
tween 4.253 K State students 
last year, said Larry Moed- 
er, director of admissions and 
student financial assistance at 
K-State 

This indicates an average 
of $2,500 per student, roughly 
half of the $5,250 an in -state 
student would pay for a year 
of tuition and fees, according 
to the Office of Admissions 

Administered by the US 
Department of Education, the 
federal Pell Grant program 
was established by the High- 
er Education Act of 1965 to 
provide need-based grants to 
low- income undergraduate 
students, said Stephanie Bab 
yak, an official with the De- 
partment of Education 

The Department of Ed- 
ucation evaluates financial 
need via a congress! on ally es- 
tablished formula that consid- 
ers several factors. The ma- 
jor elements are a student's 
income, his or her assets, the 
cost of the school he or she at- 
tends and whether the student 
is enrolled, Babyak said 

"The Pell Grant goes to 
the neediest students," Moed- 
er said "The higher the fi- 
nancial need, the greater the 
chance for a federal grant " 

Since its inception, the 
Pell Grant program has giv- 
en a total of $170 million to 
K-State students, Moeder 
said. 

The Department of Edu- 
cation uses information from

costs Students with the low- 
est EPC are awarded the most 
Pell Grant money, according 
to Becky Stephenson, K-State 
financial adviser 

Students seldom receive 
just one form of financial 
aid, Moeder said. Typically, 
they utilize a combination of 
grants, loans and work study 
to pay for school. 

"If they're choosing be 
cause of cost, they might natu- 
rally be eligible for other types 
of aid," Moeder said. 

Seventy percent of K-State 
students receive some type of 
financial aid, he said It comes 
from federal, state and private 
sources, as well as the univer 
sity. 

The variety of factors 
that influence the amount 
of aid disbursed to each stu- 
dent makes it difficult to com 
pare amounts sent to students 
at different schools, Moeder 
said. 

For example, students at- 
tending a high-cost, private in- 
stitution might be more likely 
to absorb the entire cost of the 
school without needing aid, 
Moeder said Students who 
cannot afford such schools are 
more likely to opt for publicly 
funded institutions, he said. 

Public school students 
at four-year institutions na 
tionwide typically are award- 
ed twice as many Pell Grant 
dollars as their private -school 
counterparts, according to fig- 
ures in the Digest of Educa- 
tion Statistics, a report issued 
by the National Center for Ed- 
ucation Statistics. 

Pell Grants are available 
to students pursuing their first 
undergraduate degrees, Baby- 
ak said. Students can apply for 
Pell Grants by completing the 
PAFSA 

Individual award amounts 
are capped at $4,310 per year, 
Stephenson said.

While searching lor a place 
to live, students might not know 
important information (hat can 
become a serious issue for them 
later. 

Samantha Oliver, director 
of the Consumer and Tenant 
Affairs Office, said she is well 
aware of the difficulties stu- 
dents might face while looking 
for housing 

One objective of her job is 
to help each student have a bet- 
ter understanding of their rights 
as tenants and consumers 

"We advise each student to 
know their rights and responsi 



bilities as tenants and to under- 
stand that if their landlord is not 
following the Property Mainte- 
nance Code of Manhattan, they 
can call for an inspector," Oliver 
said. 

The service is part of the 
Office of Student Activities and 
Services, located on the ground 
floor of the K-Stntc Student 
Union 

Students can pick up a 
checklist from the office, which 
states a house must be "sale, 
clean, not overcrowded and in 
good repair" 

The list serves as a guide 
line when renting a house. Ol- 
iver said she recommends they 
go through it carefully before 



signing the lease 

One of Oliver's jobs is to 
give presentations al sorori- 
ty houses - in times when stu- 
dents are out looking for a place 
to live, Oliver said 

"We try to catch them be- 
fore they sign the lease." she 
said. "Our goal is to pro actively 
inform them ol their rights and 
responsibilities as tenants, so 
that way they can avoid being 
in legal situations or being tak- 
en advantage of by their land- 
lord," 

Oliver said during these 
presentations, she tries to cov- 
er the common situations faced 
with leases These include secu- 
rity-deposit issues, roommate 



disputes and code violations 

"Code violations are com- 
mon in this city, and they are 
there to protect your health and 
safety as a tenant, and if you 
rent a house that is not up to 
code, you are potentially endan- 
gering your health or safety," Ol- 
iver said 

Because this issue is consid- 
ered a priority for students, the 
service is included in K-State 
fees so any student can call and 
make an appointment - but 
awareness is not high among 
students. 

Corcnc Brisendlne, soph- 
omore in pre-journalism and 
mass communications, had nev- 
er heard of the Consumer and 



Tenant Affairs Office before 

"If I start looking for a 
house, though, that would prob- 
ably be the first place I would 
go to, now that I know about it," 
she said 

Oliver said they general 
ly advertise through e-mails 
and the Collegian, but they do 
get quite a flow of students. 
The best publicity they get is by 
word of mouth, she said 

"It is important for students 
to be aware of this," said Chris- 
topher Babcock, senior in mar- 
keting 

Babcock lives in a house 
with five other people and said 
it is not in the best conditions 
When he moved in, the house 



had no fire alarm, and the land- 
lord did not seem to be worried 
about it, he said 

"1 would have probably 
stopped by the office before 
renting this house if I had heard 
about it before," he said. 

The office also offer* ad 
vice to students when they find 
themselves involved in consum- 
er-related issues, Oliver said. 

This centers mostly on pro- 
viding students information 
about credit cards and how to 
use them safely 

"We address any type of 
consumer issue that could po- 
tentially go wrong and help 
them remedy those situations," 
Oliver said. 



Deadline for creative writers to submit 
work to Touchstone magazine looms

Friday is the deadline for 
any creative writers who want 
to submit a poem, piece of fic- 
tion or creative nonaction for 
a chance to be published in 
K-Statc's Touchstone Maga- 
zine. 

It is the end of the submis- 
sion period for the spring 2008 
issue of Touchstone, a maga- 
zine that has been around for 
more than 30 years and has 
continued to be K-State's pri- 
mary outlet for creative writ- 
ers. 

Susan Rodgers. associ- 
ate professor of English, said 
creative writers should be in- 
spired to submit entries. 

"I've got two introduc- 
tory fiction classes, and since 
Touchstone is primarily for un- 
dergrads, I regularly encourage 
them to submit entries," she 
said. 

Touchstone is published 
in the spring of each year by 
the College of Arts and Scienc- 
es with help from others, ac- 
cording to its Web site, www.k- 
state.edu/englisk/louchstone. 
Those involved include cre- 
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ative- writing faculty, the Fine 
Arts Council and the English 
Department. 

Imad Rahman, faculty ad- 
viser for Touchstone, said the 
primary difference for each edi- 
tion of the magazine is the ed- 
itors and readers who change 
every year 

David Murphy, editor in 
chief for the spring 2008 issue 
of Touchstone, said the maga- 
zine accepts submissions from 
more than just those at K-Stale 
and in the Manhattan commu- 
nity 

"We accept submissions 
from It-State undergrads and 
also undergrads in other pro- 
grams, domestic and abroad," 
Murphy said 

Murphy said the journal is 
an important part of any ere 
ative writer's development. 

"It gives students an intro- 
duction to the publishing pro 
cess," Murphy said "Just read- 
ing the journal is something 
that I think is very useful " 

Touchstone might be best 
known as a way for students to 
get their names out among the 
better-known writers. 

"A lot of literary maga- 
zines and journals publish es- 



tablished writers much better 
than starting writers," Rahman 
said "It allows you to get your 
fool in the door. We welcome 
emerging writers," 

Poetry, fiction and creative 
nonaction are the three catego- 
ries included in the magazine 
Creative nonfiction entries can 
entail a variety of areas. 

"Those are mostly essays," 
Murphy said. "Personal events 
like trips to China, your mom 
having cancer, or if 1 wanted to 
write about pumpkins growing 
- I could write about that" 

Rodgers said Touchstone 
has come a long way and has 
"become a fairly prestigious 
publication." 

The publication is a dif- 
ferent kind of magazine that is 
known for its student involve- 
ment. Murphy said. 

'The journal is entirely 
student run," he said 

"All of our efforts come 
from students that have classes 
and very little time The idea of 
us getting together and making 
something happen is notewor- 
thy 

It shows there is a real 
love for the arts. It's something 
a lot of people believe in." 
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Study: 1 in 4 homeless are veterans

WASHINGTON - Vet- 
erans make up one in four 
homeless people in the Unit- 
ed States, though they are only 
11 percent of the general adult 
population, according to a re- 
port to be released Thursday. 

And homelessness is not 
just a problem among mid- 
dle-age and elderly veterans. 
Younger veterans from Iraq 
and Afghanistan are trickling 
into shelters and soup kitchens 
seeking services, treatment or 
help with finding a job. 

The Veterans Affairs De- 
partment has identified 1,500 
homeless veterans from the 
current wars and says 400 of 
them have participated in its 
programs specifically targeting 
homelessness. 

The National Alliance to 
End Homelessness, a public 
education nonprofit, based the 
findings of its report on num- 
bers from Veterans Affairs and 
the Census Bureau 2005 data 
estimated that 194254 home- 
less people out of 744,313 on 



any given night were veterans. 

In comparison, the VA 
says that 20 years ago, the es 
limaled number of veterans 
who were homeless on any 
given night was 250,000 

Some advocates say the 
early presence of veterans 
from Iraq and Afghanistan at 
shelters does not bode well 
for the future It took roughly 
a decade for the lives of Viet- 
nam veterans to unravel to the 
point that they started showing 
up among the homeless. Advo- 
cates worry that intense and 
repeated deployments leave 
newer veterans vulnerable, 

"We're going to be hav- 
ing a tsunami of them eventu- 
ally because the mental health 
loll from this war is enormous," 
said Daniel Tooth, director of 
veterans affairs for Lancaster 
County, Pa, 

While services to home- 
less veterans have improved 
in the past 20 years, advocates 
say more financial resources 
still are needed With the spot- 
light on the plight of Iraq vet- 
erans, they hope more will be 



done to prevent homelessness 
and provide affordable hous- 
ing to the younger veterans 
while there's a window of op- 
portunity

"I think they'll be forgot- 
ten," Keavency said of Iraq and 
Afghanistan veterans "People 
get lired of it It's no! glitzy thai 
these are young, honorable, 
patriotic Americans. They'll 
just be veterans, and that hap- 
pens after every war." 

Keaveney said it is diffi- 
cult to persuade some home- 
less Iraq veterans to stay for 
treatment because they do not 
relate to older veterans Those 
who stayed have had success - 
one is now a stock broker and 
another is applying to be a po- 
lice officer, he said.

TUUSULA, Finland - An 
18-year-old gunman opened 
fire at his high school in this 

fjlatid town in southern Fin- 
and on Wednesday, killing sev- 
en other students and the prin- 
cipal before mortally wound- 
ing himself in a rampage that 
stunned a nation where gun 
crime is rare. 

Police were analyzing You- 
Tube.com postings that ap- 
peared to anticipate the massa- 
cre including clips in which a 
young man calls for revolution 
and apparendy prepares for the 
attack by test firing a semiauto- 
matic handgun 

Investigators said the gun 
man, who was not identified, 
shot himself in the head af- 
ter the shooting spree at )okela 
High School in Tuusula, some 
30 miles north of the capital, 
Helsinki He died later at Tbolo 
Hospital in Helsinki. 

The teen killed five boys, 
two girts and the female princi- 
pal with a 22 caliber pistol, po- 
lice said. Officials said one per- 
son was wounded by a bullet 
and about a dozen others suf- 
fered cuts and other injuries 
while fleeing the school Offi 
cials said more than 400 stu- 
dents ages 12 through 18 were 
enrolled.

MARRAKECH. Moroc

ill most-wanted list Wednesday 
fDr a 1994 bombing that killed 
05 people at a Jewish center in 
Argentina. 

The international coordi- 
nating agency announced the 
move after delegates at its gen- 



eral assembly sided with Ar : 
gen tine prosecutors and turned 
back a lobbying blitz by Irani- 
an envoys trying to avoid hav- 
ing their country linked to Ar- 
gentina's worst terrorist attack. 

The dispute was steeped in 
geopolitical drama at a time of 
high tension between Iran and 
the West over Tehran's suspect 
nuclear program and American 
claims mat Iran is supplying 
weapons to insurgents in Iraq 
and Afghanistan - claims that 
the Islamic Republic denies. 

While Iranian envoys ac- 
cused Israel and the United 
States of trying to use Inter 
pol to taint Iran's image, most 
delegates agreed the case was 
purely a police matter. The re 
suit was a vote of 76-14 to add 
the names, with 26 abstentions, 
delegates said after the closed 
door session 

Interpol Secretary-General 
Ronald K Noble said the deci- 
sion "means that the basis Tor it 
is police and crime issues, and 
not any broader geopolitical is 
sues." 

8 LIMBED GIRL HAS 
SUCCESSFUL SURGERY 

BANGALORE, India - 
Doctors in southern India com- 
pleted a grueling 24-hour oper- 
ation Wednesday on a girl bom 
with four arms and four legs 
that surgeons said will give the 
2 -year-old a chance at a normal 
life 

The surgery went "won- 
derfully well" said Dr. Sharan 
Patil, who led a team of more 
than 30 surgeons in the mara- 
thon procedure to remove Lak 
slim is extra limbs, salvage her 
organs and rebuild her pelvis 
area. 

"This girl can now lead as 
good a life as anyone else," Pa- 
li I said from a hospital in the 
southern Indian city of Banga- 
lore

"We are still not ready to 
celebrate as she will be in the 
critical zone for the next 48 to 
72 hours," the doctor said 

Lakshmi, who has been 
revered by some in her village 
as the reincarnation of a Hin- 
du goddess she was named for, 
was born joined at the pelvis to 
a "parasitic twin" that stopped 
developing in her mothers 
womb. The surviving fetus ab- 
sorbed the limbs, kidneys and 
other body parts of the unde- 
veloped fetus

washed up on two Dutch North 
Sea islands on Wednesday alter 
at least six containers fell off a 
cargo ship in a storm and one 
burst open, a local official said.

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UNION | Depreciation 
fund puts facility close 
to break-even budget

Despite expenditures ex- 
ceeding revenue, Pitts said the 
K State community does not 
need to worry about the fate 
of the Union. Built into the 
Union's budget is a deprecia- 
tion expense of $215,984 This 
depreciation fund, which is in- 
cluded as part of the Union's 
annual expenses, is a n on -cash 
expense that accounts for the 
reduction of value as a result of 
aging. 

'The KState Student 
Union, in some aspects, is run- 
ning in the red," Bosco said. 
"When you take the reserves 
that are put aside each year to 
replace equipment and to up- 
grade the taciliiy, we really are 
very close to a break-even bud- 
Bet" 

When the depreciation 

fund is subtracted from the 
Union's expenses, the Union 
shows a profit of nearly $35,000. 
However, Pitts said the depreci- 
ation fund is included for a rea- 
son and should not be retracted 
from its place in the budget. 

In an effort to confront the 
challenges facing the Union, the 
student government passed leg- 
islation in October to create a 
task force to review and recom- 
mend changes to the Union's fi- 
nancial structure. 

"The biggest hopes for the 
committee are to look at the 
current Union funding struc- 
ture and look at the historical 
trends of its funding throughout 
the Union's existence, then look 
at different profit -generating

options for the Student Union." 
said Nick Piper. Student Senate 
chair of the Student Governing 
Association. 

One example Piper men- 
tioned was renovating unused 
spaces in the Union, tike the 
former coffee shop in Union 
Station. Now that Caribou Cof- 
fee serves the campus' espresso 
niche, Piper suggested convert- 
ing the space into a new restau- 
rant as a possibility to increase 
revenue. 

"The bottom line here is 
we've got to get more options 
for the Student Union to con- 
tinue to keep up with our socio- 
economic arena in our commu- 
nity," Piper said 

According to the sen- 
ate legislation - which passed 
unanimously - the task force 
must submit its final proposal to 
the student senate body no lat- 
er than March 1, 2008. A bud- 
get for the new fiscal year will 
be created during the first week 
of May 2008. 

Both Bosco and Pitts said 
the day-to-day operations and 
programming of the Union 
would not be affected by the 
deficit. However, Bosco said 
there is still reason for action. 

"If we continue to oper- 
ate in a deficit, that's going to 
cause significant problems," 
Bosco said "But through this 
task force and the addition of 
the parking garage and proba- 
bly a food -service consultant, 
we think we can begin to put 
some of the pieces together mat 
will help resolve a very complex 
problem."

Though it is finally start 
ing to feel cooler outside, it has 
been unseasonably warm this 
fall, and the winter will not see 
much of a change. 

According to uvather.com, 
Manhattan still is experiencing 
daily high temperatures that arc 
as much as 20 degrees warm- 
er than the average highs of the 
past, and it seems the trend is 
not going away 

The National Weath- 
er Service Climate Prediction 
Center's forecast for the next six 
months is predicting, with the 
current tropical pattern, to have 
a very warm - an anomalously 
warm - winter, spring and sum- 
mer," said Richard Heim, mete- 
orologist for National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administra- 
tion. 

There are several potential 
causes for these warm weather 
trends 

"The main reason temper 
attires on Earth have been in- 
creasing and are going to con- 
tinue to increase is essentially 
what's referred to as the Green- 
house Effect - the idea that 
more heat is being trapped in 
the atmosphere," said Mitchel 
Stimcrs, graduate student in ge- 
ography. 

Many people have spec- 
ulated on the cause uf the in 
crease in greenhouse gases, and 
though no conclusive evidence 
has been found, a likely culprit 
could be human activity, Jack 
Oviatt, professor of geology, 
said. 

"if human activities are 
causing global warming - and 
there's a correlation between 
that and the rise in carbon diox 
ide - then predicting the future 
depends on what we're going to 
do, and there's no way of know- 
ing," Oviatt said "But there are 
other potential causes for cli- 
mate change, such as output of 
the sun, changes in the frequen- 
cy of volcanic eruptions. There's 
a long list of things that change 
the atmosphere , and they all op- 
erate on different time scales." 

If humans are the cause of 
these warming trends, it will be 
hard to stop, let alone reverse 
the damage. Stimers said, 

"When you have coun- 
tries that are large and con- 
trol much of the global econo- 
my and aren't willing to, on a 
whole, try to reduce the amount 
of carbon dioxide emission that 
you put in the air, then trying to 
solve the problem becomes re- 
ally difficult," Stimers said. 

While warmer winters 
might seem nicer than think- 
ing about walking to class in the 
snow, there are countless nega- 
tive effects, Stimers said. 

"Droughts for farmers will 
certainly be one (effect)," he 
said. "One student's dissertation 
is on heat stress and how it af- 
fects cattle, and now he's work- 
ing on heat stress and how it af- 
fects humans." 

According to an Oct S ar- 
ticle on usatoday.com, "78 per- 
cent of the Southeast is in some 
stage of drought, 24 percent 
of the region is in 'exception- 
al drought,' and precipitation is 
about half or less of what is typ- 
ical in much of the Southeast " 

Heim agrees that warmer 
winters will cause droughts. 

"In the winter, evaporation 
goes down because it's colder, 
but if temperatures are wanner 
than normal, evaporation goes 
up," he said. "If you have pre- 
cipitation it will help you re- 
charge your water supply, but if 
you don't, then you have a ma- 
jor problem, and thai looks to 
be the case." 

Not only will droughts be a 
problem with wanner winters, 
hut much more significant con- 
sequences can occur.

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Consultant discusses importance of eliminating hate in classroom

Universities need to ex- 
plore ways to use classrooms to 
break down social and cultur- 
al barriers, inspire student ac- 
tivism and eliminate hate in the 
classroom, an education con- 
sultant said. 

Brandon Wilson, a higher- 
education consultant for Wil 
t>n m Institute, helps colleges re- 
spond to hate crimes Wilson 
spoke to students Thursday af- 
ternoon about hate crimes on 
campuses. 

There are 500,000 hate 
crimes annually, and the third - 
most common place for hate 
cranes is learning communities," 
Wilson said The fust place is 
public roadways, so while we 
are at the store or walking on 
the sidewalk. We go home to 
the second- most common place 
for hate, then we send our chil- 
dren off to get an education, 
a Inch is number three" 

The lecture was a learning 
tool not only for students, but 
for professors to become more 
culturally aware and culturally 
sensitive, said Zelia Wiley, assis 
tant dean of the College of Agri- 
culture 



"We want our students and 
faculty to be aware of hate and 
also learn and know how to 
confront hate," she said. 

The lecture consisted of six 
parts. The first four were what 
students have to go through be- 
fore stepping into a classroom, 
Wilson said 

"The world, the nation, the 
state and the campus affects the 
student before they even enter 
the classroom, and then their fu- 
ture work place," Wilson said. 

Wilson said hate and bias 
are timeless Hate crimes are 
crimes that are driven and bi- 
ased toward characteristics like 
culture and religion, he said. 

"Students have the free- 
dom to express themselves how- 
ever they want to," Wilson said 
"There b a level of responsibil 
ity that comes with that free- 
dom " 

Throughout the lecture, 
Wilson asked the audience what 
was happening in the world, 
the nation, Kansas and on cam- 
pus. Words thrown out to Wil- 
son were the genocide in Su- 
dan and natural disasters. With 
Kansas, the name Fred Phelps 
came up, and for K- State, some- 
one mentioned how the school 
deals with immigrant issues 



During the interaction with 
the audience, Wilson made ev- 
eryone do an activity with pipe 
cleaners 

As Wilson passed the pipe 
cleaners out, he wanted each 
person to create whatever they 
wanted and hoped they would 
share afterward 

David L Griffin Sr, assis- 
tant dean of diversity, said his 
creation was the least creative, 
though it had a deep mean- 
ing. He said the intertwined 
four pipe cleaners - symboliz- 
ing culture - stood tall together, 
but separately they fell 

"As a nation we are head- 
ed for disaster," Griffin said 
"Disasters of the world over- 
shadow all the good that hap- 
pens. People dehumanize oth- 
ers that are different than them, 
and that is disaster. 1 still have 
to respect you - I don't have to 
be like you to appreciate you." 

When he spoke about stu 
dents in the classroom. Wil- 
son gave statistics about sev- 
en school shootings, includ- 
ing Columbine in 1999, Virgin- 
ia Tech in April and the recent 
shooting in Cleveland. Ohio 

He said the common cul- 
prit of hate is a white male be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 24

who is introverted and might 
not participate He said faculty 
should reach out to those stu- 
dents. 

"One thing to stop that 
hate, to slop that isolation, is to 
learn quickly that escalation of 
hate is process oriented, and it 
never changes," Wilson said. 

He said at some point in 
their lives, people who have in- 



stigated a school shooting have 
had someone act mean toward 
them or talk rudely to them. 

"The process: they have 
been talked bad to - threat- 
ened, bullied, and that hate ris- 
es and then they shoot," Wilson 
said 

As a closing remark, Wil- 
son said instructors should pre- 
pare a classroom approach with

three components: global sensi- 
tivity, cultural inclusiveness and 
students' participation. 

"I'm Brandon Wilson, a

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Student Senate approved bill in support 
of Peters Recreation Complex expansion

Student Senate approved a 
bill in support of the proposed 
Peters Recreation Complex ex- 
pansion Thursday night. 

The bill passed with a 46-3 
margin and three abstentions. 

Student Body President 
Matt Wagner said the rec ex- 
pansion will help improve the 
facilities available to students in 
the future 

"We have an opportunity to 
change lives in the future." Wag- 
ner, fifth-year student in man- 
agement information systems, 
said. " ... We have an opportuni- 
ty to leave a mark, and we have 
an opportunity to make a differ 
ence here at K- St ate." 

Senators In opposition 
to the resolution argued they 
would not vote for the expan- 
sion because they would not be 
able to use the rec. though they 
would pay the proposed $20 
privilege-fee increase for it 

"It's not just $20 (or some 
people," said George Weston, 



graduate student in sociolo- 
gy. "Most of the people here 
are going to have four years of 
debt, and if they are in graduate 
school they will have six to 10 
years They want to see the peo- 
ple who actually use the rec. ac- 
tually pay to go in" 

Wagner said the rec com- 
plex committee has spoken 
about allowing students who 
paid for the expansion to use the 
new facility after it is finished in 
2011 for a certain amount of 
time. 

Taylor Symons, junior in 
speech, argued the rec expan- 
sion would help K-State stay 
competitive with other schools 
in the Big 12 conference 

"For us to stay competitive 
for bringing in new studenls 
that arc the best and brightest 
to K-State and improve and be- 
come one of the best land-grant 
universities in the entire Unit- 
ed States, we need to have this 
happen," Symons said 

The referendum vote for 
the rec expansion will take 
place Tuesday The proposed 



expansion includes an exten- 
sion to the cardio and weight 
room, a new 45 -foot climbing 
wall, a new multi activity court 
gym and a new south entrance 
and 200 space parking lot along 
with other improvements and 
repairs. 

Wagner said the expansion 
proposals are just suggestions 
based on past students' surveys 
and forums and can be subject 
to change. He also said the rec 
complex would have to undergo 
about $1 million worth of reno- 
vations if the expansion did not 
pass. 

Senate approved an in- 
crease in the operations privi- 
lege fee to 91.9 KSDB-FM, the 
student radio station, to cover 
salaries and approve a continu- 
ance of the station's repair and 
replacement privilege fees 

Senators also approved al- 
locations for the Educational 
Opportunity Fund, which funds 
scholarships, fellowships, need- 
based grants, community-ser- 
vice programs, and other cam 
pus student services.

Policy stance on Kosovo must change to remedy mistakes 



Glued to CNN white watching 
night footage of cruise missiles being 
fired and planes taking off from air- 
craft carriers is how 
many of us recall Ko- 
sovo. Only being in 
seventh grade, my 
teacher tried to ex- 
plain what was hap 
pening We were told 
the genocide was sim- 
ilar to experiences in 
World War II; how- 
ever, after eight years, 
our errors in self- righ- 
teousness have come 
back to create a per 
feet storm leaving the Bush Admin 
istration in a vicarious state. 

According to the International 
Herald Tribune on Nov 4, Agim Ceku, 
former commander of the Kosovo lib- 
eration Army and current prime min- 
ister of Kosovo, said the time is grow- 
ing close for Kosovo to declare its 
independence from Serbia In an in- 
terview with the tribune, Ceku said, 
"If Washington asks us to delay for a 
short time, we will wait. But if the date 
is much after Dec 10, we will say, 'Let 
us go" It is better to ask for an apology 
than for permission." 

Though inappropriate force 
by the Serbian military against 
Albanians in Kosovo was tak- 
en, it was not unjustified. Ac- 
cording to the Global Policy 
Forum Web site, which monitors the policies of 
the United Nations, "The KLA attacked police 
and government installations as well as Serb ci- 
vilians" 

After President Clinton orchestrated a 
NATO bombing campaign against Serbian forc- 
es, which ironically coincided with his trial for 
perjury charges before the Senate, the UN. Se- 
curity Council authorized rule of the Kosovo 
territory to fall under control of the United Na- 
tions. 

According to the report of the Secretary- 
General on the UN. Interim Administration 
Mission in Kosovo, Albanians in Kosovo are 
failing to meet benchmarks to transfer govern- 
mental control back lo the region According 
to the report, "Kosovo Serbs remain cxclud 
ed from the political process, while few are al- 
lowed to return to homes they abandoned dur- 
ing the Kosovo War." 

A Wall Street Journal investigative piece, 
written by the lale Daniel Pearl in December 
1999, displays how the numbers of Albanians 
killed were inflated greatly, and some of the 
bodies found showed no evidence of mutila- 




tion. 

After 
eight years, 
the United States 
still stands behind 
the KLA - which is 
nothing more than a 
terrorist organization - 
and is supporting the estab- 
lishment of the country of 
Kosovo Russia, for all its 
faults, still stand behind the 
Serbs and is not giving into 
the demands of this terror- 
ist group 

John Bolton, former 
U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations, is extreme- 
ly critical of the U.S. stance 
on Kosovo independence 
in his new book. During 
an interview svith Voice of America on Nov. 1, 
Bolton explained how creating an independent 
Kosovo will establish a precedent for other vio- 
lent separatist groups to follow 



"Current and future 
separatists merely have 
to manufacture the same 
conditions and sequenc- 
ing that have compelled 
the West to embrace an in- 
dependent Kosovo, terrorize locals, invite gov- 
ernment crackdowns, incite a rebellion and 
lure in foreign intervention and commitment to 
rebuild," Bolton said. "Once militants get this 
far, Kosovo will no longer be unique - even by 
Washington's peculiar standards" 

The United States has a chance to make 
up for one of their biggest foreign-policy mis- 
takes An independent Kosovo will destabilize 
the region once again and threaten the lives 
of Serbs living in the Kosovo region We made 
the mistake of supporting the KLA in the past, 
but we do not need lo continue to this error in 
judgment

They are a 
union, a gathering of the great artis- 
tic minds behind television shows 
and movie plots, and they're strik 
ing. Showbiz has come to a screech- 
ing, head-scratching and re-run-in- 
spiring halt 

There are actually two writ- 
ers guilds each representing either 
coast The Guild of the East and the 
Guild of the West arc both more 
than a little unhappy 

On average, these writers 
take home between $150,000 and 
$200,000, which seems to be a 
handsome sum But to them it's not 
enough For every DVD sale made 
for a movie written by a member of 
the WGA, that particular writer re- 



ceives 4 cents. These residual sales 
come in handy with the long and 
quite common periods of unemploy- 
ment, which go along with the trade. 

In a stunning move, the WGA 
has asked for a staggering 8-cent re- 
turn on DVDs sold. The Alliance of 
Motion Picture and Television Pro- 
ducers, more commonly referred to 
as AMPTP and the people who pay 
these writers, say it's a no-go. 

In response to this, and the ex- 
piration of the guild's contract on 
Oct. 31. the WGA officially has 
gone on strike. In other words, from 
the movie "Waiting" - "Welcome to 
Th underdo me." 

Well I can tell everyone how it 
affects me - 1 can't watch "The Of- 
fice" Production of "The Office" is 
shut down until further notice, bar- 
ring some old, never produced and 
previously disregarded script some 
writers left lying around somewhere. 

"The Office" is closed: the won- 
derful world of D under Mifflin Pa 
per supplies is caught in limbo, and 
thousands of people whose favor- 
ite characters are floating aimlessly 
through creative scenarios inside of 
writers' minds - in ways we might 
never get to hear about.

Union Tribune, "Production has 
stopped on at least seven prime- 




time shows" I

ship, gave a speech She said 
during the speech, he referred 
to the group of finalists as the 
"Fruit of the Fight," because 
they all had lost a parent to 
breast cancer. 

Provenzano received the 
scholarship and changed her 
major from pre -vet lo nutri- 
tion science Through her 
studies, she said the phrase 
Fruit of the Fight" coupled 
with her experience inspired 
her to start an organization 
last semester dedicated to 
promoting healthy eating 

"Our nutrition, our fruit, 
is the fight against future dis 



ease," Proven zano said 

Provenzano said the 
group is about changing life 
styles and eating healthy to 
prevent chronic diseases 

"We have three goals of 
the club - to educate, to pro- 
mote a healthy lifestyle and 
fundraise," Provenzano said. 

She said education is im- 
portant so people are aware 
of the food choices they make. 
Fruil of the Fight also has ac- 
tivities lo raise money for or- 
ganizations that fight chronic 
diseases like cancer. 

Monica Khurana, vice 
president of Fruit of the Fight, 
said she became a part of the 
organization because she al 
ways had been interested in 
antioxidants and how they af- 
fect one's tifestyle. 

Khurana, sophomore in 
microbiology, said she joined 
last semester when the group 
started, because she said she 
did not think enough students 
knew why certain foods are 
healthy or not She said small 
food items like raisins can be 
beneficial, but people are not 
aware of this fact. 

"In Fruit of the Fight, we 
like to explain why foods are 
healthy or bad for people," 
Khurana said 

She said the group is try-

Projects help military families, children alleviate stresses caused by deployment cycle

A group of people from 
the K- State community is 
reaching out to help military 
families cope with the anxiety 
of deployment 

With Veterans Day ap- 
proaching, Elaine Johannes, 
K-State Research and Exten- 
sion youth development spe- 
cialist, said people should rec- 
ognize and support the day for 
the children and families of 
those who are affected by war, 
regardless of whether they are 
for or against the war. 

Johannes, assistant profes- 
sor in family studies and hu 
man services, said though Vet- 
erans Day is only one day. the 
community should help mili- 
tary families by offering lo do 



simple chores while their sol- 
dier is gone 

"Showing respect to mil- 
itary families by complet- 
ing simple chores like raking 
leaves can help out with the 
stress they have," Johannes 
said "Even baby-sitting allows 
the spouse to take care of their 
own needs " 

(ohannes. who works on 
a project called "Operation: 
Military Kids" aims to inform, 
educate and provide opportu- 
nity for youth to get out and 
do activities with members of 
the community. 

"This project helps to 
build a support structure, es- 
pecially for youth," [ohannes 
said 

The project is part of a na- 
tional response to help military 
children get rid of the anxiety 



they might have with having 
parents or families members 
who are deployed, Johannes 
said. 

. Johannes said families 
might be living away from the 
support they need in a time of 
change, and this project helps 
to nil the void they are experi- 
encing. 

"We go out to commu 
nities across the state and do 
workshops to build aware- 
ness," Johannes said. 

"Ready, Set, Go" is a part 
of "Operation: Military Kids," 
Johannes said, and the pro 
gram offers insight into the 
military culture and helps peo- 
ple understand aspects of the 
military. 

Erin Sanders- Hahs, a col- 
laborator of the project, said 
she thinks one of the project's 



main goals is to raise aware- 
ness in communities that have 
military families. 

"Because of loved ones 
being deployed, people might 
not be more aware of the 
changes their children are go- 
ing through," Sanders- Hahs 
said 

She said "Speak Out For 
Military Kids" is another proj- 
ect they are working on to 
help military children deal 
with stress. 

"In this project children 
will write up scripts and per- 
form them - it's just another 
way to get their mind off their 
stress," Sanders- Hahs said. 

Sally Bailey, associate 
professor in speech communi- 
cation, theatre and dance, said 
Johannes read that one of the 
grants offered had a project in- 



volving interactive theater. 

"Creating a play will raise 
awareness to people in the 
military to create a way for 
military children to be able to 
put their experiences togeth- 
er to express - communicate 
with people," Bailey said. "This 
allows people to understand 
what the children are going 
through." 

The play for "Speak Out 
for Military Kids" will be pro- 
duced by a group of middle- 
school children, and it will be 
about the deployment cycle 
The play will include how the 
deployment cycle causes fami- 
lies and children to go through 
different feelings and situa- 
tions, 

Twice a week during Jan- 
uary, February and March, the 
children will work to create an 



original play with their owrt 
ideas, Bailey said 

Bailey said the drama 
therapist working with the 
children will put the play to- 
gether and compile all the 
ideas in March, and then play 
rehearsals will be in April and 
May. Bailey said she hopes the 
performances in May will be 
in the Manhattan Arts Center. 

Having the children work 
on this project will help them 
not to think as if they are alone 
in dealing with the emotions of 
the deployment cycle because 
the children can express how 
they are feeling, Bailey said. 

"1 think it is important 
when people are going through 
stress to have support, and the 
best way to get support is to 
work on a project together," 
Bailey said

in this year's draft. 

Beasley would be get-

In the end, perhaps every- 
thing will work out for both 
parties The Wildcats' recruit- 
ing efforts will be helped by the 
attention Beasley gels national 
ly, and maybe he will appreci- 
ate skimming under the radar.

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Officials expect 30,000 to move 
to region because of troops influx

Because of an increase in 
troops at Fort Riley, the Office 
of Economic Adjustment, ex 
pects a population growth of 
30,000 people in the Flint Hills 
region by the year 20 12. 

The growth, and the plan 
to help Manhattan and the 
surrounding areas absorb the 
new population, was show- 
cased Thursday night in an 
open house at City H all 

While some growth is al- 
ready apparent around Man 
hattan, Eric Cattell, assistant 
director for Planning in Man- 
hattan, said students will no- 
tice a slight increase in traffic 
and more housing and job op- 
portunities. 

"If you drive around town, 
you see all the growth," Cattell 
said. "Students will see more 
commercial development in 
town by 2012" 

Cattell said OEA provid 
ed 90 percent of the $801,000 
used for the study, which began 
in December 2005 The other 
1 percent of the funding came 
from six regional partners who 
donated time, as well as funds. 



to the project. The money paid 
for EDAW, an urban plan 
ning consultant firm, to evalu- 
ate the effects of the growth on 
the Flint Hills region, which 
includes mainly Riley, Potta 
watomie and Geary counties. 
EDAW found 12 areas where 
the growth will be the most 
noticeable, like transportation, 
education and public safety 

Liz Drake, representative 
for EDAW, was at the open 
house to answer questions for 
visitors. 

Drake said Fort Riley ex- 
pects 9,700 new active military 
personnel as a result of Base 
Realignment and Closure, ini- 
tiated by the US government 
in 2005 

With the increase in 
troops, population will grow 
because families of military 
personnel as well as civil- 
ian co ni rectors will take ad 
vantage of a growing commu- 
nity Drake said she expects 
more than 2,000 contractors 
to move to the area by 2012. 

The executive summary, 
a brief write-up of the overall 
plan shows that many of the 
overall recommendations do 
not relate to Fort Riley but in- 



stead are concerned with ad- 
dressing the needs of a grow- 
ing community 

Cattell said BRAC takes 
place about every 10 years to 
evaluate which military bas- 
es should expand and which 
should close. Both Drake and 
Cattell said BRAC goes beyond 
the increased troop needs for 
the Iraq war 

"Fort Riley is training units 
that go. but the BRAC process 
is larger than the current over 
seas conflict," Cattell said. 

Normal growth for the 
counties in the plan is 1 5 per- 
cent annually. Manhattan, 
Junction City, Wamego and 
other cities in the area are ex- 
periencing 6* to 8- percent 
growth annually. 

Drake said students 
should be aware that EDAW 
discovered there will be a 
shortage of teachers and med- 
ical and finance professionals 
after the population increase. 

"One of the most inter- 
esting things is that this is a 
very high quality of life place," 
Drake said "Our hope is that 
students will see this is a place 
they can settle down and take 
part in a growing community."

What ia the history of the 
Collegian? 

In 1891 K Slate students 
wanted a voice of their own, 
not regulated or controlled 
by the faculty Five years let 
er, the students received their 
wish, and the first student 
newspaper was published in 
lanuary 1896 

Prior to the student 
newspaper, students were al- 
lowed to write for the offi 
cial K-State publication, ihe 
Industrialist, which is now 
K-Stater magazine 

The first student news- 
paper was known as the Stu- 
dents' Herald and was pub- 
lished once a week The cover 



of the first issue featured sev- 
eral small news stories about 
K-State events and people, 
no photos and several adver- 
tisements. 

The first photo was used 
in 1898. In 1913 it was re- 
named the Kansas Aggie, and 
on April 25, 1914, the first is 
sue of the Collegian was pub- 
lished. 

In 1917, the Collegian 
had a circulation of about 
3,000 and published on Tues- 
days and Saturdays Until 
1983, the student newspaper 
was printed in tabloid format, 
which is named after the page 
format of tabloid magazines. 
In 1983, the paper switched 



to broadsheet format, which 
is what it is today 

Pew people know this, 
but K-State has the old- 
est journalism school in the 
country if you count its print- 
ing department. 

Printing was offered as 
a major in 1874, and stu- 
dents were taught the ba- 
sics of printing at that time, 
which included setting type 
and operating massive type 
machines among other activ- 
ities.

At age 6, 1 was diag- 
nosed with high-functioning 
autism. My life, up to this 
point, has not been an easy 
road and will not be any eas- 
ier to explain But as always, 
1 will do my best. 

Though diagnosed as 
high-functioning, it was only 
natural that 1 kept to myself 
For most of my elementa- 
ry-, middle- and high -school 
days, I was not much of a .. 
talker. I never adhered to the 
general aspects of life, and 1 
was always off in my "own — 
little world " 

Of course, nowadays, 
being mute or an "individ- 
ual" in the modem school 
system can be an unwritten 
crime. It was hard to make 
friends and even harder to 
keep them. It was the other 
way around for my enemies, 
but I'll keep that to myself. 

Best of all, at a time 
when the disorder - and 
youth in general - was so — 
misunderstood, many in the 
adult world practically ren- 
dered me inferior. 

But I had my ventila- 
tion: art. 

I came across theater in 
high school. Yes, I am a the- 
ater major, 1 have high hopes 
with that choice, so please 
be quiet Within the first half 
of my freshman year of high 
school - having never act- 
ed or spoken a word in pub- 
lic before - I landed a role 
in a play that traveled for 
competition to Tampa, Fla. 
And I've added to my resu- 
me ever since. 

Only recently did I fig- 
ure that the world of the- 
ater helped bring me out 
of my shell, since I got free 
crash courses in interperson 
al communications with ev- 
ery script. 

Today, I speak like any- 
body else, but I still come 
across a roadblock here or 
there, like trying to find the 
difference between "joking 
around" and "being rude." - 
that's a doosey. 

In regards to writing, 
that is another success sto- 
ry, but I've got a word count, 
so here are the basics. Years 
ago, the experts told my par- 
ents I would never learn to 
read or write. Years later, ] 
worked as an English tutor, 
achieved literary representa- 
tion last December and start- 
ed writing for the Collegian 
Unless asked, I'll never 
bring up the subject again.

droughts to happen under 
warming trends such as this," 
he said, "but warmer temper- 
atures will also melt the ice, 
and if the ice sheets melt sig- 
nificantly, then that melted 
ice has to go somewhere 

"It will go into the 
oceans, and you can expect 
the sea level to rise. That can 
have serious impacts upon 
coastal areas." 

If this happens, the ar- 
eas will not only be flooded, 
but millions of people could 
be displaced and would have 
to go somewhere else, Heim 
said. 

"You're going to have 
refugees who would have to 
go somewhere," Heim said 
"They're going to move across 
international boundaries, and 
the people in those coun- 
tries are not going to want 
them, and they'll call up their 
armies, and then you'll have 
wars" 

Though there are multi- 
ple repercussions to this heat- 
ing trend, according to the 
matoday.com article, the "cli- 
mate center's 'heating-degree- 
day projections are 3 percent 
less than the long-term aver- 
age."' This essentially means 
that 3-percent less energy will 
be needed to heat homes and 
businesses 



This small upshot is far 
outweighed by the negative 
outcomes like drought and 
ice sheets melting. 

"Any positive outcomes 
will be on a very small scale 
and will most likely be off- 
set by much larger problems 
- aid to developing countries, 
increasing subsidies to farm- 
ers who have trouble grow- 
ing crops," Stimers said. "So 
the fact that a small number 
of people's heating bills might 
be a little lower doesn't real- 
ly offset the gargantuan cost 
that mostly developed coun- 
tries are going to have to put 
forth to assist developing 
countries" 

The problem with mak- 
ing predictions about weath- 
er is that though technology 
and models have gotten more 
sophisticated, there is still not 
enough data to make entire- 
ly accurate calculations, Ovi- 
att said. 

"If you are considering 
climate change of millions or 
hundreds of millions of years, 
then there are certain pro- 
cesses that are inherent in 
the earth due to tectonics and 
long-term weathering rates," 
he said "But we're looking 
at changes from years to de- 
cades - so those long-term 
planet changes could be go- 
ing on in the background, but 
we can't detect them"

st raighl losses in Big 12 
play 

Nebraska gave up 226 
points during that stretch. 
Yep, the Blackshirt defense 
is thai bad. And because 
of how pathetic the Husk 
ers have been this year, they 
most likely will be looking 
for a new coach 

As bad as it's been, at 
least they have had success 
the last 10 years, unlike the 
cellar- dweller of the South. 

Baylor is 0-6 in con- 
ference, and the Guy Mor- 
riss era seems to be com- 
ing to an end. The coach 
has won only seven Big 12 
games in his last four years 
in Waco, Texas* Baylor ac 
tually hasn't had a winning 
season since 1995 This sea 
son they have scored 183 
points Their opponents:

The in- 
formation in these news- 
letters included players' in- 
juries and insider informa- 
tion Pranchione has a con- 
tract worth $2 million per 
year, so he didn't need any 
money. 

These boosters could 
have used this newsletter 
information for betting or 
anything. The best part is 
that he didn't report it as 
income, which is kind of a 
no-no. 

Texas A&M is research- 
ing whether it was a viola- 
tion of his contract with the 
newsletter income he re- 
ceived. This is some great 
publicity for a school that is 
all about honor and tradi- 
tion, 

Meanwhile, the Aggies 
have continued playing me- 
diocre ball, but now it is be- 
ing reported that the athlet- 
ic department is consider- 
ing buying out Franc hi one's 
contract.

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Nebraska tradition comes into question under Callahan

When Nebraska hired 
Sieve Pederson lo be its alhlet- . 
it director in 2002, at the very 
least it thought he would be 
able to keep the football pro 
gram at a high level of promi- 
nence 

The Huskers had enjoyed 
previous success under former 
coach Tom Osbome, the face 
of Nebraska football, who went 
255-49-3 in his 25 seasons un- 
til he retired in 1997. 

Osborne, who won three 
national titles, handed over the 
reins to Frank Solich, one of 
his assistant coaches 

Much like Osborne, So- 
lk'h believed in a run-heavy at- 
tack that relied on the option 
run. That, after all, was part of 
the identity that was Nebraska 
football. 

But Pedcrson had seen 
enough of Solich after just one 
year, and in 2003. he decided 
to replace him. Suddenly So- 
lich, who had led the team to a 
national championship appear- 
ance in 2002 - and had a re 
spectable 9-3 record in his final 
season - was gone. 

Apparently, his career re- 
cord of 58-19 wasn't good 
enough. 

■ I refuse to let this pro- 
gram gravitate to mediocrity," 
Pederson said at the time. 

So he went on a coaching 
search that lasted more than 40 
days, and eventually, he settled 
on Bill Callahan, a coach with 
no previous ties to the pro- 
gram. 

In fad, Callahan wasn't 
even pulled from the college 
ranks. He had spent the pre- 
vious season with the NFL's 
Oakland Raiders 

It seemed the program 
was headed in a different direc- 
tion. For Nebraska fans, it was 
a harsh reality they soon would 
have to accept. 

CALLAHAN CHANGES 
NEBRASKA LANDSCAPE 

When Callahan took over 
Nebraska, he wasted little time 
in converting the team from a 
run- first offense to one that re- 
lied mure heavily on the pass. 

And while the pass has 
been effective, the run - which 
the Huskers have spent years 
relying upon - seemingly has 
disappeared when most need- 
ed 

"The running game hasn't 
been consistent enough in the 
big-time games." said Sean Cal- 
lahan, writer for Huskerslllus- 
trated.com. "When they play 
the really good teams, they 
arc not able to run the ball, 
and when that offense is not 
in manageable downs and dis- 
tances, they are not effective" 

The bigger problem for the 
Huskers has been the defense, 
as the once mighty Blackshirt 
unit has been lit up on more 
than one occasion during Bill 
Callahan's time as coach. 

Sean Callahan, who is 
not related to Bill Callahan, 
said the problems with the de- 
fense can be traced to recruit- 
ing, where the Huskers have 
focused mostly on offense. 

The defense, meanwhile, 
has been built in other ways. 

"A lot of their defensive 
recruits have been junior -col 
lege players, and 1 don't know 
if they've developed enough 
young guys to build a strong 
foundation on defense," Cal- 
lahan said "1 think when you 
look at the defense some of the 
problems might be with just the 
way they have recruited on de- 
fense." 

That defense, which is 
ranked 1 12th in the nation and 
gave up 76 points in last week's 
loss al Kansas, has been a huge 
reason for Nebraska's recent 
collapse 

After a 4-1 start, the Husk 



en have lost five straight and 
are second -to-last in the Big 12 
North standings 

As a result. Husker fans 
have started questioning the di- 
rection of the program, and the 
support for Callahan seems to 
be diminishing 

FANS START TO LOSE 

HOPE IN PROGRAM 

Nebraska fans, famous for 
their loyalty to the football pro- 
gram, have had a difficult time 
hiding their emotions over this 
most recent losing streak. 

There's been a steady 
chorus of boos at some of the 
team's home games lately, 
many of them in protest of Cal- 
lahan. 

Local businesses in Lin- 
coln, however, have been a bit 
on the quiet side Some busi 
ness owners said they have 
seen a decline in patrons on 
game days since the team's los- 
ing streak began on Oct 6 with 
a loss to Missouri. 

"We had a lot of business 
in the beginning of the football 
season," said Daniel Hubert, the 
head host of Lazlo's Brewery & 
Grill in Lincoln. "Now, people 
don't bother to go out and cele- 
brate anymore'' 

Whether they agree with 
the way Callahan is running 
the program or not can be de- 
bated - and has been - but few 
can argue that they didn't sup 
port the original idea of bring- 
ing him in. 

"At the time, hiring Calla- 
han was a reasonable choice, 
based on the information we 
had and what we were look- 
ing for in a coach " said Lincoln 
Ameal, Nebraska football fan 
and law student. 

Most Nebraska fans, in 
fact, actually supported the de- 
cision to fire Solich, despite his 
solid winning percentage. 

"The overall talent of the 
team was on the decline at the 
end of Solich 's career," Ame- 
al said. "They weren't getting 
the athletes needed to compete 
against the Big 12 South and 
nationally" 

According to Ricafs.com, 
Nebraska has been bringing in 
top talent since Callahan ar- 
rived. The problem, of course, 
is that it hasn't translated into a 
great amount of success. 

"The coaching staff is just 
vaatly underperforming with 
the talent they have," Kubert 
said "Callahan isn't putting 
the players in a position to sue 
ceed" 

LIVING IN THE SHADOW 
OF A LEGEND 

From a fan perspective, 
most of Callahan's decisions 
have been - in some way - 
compared to Osborne's. 

Fans always have adored 
Osbome, whose presence in 
Nebraska has been felt not only 
on the gridiron but also on the 
political scene. 

He is a fomier member of 
the U.S. House of Representa- 
tives and was once a guberna- 
torial candidate in Nebraska 

But Osborne's political ca- 
reer is now over, and his new 
position is Pederson's old one, 
as he's serving as the school's 
interim athletic director 

Pederson was fired Oct 15 
after Nebraska suffered an em- 
barrassing 45 14 home loss to 
Oklahoma Slate. 

Brian Rosenthal, who cov- 
ers Nebraska football for the 
Lincoln Journal -Star, insists 
that Callahan has always felt 
stuck in Osborne's shadow. 

"In a sense Bill really fell 
that, when Tom was in Wash- 
ington and practicing politics, 
he kind of fell Tom's presence," 
Rosenthal said 

Now that he's back in Lin 
coin, many fans are anticipat- 
ing a coaching change to be 
made. 

Osbome, though, repeat -

"They have been getting 
pounded and setting records for 
all the wrong reasons," Rosen- 
thal said. "I think people had 
higher expectations and could 
have accepted a few losses if 
they were by a touchdown, or 
a field goal, or two touchdowns 



maybe, but they haven't been 
competitive, and lhat's what 
Nebraskans don't like" 

Rosenthal said the alti- 
tude Callahan carries with him 
doesn't fit well with. Nebraska 
fans 

"A lot of Nebraska lans .see 
Callahan as aloof, arrogant 
not really embracing, the Ne- 
braska culture, not really feel- 
ing like he is one of them - and 
it's really kind of progressed in 
recent weeks." Rosenthal said.

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Former K-State defensive back reflects 
on rivalry games with Cornhuskers

KANSAS STATE OOUBSUH 

Perhaps nobody knows 
more about the hatred be- 
tween K- St ate and Nebraska 
than Dyshod Carter, a former 
Wildcat defensive back. 

Carter played for what 
some might consider the best 
teams in K- Stale history dur- 
ing the 1997-2001 seasons, at 
a time when Nebraska seem 
ingly dominated the Big 12 
North 

Those games against the 
Huskers, Carter said, remain 
fresh in his mind 

His first experience 
against Nebraska - which 
was also the first game he 
ever played - came during 
the 1997 season The atmo- 
sphere at Memorial Stadium 
in Lincoln, Neb., left quite an 
impression. 

"When you come up 
those stairs, there's nothing 
but red," Carter said. "It's like 
a red sea." 

Carter said there is noth 
ing a player can do to prepare 
for the environment, particu- 
larly someone who is playing 
there for the first time. 

And though his Wild 
cats walked away from That 
first game with a loss, it was 
a memorable experience for 
Carter It was his first taste of

the blood that has been spilled 
between the two schools over 
the years. 

Carter 
said the rival- 
ry is one that 
runs deep 
because both 
teams have 
been close 
since the Big 
12 began, 
and also be- 
cause both 
teams were 

competing with each other 
since the days of the Big 8. 

Of his four years with K- 
State, Carter saw the team 
go 2-2 against Nebraska For 
him, losing to Nebraska was 
horrible. But if the games 
were close, he said, losses 
actually could build confi- 
dence. 

"It hurt us bad, but you 
always know that Nebras- 
ka was always a powerhouse 
and a dominant team," Carter 
said. 

Winning, on the oth- 
er hand, was something al- 
together different He said 
even if the Wildcats didn't 
win against any other Big 12 
team, if they beat Nebraska, 
team members felt like they 
had really done something 
special. 

"It feels great," Carter 



said "You feel like you really 
won a championship game " 

Carter said he thinks the 
feud between the two schools 
is just as intense now as it has 
ever been. 

"No matter what the oth- 
er team was doing or how 
good they were playing or 
how bad they were doing, 
it was always going to be a 
tough, hard, physical con- 
test." Carter said 

He said Nebraska fans 
will come out in full force just 
as they always do, with the 
simple goal of intimidating K- 
Statc 

Carter's cousin. Chris 
Carney, sophomore defensive 
back for K- St ate, is traveling 
to Lincoln for the first time, 
and Carter shared some ad- 
vice with him. 

"I told him to make sure 
his mind is in the game and 
not to let his mind get side- 
tracked by the fans," Carter 
said. 

Despite crowd pressure 
and the fact that K Stale is 
playing a team that was hu- 
miliated last weekend by 
Kansas, Carter said he thinks 
the Wildcats will come out on

Emporia

of Vets Day

Veterans Day was creat- 
ed in Emporia, Kan., in 1953. 
in commemoration of the thou 
sands of U.S. citizens who have 
risked their lives on battlefields 
across the world. One year later, 
a bill was passed to make Veter- 
ans Day a national holiday 

Veterans Day once was rec- 
ognized as Armistice Day, a cel- 
ebration to commemorate the 
conclusion of World War 1. Af- 
ter World War II, however, Al- 
vii i ]. King, a resident of Empo- 
ria, thought it was necessary to 
create a holiday to pay tribute 
to all veterans of wars and con- 
flicts. 

With this proposal in mind, 
US Congressman Ed Rees, also 
an Emporia native, created a hill 
to have Nov 11 transformed 
into a holiday that would rec- 
ognize all who fought to defend 
the United Stales. 

President Dwight D Eisen- 
hower signed the bill proclaim- 
ing Nov. 1 1 as Veterans Day. 

Loren Pennington. Em- 
poria State University histori- 
an, said King was inspired to 
change the holiday by the loss 
of his nephew, John Cooper, on 
the first day of the Battle of the 
Bulge King, Cooper and an as- 
sortment of Emporia residents 
served together in Company B 
of the 137th Infantry Division 
and remained close through the 
yean following the war, Pen- 
nington said. 

The history of Veterans 
Day is so ingrained in Empo- 
ria's culture that Pennington 
said the day-long holiday has 
become an entire week of rec- 
ognition for residents 

"The rest of the nation cel- 
ebrates Veterans Day - we cel- 
ebrate Veterans Week," he said. 
"We started here on the Empo- 
ria Stale campus last week with 
the World War II roundtable, 
and we had 100 people there 
for that event." 

As a part of the week- long 
rememberance, luminaries will 
line a portion of the Emporia 
State campus They were lit Fri- 
day, the day preceding a majori- 
ty of the city's Veterans Day fes- 
tivities. Susan Ruthke, sales and 
services coordinator for the Em- 
poria Convention and Visitors 
Bureau, said the luminaries are 
meant to be seen by those who 
enter and leave the city over the 
weekend 

Since Veterans Day fell on 
a Sunday this year, the events 
that usual I v took place on Mon- 
day were on Saturday instead. 

As the founding city of Vet- 
erans Day, Ruthke thinks she 
has observed more compassion 
for the holiday in Emporia than 
in other cities. 

"I think we do have a spe-

Man's military pride is 
long-time running

One step into Bill Reece's 
house, and pictures and medals 
can be seen covering the walls. 

Beside a box of medals hon- 
oring the time he served in the 
military is a line of U.S. flags, and 
a wall on the other side of the 
room is dominated by statues of 
eagles. 

Reece's patriotism is some- 
thing he said has always been im- 
portant to his family.

The freedoms of US. citizens 
are truly worth fighting for, said 
Robert E Durbin, Fort Riley's Ms 
jor Commanding General, on Fri- 
day. 

"Today, soldiers, airmen and 
marines are stepping up to grab the 
torch of freedom, and they are car- 
rying it forward," Durbin said. 

Durbin spoke at the Wareham 
Opera House after the Veterans 
Day parade Friday. At the evening 
banquet, LI Col John A. Nag), au- 
thor of "Learning to Eat Soup with 
a Knife," also spoke. Both men sa- 
luted the soldiers who serve the 
United States 

"They are contin uing the tradi - 
Lion of service to their nation and 
are guided by core values: loyalty, 
duty, respect, selfless service, hon- 
or, integrity and personal courage," 
Durbin said. 

Robert L. Dickens, chaplain of 
the American Legion Post No. 17, 
said the commanding general at 
Port Riley usually speaks at the an- 
nual event. 

"I thought (Durbin) was out- 
standing," Dickens said. "1 thought 
he was an outstanding person." 

Retired from 23 years of ser- 
vice with the Kansas Army Na- 
tional Guard, Dickens said Veter- 
ans Day is important lo him and all 
U.S. citizens. 

The people have made a sac- 
rifice (so) thai we can have the 
freedom we have today," Dickens 
said "We need to remember them 
and honor them just like we do on 
Memorial Day. We honor the dead 
and the living It makes people re- 
alize what they have done" 

County Commissioner Mike 
K earns said the freedoms US cit- 
izens enjoy demand much sacrifice 
from the soldiers and their fami 



lies. 

"Those freedoms did not come 
cheap," he said "They were paid for 
with a lot of anguish, a lot of blood, 
a lot of tears The servicemen and 
their family members gave us our 
freedom, and we need to thank 
them for it" 

Durbin, who has a master's 
degree from Penn State and is a se- 
nior fellow at MIT, said the stakes 
are higher than ever in the War on 
Terrorism 

"These soldiers are fighting a 
war on global terrorism, and it U a 
war that is not easy," Durbin said 
"It is a war that will not be won 
quickly. It is a demanding war" 

Nagl spoke al the American 
Legion at 6:30 p.m. Nagl also com- 
mented on the nature of the War 
on Terrorism. 

"We confront a very dedicated 
and ruthless enemy that has killed 
thousands of our fellow citizens 
and another war that may some- 
day be remembered as a great war," 
Nagl said. 

He quoted a speech by |ohn 
F. Kennedy to a 1961 class at West 
Point: "Where there is a visible ene- 
my to fight in open combat, the an- 
swer is not so difficult Many serve, 
all applaud, and the tide of patrio- 
tism runs high. But when there is a 
long, slow struggle with no imme- 
diately visible foe. your choice will 
seem hard and deep." 

Now US citizens face the lat- 
ter, Nagl said. 

Today we find ourselves en- 
gaged in another long, slow strug- 
gle against an enemy who fights us 
from the shadows seeking to evade 
our warriors and exhaust our na- 
tional will to resist," he said.

Kansas leaders donned 
hard hats as they pierced gold- 
en shovels into a fresh patch of 
soil for the beginning of a sa 
cred area for velerans 

At 11 a.m. Sunday, Kansas 
politicians, veterans and their 
families and friends gathered 
on a piece of land for a ground- 
breaking ceremony to turn the 
piece of land into the Kansas 
Veterans' Cemetary at Fort Ri- 
ley, located off Kansas Highway 
IS near Wildcat Creek Road. 

The hour-long ceremony 
featured speakers representing 
Congress, Senate, Kansas city 



governments and Fort Riley. 

Col. Richard Jepsen spoke 
of the dedication and work that 
was done by grassroots organi- 
zations to get the cemetery es- 
tablished. 

"This site will be the final 
resting place for a lot of sol- 
diers," (epsen said, "I believe 
this will become one of the 
great destination points in the 
area" 

Men and women crowd- 
ed beneath a large white tent as 
the veterans were thanked for 
iheir service and several others 
were congratulated for their ef- 
forts to create the cemetery. 

According to a release 
from the Kansas Commission 



on Veterans' Affairs, in 1999, 
the Kansas Legislature "autho- 
rized the KCVA to enter into 
an agreement with the U S, De 
partment of Veterans Affairs for 
the construction of four veter- 
ans' cemeteries in Kansas" The 
three other cemeteries are al- 
ready open, and the Fort Riley 
cemetery is expected to open in 
late 2008 

According to a release 
from the press office of Sen Pat 
Roberts, R-Kan . a $4 3-million 
grant was awarded to the icm 
etery and will cover the costs 
of its infrastructure, including a 
memorial walkway and a com- 
mittal service shelter The to- 
tal grant from the Department 



of Veterans Affairs is for more 
than $6.7 million, and the re- 
maining funds will be awarded 
when it is available. 

Rep, ferry Moran, R-Kan., 
said cemeteries that honor vet- 
erans display meaning for those 
who have served ihe country 
and their families. 

"Whether it is the Arling 
ton National Cemetery or here 
at Fort Riley, these memorials 
send the same message: We re- 
member, we're grateful, we will 
never forget," Moran said. 

Fort Riley donated the 90 
acre land that is expected to 
hold 11,000 increments, ac 
cording to the KCVA release 
State cemeteries provide fami-

The ticker was the brainchild of Edward Calahan. who configured a 
telegraph machine to pnnt stock quotes on streams of paper tape (the 
same paper tape later used in ticker-tape parades!

Students and residents were in- 
vited to est food based on their "in- 
come" and were informed of the 
advantages using items supported 
through fair trade for people around 
tin' world at the Hunger Banquet on 
Sunday night 

The Hunger Banquet, which was 
at Cross Roads, promoted awareness 
of hunger issues around the world. 
After each person registered, he or 
she was handed a paper which indi- 
cated where that person would sit 
People sat in the high-, middle- or 
low-income section, which deter- 
mined how much food they would 
receive. 

The piece of paper each person 
received with an income also includ- 
ed a brief summary of the life that 
person would have and potential liv- 
ing situations with that income. 

Tiffany Kershner. assistant pro- 
fessor of linguistic anthropology, 
started the program with statistics of 
how many people in poor countries 
are hungry 

Kershner said 850 million peo- 
ple around the world suffer from 
chronic hunger. She also said 20

percent or people living in Manhat- 
tan live below the poverty level 

"This program is important as 
an anthropology professor because 
1 notice hunger on a daily basis and 
see that cheap imports hurt farmers 
because they can't compete," Kersh- 
ner said. 

Kershner also said this program 
is important because people are 
not aware of what goes on in oth- 
er countries and this program helps 
to show people what hardships they 
face. 

Kcndra Kobiskie, Pair Trade Ad- 
vocates president, said this program 
will help people tee where products 
come from. 

"It is easy to get caught up in 
buying products when we don't 
know where they come from," said 
Kobiskie. graduate student in busi- 
ness administration. 

She said people need to be 
more mindful of what sources they 
are buying items from because a lot 
of products are not made in fair en- 
vironments. 

Kobiskie said the K-State Pair 
Trade Advocates will be host to Mar- 
ketplace this week, where fair trade 
items will be sold. 

"Our main goal of the club is to 



educate people about fair trade and 
to work to get more fair trade items 
available in Manhattan," Kobiskie 
said. 

Nathan Retta. junior in chemi- 
cal engineering, said he has been in- 
volved with K-State Fair Trade Ad- 
vocates for about a year. 

This banquet was held to raise 
awareness of global hunger and how 
it relates to hunger that favors big 
economies," Retta said. 

Retta said the organization is 
trying to raise awareness of interna- 
tional trade and how it affects glob 
al situations and poverty He also 
said people should pay attention to 
where they put their money because 
the products they purchase might 
not be made in just conditions. 

"I am passionate about this is- 
sue and feel it is a good cause that 
needs to be addressed," Retta said. 

Heather Centner, senior in 
management, said she enjoyed the 
event because it was a different way 
to view the perspectives of how peo- 
ple of different incomes eat and 
the statistics of hunger around the 
world 

"This was a good way to get a 
better understanding of the fair trade 
issue," Gerstner said.

about discrimi- 
nation when we 
have an inter- 
view But urifor* 

tunately, some 

of us will have to worry. 

In the United States, a po- 
tential employee can be turned 
down for a job because of his 
or her sexual orientation. Equal 
Employment Opportunity laws 
ban the discrimination of indi 
victuals based on reasons like 
race, age and physical ability. 
Unfortunately, attempts in the 
last 30 years to include gays into 
this legislation have failed. 

Many states - including 
Kansas - ban such discrimina- 
tion in government hiring. On 
Aug. 31, Gov. Kathleen Sebelius 
signed an executive order that 
grants protection to current and 
potential governmental employ- 
ees, according to the Sept. 1 To- 
peka Capital-Journal. 

The U.S. House of Repre 
sentatives passed legislation on 



Nov 7 to ban such discrimina- 
tions by private employers as 
well. The Senate most likely will 
consider it next year, according 
to the New York Times In 1974, 
Reps Edward I Koch and Bella 
Abzug of New York, both Dem- 
ocrats, tried to pass such laws 
but consistently ran into obsta- 
cles, according to the Times. 

It is good to know Kansas 
is ahead of the curve and joined 
31 other states in taking a stand 
against discrimination. 

According to the Nov. 2 
Collegian. Student Senate unan- 
imously passed a bill banning 
the discrimination of gays by the 
university. Even at K-State, the 
pinnacle of Midwestern conser- 
vatism, all of us agree discrimi- 
nation is wrong. Period 

Yet, more can be done 

Critics of such laws and pol- 
icies say it will intrude on em- 
ployers' religious views or could 
bring unwanted lawsuits Presi 
dent Bush is one such critic. He 
has threatened to veto similar 
legislation to the House's reso 
lution - and few think he will 
change his mind. 

Some Kansas lawmakers are 
in the same boat. Republican 
Reps. Mike O'Neal, Hutchinson, 
Kan.; and Lance Kinzer, Ola the, 
Kan.; had reservations about 
the governmental employer ban, 
and they said the legislature will 
take a bigger look at the execu- 



tive order next year, according 
to the Capital-journal. 

It has taken some time, but 
we finally arc making progress 
It is understandable the House 
would pass this kind of law be 
cause of the number of gay 
rights-supporting lawmakers 
But at the same time, it is admi- 
rable that Sebelius is willing to 
take such a stand in one of the 
most conservative parts of the 
country 

Hopefully, we won't stop at 
just governmental jobs and will 
continue to extend equal pro- 
tection to gays - the same pro- 
tections that are award- 
ed to other minori- 
ties, It will take time, 
but eventually more of 
those in politics will get 
on board with the rest of 
the country.

Congress has decided to put 
out - at least with regard to ciga 
relics 

In an effort to take aim at the 
cigarette industry, politicians have 
placed bans on tobacco sales in 
Senate buildings, and more impor- 
tantly, have decided to place an 
increased federal tax on cigarettes. 

Though the government has 
imposed a number of "sin taxes" 
on items like cig- 
arettes or al- 
cohol, this ef 
fort could help 
people kick the 
habit and help 
programs that re- 
quire more fund- 
ing. 
According to a Nov 10 As- 
sociated Press article. House and 
Senate negotiators are trying to 
craft a veto-proof version of the 
bill, which potentially could fund 
programs like the State Children's 
Health Insurance Program with a 
$35 billion increase 

The bill calls for a 61 -cent - 
per pack increase in the federal

excise tax on cigarettes 

President Bush has declared 
he will veto ihis bill like he has 
similar bills in re- 
cent months, but 
politicians on 
Capitol Hill are 
stepping up by no 
longer excluding 
themselves from 
tobacco bans 
and taxes. Per- 
haps Bush should 
be gutsy enough 
to join the polit- 
ical parade and 
"say no to drugs" 
like a trusty fifth grader in the 
D.A.R.E program. 

This bill weighs heavily on 
the health of US citizens, wheth- 
er by increasing funding for chil - 
dren's health care or by being the 
impetus for so many to quit smok- 
ing. According to a USA Today ar- 
ticle on Aug. 9, Prank Chaloupka, 
a University of Illinois economist 
who studies the effect of taxes on 
smoking, "predicts that smoking 
will drop 6 percent if the 61-cent- 



per-pack tax hike is passed, tak- 
ing the levy to SI a pack from 39 
cents" 

In 1982, the Surgeon Gen- 
eral's Report slated, "Cigarette 
smoking is the major single cause 
of cancer mortality in the United 
Slates" While this statement is as 
true today as il was in 1982, peo- 
ple continue to suck on cancer 
sticks According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Preven- 
tion, 46.2 million U.S. adults were 
smokers in 2001 If this proposed 
bill has a chance at passing, thou- 
sands of lives would be saved. 

Each year, a staggering 
440,000 people die in the Unit- 
ed States from tobacco use - the 
equivalent of 10 times the popu- 
lation of Manhattan According 
to the American Cancer Society, 
nearly one of every five deaths is 
related to smoking. 

Cigarettes kill more U.S. cit- 
izens than alcohol, car accidents, 
suicide, AIDS, homicide and ille- 
gal drugs combined 

Not that smoking lacks ap- 
peal After all, it helps curb your 



appetite, yellows your teeth, 
makes your clothing stink and rots 
out your mouth. 

As a protector of the people, 
the government should guard its 
citizens' health proactively. It's no 
secret: millions die from smoking, 
yet our commander in chief won't 
budge on the bill. 

Bush's message, or lack there 
of, is about as effective as send- 
ing out a pack of cigarettes to each 
U.S. citizen, saying "light up and 
enjoy." 

Unfortunately, this habit will 
continue for decades But an effort 
to increase the price of a cheap 
pack of $2 50 ciggys to $3.50 is a 
solid investment in saving lives. 

Maybe it won't make the Unit- 
ed States smoke-free overnight, 
but any effort to get people to put 
out is an effort worth considering.

Huskers blast Cats 73-31 in game reminiscent of 1990s

Saturday's K-State vs. Ne- 
braska game was not played 
in the mid-1990s, but the final 
score looked as if it was actu- 
ally played in that decade The 
Wildcats were dominated by 
the Big Red, 73-31. 

The game started well {or 
K-State in the first quarter when 
senior wide receiver Jordy Nel- 
son capped a 10- pi ay, 72 -yard 
drive with a 2 1 -yard touchdown 
catch from sophomore quarter- 
back Josh Freeman that put the 
Wildcats up 7-0. 

The following kickoff was a 
key play in the game It was re- 
turned 94 yards by Nebraska's 
Cortney Grixby to tie the game 
at 7-7 and foreshadowed what 
was going to happen the rest of 
the game. 



K- Stale kicked a field goal 
on the next possession, but 
those were the last points the 
Wildcats scored in the first half. 

Meanwhile. Nebraska (5-6, 
2-5 Big 12 Conference) went on 
to score 31 more. 

"Obviously, it was a big 
play," Nelson said of the kickoff 
return. "When you get a lead, 
you can't give seven points right 
back to them." 

The Comhuskers scored in 
a variety of ways. They had a 73- 
yard drive where they ran the 
ball every single down Anoth- 
er drive was only one play, a 36- 
yard strike from junior quarter- 
back ]oe Ganz to senior Prantz 
Hardy 

K Slate's defense gave up a 
total of 702 yards and 15 plays 
that went for more than 20 
yards Nebraska controlled the 
line of scrimmage on almost ev- 



ery play. The Wildcats looked as 
if they couldn't match the phyii- 
cairty of the game. 

"Tackling, not holding your 
gaps, we're not getting to the 
quarterback enough," junior Ian 
Campbell said of some of the is- 
sues plaguing the defense 

Ganz threw for 510 yards 
and seven touchdowns dur 
ing his second career Mart. He 
completed 30 of 40 passes and 
broke the single game Nebras- 
ka record for yards and touch 
downs. 

"It's pretty clear that the 
quarterback was the key to this 
thing," coach Ron Prince said of 
Ganz's role in the loss "He was 
absolutely spectacular" 

The K-State offense's day 
wasn't terrible statistically Free 
man finished 26 of 44 for 320 
yards and two touchdowns. 
Nelson continued his success- 



ful season with nine catches for 
125 yards He also aet the sea- 
son record for K State in receiv- 
ing yards on a 21-yard catch in 
the first quarter 

But Prince said those offen- 
sive stats were misleading. 

"Prom a yardage stand- 
point we had some yards here 
and there, but this was about as 
thorough of a defeat as I've ever 
experienced," Prince said 

K State (5-5, 3^1 Big 12) 
could have grabbed some mo- 
mentum happened in the fi- 
nal 30 seconds of the first half 
when it had a fourth and 24 at 
Nebraska's 46. Instead of punt- 
ing. Prince dtckted to go for 
it. Freeman's pass sailed out of 
bounds over junior Deon Mur- 
phy's head.

Lastra tied her career high 
of 36 d igs Sat u rd ay, hel p ing the 
No. 12 Wildcats defeat Baylor 
3-2 (28-30, 30-19, 28-30, 31- 
29, 15-11) Saturday in Waco, 
Texas. K-State moves to 20 7 
overall and 12-5 in the Big 12 
Conference, holding its third- 
place standing Baylor falls to 
14-13 overall and 6-10 in the 
Big 12. 

Junior Rita Liltom led the 
Wildcats' attackers, tallying a 
team-high 19 kills on .278 hit- 
ting, junior Jenny Jantsch was 
close behind, adding a season- 
high 18 kills on 54 attacks |u- 
niors Nataly Korobkova and 
Megan Fan also converted 
double-digit kilts for K-State 
with 16 and 10, respectively. 

Senior setter Stacey 
Spiegelberg tallied a match- 
high 65 assists, nine kills and 
five block assists. Fair had the 
Wildcats' only solo block and 
totaled four block assists 

In game one. the Wildcats 
found an early 11-7 lead, but 
Baylor quickly tied the match. 
The game was close until K 
State on with 28-27. However, 
the Bears converted two of the 
next three points to win. 



K-State breezed through 
game two on 386 hitting, its 
best ol the match 

The Wildcats were just 
two points from victory again 
in game three with a 28-27 
lead. Baylor finished with a 
3-0 run to win. 

The fourth game was the 
closest, with 14 ties. Baylor 
held a 21-17 lead, but K-State 
fought back and won 31-29. 

In the pivotal fifth game, 
Baylor never led. K Stale ben- 
efited, with the 15-11 victory. 

As a team, K-State fin- 
ished with 81 kills on 272 
hitting, while Baylor finished 
with 79 kills on .227 hitting. 

Freshman Lauren 

Mathewson amassed 16 digs, 
while senior Lauren Rosenthal 
totaled 15 

K-State continued its ace 
streak, as the Wildcats have 
recorded at least one ser- 
vice ace in each match since 
facing Missouri on Nov. 13, 
1998 Junior Leslie Townsend 
led the team with two, while 
Mathewson and Spiegelberg 
each added one. 

Texas remains first in the 
Big 12 standings with a 15-1 
record, while Nebraska is 14-1. 
Oklahoma (11-5) sits directly 
behind K State (12 5).

Professors create variety of art to display in Strecker-Nelson Gallery

Reckling is one of five K State 
professors who have art displayed 
in the exhibit that opened Friday 
The exhibit will be open until Jan 
12. 

"It is our Christmas exhibit," 
said Jay Nelson, Strecker-Nelson 
Gallery owner "We have a great 



collection of eclectic things" 

The show is the first for Reck- 
ling in Manhattan, but she has 
showcased artwork in Iowa City, 
Iowa. Reckling's piece "My Nana 
Raised Four Cowgirls" is a combi 
nation of disparate elements that 
form a concept that is similar to a 
3-D collage, called assemblage 

"My assemblage is rustic," 
Reckling said The work for this 
show features weathered wood, 
mirrors, rusted metal objects, frag- 
ments and a variety of other ele- 
ments brought together into tactile 
narratives."

Garth opened the show with 
the opening segment to "The Old 
Stuff," one of his lesser-known 
songs off his "Fresh Horses" al- 
bum.

Garth's opening act was 
someone country fans are very 
familiar with - his wife, Trisha 
Yearwood. Trisha opened with 
a 30-minute show featuring her 
songs "Xxx's and Ooo's (An 
American Girl}" and "She's In 
Love with the Boy," and she also 
reappeared during Garth's set, 
joining him on their duet, "In 
Another's Eyes," as well as an 
acoustic version - with Garth on 
the guitar - of "Walkaway Joe."

"It was just really an in 
credible linn.' to be in the mil- 
itary," he said "It was an in- 
teresting 10 year period Com 
pared to the 10 years in the 
70s, it was as different as night 
and day" 

Reeve served in the Viet 
nam War from August 1967 
to August 1968 He said he 
formed a family -I ike bond with 
those who served with hint. 

"It's hard to explain to 
someone who hasn't been 
there." he said "When you go 
into a combat environment 
with a group of people, they 
become your surrogate family" 

Recce returned to the 
United States in 1969 when 
the war was unpopular and 
not supported by the majority 
of the public, he said 

"The American public did 
something that I hope they 



never do again that was total- 
ly wrong, and they blamed all 
the soldiers, sailors, marines 
and airmen for the war instead 
of the politicians," Reece said 
"We as individuals took the 
blame for something we were 
ordered to do politically, and 
our only recourse was to do 
what we were told or to go to 
prison" 

Reece is still in contact 
with other veterans He and 
his wife participate in the Run 
for the Wall memorial parade 
with other veterans in Wash- 
ington, DC, that honors fallen 
soldiers He said many soldiers 
ride motorcycles and camp out 
on their way to Washington 

Reece said the event is a 
chance for soldiers to talk about 
their experiences in wars. 

"We all think no one else 
thinks the same thoughts, but 
in reality, nine out of every 10 
of us that were there think the 



same thing, but because we 
don't share with each other, 
we don't realise the others feel 
that way," he said. "Run for the 
Wall has become an amazing 
event." 

Wayne Bollig, Veteran 
Services Program director for 
the Kansas Commission on 
Veterans' Affairs, said there are 
other ways for veterans to stay 
involved in the community 
Though the organization does 
not offer activities for veterans, 
he said there are local organi- 
zations that have luncheons, 
parades and ceremonies. 

"Probably the two most 
active are the VFW and the 
American Legion," Bollig said 

Reece is a member of the 
Hint Hills Veterans Coalition, 
American Legion Post No. 17, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, and 
he was a Kansas coordinator 
for the Run for the Wall motor- 
cycle event. 



"My wife has been in 
volved with me in almost all 
these things," he said "I can't 
do anything without her and 
her support" 

Recce's wife, Becki. said 
before she met Bill, she was 
not involved with and did not 
know a lot about the military 

However, since marrying 
Bill, Becki said she is more pa- 
triotic She has helped put to- 
gether packages for soldiers 
overseas, and she crochets 
blankets for babies who have 
parents serving in the war. She 
also rides with Bill for the Run 
for the Wall motorcycle events 

"Run for the Wall was a 
real eye opener for me," she 
said. "I have gotten to see a 
lot of miracles. Going on the 
run, then getting attached to 
the guys - when you leave, you 
just bawl. You can't help your- 
self. It's like leaving your whole 
family behind"

Day," Ruthke said "It's been a 

big community effort, and we

Ruthke said that Emporia

"They are very on board 
with our Veteran's tribute" 
Ruthke said. "Several events 



take place up there and sever- 
al of the faculty have roundta- 
ble discussions," 

Sparks said while Empo- 
ria's celebrations are elaborate 
and heartfelt, some lack appre- 
ciation for the holiday. 

"I think for people who 
are serving in the armed forces 
(and it) has been a part of their 
life - I Hunk it's a very impor- 
tant holiday (or them," Sparks 
said. "Others who haven't 
had connection with the mili- 



tary, it's a holiday that maybe 
doesn't mean as much to them 
as it would otherwise." 

In October 2003. a con-

Group of RCPD, KHP officers train for hostage situation

Gunshot explosions and yells 
of "get on the ground" and "put 
down your weapon" could be heard 
through the cracked windows and 
open doors or a dilapidated two- 
story house in Manhattan Thursday. 
Fully -mined men in gas masks and 
black armor surrounded the house 
while communicating through head- 
sets with their comrades inside. 

However, the shots punctured 
no armor nor made contact with 
skin - instead, they left a bright 
splotch of pink soap. It was training 
ammunition, which the Kiley Coun- 
ty Police Department and the Kan- 
sas Highway Patrol use during their 
tactical team training, said Rick Pe- 
ters, commander of the highway pa- 
trol. 

About once a month, RCPD 
Lt. |osh Kyle, the tactical team train- 
er, said he gathers the team to prac- 
tice different scenarios The team 
was dealing with a hostage situation 
Thursday 

"What I'm doing is I'm provid- 
ing them with a situation that's like- 
ly to simulate what they're going to 
come across in the real world," Kyle 
said. 

The tactical team is used in 
such circumstances, Kyle said, be- 
cause the results have proven ben- 
eficial 

"If we had any kind of a situ-

ation we believed to be a hostage - 
taking event, we would almost cer- 
tainly involve the tactical team in it, 
because it has been proven that the 
use of tactical teams in an emergen- 
cy situation like this increases the 
safety of everybody involved," he 
said. 

Kyle said the team trains us 
ing several different scenarios, in- 
cluding the use of firearms, tear gas 
training, less-lethal technology, jail 
disturbances, riot control, search 
warrants and barricade subjects. 

These are the kinds of things 



that are rare, but when they do hap- 
pen we have to be prepared, which 
is why we train like this,." he said 

RCPD officer |ayson Hubbard 
said though the situations never can 
be completely realistic, the scenari- 
os are effective for training. 

"This is pretty much as close as 
we can safely get." Hubbard said 

Though the tactical team re 
quires much work and dedication. 
Kyle said, it is a secondary assign- 
ment for the 1 1 RCPD officers who 
are part of it He said they all have 
other jobs and responsibilities as 



police officers besides their work for 
the team 

Peters said it is similar for the 
highway patrol officers. They also 
devote time to the team while still 
working car accidents and dealing 
with traffic disturbances. 

Kyle said there are sever- 
al preparations needed for a train- 
ing day like this First, he said they 
must coordinate with any other or- 
ganizations involved - in this case 
the highway patrol and the own- 
ers of the house they used. He said 
they also must go through extensive 
safety procedures to make sure all 
firearms an luaded with only train- 
ing ammunition, as well as safety 
checking and briefing each person 
involved. 

Also, costs must be considered. 
He said the equipment costs are 
minimal They spent about $200 on 
Thursday. However, they must also 
pay for each person participating. 

"The real cost is getting peo- 
ple there and paying for them while 
they are there." Kyle said. 

Kyle said this is his second year 
as the training officer; however, he 
did not get the position because of 
his rank He got it from his 1 1 years 
of experience on the team and lead- 
ership experience from his years 
working at the RCPD He said the 
team leader is completely non-rank

Today's referendum to determine if students want to expand rec complex, increase fees

A referendum to expand 
and renovate Peters Recreation 
Complex using student privi- 
lege fees will take place today 

Students can vote on the 
referendum from 7 am to 7 
p.m at www.sgaetectionsksu 
edu/Electiortlnfo Results will 
be announced at about 7:10 
p.m, on KSDB FM 91,9. 

Students must be enrolled 
in at least one credit hour to be 
eligible to vote, and 60 percent 
of voting students must vote 
"yes" for the expansion to take 
place. 

A "yes" vote for the refer- 
endum supports the following: 

- Expansion of the rec com- 
plex to more than 150 per- 
cent of its original size upon its 
opening in 1980; 



- Establishing a $20 fee per 
student per semester for three 
years until 2011 that will in- 
crease to $40 per student per 
semester for 27 years; 

- Extending the current $22 50 
student fee beyond 2013 (no 
additional fees); 

- Using $2.5 million in existing 
reserve funds 

The additional privilege 
fees would take effect in fall 
2008 Construction on the 
project could begin in spring 
2010 and be complete by late 
fall 2011 

If the referendum passes, it 
will be presented to the Kansas 
Hoard of Regents at a meeting 
Thursday morning, said Malt 
Wagner, student body presi- 
dent and fifth -year student in 
management information sys- 
tems 

"It has to be because it

must be in this November time 
frame for the board to review 
it so it can be in the (Kansas) 
legislative packet for the spring 
session," he said. 

If less than 60 percent of 
voting students vote "yes," no 
further action would take place 
with the expansion in terms of 
an immediate referendum vote. 
Wagner said 

The proposed expansion 
budget would total $22 million 
and would be composed of the 
following: 

- $14 million: new construc- 
tion; 

- $4 million: renovation of ex- 
isting rec complex; 

- $4 million: rec equipment, 
interior furnishings, landscap- 
ing, design, bonding and fi- 
nance fees

Pulitzer-Prize winner tells stories of Dust Bowl survivors by trying to 'relive their lives'

Pulitzer Prize-winning au- 
thor Timothy Egan described 
the scene perfectly. Dust 
clouds resembling the Rocky 
Mountains billowed over roof- 
tops, sheets covered windows, 
and bowls were turned upside 
down on the countertop Cows 
yield milk that looks more 
chocolatey than white. This is 
the picture of the great Ameri- 
can Dust Bowl. 

Egan's book "The Worst 
Hard Time," which recently 
won the National Book Award, 
tells the stories of people who 
experienced the Dust Bowl 
during the Great Depression 
and lived to tell about it. 

The book was the focus 
of the Manhattan Public Li- 
brary's annual One Book One 
Community Read, which last- 
ed from Oct. 1 until Monday, 
including various events from 
film showings to a presentation 
on wind erosion, ail surround- 
ing the history of the Dust 
Bowl. Egan's visit to the library 
last night packed the auditori- 
um and wrapped up the pro- 
gram with a reading from his 
book, a summary of the Dust 
Bowl history, and an explana- 
tion of how he wrote the book, 
according to a library bro- 
chure. 

He said his main question 
in writing the book was, "What 



was it like to live day by day?" 

"I wanted this story to not 
be a past-tense story," Egan 
said "I wanted to put you 
there" 

He read a chapter from his 
book which described a wom- 
an named Hazel, who tried to 
bring hope to her children in 
the midst of the Dust Bowl by 
finding a patch of grass - a rar- 
ity at that time. Egan described 
the heartbreaking story of how 
her family had to kill all the 
sickly animals they had raised 
from infancy. 

"What could be more de- 
spairing than killing your own 
animals - your own pride and 
joy?" Egan said. 

He said sometimes it was 
difficult to find people who had 
lived through the Dust Bowl 
and were willing to share their 
experiences But when he did 
find them, he said he pictured 
them as they were in the 1930s 
- 19 or 20 years old - and then 
tried to "shut up and listen" 

"I tried to relive their lives," 
Egan said. 

Many members of the au- 
dience indicated by a show of 
hands they could identify with 
Egan's stories because their 
parents or grandparents had 
lived through the Dust Bowl. 

"All of you in this com- 
munity have a great human re- 
source," he said "Don't let it 
slip away" 

Egan visited the Intro-

due lion to Nonfiction class at 
K State on Monday afternoon. 
Class instructor Sara Beth 
Mertz said he gave students 
writing tips and a glimpse of 
real- world experience as a writ- 
er. 

"It's important for students 
to have contact with real-world 



writers, so they can see how 
things outside academia work," 
Mertz said. 

Rebekah Meek, senior in 
English literature and inter- 
national studies, heard Egan 
speak in her class and attend- 
ed his program last night. 

"1 like how personable he 



is," Meek said. "I appreciate 
how he goes into the details of 
how he created the story; he 
really experienced it before he 
wrote it down. The language 
he chooses is so vivid. He re- 
ally paints a picture of what it's 
like" 

Emily Wilcox, coordina- 



St*v*rt0oll 
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tor for the dean of engineering, 
said she liked how the library's 
program drew the community 
together and enjoyed learning 
more about the Midwest from 
Egan, who is from Seattle 

"He could see things that 
other people from here might 
not notice," Wilcox said

Last week, Sen. Charles 
Grass ley. R-lowa, sent letters 
to the leaders of six different 
mega-church- 
es - Chris- 
tian church- 
es with capaci- 
ty for thousands 
of members - 
throughout the 
United States 
requesting pa- 
perwork doc- 
umenting their 
expenses. 

There- 
quests were 

made to look into the lavish 
spending of some of the largest 
churches in the country. Grass 
ley said since churches are non- 
profit entities, they need to be 
examined closely to see if they 
are properly spending their do- 
nations. 

Leaders at the six churches 
see this action as an invasion of 
their religious ideals, which, ac- 
cording to The Associated Press.

or the belief that the ability to 
gain wealth shows God's favor 

Beliefs like those are OK 
and make sense but not when a 
nonprofit's beliefs involve throw 
ing out money like it's candy at 
a parade According to a Nov. 1 1 
AP report, the Rev Credo Dol- 
lar - ironic as it might be - re- 
vealed his church - the World 
Changers Church in Atlanta and 
one of the churches in question 
* took in S69 million in 2006 

According to the same re- 
port, Dollar claimed his in- 
come came from personal busi- 
ness affairs including real estate, 
but he did not contend the fact 
the church bought him a Rolls- 
Royce. 

Who knows how much else 
he has taken from the church's 
funds? 

This is not a new prob- 
lem, though. Scott Thumma, a 
mega-church expert at the Hart 
ford Institute for Religion Re- 
search, said mega-churches "re- 



quire even greater scrutiny be- 
cause they lack denomination- 
al oversight and have a penchant 
for unchecked lavish spending" 

Grass ley also has questioned 
other nonprofit groups like the 
Red Cross and United Way 
These organizations receive a tax 
break so they can make a dif- 
ference in peoples' lives, so why 
should the government not make 
sure these groups are using the 
money they would spend on tax- 
es for good use? 

Leaders from churches 
across the United Stales have 
argued the government should 
not regulate a church's spending 
habits. But if senators like Grass- 
ley didn't keep lavish church- 
es like Dollar's in check, who 
would monitor them? 

Members of these church- 
es obviously are not willing to 
step up to unveil any unauthor- 
ized spending. A Nov 1 1 Atlan- 
ta Journal-Constitution article 
cited several responses from the 
World Changers' congregation. 



The responses included call- 
ing Grassley a clown and others 
calling the questioning an attack 
on religion. 

For whatever reason, these 
churches bring in millions of 
dollars each year and brainwash 
their members into promot- 
ing the churches' lavish spend- 
ing, making the members pay 
even more; it's an endless cycle 
of money that needs to be over- 
seen 

We need senators like Grass- 
ley to step up and question these 
financial transactions hidden be- 
hind the tax-exempt classifica- 
tion of a nonprofit organization. 

People should feel safe that 
the money they donate to a non- 
profit organization, whether it is 
a church or the Red Cross, goes 
to the intended purpose, not a 
new $333,350 car for the pastor.

Students experience many countries, cultures in ag econ class

K- State'* Department of 
Agricultural Economics has 
developed a course that gives 
students the opportunity to 
travel around the world with- 
out leaving the classroom. 

The course, Comparative 
Food and Agriculture Sys- 
tems, introduces students to 
the agricultural situations in 
seven different cultures using 
a distance-learning approach. 

It is coordinated by Allen 
Fe3therstone, professor of eg 
n cultural economics and di- 
rector of the Master of Agri- 
business program, and fea- 
tures lectures from English- 
speaking professors in France, 



Russia, Uruguay, New Zea- 
land and Thailand. 

"The idea is to give stu- 
dents access to individu- 
als who work in those econ- 
omies so that they can draw 
from their outside exper 
tise," Featherstone said The 
course gives students a flu 
vor for some of the challenges 
that individual countries face 
and also gives students a per- 
spective on the country and 
its culture " 

The course, which origi 
nally developed as an elective 
for the master of agribusiness 
distance-education program. 
is now open to undergradu- 
ates on campus. It first was 
offered in spring 2007 and 
will be offered again in spring 



2008. 

Phil White, fifth-year stu- 
dent in agricultural commu- 
nication and agricultural eco- 
nomics, said he was one of 
only two undergraduates who 
took the course last spring. 

White, who said he plans 
a career in agricultural com- 
munications, said he took the 
course so he could better un- 
derstand the role of the agri- 
culture industry in global eco- 
nomics. 

The course gives you as 
much perspective as you can 
possibly get on the global ag- 
ricultural economy without 
leaving the country," White 
said. 

White said he thought 
the course would be useful for 



students outside the College 
of Agriculture. 

"Agriculture is a major 
part of global business, so 
business and economics ma- 
jors would definitely find this 
course useful," he said 

The course consists of 
prerecorded lectures that are 
viewed through K- State On- 
line, as well as weekly live 
chat sessions where students 
interact directly with the for- 
eign faculty members 

"There were very few 
technical difficulties." White 
said "Those that did arise 
were usually due to Internet 
problems in the other coun- 
tries." 

Beth Yeager, doctoral stu- 
dent in agricultural econom- 



ics, also has taken the course. 

"I really liked the fact 
that 1 could watch the lee 
lures and do the readings at 
my own pace." Yeager said "It 
was great to be able to meet 
the professors in other coun 
tries Regardless of the lime 
differences, we talked through 
microphones and were able to 
ask questions about the mate 
rial and the country itself* 

Though it focused most- 
ly on agricultural economics. 
Yeager said she gained more 
from the course. 

"We didn't just talk about 
agriculture," Yeager said. "We 
also learned about the culture 
and history of each area For 
example, we learned about 
the history of the European 



Union" 

Mary Bowen, assistant 
coordinator of the master of 
agribusiness program, said 
she hoped to get the word out 
about the course so more peo- 
ple would enroll in the spring 
semester. 

"The course is open to 
anyone who has an interest in 
global economics and has ju 
nior or senior standing," Bow- 
en said. 

Yeagar also said the 
course was worth a look for 
students who need an elec 
tive. 

"It's great for people who 
are interested in other cul- 
tures but don't know if they'll 
be able to study abroad," she 
said. 



Chamber of Commerce developing Manhattan maps to meet demand

The Manhattan Cham- 
ber of Commerce is running 
oul of last year's Manhattan 
area maps faster than expect- 
ed but already is working on 
printing an updated version, a 
chamber spokesperson said. 

Traditionally, the cham- 
ber has been responsible for 
producing Manhattan's offi- 
cial map The chamber nor- 
mally issues 10,000 copies, 
said Beverly Orr, Chamber of 
Commerce member services 
manager. 

When the updated ver 
sion of the map is available 
April 1. 2008. the chamber 
will have a total of 18,000 on 



hand, she said 

Orr said she hopes the 
extra 8,000 will offset any un- 
foreseen shortages. 

Eight thousand copies 
will go to soldiers at Fort Ri 
ley. Of the remaining 10,000. 
many will be given lo local 
businesses that have part 
nered with the Chamber of 
Commerce, Orr said. 

Copies also will be placed 
at distribution points through 
out Manhattan; in City Hall. 
on the K- State campus, and 
at the Manhattan Public Li- 
brary and Mercy Region 
a I Health Center Some will 
be issued lo (he Manhattan 
Ogden USD 383 school sys- 
tem. Orr said. 

She said the chamber also 



distributes maps inside infor- 
mation packets given to new 
Manhattan residents and en- 
trepreneurs who set up shop 
in Manhattan 

Many Flint Hills retir 
ees perform volunteer work 
all over Manhattan, said Lori 
Bishop, member of the Retire 
lo the Flint Hills Committee 
The maps, which arc issued 
to people when they move to 
the Flint Hills, come in handy 
during the process of taking 
volunteers to their assign- 
ments throughout the area, 
Bishop said. 

Volunteers often refer to 
the maps when ferrying peo- 
ple lo medical appointments 
at local hospitals. Bishop 
said.

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Last year, half of the 
10,000 maps that were print 
ed went to Fort Riley soldiers, 
Orr said. The remaining maps 
were available to visitors in 
the Chamber of Commerce 
Visitors could obtain one free 
copy; additional copies cost 
$1 each. 

For instance, a business 
requesting 100 maps would 
pay for 99 of them, Orr said 

This year, all hard copies 
will be free to people picking 
them up at the distribution 
points. 

"The chamber wants to 
encourage that they're giv 
en out one per person," Orr 
said. 

She said the chamber 
employs CommunityLink. a 



publishing agency, to assem- 
ble and print the maps 

Hard copies of the map 
will be high quality, as Ihey 
will be double-sided and 
printed in color on glossy, 
tear- resist ant paper, said Ron 
Hamilton, CommunityLink 
spokesman 

Normally, the map is re- 
vised every 18 months So far, 
15 months have passed since 
the maps last were issued, and 
the Chamber is nearly out of 
them. 

The unexpected rapid de 
plction of maps, coupled with 
new developments in some 
sections of Manhattan, like 
Tuttle Creek Lake, prompted 
the need for an updated map, 
Hamilton said. 



The current map can be 
viewed 'online through the 
Chamber of Commerce Web 
site, at communitylinkcom/ 
us/ks/manhattan/map 

The new online map - 
a "counterpart" to the hard 
copy. Hamilton said - will in- 
clude an index of businesses 
partnered with the Chamber 
of Commerce Clicking on a 
listed business will make the 
map zoom in and focus on 
that business, he said 

For speed and organiza 
tion, Ihe online map will di 
vide Manhattan into six sec- 
tions: downtown, Manhattan 
Regional Airport, Fort Riley. 
Timber Creek area, K- St ate 
Campus and Tuttle Creek 
Lake, Orr said.

ing basketball season after the 
Texas win? 

That win was the perfect 
example of what K-State rep- 
resented early in the season 
The players played with pas- 
sion, and the coaches were ag- 
gressive and exuberant on the 
sideline They were having 
fun, and they won while doing 
it. 

Against Nebraska, none 
of the same emotions were 
portrayed during most of the 
game. Senior linebacker Jus- 
tin Roland had a fist pump in 
the first quarter, and sopho- 
more Josh Freeman looked as 
if he actually cared for most 
the game Senior Jordy Nelson 
is just good, whether he plays 
with emotion or not Every- 
one else looked as if they were 
the walking dead, whiffing 
on tackles or just letting their 
man run by them.

Freshman 
scores 2 1 
in victory

Freshman Jackie Stanley scored 
a game-high 21 points and grabbed 
six rebounds, leading the K-Slate 
women's basketball team to an 87- 
38 victory over Southern Utah on 
Monday at Bramlage Coliseum. 

"It's obvious she's going to 
be someone we can rely on," said 
coach Deb Patterson "We are a sig 
mfieantly deeper team than in the 
past" 

Junior Shalee Lehning added 
16 points, six rebounds and a game 
high six steals Three other Wildcats 
(2-0) recorded double- digit points, 
including senior Kimberly Dietz 
(15). sophomore Kari Kineaid (10) 
and junior Marlies Gipson (10) 

"There is nobody on this ros- 
ter that we don't trust with the ball. 
and that is what is exciting," Lehn 
ingsaid 

K-State 's bench proved success- 
ful, scoring 37 of the team's points, 
most of which were from Kineaid 
and Stanley 

"We made the early substilu 
tion in the first half," Patterson said 
"We just wanted to be in a position 
early in the game to work on ex- 
tending our pressure a little bit." 

Lehning tallied a game -high 
eight assists, while Dietz and Kin- 
eaid each added three. Lehning's 
eight move her into sole possession 
of third place on K-State's career- 
assist leader board with 387. 

As a team, K-State grabbed 49 
rebounds, compared to Southern 
Utah's 24 

"I was most pleased with the 
fact that we stepped it up on the 
boards from both the perimeter and 
our post players" Patterson said 
"That was a priority going into this 
game" 

In her second collegiate game. 
freshman Shalin Spani recorded 
three rebounds and two assists 

The Wildcats started the game 
with a press defense, causing six 
turnovers in the first five minutes 
Southern Utah did not score in its 
first seven possessions and ended 
the half with 14 turnovers. 

"I thought we shot ourselves in 
the foot," said Southern Utah coach 
Steve Hodson "They put some pres- 
sure on, and their half-court trap 
looked decent." 

K-State led Southern Utah 44- 
18 at hafftime 

The Wildcats started the sec- 
ond half with a 28-9 run. including 
two 3-pointers from Kineaid Dietz 
led K- State's 3 -point attack, making 
3 of 6. K-State shot 40 percent from 
behind the arc and was 8 of 1 1 at 




the end. 

The Wildcats snatched 12 
steals, nine of which were in the first 
half. Lehning led the effort with six. 

"(It was) good stuff from our 
defense, especially in the first six 
to eight minutes of the basketball 
game." Patterson said "1 thought 
our players did a nice job of playing 
to assignment but staying aggres- 
sive" 

Southern Utah's Anne West- 
wood led her team in scoring with 
1 1 points. She was the only Thun 
derbird in double- digit scoring 

The Wildcats' first away game 
of the season is at Wyoming on 
Thursday. Tipoff is set for 7 pm.

Coach Ron Prince made 
no bones about the upcom- 
ing matchup against Missouri 
this weekend during his week- 
ly press conference. 

"After watching them on 
tape, I'm confident this is one 
of the very best teams in the 
Lountry," Prince said. "Very few 
teams have this many clear-cut 
NFL first-round picks on of- 
fense It's hard to imagine col 
lecting this many players" 

Missouri has compiled a 
7-1 record, with their one loss 
coming against Oklahoma on

Prince said not only is the of- 
fense strong, but the offensive 
line could pose problems too. 

"It might be the very best 
offensive line we've faced,'* he 
said. "They're going to be very 
difficult to pressure the quarter- 
back against." 

Speaking of the quarter- 
back, junior Chase Daniel has 
been racking up accolades for 
his performance under center 
Missouri is fourth in the confer- 
ence in scoring offense, with an 
average of 42 points per game 
and second in passing offense, 
with an average of 337.6 passing 
yards per game 

"This quarterback - he's 
playing terrific," Prince said 



"He's a very confident player, 
a very different style than some 
of the quarterbacks we've faced 
This guy's a winner - he's al 
ways been a winner since high 
school." 

On the defensive side ol 
things, Missouri's is almost as 
strong as its offense They rank 
fourth in the conference in red 
zone defense, allowing only 15 
touchdowns and six field goals 
this year. They've caused two 
Fumbles and an interception 
within the 20-yard line. 

"Defensively, it doesn't get 
any easier on that side." Prince

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Veteran: Day is 'not a celebration of war' but a 'celebration of peace' 



White Veterans Day might 
mean only parades and speech- 
es to some, to others it is a day 
to remember the service of all 
veterans and to celebrate their 
contributions. The following

HOLIDAY HONORS 
VETERANS

Veterans Day - a time of 
remembrance, honor and - for 
many veterans - celebration. 

Jon Hubbard, commander 
of the local Veterans of Foreign 
Wars Post 1786, served in the 
Air Force during Desert Storm 
Hubbard joins other veterans 
of various wars each month 
at VFW meetings, remember- 
ing peers who didn't make it 
home. 

"Veterans Day is a day to 
remember our veterans - what 
ihey gave of their lives to help 
maintain freedom for their 
country, but it's mostly a cele- 
bration," he said. "It's not a cel- 
ebration of war - it's a celebra- 
tion of peace" 

Hubbard said Veterans 
Day is a time to remember 
and honor ail those who have 
served in the military and cel- 
ebrate their accomplishments, 
while Memorial Day is set 
aside to remember those who 
died while serving their coun- 
try. 

Veterans Day originated 
in 1962, when Congress recog- 
nized Armistice Day as a time 
to celebrate the signing of the 
armistice that ended World War 
1 on Nov. 11, 1918. In 1954, af 
ter World War 1 1 and the Kore- 
an War, Congress changed the 



name to Veterans Day to hon- 
or veterans of all wars. 

Today, local veterans' or- 
ganizations, like the VFW, the 
American Legion and Dis- 
abled American Veterans, help 
the Flint Hills Veterans' Co- 
alition educate the cum muni 
ty around Veterans Day by vis- 
iting schools, displaying war- 
time memorabilia and having 
parades, meals and entertain- 
ment. 

Battel Walker, mem- 
ber of the VFW and the Le- 
gion, fought in the Korean War 
and now serves as chairman 
of the Korean's Commemora- 
tive Committee Walker joined 
other veterans in Veterans Day 
festivities last weekend. 

"There's all kinds of dif- 
ferent emotions and feelings 
when 1 go on the float," Walker 
said 

"I'm amazed at the peo- 
ple that salute us, the people 
that hold their hand over their 
heart and the children most of 
all. The children respond great 
and show all sorts of emotion." 

Walker said he has seen 
an increased response to Vet- 
erans Day since the Sept. 11 
attacks. 

"Veterans have come into 
a new fame since Sept. 1 1 and 
slightly before that," he said 

Eighty five -year -old 
Charles Arthur, member of the 
VFW and secretary for the Flint 
Hills Veterans' Coalition, was 
23 and attending the Univer- 
sity of Kansas when he enlist- 
ed in the Navy Air Corps dur- 
ing World War 11. Arthur said 
Veterans Day reminds people 
of the importance of national 
security 

"We certainly want to em- 
phasize that we don't want any

wars, but we have lo protect 
our country, particularly after 
what happened in New York,' 
he said 

Hubbard said the VFW 
is sponsoring soldiers fighting 
overseas in a conflict area 

"We send them care pack- 
ages, including everything from 
sunglasses to water bottles - 



anything we can manage to 
get shipped to than," he said. 
"We hold high hopes for the 
young people that are threat- 
ened with going into conflict - 
it may cost them dearly." 

Walker said he remembers 
what it is like to be in that po- 
sition 

"I'm lucky enough to re- 



member what it's like to be 
19 or 20 and go overseas into 
a combat zone." he said. "Be- 
lieve me, a 19 or 20-year-old 
doesn't go over there thinking. 
'I'm going to save the world.' 
The thought comes afterward, 
when you realize what you've 
done." 

Walker said people should 



think of those who have given 
their lives and limbs to protect 
the United Slates. 

"If you know that you're 
raised in the greatest coun* 
try, and if you know that free 
dom is a rare thing, then that is 
enough," he said.

New trail to provide educational opportunities, safer commuting

Connecting the Kansas 
towns of Wamego, St George 
and Manhattan, the scenic 
recreational Wamsagman trail 
will bring more than a walk- 
ing path to the surrounding 
communities. 

The Wamsagman trail will 
be paved and 10 feet wide. If 
will begin in Wamego, extend 
to St George, then connect 
with the current Linear Trail 
in Manhattan east of U.S. 
Highway 24, said Bob Cole, 



director of the Pottawatomie 
County Economic Develop- 
ment. 

St. George is in the pro- 
cess of building a new school, 
which will benefit greatly from 
the trail, said Diane Novak, 
chair and volunteer for the 
implementation of the trail. 
She said she plans for a new 
system called walking bus 
es, which will be one possi- 
ble use of the trail, where stu- 
dents will walk instead of rid- 
ing buses to school. Science 
classes, entomology classes 
and 4-H clubs all will benefit 



from the trail through educa 
tional purposes and other op- 
portunities, Novak said 

Potentially, historical so- 
cieties will place markers 
along the trail to educate vis- 
itors about the area's history. 
In the area of the Wamsag- 
man trail. Cole said there was 
once a stagecoach mail route 
that stretched from Atchison, 
Kan , to St. George, to Hoi- 
ton, Kan. The river also was 
used for commercial steam- 
boats traveling from St. Lou- 
is. 

This trail might bene- 



fit cyclists, educate, serve as 
a universal recreational trail 
and also preserve this sce- 
nic and historic environment. 
However, there are several 
steps lo be taken before de- 
velopment of the trail can be- 
gin. Cole said. A class of land- 
scape architect students con- 
ducted the initial feasibility 
study, which then was handed 
over to an engineering firm. 
This will allow possible grant 
funding 

Many organizations are 
helping raise money for Wam- 
sagman including the K-State 



Cycling Club, Wal-Mart, the 
Wamego Community Foun- 
dation and the Pottawatomie 
County Economic Develop- 
ment Corporation. Pottawat- 
omie County has had sever- 
al bike rallies to raise funds 
attracting cyclists from states 
as far as California. Texas and 
Minnesota, Cole said 

About $250,000 must be 
raised, and if the grant is ap- 
proved, construction can be- 
gin in October 2008 at the 
earliest. However, if the grant 
is not approved, construction 
can begin much earlier, but 



gravel might be used to be- 
gin with instead of pavement, 
Cole said 

Tyler Whetstone, vice 
president of the K-State Cy- 
cling Club, said the need for a 
safe trail is becoming more im- 
portant, especially for cyclists 
who use highways for biking, 
like the Old Military Recre- 
ational Trail to Wamego Traf- 
fic is increasing in this area, 
making the route unsafe, 
Whetstone said Many cyclists 
go on 30-50 mile rides several 
times a week and would use 
the new trail frequently

pros, cons of using oil 

to freshen personal space 
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College students aren't 
known for being the cleanliest 
people, and at times, spaces they 
inhabit can get 
a little smelly.

The main difference is not 
whal type of method is being 
used but how the oil is released 
in the air. 

Each method also has defi- 
nite pros and cons as well as dif- 
ferent ways in which they should 
be used. 

Here are some items you 
can use to neutralize and elimi- 
nate unwanted smells from your 
space 

LIQUID OIL 

One of the most popular 
ways to use oil is by placing a 
small votive candle in an aro- 
ma lamp with oil in a small cup 
at the top of the device The heat 
from the candle warms the oil. 
and the scent is released into the 
air 

The main benefit of this 
method is that there is not a lot 
of mess or smoke. The scent 
takes less than 10 minutes for 
the aroma to fill the room. 

Another type of oil-scent 
diffusion - reed diffusers - in- 
volve no smoke, heat or flame 
There is also very little room for 
mess, unless the oil is spilled 

Megan St ut he it. manager of 
On the Wild Side, said reed dif- 
fusers involve a bamboo reed 
soaking up the oil and releasing 



it slowly into the air. The meth- 
od is effective at tilting Ihe room 
with a scent but takes a while to 
fill the room. 

INCENSE 

One of the most popular 
forms of home fragrance - in- 
cense - is a stick dipped in oil 
and bumed. 

The tip of the stick is lit and 
blown out to allow a red em- 
ber to burn down the stick As 
the ember burns, oil is released 
into the air in the smoke from 
the ember The smoke dissipates 
almost immediately, filling the 
room with the desired scent. 

One negative of using in- 
cense is the amount of smoke 
produced and the ash left be- 
hind. While the scent of the oil 
begins to fill the room quickly, 
so does the smell of smoke Also, 
there are going to be ashes, and 
those can be very messy. 

There are many ways around 
these problems, but all they do is 
catch the ash. These "catchers." 
are often simple wooden plat- 
forms with a hole to put the end 
of the stick into, catching the 
ash. 

If you aren't willing to get 
the catcher, you can purchase 
an incense cone, which still in- 
volves ash, but is easier to clean 
up. The cones also burn fast 
er than the stick and release the 
smoke in larger quantities. 

CANDLES 

Candles come in all shapes, 
sizes, colors and scents. They are 
one of the most popular ways 
to add a fresh aroma to a room. 
Hillary M anion, junior in psy- 
chology and an employee at 
Bath and Body Works in Man- 
hattan Town Center, said candles 
are a very popular item this sea 
son. 

"Our most popular scent of

Manion said. "They give off a 
great aroma. They are very deco- 
rative and make great gifts " 

Like other methods, can- 
dles rely on scented oils to create 
their aroma The wax of the can- 
dle is mixed with oils, and when 
the wick burns, the wax melts 
and the oil is heated, releasing 



the scent into the air. 

Oils are not the only way 
scents are released when burning 
candles Kindel Candles, a can- 
dle company located in nearby 
Alma, Kansas, uses chili powder 
in one of their candles to add 
a new twist to the scent. Can 
dies also often come in holiday- 
appropriate fragrances and can

|ust a few short weeks 
ago, fans of Cartoon Net- 
work's Adult Swim were 
treated to the release of the 
most metal TV show about 
the most brutal band in exis- 
tence, "Metalocalypse." 

The show first premiered 
on Aug 6. 2006, and it 
earned Adult Swim the best 
premiere delivery and ratings 
for the year Bcrklee Col- 
lege of Music graduate Bren 
don Small ("Home Movies") 
created the show with the 
help of writer Tommy Bla- 
cha ("Da Ali G Show," "Late 
Nighl with Conan O'Brien"). 

"Metalocalypse" focuses 
on ihe lives of ihe five socio- 
pathic members of Dethklok. 
According to the series' main 
theme, these include "Sk- 
wisgaar Skwigelf, taller than 
a tree. Toki Wartooth, not a 
bumblebee, William Murder- 
face, murderface, murder- 



face; Pickles the drummer, 
doodily doo. ding dung doo- 
dily doodily doo; Nathan Ex- 
plosion" 

Dethklok is the world's 
1 2th largest economy, and 
the band's extreme popu- 
larity - which, among oth- 
er things, consists of fans 
willing lo sign "pain waiv- 
ers" before each concert to 
release Dethklok of any li- 
ability in the likely event of 
an accident - causes con 
cern among an Illuminati- 
style group known only as 
the Tribunal. In every epi- 
sode, the Tribunal tries to 
covertly thwart the band by 
using various "specialists" 
like "military pharmaceuti- 
cal psychotropic drug manu- 
facturers" and a "child-con- 
trol expert," who looks eerily 
similar to Captain Kangaroo. 

"Metalocalypse" is not a 
show for everyone, but any- 
one who enjoys Adult Swim, 
has an affinity for metal or 
has a slightly twisted sense 
of humor will lap it up The 
show often contains ex- 



cessive violence and gore, 
which might turn some view- 
ers off, but Small and Bla 
cha use this effect as a way 
to lovingly send up some of 
metal's most obvious cliches, 

Like most Adult Swim 
programs, "Metalocalypse" 
relies on ridiculous carica- 
tures and whip-smart dia- 
logue to create humor. Many 
times, I find myself forced lo 
watch an episode of "Met- 
alocalypse" again just so I 
can catch all the one-lin- 
ers (which is by no means a 
problem for me). 

The series hits the 
ground running with ihe first 
episode, "The Curse of De- 
thklok" The episode excel- 
lently introduces the dim- 
witted death metal band 
Each member has a dis- 
tinct personality Skwisgaar, 
from Sweden, is the band's 
lead guitarist, as well as 
the world's fastest guitarist, 
and he is seen as the band's 
Lothario; Toki, rhythm gui- 
tarist, is the band's most 
child-like member; Murder- 



face, bassist, is very aggres- 
sive, but this is made even 
funnier by his exaggerated 
lisp; Pickles, the drummer, 
is a heavy drug user from 
Wisconsin and speaks with 
an accent, and finally Na- 
than, lead singer, is an alco- 
holic high-school dropout 
who measures things by how 
"metal" or "brutal" they are. 

The first episode also in- 
troduces the viewer lo the 
pace of the show. In it. De- 
thklok's chef, Jean-Pierre, is 
accidentally thrown into the 
blades of the bund's helicop- 
ter. 

Starving and with no 
one to cook for them, the 
band goes to the grocery 
store where Skwisgaar hits 
on "G-MILFs," Murderface 
urinates on the produce and 
the entire band buys booze 
in lieu of food The band fi- 
nally becomes so desperate 
for food thai they sew Jean- 
Pierre back together, though 
they do a poor job. 

One of my favorite ep- 
isodes is "Dethfam," where 



the band members are re- 
introduced to their rather 
strange families. The episode 
is particularly memorable for 
the stunted interactions each 
member has with their re- 
spective guardians. 

"Performance Klok" is 
another favorite and intro- 
duces Dr. Jonathan Twinkle- 
tiu ("twink-LET-its") who 
uses banana stickers as "psy- 
chological validation" to 
help the band members re- 
solve their hatred for one 
another Eventually Twinkle- 
tits delusion ally thinks he is 
part of Dethklok, and when 
he attacks the band, he falls 
out the window and sur- 
vives only to be eaten by the 
band's "yard wolves" 

Finally, "Dethklown" is 
a personal favorite because 
of Ihe inclusion of Dr Rock- 
so, the rock -n'- roll clown 
who does cocaine. Rockso 
is friends with Toki, but (he 
rest of the band hates him. 
Rockso is hired by the Tri- 
bunal to get photographs 
and information from the in- 



side of Mordhaus, the band's 
compound. 

The DVD case is mini- 
mally decorated but serves 
its purpose adequately. The 
two-disc set contains all 20 
episodes from the show's 
first season. In addition to 
the episodes, the DVD also 
contains many "hidden-mur- 
der features" that include 
band interviews, a tour of 
Mordhaus and an extend- 
ed 17 -minute clip of Nathan 
Explosion reading Shake- 
speare's "Hamlet," which is 
equal parts repetitive, hilar- 
ious and downright ridicu- 
lous. 

Overall, "Metalocalypse'* 
is a brilliant show created by 
a team of talented individu- 
als Like all things on Adult 
Swim, the show has a rath- 
er odd sense of humor, but 
that simply adds to its ap- 
peal - ii is unlike almost ev- 
erything else on TV Fans of 
Dethklok truly have reason 
to celebrate "Metalocalypse" 
with the release of this bru- 
tal DVD

higher than a C 

K-Slate received a D for its 
food and recycling practices be- 
cause the K Slate Dining Ser- 
vices did not offer enough or- 
ganic or locally grown food, ac- 
cording to the release 

"Some local growers do 
not have the quantities to sup- 
ply all our needs," said Cheryl 
Klobasa, unit director at Kram- 
er Food Center 

Klobosa also said they Like 
to use food produced on cam- 
pus as much as possible. 

"We buy all our milk from 



the animal science department ," 
she said. 

She said the Kramer Cen- 
ter has been educating students 
on sustainability by displaying 
posters, giving students hand- 
outs and speaking to students 
directly about not wasting food 

K-State also received low 
er marks for not having a com- 
posting program in place 

John Woods, director of fa- 
cilities, said there is not enough 
space or equipment available to 
have another compost site on 
campus 

Woods said there is already 
a composting site near the dairy 



barn on campus where manure 
is turned to mulch. 

"1 would like for the uni- 
versity to have a compost site 
that mixes manure, leaves, small 
branches and food waste from 
the dining centers," Woods said 
"A tractor and a turner would 
need to be used to change all 
the materials into mulch, which 
could then be reused on cam- 
pus ' 

He said having a compost 
site would make the campus 
more sustainable. 

The institute also gave K- 
State a D both in its green build- 



ing practices and in climate 
change and energy. According 
to the press release, K-State re- 
ceived low marks in climate 
change and energy because the 
university has not committed to 
cutting emissions and has not 
explored renewable energy op- 
tions. 

Dale Boggs, associate di- 
rector of maintenance and utili- 
ties, said everyone in facilities is 
trying to stay up-to-date on new 
concepts of energy devices He 
said there are many ways stu 
dents and faculty can conserve 
energy on campus. 

"People can turn their 



lights off when they leave the 
room, turn off their computers 
when they are not using them 
and turn their thermostat to a 
comfort zone between 72 to 78 
degrees," Boggs said. 

Boggs said a common 
strategy used to make a build 
ing energy efficient is to put up 
a white coating roof or a green 
roof with three to six inches of 
dirt and vegetation growing. 

Boggs said there are several 
variables to keep in mind when 
considering whether to put a 
white coating roof or a green 
roof on a building. 

"You have to ask. what is 



the life cycle of the roof, what 
footprint the university will ere-; 
ale on the planet if we use the 
roof, how much the roof will 
cost and what payback the unl-; 
versify will see for building the 
roof," Boggs said 

The institute released a rt> 
port card of the sustainability 
practices of 200 colleges. 

According to its Web sitij 
the institute is a nonprofit or- 
ganization engaged in promot- 
ing research and education m 
advance sustainability on cam- 
pus operations and endowment 
practices. Z

"Technically, the team 
leader could be an officer," Kyle 
said.

A bill allocating $500,000 
to K-State's security studies 
program was signed by Pres- 
ident George W Bush Tues- 
day, according to The Asso- 
ciated Press. Another bill al- 
locating more than S140 mil- 
lion to Fort Riley is awaiting 
a vote from the Senate. 

The 2008 Department of 
Defense Appropriation Bill 
will allocate $10.8 million 
to security and educational 
facilities all across Kansas 
Rep. Nancy Boyda, D-Kan., 
said $500,000 will go to the 
joint security studies pro- 
gram between K-State and 
the Fort Leavenworth Com- 
mand and General Staff Col- 
lege The program offers mas- 
ter's and doctoral degrees. 

"It's a grant really to 
K-State to help them provide 
the teaching." Boyda said. 
"This is to pay for that con- 
tract (between Fort Leaven- 
worth and K-State) "

Rec expansion plan passes with 72 percent approval

Screams, cheers, high-fives 
and applause broke out at 7:06 
p.m. Tuesday in the Peters Rec- 
reation Complex Rec Services of- 
fice. 

After more than one year of 
planning committees, meetings 
and Student Governing Associa- 
tion members meeting with con- 
stituents, the rec will receive its 
second expansion since its com 
p let ion in 1980. 

The referendum for expansion 
and renovation of the rec passed 
after a 12-hour online voting pro- 
cess Tuesday. Unofficial results re- 
ported that 72 percent of students 
who voted said "yes" to the refer- 
endum. 

Sixty percent of voting stu- 
dents is required for a referendum 
to pass. Referendum results will 
become official today through the 
Office of Student Activities and 
Services. 

Steve Martini, director of Rec- 
reational Services, said the "yes" 
vote is an exciting moment for 



K-State students whether they re- 
alize it or not. 

"You may have voted 'yes' and 
thought it was a great idea, but 
it's an important legacy to leave," 
Martini said. "They have a lot to 
be proud of already. For someone 
who's been around this long, I do 
understand what this means, and 
it means a lot" 

The referendum will be pre- 
sented to the Kansas Board of Re- 
gents at a meeting Thursday morn- 
ing. The referendum is expected 
to be included in the Regents in- 
formation packet that is presented 
to the Kansas legislature during its 
spring session, said Malt Wagner, 
student body president and fifth 
year student in management infor- 
mation systems 

The legislature must approve 
the funding proposals using stu- 
dent fees, Wagner said. Bids then 
will be sought for an architect, and 
the new rec expansion committee 
will provide feedback to the hired 
architect firm, he said. 

"We'll continue to make sure 
that student voices are heard," 
Wagner said "We'll take a look at

Commissioners review 
impact of economic 
development project

City Commissioners dis 
cussed an economic devel- 
opment report of the recipi- 
ents of the Manhattan Eco- 
nomic Development Oppor- 
tunity Funds during their 
meeting Tuesday evening. 

The M E DOF was creat- 
ed in 1994 after an increase 
of SO cents in sales tax gen- 
crated a revenue of SI 2 mil- 
lion, according to MEDOF 
staff reports. 

The reports said the city 
administration develops an- 
nual accountability reports 
from all recipients to en- 
sure compliance with agree 
ments and to evaluate their 
effects on Manhattan. 

The MEDOF contribut 
ed a total of $23,387,561 in 
grants and loans as of De- 
cember 2006, which was 
distributed to 23 companies 
or projects that were seek- 
ing to apply expansion proj- 
ects or diversify their ser- 
vices, according to city offi- 
cials. 

The Economic Devel- 
opment Annual Report is 
based on fiscal reviews for 
2006 and analyzes each 
company's contribution to 
Manhattan, as a result of the 
funding granted, said Ron 
Fehr, city manager. 

At the meeting, the 
goals of the MEDOF were 
reviewed as well as the ac- 
countability reviews of eight 
companies or projects, in- 
cluding Flint Hills Beverage 
and Mercy Health Founda 
tion. 

Some companies ex- 



ceeded the projections and 
surpassed the target. For 
example, Auth Florence, a 
manufacturing company, 
doubled most of their objec- 
tives, said Brian Williams,

Lyle Butler, president of 
the Manhattan Area Cham 
ber of Commerce, empha- 
sized at the meeting that the 
goal of the economic devel 
opment projects are to cre- 
ate higher-paying jobs. 

Citizens will support 
sales tax initiatives as long 
as jobs are created They are 
concerned about good sala- 
ries for their families, Butler 
said.

The truth is it helps 
people who need it, and 
it barely makes a mark 
on international trade. 

Many argue that it 
stunts the growth of the 
global economy By forc- 
ing buyers to pay a cer- 
tain amount for goods 
coming from producers 
in developing countries, 
which are sometimes 
higher than market value, 
it makes the supplier pro- 
duce more of a good, cre- 
ating a surplus, which ac- 
cording to the law of sup- 
ply and demand, would 
make the price fall, and 
the market as well. 

Statistics show that 
the amount of goods pro- 
duced through fair trade 
is insignificant compared 
with the amount of peo- 
ple the system helps. Ac- 
cording to transfairusa. 
org, consumers world- 
wide spent $2.21 billion 
on fair trade products in 
2006. This amount repre- 
sents less than one hun- 
dredth of a percentage 
point of the global mar- 
ket according to the 
World Trade Organiza- 
tion. However, according 
to the same Web site, fair- 
trade directly affects more 
than 1.4 million produc- 
ers worldwide, and ben- 
efits an additional 5 mil 
lion dependent people. 

Since free trade makes 
such an insignificant dent 
on the global economy, 
the benefit of helping so 
many people improve 
their lives in develop- 
ing countries complete- 
ly outweighs the possible 
harms of it

Infusion of new Facebook technique should be accepted

The next time a person logs onto Face 
book.com, they wit! see advertisements and 
news feeds, which are uncannily tailored to 
the preferences of the pro 
file owner 

Jusi like credit card 
companies have long sold 
data about their cardhold- 
ers' purchasing habits to 
consumer companies. Pace- 
book is exploring the use of 
similar information about 
users' behavior to launch a 
new advertising platform 
On Nov 7, the Wall Street 
Journal provided an exam- 
ple of this new advertis- 
ing method by explaining, "a user could see 
on one message that his friend bought an iP- 
hone alongside a small iPhone ad" 

If a user is active on Web sites both "out 
side of Facebook and on commercial pages 
within Facebook," or puts In the music pref- 
erences they like, accord- 
ing to the Wall Street jour 
nal, then the ad network can 
share those interests with the 
user's friends on their net- 
works 

No need for alarm because 
Facebook only has the informa- 
tion users willingly provide and 
agree to share publicly An article 
in PC World indicated on Nov 10 
lhat Facebook stands by its policy 
that "no personally identifiable in- 
formation will be shared with the 
advertiser in creating a social ad 
and that Facebook users will 'only 
see social ads to the extent their 
friends are sharing information 
with them.'" 

While advertisers constant- 
ly struggle with users' abilities 
to bypass ads through new tech- 
nologies like DVR and pop-up 
blockers on Web browsers, 
Facebook seems to offer ad 
vertisers the hope they 
can use the credibility of 
consenting friends to not 
only target consumers 
but also to get a more 
receptive audience in 
the bargain. 

The ads in the news 
feed and side bar could 
arguably help keep Fa- 
cebook free for everyone 
in much the same way ad- 
vertising subsidizes so many 



other forms of media. With new capabilities 
to target users' activities, preferences and re- 
lationship status, the Facebook Ads network 
could now help advertisers reach users on a 
whole new customized level. 

However, such a mainstream idea work- 
ing its way into what previously had been 
considered an off-limits world populated 
only by Facebook's users, is already creating 
the inevitable pushback from privacy rights 
advocates. 

The debate is starting to settle on wheth 
er users should consider this new form of ad- 
vertising as complimentary and convenient 
or invasive and exploitative No offense to 
the privacy advocates, but there is nothing 
private about Facebook, and it was only a 
matter of time before marketers found a way 
to try and tap into yet another technologi- 
cal phenomenon that has become incredibly 
popular. 

The Wall Street Journal quoted Mark 



Zuckerberg, chief executive of Facebook, 
stating, "Facebook Ads represent a complete- 
ly new way of advertising online For the 
last hundred years media has been pushed 
out to people, but now marketers are going 
to be a part of the conversation " 

Microsoft, one of Facebook's market- 
ing partners for the new ad initiative, also re- 
cently invested $240 million. Advertisers will 
only invest money into something they know 
will generate revenue for their client compa- 
nies - otherwise they would pull their adver- 
tising investment off Facebook and look else- 
where 

In the end it isn't the privacy or the tech- 
nology the marketers are after. It is the large 
crowds that are attracted to those networks 
Facebook is simply the latest example of that

We've all heard it: smoking is 
bad. and never start. But as we 
get older, teenagers are bom 
barded with 
TV shows, 
older friends

zation, globally 
about one in 10 people will die 
from smoking- related diseases. 
For years, Congress has taken 
, advantage of the people who 
continue to smoke despite 
warning 
According to Philip Mor- 
ris, tobacco taxes have increased 
73 times since 2000 to feed poor 
mouths, provide health insurance 
through Medicare and countless 
other roles the government takes 
on every day Congress takes the 
money from those who smoke, 
and we all are supposed to bene- 
fit. 

According to The Associ- 
ated Press. Congress is ban 
ning sales of tobacco in 
Senate buildings and work- 
ing on a bill that would in- 
crease tobacco taxes by 61 
cents a pack. Because support to 
raise taxes on tobacco is so wide- 



spread, the big tobacco companies 
are fighting quietly. 

Though the only areas in 
Washington DC to allow smok- 
ing are the offices of senators and 
representatives, according to The 
Hilt.com, both houses have shown 
willingness to increase this if the 
State Children's Health Insurance 
Program issues can be fixed with 
the fund Since these tobacco in- 
creases are supposed to greatly 
help the funding of this program, 
it seems like we are killing two 
birds with one stone 

Taxes are generally raised 
more on items harmful to people, 
like alcohol and tobacco. To Con 
gress, it's just a way to get more 
tax money, but it is good because 
it might help people stop these 
bad behaviors The more the tax- 
es, the less people buy. 

But this is where there is a 
flaw in the system. If we keep in- 
creasing taxes and become more 
dependent on the revenue the 
government gets from tobacco, 
it seems like there will practical- 
ly be no more money, Eventually 
smokers will quit or die, and oth- 
er people will never start What is 
the government going to do then? 
Fast food tax? Legalize drugs and 
tax them? 

We have seen this in Kan 
sas when schools have contin- 
ued to be under- funded because 
of tobacco taxes. Money from this 
tax is also more likely to go back 
to the smokers in the means of 



Medicare, hospital stays and in- ' 
surancc fees After smokers come' 
down with lung disease or conge* 
live heart failure, they will require 
more funding, thus taking away 
from programs like SCH1P, the — 
State Children's Health Insurance 
Program 

Congress keeps penalizing the 
big tobacco companies with ideas 
like federal regulation of ciga- 
rettes, restricted advertising, reg~ : 
ulated warning labels and remov- 
al of hazardous ingredients, but 
Congress is just going to end up 
shooting itself in the foot. 

Smoking is bad Sure, the 
government is looking out for us 
But 20 years from now, when a 
pack of cigarettes is $10 or when' 
smokers have quit or hacked out a 
lung one loo many times, where is 
that going to leave us? With a p 
ant national debt and little money 
left for us after taxes have inflated 
out of control. 

Congress has a lot of think- 
ing to do before all of our smokers 
get "burnt out." They should rely 
less on tobacco tax before we all 
panic and wonder where the fund 
ing went. Congress should thinks 
about who they are really going to 
be taxing: smokers today and the" 
rest of us tomorrow.

Sweat's total is perhaps the 
most impressive, as she scored

It's the longest active 
streak in the nation, and the 
Wildcats lead the Big 12 Con- 
ference with 192 aces this sea- 
son. 

While coach Suzie Fritz 
said she doesn't think much 
about the streak, she thinks it's 
a good indicator of the Wild- 
cats' strong service game. 

"I think it means we are a 
good service team, an aggres- 
sive serving team," Fritz said "I 
think that tells you the strength 
of your serving over the past 
years." 

K- State's service game, led 



by 36 aces from Stacey Spiegel- 
berg and 34 from Nalalya Ko-

Texas Tech's Leach receives record fine for blasting refs following loss to Texas 



Texas Tech coach Mike 
Leach was fined a record 
$10,000 by the Big 12 Confer- 
ence on Tuesday for his harsh 
criticism of game officials fol- 
lowing last week's loss to Tex- 
as. 

The fine doubled the 
previous high by the league, 
levied twice before, against 
Kansas coach Mark Mangi- 
no three years ago and for- 
mer Kansas State basketball 
coach Jim Wooldridge during 
the 200506 season 

"Made my feelings known 
already, so 1 don't have a reac- 
tion," Leach told The Associ- 
ated Press after practice Tues- 
day afternoon "We've broke 



records around here before 
We're used to breaking re- 
cords." 

Leach was reprimanded 
and put on notice that "any 
future such behavior will re- 
sult in a more serious penalty. 
including a possible suspen- 
sion," the conference said in a 
news release. 

Olher Tech athletic offi- 
cials weren't commenting. 

After No 12 Texas beat 
Texas Tech 59-43 on Satur- 
day, Leach condemned the of- 
ficiating crew in Austin, call- 
ing their work "a complete 
travesty" 

The eighth-year coach 
was upset officials disallowed 



two Tech touchdowns in the 
third quarter, the first on an 
overrule after reviewing video 
that clearly showed the receiv- 
er let the ball hit the ground. 

A TD pass on the next 
play was negated by a holding 
penalty. Leach also wanted, 
but didn't get, a flag for rough- 
ing the quarterback 

"Coach Leach's public 
statements called into ques- 
tion the integrity and compe- 
tence of game officials and the 
conference's officiating pro- 
gram," Big 12 commissioner 
Dan Beebe said. 

At his weekly news con- 
ference Monday, Leach did 
not retreat from his comments 



but avoided repeating them 

On Saturday, Leach not- 
ed without nammg him that 
referee Randy Christly lives in 
Austin. 

"I think it's disturbing 
that Austin residents are in- 
volved in this People work 
too hard, too long, there's loo 
much money invested in these 
games to allow that." Leach 
said after (he game 
"Am 1 condemning the crew? 
Hell yeah, I'm condemning 
the crew." 

Leach said the conference 
needs "to take a serious look" 
at having officials from oth- 
er conferences call the Tech- 
Texas games as well as others 



involving matchups where he 
claimed there is proven to be 
a bias by officials. 

Oklahoma coach Boh 
Stoops, whose team travels to 
Texas Tech this weekend, re- 
called a game two years ago 
in Lubbock the Red Raiders 
won on a controversial touch- 
down as lime expired.

There Is no such product as so-called "clean coal." 

The term is misleading. Look at coal's long list of pollutants 
and see if you think it's "clean."

A recent MIT study, "The Future of Coal," found cleaner 
coal technologies need more than 10 years of "research, 
development and demonstration" before they'll be 
ready to use.

Salvation Army rings in holiday spirit, raises money for area families

With the cold bite ol win 
ter also comes the warm feel- 
ing of giving As individuals 
step from their cars and make 
their way into Wal-Mart, a soft 
jingle and a bright red kettle 
beckoning them to make a dif- 
ference in the lives of needy 
families across Riley County, 
will welcome them 

Bearing signature red 
aprons and ringing a hand 
bell, volunteers are now sta- 
tioned at more than nine loca- 
tions in Manhattan and {unc- 
tion City collecting donations 
for Salvation Army programs 
year-round. 

As a campaign that started 
in 1981 with the intent of pro- 
viding a free Christmas dinner 
to needy families in San Fran- 
cisco, the Salvation Army now 
exists in thousands of commu- 
nities in the United Slates and 
dozens of countries through- 
out the world, said Capt. Rob 
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ert Buttrey. Corps Officer for 
the Salvation Army. 

"Over the years it's in- 
creased." Buttrey said Today 
we aid more than 7 million 
people at Thanksgiving and 
Christmas time and we have 
kettles in countries like Ko- 
rea, lapan and other Europe 
an countries" 

While the campaign con- 
tinues to expand and grow, the 
Riley County facility has had to 
expand its fundraisiug goals as 
well Last year, $125,000 was 
raised This year, the Salvation 
Army hopes to raise $130,000, 
Buttrey said. 

The Salvation Army uses 
money collected through the 
Red Kettle Campaign all year 
long, When families are in 
need of assistance, the Salva- 
tion Army does what it can 
with its resources to provide 
assistance 

"We have several things 
Some of that money that we re- 
ceive goes towards things such 
as utility and rental aervic 
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es, eye glasses, some prescrip- 
tion help (or those who can't 
afford prescriptions," Buttrey 
said "We have a clothes clos- 
et to provide kids with brand 
new clothes" 

Teresa Bardwell. Com- 
munity Care director, was first 
employed as a caseworker for 
the Salvation Army and wit- 
nessed the response of thank 
ful patrons on a daily basis 

"We had a mom that came 
in with two children and her 
husband was in Iraq and they 
had recently lost their home to 
a fire," Bardwell said "I was 
able lo go to the clothes clos- 
et and get each child two out 
fits, washcloths and hand tow- 
el ... She [the mother] just was 
overcome She was in tears 
She was very grateful" 

Though the Salvation 
Army does its best to collect 
volunteers for the holiday sea- 
son, they have not retained as 
many as hoped 

"We always try and look 
for volunteers." Buttrey said 



"We need as many volun- 
teers as possible to cover as 
many shifts as possible so that 
we can have a majority of the 
money coming back to meet 
needs to families throughout 
the year" 

If the Salvation Army does 
not acquire enough volun- 
teers, Buttrey said individuals 
would then have to be hired to 
fill the positions When people 
are paid to collect donations, 
it cuts into the money that 
would be used to help a fam- 
ily in need 

Anna LaCharite, Commu 
nity Care Support Worker for 
the Salvation Army, said she 
has volunteered as a bell ring- 
er herself and strongly believes 
in working for the cause. 



"1 loved it [bell ringing}," she 
said. "1 thought it was the 
most fun thing in the world 
because, in my opinion, how 
can you serve the community 
if you don't become part of the 
community? Sitting out there 
and talking to people, talking 
to the community, it's a blast " 

Those who wish to vol- 
unteer can sign up for one of 
three shifts that operate Mon 
day through Saturday The 
shifts are 1000 am to 3:00 
p.m., 300 pm to 700 p.m„ 
or 10:00 am to 7:00 p.m. Vol- 
unteers also are welcomed to 
assist in bell ringing for any 
amount of time they are able, 
Buttrey said 

"The four-hour or the 
one-hour sacrifice - them go- 



ing out and bell ringing makes 
such a huge impact to the fam- 
ilies and the children in our 
community," LaCharite said 
"An hour of bell ringing can 
make such a great impact in 
the long run" 

This holiday season, the 
Salvation Army is planning 
to provide 100 families with a 
food basket and toys for their 
children, Buttrey said They 
are aiding families who are 
not covered by other programs 
in the area and making sure 
that these families are given a 
Christmas. 

"There's always more 
need than what we can actual 
ly provide for Were constant- 
ly looking to provide," Buttrey 
said.

Students have been given 
the opportunity to make a dif- 
ference this week by making 
a purchase at the Pair Trade 
Marketplace in the Flint Hills 
Room at the K-State Student 
Union. 

"The Fair Trade Market- 
place provides an opportuni- 
ty for students and commu- 
nity members to purchase a 
variety of certified products 
right here on campus," said 
Kendra Kobiskie, president 
of the KSU Fair Trade Advo- 
cates and graduate student in 
business administration. 

Many of these products 
include coffee, chocolate and 
tea 

"We offer a range of 
good gourmet products that 
are made in a fair way," said 
Summer Lewis, an interfaith 
liaison for Equal Exchange 

Equal Exchange, Peo- 
ple's Grocery Cooperative 
and On the Wildside are sev 
eral vendors participating in 



the week long event. 

Other items offered In- 
clude bead necklaces and 
bracelets, wood and stone 
carved statues and s wide 
range of clothing. 

By buying fair-trade 
products, the consumer It 
helping small fanners in poor 
communities by allowing 
them lo get a fair price for 
their goods, said Carol Bar 
ta, representative for the Peo- 
ple's Grocery Cooperative 

One of die main goals of 
the Fair Trade Marketplace is 
(o raise awareness of how the 
global economy works. 

"Many people don't re- 
alize that almost everything 
is made by another person," 
said Melissa Krehbiel, se- 
nior in anthropology. "Usual- 
ly that person is from anoth- 
er country and is not nearly 
paid as much as what a US. 
citizen would be making." 

Krehbiel is just one of the 
many students who volun- 
teered their time to help raise 
awareness for the cause 

By selling their products 



in the marketplace, it allows 
the producers of those prod- 
ucts to earn more of a living 
wage This living wage gives 
them the ability to provide 
enough food for their fami- 
ly as well as being able to In- 
vest in other aspects of their 
life like the education of their 
children. 

"Events like the Fair 
Trade Marketplace are a step 
in the right direction ," Kreh- 
biel said. "It offers the work- 
ers an alternative to working 
for an artificially depressed 
wage that barely gives them 
enough to live on." 

Vendors at the market- 
place said they do not expect 
a drastic overnight change 
in how consumers purchase 
products. 

"We want to bring about 
more of a sense of conscious 
consumerism," Lewis said 
"We want people to think 
about where the products 
they are purchasing came 
from and the quality of life 
of the person who made that 
item"

Fair trade works almost 
exactly like it sounds. 

It's defined by the Fair 
Trade Advocates' Web site 
as a global movement to en- 
sure payment of a fair wage 
or price in a local context, 
to create opportunities for 
disadvantaged or marginal- 
ized producers, promote gen- 
der equity, safe and healthy 
working conditions and en- 
vironmental protection and 
sustainability 

Manhattan has few retail 
sites where certified fair-trade 
products are sold, said To try 
Dickinson, associate profes- 
sor of women's studies 

K State's Fair Trade Ad 
vocates encourages students 
to shop specifically for items 
that have been certified as 
fairly traded. 



Most large U.S. corpo- 
rations have outsourced the 
production of their goods to 
save money, Dickinson said 
She said the fair-trade move- 
ment would help to pay work- 
ers enough and to make sure 
women are not exploited 

"They often tend to 
seek the lowest paid work- 
er, which can often be a fe- 
male teen worker," Dickinson 
said 

The People's Grocery 
Cooperative is one of the 
only retail stores in Manhat- 
tan that fully supports the 
movement, Dickinson said. 

"It's important on an eth- 
ical basis," said Stacy Smith. 
general manager at The Peo- 
ple's Grocery Cooperative. 
"I think as a local communi- 
ty we need to remember that 
we're part of a larger glob- 
al community, and we're re- 
sponsible to them in some 



ways." 

Dickinson said some of 
the main products affected by 
fair trade are coffee, tea, tex- 
tiles and chocolate. 

"It's interesting to go into 
a coffee shop and just ask for 
certified fair-trade coffee," 
Dickinson said. "Some cafe 
workers have never heard of 
certified fair trade coffee." 

Coffee drinkers on cam- 
pus have a choice to support 
free trade. At Caribou Cof- 
fee in the K-State Student 
Union, fair-trade coffee is al- 
ways brewed. 

Smith said fair-trade 
items often are priced a little 
higher, so some students do 
not drink fairly traded cof- 
fee, 

Amy Oh, freshman in art, 
said she would rather save a 
little money than drop the 
extra money on certified fair- 
trade coffee. 
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People's Grocery, located on 523 S. 17th Street, features organic, healthy and fair trade products. Peoples 
Grocery features specialty products like coffee and tea. 



As fair trade becomes 
more widely accepted and 
more activist groups are 
spreading their message, 
whether fair trade is effective 
or not Is still up to the con- 
sumer. 

"People are becoming 



more aware of (fair trade)," 
Smith said "If they have two 
choices and if one of them 
is ethically responsible and 
the prices are similar, I think 
they'll go for the responsible 
choice." 

Some fair trade activists 



said they expect more from 
the community 

"We'd rather pay a Ut- 
ile more for something here 
if it means somebody is get- 
ting paid better and helps 
keep the wages up over herC 
Dickinson said

money to account for an in- 
crease in troops at Fort Riley 
and also to improve the care of 
soldiers' families 

Boyda said the bill will in 
dude funds for new barracks, 
operation facilities like dining 
halls and pools and other fa 
cility improvements to account 
for the Grow the Force initia- 
tive, which will bring in 92,000 
soldiers to Fort Riley over the 
next five years, Boyda said. 

The bill also will include 
funds for a health and denial 
clinic and a child development 
center on the base. Boyda said 
the Army pledged in a recently 
approved covenant to provide 
more care facilities for military 
families. 

"This is putting the money 
behind (the covenant) to make 
sure that families when they 
get to Fort Riley have what 
[hey need," Boyda said 

Alison Kohler, a Fort Ri- 
ley spokesperson, said Fort Ri- 
ley accepts any attempt to im- 
prove care for soldiers' fami- 
lies. 

"Any support we can get to 
improve quality of life is great 
for our soldiers and families," 
Kohler said "We want Fort Ri- 



ley to be a place where soldiers 
and families want to come to." 

Boyda also said the mil- 
itary construction bill will in- 
clude two earmarks, which 
she proposed in committee, 
that will give almost $2 million 
for a new bomb-sniffing dogs 
training facility and additional 
improvements to Fort Leaven- 
worth. 

"Dog facility was one they 
were really advocating for..." 
Boyda said "These are the 
bomb -sniffing dogs so you can 
imagine how important they 
are in Iraq and anywhere" 

According to a Nov. 10 As- 
sociated Press report, the mili- 
tary construction bill is being 
held up by a continuing battle 
between the White House and 
Congress over military spend- 
ing. 

Boyda said the military 
construction bill should come 
up for voting in the next two 
weeks and expects the Senate 
eventually to approve the bill. 

Both bills are part of a 12- 
bill group that the House and 
Senate are looking at that will 
provide hundreds of billions 
of dollars to military services 
throughout the United States 
and other countries where 
troops are stationed

concepts at this time and are 
not the final plans for the ex- 
pansion, Wagner said. 

"They can be adapted 
and redefined at any time 
now," he said. 

Students last voted "yes" 
to expand the rec in Novem- 
ber 1991 with an 81 percent 
"yes" vote. However, in Oc- 
tober 1990, the expansion 
vote did not pass with only 
37 percent voting in favor. 

The laat referendum at 
K-State took place April 26, 
2005, with 3,818 student 
votes. In comparison, 4,594 
students voted Tuesday, and 
5,244 students voted in the 
SG A general elections March 
4-5, 2007 

Because voter apathy 
among K-State students has 
occurred in recent years, 
Wagner said he thought the 
"Vote Yes" logo helped in- 
crease the voter turnout. 

"I'm amazed," Wagner 



said. That's phenomenal 
for a referendum vote that 
stands atone." 

A "yea" vote for the ref- 
erendum supported the fol- 
lowing: 

- Expansion of the rec 
complex to more than 150 
percent of its original size 
upon its opening in 1980; 

- Establishing a $20 
fee per student per semes 
ter for three years until 201 1 
that will increase to $40 per 
student per semester for 27 
years; 

- Extending the current 
$22.50 student fee beyond 
2013 (no additional fees); 

- Using $2.5 million in 
existing reserve funds 

Additional student priv- 
ilege fees will take effect in 
fall 2008. Construction on 
the project could begin in 
spring 2010 and be complet- 
ed by late fall 2011. 

Students' privilege fees 
can fluctuate based on the 



number of credit hours stu- 
dents enroll in and the to- 
tal number of students at K- 
State, Wagner said. 

A new committee now 
will form through Student 
Senate to look at different 
aspects of the approved ex- 
pansion and renovation proj- 
ect, said Lydia Peele, student 
body vice president and se- 
nior In education -mathemat- 
ics 

"Because there has been 
such a huge push from Rec 
Services and with privilege 
fees, I think it's important to 
keep all of it together," Peele 
said 

Peele, along with be- 
tween 15-20 students, met 
weekly this semester as the 
Rec Promotions Committee 
and promoted the expansion 
proposal to campus organi- 
zations. 

"So many people helped 
out in a more indirect way 
besides just being on a core 
promotions committee," she 



said 

John Handke, sop ho- 
more in civil engineering 
was one of 1,275 students 
who voted "no" Tuesday 
Handke said he voted "no" 
because he does not use rec" 
services often. 

"In short, I'm not trying 
to stifle progress at all at the 
rec," he said "I've only used 
it several times. The cost) 
would be disproportionate to 
the use I'm getting out of it." 

Despite his "no" votei 
Handke said he thought the 
referendum would most like 1 
ly pass He also said he sup- 
ports the proposal to let stu- 
dents use the expansion fa- 
cilities if they paid fees but 
graduated before its comple- 
tion. 

"I think that seems like 
a fair thing to do for people 
who are paying into it and 
won't be able to use it before 
graduation," he said "I sup- 
port them doing that, and if I

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City faces 
more 

growth 
issues

Manhattan's population is 
growing, and with this growth 
comes a number of issues, in- 
cluding the need for a suitable 
means of public transportation. 

With the growing popula- 
tion, Anne Smith, director of 
ATA Bus, in Manhattan, said 
public transportation needs to 
reflect this growth. 

"We are in the talking stag 
es right now to expand." Smith 
said "With the population near 
50,000. it presents possibilities 
in federal funding Expansion 
is not anything we can official- 
ly look into until the next cen- 
sus, so I would say it certainly is 
on the horizon" 

Manhattan has tried to ex- 
pand public transportation to 
meet the needs of the increas- 
ing population, unfortunate 
ly some of its efforts have not 
worked. 

The city received a grant 
from the Kansas Department 
of Transportation, but federal 
funding fell through, said Kar- 
en Davis, director of communi- 
ty development 

"If this would have passed, 
there would have been a stu- 
dent fee. but students in return 
would have been able to ride 
for free." 

Though the city provides 
no public transportation at this 
time, there are several private 
companies in Manhattan that 
help students and residents get 
around town, including taxi 
services, shutdes and a bus 

One service offered 
through K-Statc is a shuttle that 
runs between Edwards Hall, 
the K-State Student Union and 
the KSU Foundation 

Darwin Abbot, director of 
parking services at K-Stale, said 
the shuttle was added 12 years 
ago. 

"It was in place to remove 
the need for faculty to continue 
moving." Abbot said. "It is pret- 
ty well used by faculty and visi- 
tors" 

Another service offered 
on campus is the new shuttle 
system, which has been put in 
place for faculty and students 
to use during the parking-ga- 
rage construction, Abbot said. 

The schedule for this sys 
tern is on a 10- minute rotation, 
and the shuttles make about 
750 trips a day, with about 375 
people coming and going, Ab- 
bot said. 

"We have 80 people us- 
ing the original shuttle we had, 
and probably half of those are 
[ardine students because they 
can catch it at Edwards," Abbot 
said. "We get many people from 
Vet Med and Edwards" 

ATA Bus offers rides to 
Manhattan and Riley County 
citizens, Smith said Pew stu- 
dents use these services. 

"We take quite a few peo- 
ple to work at Kansas State and 
quite a few to events at Kansas 
State" 

Bell Taxi Transportation, 
Inc is the oldest taxi service in 
the state of Kansas Along with 
the taxi service, they also offer 
a shuttle service to Kansas City 
International Airport, and the 
Safe Ride program for K- State. 

"This is our third year to 
furnish the Safe Ride service 
for the university, and 1 think 
every year we move more peo- 
ple." said Glen Puett, owner of 
Bell Taxi 

Puett said the Safe Ride 
program has added an extra ve- 
hicle on Fridays and Saturdays, 
while reducing the number of 
vehicles on Thursday nights to 
reduce costs for K-State 

With the holidays coming 
up, and many students return- 
ing home, Puett said he sug- 
gests any students using the 
shuttle to KC1 make a reserva- 
tion as soon as possible.

Loud music vibrates a house par- 
ty and porch lights illuminate the front 
lawn, drawing socializing students carry- 
ing plastic red cups to pull out their ciga- 
rettes and converse The combined smell 
of cigarette smoke and alcohol is a famil- 
iar one for K-State students - one that, 
for many, signifies a typical Friday night. 

Though many students see smoking 
cigarettes as a temporary social means 
that will fade after college, a cigarette's 
addictive nicotine component makes it 
extremely difficult for students to quit, 
said Carol Kennedy, director of health 
promotion and nutritional counseling at 
Lafene Health Center As part of the 31 si - 
annual Great American Smoke-Out, Ken- 
nedy said she hopes the Smoke-Out gives 
smokers an opportunity to consider quit- 
ting the destructive habit. 

"Lots of students think they can quit 
whenever they want, which is extreme- 
ly difficult to do," Kennedy said. "Nico- 
tine is a very addictive product, and it is 
not easy to quit If you don't smoke, you 
should acknowledge the Smoke-Out by 
being grateful for that." 

There are many harmful health haz- 
ards that are produced from smoking cig- 
arettes, Kennedy said. Increased episodes 
of illness and respiratory infections are 
likely to occur, she said. Smoking also 
causes impedance, yellowing of the teeth 
and skin and eye irritation. Cancer of the 
lungs, mouth, throat, esophagus, bladder, 
kidney and pancreas are also likely to de- 
velop, she said 

Smoking impairs physical activity, 
making it difficult to participate in ath- 
letic events or even walk up the stairs 
while maintaining a level breath, she said. 
When people quit smoking, their circula- 
tion improves, Kennedy said. 

"Students don't think cancer will 
happen to them, and I think that both 
smoking and hanging out in a smoking 
environment both have almost the same 
harmful effects," Kennedy said. "There are 
endless negative physical effects of smok- 
ing" 

The decision to start smoking is both 
a destructive and long-lasting one, Ken- 
nedy said. Some K-State students initially 
begin to smoke with the intent to eventu- 
ally quit, which has proved itself exceed- 
ingly difficult to accomplish. 

Charlie Lyle, junior in marketing, 
said he began smoking his junior year of 
high school as an excuse to leave school 
during lunch and because the girt he was 
interested in also smoked. He said he had 
not really thought about how difficult it 
would be to quit in the future, and tre- 
mendously regrets his original decision to

Student panel encourages studying abroad

Janna Sorensen, junior 
in communication sciences 
and disorders, weni to New 
Zealand last spring to study 
abroad, but ended up doing a 
lot more than studying. 

She jumped out of a 
plane, learned how to surf, 
watched myriad rugby match- 
es, attended concerts and 
took a road trip in a pink van 
decorated with Mauri sym- 
bols. 

Sorensen was one or five 
K-Stale students who spoke 
abo„; their experiences over- 
seas at a Study Abroad Pan- 
el on Wednesday afternoon 
in Fairchild Hall. Each of the 
panelists offered a different 
perspective, having studied 
abroad in different foreign 
countries. 

Andrew Mirakian, senior 
in graphic design, studied at 
the Art Institute in Florence, 
Italy, for five months. He said 
he could walk right outside 



his apartment and see world- 
famous art pieces like Mi- 
chelangelo's "David." 

"1 saw all these things in 
person that 1 had only seen 
in textbooks," Mirakian said. 
"It was nice to have every- 
thing at my fingertips.'' 

Mirakian also said dif- 
ferent countries were easily 
accessible from Florence. He 
said the European rail system 
made weekend trips to differ- 
ent countries feasible. 

Jon Oakes, junior in me- 
chanical engineering, stud- 
ied at Czech lech in Prague, 
Czech Republic, and said one 
of the highlights of his trip 
was traveling. He said once 
he got started, it was hard to 
stop going places. 

"You catch a bug and 
want to go," Oakes said. 

Jessica Rogers, junior in 
biological engineering, said 
she could take a weekend 
trip from her host universi- 
ty in Limerick, Ireland, to 
the other side of Europe and 
back for 100 Euros in trav- 



el costs. But Ireland itself of- 
fered plenty of cliffs and hills 
for Rogers to climb if she felt 
like staying in the country. 

"If you like outdoor ac- 
tivities, it's an amazing op- 
portunity to do that cheaply 
in a beautiful environment," 
Rogers said 

While Ireland is a more 
expensive place to live in 
general, Rogers said it was 
worth it to spend money 
while abroad. 

"Don't be afraid to spend 
money," she said. "When are 
you going to get the opportu- 
nity to do that again?" 

While some students 
might be apprehensive about 
"losing" a semester of classes 
by studying abroad, the pan- 
elists said there are plenty 
of programs to choose from 
that will cater to certain ma- 
jors. Students can go abroad 
during spring break, the sum- 
mer, tor one semester or for 
two, Sorensen said, and can 
take classes pertaining to 
their majors or classes about 



the country they live in. 

"(Study abroad) can be 
tailored to whatever you're 
looking for" Burrow said 

As for homesickness, 
which might be another con- 
cern for potential study- 
abroad students, all the pan- 
elists agreed that meeting 
new people and having fun 
kept them too busy to miss 
home Most of them even 
said they wished they could 
go back to their host coun- 
tries. 

"Making friends is so 
easy," Sorensen said. "People 
hear your American accent 
and immediately want to talk 
to you" 

Mirakian said he went 
to a reunion in Baltimore 
this summer for students that 
were in his study-abroad pro- 
gram, and Rogers said she 
still keeps in contact with 
friends she met in Ireland. 

"You'd be hard pressed 
to find anyone who said they 
regretted studying abroad," 
Rogers said.

the United States and Mexi- 
co. 

According to MSNBC, 
defense committees are per- 
fecting a plan to construct a 
fence to secure the border 

This fence would con- 
sist of 330 miles of virtual 
fence - consisting of cam- 
eras, sensors and radars - 
and 370 miles of actual steel 
fence. 

This it a promising goal 
to keep the United States 
the way It should be - filled 
with hard-working people 
who came here legally 

However, the problem 



with this plan is 70 miles 
of steel fencing is set to 
be built at the southeast- 
ern tip of Texas, through 
a small town - and 
through citizens' prop- 
erty 

The fence would 
be built with no 
questions asked and 
no worries about 
where these people 
must move The gov- 
ernment will simply toss 
a few dollars at them for 
compensation and move 
them on their merry - or 
not so-merry - way 

According lo MSNBC, 
this poorly planned deci- 
sion not only could keep 
citizens from their homes 
but from their way of life. 

Officials said they do 
not want to put the fence 
up against the Rio Grande, 
though it is the internation- 
al boundary, because they 
fear it could interfere with 
the water flow during a 
flood and change the river's 
course, which would "Ille- 
gally alter the border." 

Unfortunately, by doing 
this, they also are cutting off 
farmers from valuable farm 
land Apparently, at long as 
the fence goct up, no one 
caret who they hurt In the 




process 

Fortunately, some offi- 
cials are realizing the neg 
ative effect this plan could 
have 

According to the Fed- 
eration for American Immi- 
gration Reform, on Nov 6, 
the conference committee 
on the Department of De- 
fense Appropriation! bill 
stripped away two provl 
tiont aimed at border se- 
curity, one of which was 
an authorltation of S3 bll 



lion in aid to be spent for 
increasing border patrol 
agents and building the 
fence. 

It appears people in the 
government woke up and 
realized taking away legal 
U.S. citizens' farmland and 
homes was not the way to 
keep Illegal Immigrant* out, 

Border security is an 
Important Issue, and one 
that should be dealt with as 
seriously and as quickly at 
possible. People who do not 
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pay their dues to live in this 
prosperous country do not 
deserve to be here. 

However, there are oth- 
er, better ways to secure the 
border than by causing riv- 
en to overflow and tak- 
ing away property. It It time 
to go back to the drawing 
board.

A new 
Ricky - clean and ready to 
launch his career for the third 
time - was reinstated into the 
NFL today 

It might be the most sur- 
prising move Roger Good- 
ell has made since taking 
over as commissioner of the 
NFL Despite carrying an at- 
titude for wanting to get rid 
of the bad apples in the NFL 
and making them pay by tak- 
ing away their playing time, 
Goodell chose to let Williams 
come back 

Those who have followed

in the Manhattan area, and 
that is where they found 
their support Coffey said 
donations from Flint Hills 
Beverage, Kite's Bar and 
Grill, GTM Sportswear and 
Copy Kats were crucial in 
helping the team make it to 
Florida. 

Still short on funds, 
Coffey said the team was 
host to a soccer clinic to 
raise additional money. The 
clinic last weekend taught 
soccer skills to about 60 
children between the ages 
of 3 and 15.

The No. 12 Wildcats can say just that after defeat-

K- State (21-7, 13-5) 
has beaten Kansas in 24 of its 26 matches since Oct. 
14, 1995. 

Senior outside hitter Rita Liliom led K-State with 
16 kills, while juniors Nataly Korobkova and Megan 
Farr also broke into double digits with 14 each. The 
Wildcats finished the match with a .316 hitting per- 
centage 

Senior Angie Lastra tallied a match-high 23 digs 
her 33rd career match with 20 or more digs.

The Wildcats trailed 28-14 in game one, while 
hitting a flat 000 percent. They made a late push

Thanksgiving is just one 
week away. Time flies when 
you're hav- 
ing fun, or 
when you 
are so busy 
you caul re- 
member your 
name. 

Many of 
us will head 
home for 
Thanksgiving 
dinner, and 
we'll all be 
thankful to 
rest our brains for a few days. 

I realize the only physi- 
cal activity you want to par- 
ticipate in next week consists 
of lifting the remote to switch 
from the Macy's Day parade to 
the football game, but why not 
eat mindfully at dinner so you 
don't have to waddle through 
day -after-Thanksgiving sales? 

We'll break down the all- 
day eat-a-thon by starting with 
appetizers and drinks. In my 
family, the second you show 
up at the house of the dinner - 
hosts, you're handed a drink 
and everyone congregates 
around a table of hors dbuvres. 
This often ranges from a veggie 
tray to crackers to Jell-O shots. 

Say you opt for a glass of 
wine, there is about 120 calo- 
ries right there. A mixed drink 
is double that - about 250 cal- 
ories Pop is about 150 calo- 
ries if you don't drink diet, and 
water is by far your best bet, 
though it is not very festive 
A good way to conserve calo- 
ries and not embarrass yourself 
by getting schnockered before 
dinner is to alternate drink 
ing wine - or your beverage of 
choice - and water 

If you choose veggies as 
your main appetizer, then a 
half-cup of raw vegetables is - 
about 25 calories. But one ta- 
blespoon of dip is about 75. 
Compare that with one crack- - 
er with cheese (70 calories), 
a half-cup of mixed nuts (440 
calories) or one ounce ol tor- 
tilla chips (150 calories). If 
you are eyeball ing those |ell-0 - 
shots, then maybe sticking with 
the veggies isn't a bad idea. 

If you've had three glass- 
es of wine, a handful of veggies, 
and some crackers with cheese 
before dinner even starts, you 
could be well over 700 calo- 
ries. If the appetizer table takes 
care of your lunch however, 
you could be in good shape for 
taking in a normal amount of 
calories for the day However, 
360 of those calories are coin 
ing from alcohol Try eating a 
healthy, well-balanced break- 
fast if this is your plan. 

Everyone has arrived, and 
dinner is served Turkey will 
be available, and six ounces is 
about 340 calories. Cured ham 
is 300 calories per six ounc- 
es. Some other foods could be 
stuffing (180 calories/half cup), 
cranberry sauce ( 190 calorics/ 
half cup), mashed potatoes 
(150 calories/half cup) and gra- 
vy (150 calories/half cup), 

Try eating a little less of 
them. Instead of smother- 
ing mashed potatoes with gra- 
vy, pour a smaller amount or 
choose not to go for the cran- 
berry sauce you don't like 
much anyway. 

The dessert table is a very 
daunting place for a diet-con- 
scious person. Pumpkin pie is 
by far your best bet ai 180 cal- 
ories a slice. Keep in mind if 
you cut the pie in half and eat 
half, it does not count as one 
slice. One slice is more like 
one-eighth of a 9-inch pie. Ap- 
ple pie can have 410 calories 
If pie just isn't your thing, two 
small chocolate-chip cookies 
are about 150 calories. 

All these calorie counts 
arc estimations. Depending on 
how the food is cooked, the 
food might be healthy. These 
calorie counts came from www,.

Eat slowly and enjoy the 
company and conversation of 
your family; it's not every day 
you all get to be together. 

Secondly, if you eat too 
much, you're going to regret it, 
and there is no rule saying you 
have to have seconds.

start Lyle said he does not 
believe anyone should begin 
smoking and he thinks the 
negative aspects of smoking 
are endless 

"Smoking is habitu- 
al," Lyle said "The more you 
smoke, the harder it is to quit 
It is a disgusting, vile, horrible 
habit, and I am not content at 
all with my initial decision to 
start smoking It has ruined my 
ability to run and play sports 
and turns a lot of people off " 

Because Lyle is so discon- 
tent with his addicted smoking 
habit, he was able to quit for 
four months. He said this dra- 
matic decision was spurred by 
a nightmare he had in which a 
doctor told him that he would 
die in six months if he did not 
quit smoking, and he said he 
did not want to put his (ami 
ly in that situation Lyle, how 
ever, said he regretfully picked 
up the habit again when he 
turned 21. 

"I'm only chastised for 
smoking by my family and 



friends," lyle said "It doesn't 
make me mad, though, be- 
cause it makes me realize that 
people care about me hurting 
myself" 

Other K-State students 
also began smoking with the 
intent to eventually quit but 
are currently content with 
their smoking habit 

Kevin Tadtman, senior in 
marketing management, said 
he began smoking his senior 
year of high school because his 
brother and most of his friends 
did. Tadtman said he is com- 
fortable with his smoking ad- 
diction for now, because his 
parents were able to quit the 
habit after they graduated from 
college 

Tadtman said he does not 
plan on quitting now but possi- 
bly in the future. However, he 
said he thinks students should 
not begin smoking if they do 
not want to be smokers for a 
long period of time, since a 
cigarette's nicotine makes it al 
most impossible for smoking 
to be an occasional activity. 

"I continue to smoke be- 



cause I'm addicted and I like 
to smoke when 1 drink," Tadt- 
man said. "It's a social thing. 
Other than that, I see absolute- 
ly no other benefits to smok- 
ing. Students should know 
that smoking can't be a ran- 
dom thing After a while, the 
addiction will really kick in, 
and you'll find yourself smok- 
ing a lot more than you origi- 
nally planned" 

Lafene provides multiple 
options and services for stu- 
dents who want to quit their 
smoking habit. The health 
center supplies a free program 
offered called KISS, which 
stands (or "K- Staters Inspired 
to Stop Smoking," Kennedy 
said This program provides 
at least lour one-on-one visits 
for consultation and assistance 
from health counselors to quit 
smoking, she said. 

"In KISS consultations, 
health educators help the per- 
son identify why they smoke," 
Kennedy said. "Some people 
smoke because of social rea- 
sons, some smoke for other 
reasons Counselors look at 



ways to address that particular 
issue for them " 

Those who most success 
fully defeat their battle with 
nicotine addiction typical- 
ly use the combination of on- 
going consultation, physician 
support and medication. Ken 
nedy said. 

Chantix and Zyban are 
both prescription medications 
taken to help cure nicotine 
addition, Kennedy said. The 
medication fills up the recep- 
tors that crave nicotine in the 
body, she said. 

"Smokers should figure 
out how they want to quit, and 
we will help them with that," 
Kennedy said "All they'd have 
to pay for would be the pre- 
scription. Some students use 
the excuse that they don't 
have enough money to buy a 
prescription, but a person who 
buys a cigarette pack a day 
would be spending about the 
same amount on the medica- 
tion."

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128 students' social security numbers exposed on Web site

K-Statc's Office of Inter- 
national Programs and Inter- 
national Student Center are 
notifying 128 international 
students that their Social Se 
curity numbers were exposed 
through a K State Web site 

The students, who were 
in the English Language Pro 
gram, had their informa- 



tion "inadvertently exposed" 
through a K Slate Web site 
that started with a routine 
server upgrade in Novem 
ber 2006 that extended about 
one year, according to a Me- 
dia Relations and Marketing 
press release Thursday 

Only international stu- 
dents were affected because 
the exposed Social Securi- 
ty numbers came from test 
scores on the English lan-

She said it is unknown 
at this time how the situation 
went unnoticed for one year 
Harvard Townsend, universi- 
ty information technology se 
curity officer, is investigating 



the situation, which will be 
completed within one week, 
Carlin said. 

"We're still completing 
the incident investigation," 
she said. "The investigation 
is ongoing Our first focus 
was identifying any students 
whose numbers could have 
been exposed" 

Carlin said she was noti- 
fied of the situation Nov 6, 
and since then, she said uni 



versily officials have worked 
to confirm the security lapse 

"A lot o( the work in the 
last week has been with OIP 
and ISC making sure the stu 
dents V«r< notified and pro- 
vided with proper support," 
Carlin said "Now that that 
is moving forward, (he focus

The scholarship began 
in 1927 and received new 
attention in 2005 when King 
Abdullah II met with Pres 
ident George W Bush. In 
2004, only 2,400 students 
were involved, but one year 
later more than 10,000 stu- 
dents got involved 

As an attache, Alomar 
reports on Saudi students 
at K-State, said Julie Bark 
er Lebo, grants coordinator 
at the Office of Internation- 
al Programs. 

"He checks on their 
progress - kind of like your 
college adviser, but this is 
your scholarship adviser," 
she said.

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Task force to assess 
campus e-mail needs

In an age defined by tech- 
nology and with a university 
looking to stay ahead of the 
game, it is essential to have an 
emailing system that can han- 
dle the demands of thousands 
of college students and facul- 
ty. 

Recent problems in e-mail 
correspondence at K State in- 
fluenced the creation of an e- 
niail priority task force. 

"Basically, the email 
hasn't been consistent and re- 
liable, and there's been a lot of 
problems," said Kyle Damas, 
technological coordinator for 
the student body president's 
cabinet and student represen- 
tative for the committee "The 
administration has decided 
that our current e-mail isn't 
good enough, and we need to 
do something about it " 

The task force is an as- 
semblage of students, facul- 
ty, alumni and staff of the uni- 
versity who focus on the issues 
regarding e-mail Representa- 
tives compare and discuss the 
needs of different branches 
on campus These needs have 
been combined into a single 
list that will be narrowed by 
fames Lyall. the chair of the 
committee, said Damas, senior 
in management information 
systems. 

"What we've done is cor- 
roborated ail of those needs 
together to create a list," said 
Matt Wagner, student body 
president and committee stu- 
dent representative. "Now 
we're going to pass those off 
to a committee that's going to 
look for an application that is 
going to provide us with core 
needs and a campus e-mail 
system." 

Core needs assessed by 
the committee include easy 
search capabilities, integrated 
file sharing, resource schedul- 
ing and several other require- 
ments, 



The committee hopes to 
have a survey prepared within 
the next few weeks, Lyall said 
The survey is meant to gener- 
ate a greater number of opin- 
ions and needs of the various 
constituent groups 

"We're anxious to get 
broad input from all of those 
areas," Lyall said. "We're mov- 
ing quickly, and they should be 
looking for that survey coming 
within the next few weeks, and 
we're looking for as broad of 
participation as possible We 
hope to complete the needs 
analysis this fall and then 
work with the constituent 
groups and the university ad- 
ministration to find a solution 
and develop an implementa- 
tion plan." 

Though Damas is work- 
ing as a part of the committee, 
he said he has not experienced 
any problems with the current 
K- State e- mailing system 

"It's not as reliable as 1 
would like," he said "Out of all 
of the problems I've heard oth- 
er people have had, I haven't 
experienced any of those prob- 
lems personally." 

Lyall said the e-mail is be 
ing re-evaluated not because 
of problems but rather as a 
gateway toward advancement. 

"I don't really know if 
there is a persistent problem," 
Lyall said. "It's really more 
of an issue of looking toward 
the next generation. The cur- 
rent system is adequate for e- 
mail, but it's not really meeting 
the needs that our constituents 
have come to expect " 

Wagner said a new sys- 
tem should be implemented by 
about mid-spring. 

The system will attempt to 
address as many of the needs 
as will be outlined by the pri- 
ority task force and the con- 
stituent survey 

"1 think it's an opportuni- 
ty for the campus to work to- 
gether to move toward that 
next generation of services," 
Lyall said 
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Senate resolution honors deceased professor

a resolution in memory of 
former sociology professor, 
Marcial Antonio Riquelme, 
who died July 29. Riquelme 
was a professor at K- State for 
16 years and devoted a lot of 
time to improve the political 
climate of his native country, 
Paraguay. 

"It means a lot to all of 
the graduate students in soci- 
ology that even knew him for 
just one year," said George 
Weston, graduate student in 



sociology and author of the 
resolution "1 never had a 
class with him, but I would 
walk into htm in the hallway. 
and he was a great person 
and was always nice. It was 
unfortunate that we lost him 
last summer" 

In a relatively quiet 
meeting Thursday night. Rep 
Tom Hawk, D Manhattan. 
assured the Student Senate 
that issues of deferred main- 
tenance and rising tuition 
costs will be- addressed by the 
Kansas Senate and House of 
Representatives 

Hawk said he hopes the 



state congress will be able to 
reduce the recent increases 
in tuition costs and make the 
costs affordable for all stu- 
dents. 

"We want you all to 
graduate," Hawk said "In 
fact, you are our future in the 
state, and we want to see you 
stay in Kansas At the same 
time, 1 want to see us create 
jobs." 

Hawk also commended 
the senate on passing the bill 
against discriminating based 
on sexual orientation or gen 
der identity 

"I don't think, regard- 



less of whether you agree 
with people's choice or ori- 
entation, I don't think peo- 
ple should be discriminat- 
ed against, and I think these 
people have much to contrib- 
ute."

Sony said it sold more

The price cut and new 
model make the PS3 more 
competitive against Ninten- 
do Cos Wii and Microsoft 
Corp.'s Xbox 360 as the hol- 
iday season opens. Stringer 
said. 

"It's the breakthrough 
we've been anticipating," 



Stringer said "We've been 
holding our breath 

Sony said it had been 
selling between 30,000 and 
40,000 consoles per week 
before the Oct 18 price cut 
from $599 to $499 of the 80 
GBmode). 

Sales rose to 75.000 in 
the week of Oct 29, reflect- 
ing both the lower price of 
the high -end model and the 
introduction of a 40-giga- 
byte model for $399 on Nov. 
2, the company said. And it 
was the following week that 
sates hit 100.000, according 
to Sony 

Lagging sales of the Play- 
Station 3, compared to sales 
of the Wii and XBox 360, 
prompted Sony to cut the 
price in the United States as 
it had in Japan and Europe. 

"Obviously, we've taken 



so much heat over the year 
on PS3," Stringer said from 
his office in Tokyo, "Final- 
ly, the turning point has been 
passed." 

Stringer said Sony is 
poised to benefit from the 
difficulty Nintendo has had 
producing Wii consoles fast 
enough to keep up with de 
mand. 

"It's a little fortuitous 
that the Wii is running out of 
hardware," Stringer said 

By October, Nintendo 
had shipped 9.3 million units 
worldwide of the Wii, which 
went on sale late last year. By 
the end of this fiscal year in 
March 2008, total global Wii 
shipments are expected to 
reach 22.3 million 

Sony had sold S million 
PS3s worldwide by Octo- 
ber The game console went 



on sale late last year in Japan 
and the U.S. and in March in 
Europe. 

Microsoft had sold 11 6 
million Xbox 360 machines 
in two years. 

Sony executives said the 
rising sales also will boost 
the Blu-ray high definition 
DVD format. A Blu-ray drive 
comes with the PS3 

"It puts us vastly ahead 
of where the other format is 
going to be in terms of an 
installed base in people's 
homes by the end of this hol- 
iday season," Andrew House, 
Sony's chief marketing offi- 
cer, said. 

Toshiba Corp has been 
selling players for its rival 
DVD format for high-defini- 
tion as low as $200 and pric- 
es are expected to drop fur- 
ther.

'Go green tactics 

GE uses environmentalist tricks to reach consumers on NBC 




Do not adjust your television 
- the color and contrast are set 
to their right settings: people are 
truly seeing green 
at the bottom of 
their television. 

Stations like 
CNN and NBC 
recently have dis- 
played advertise 
ments encourag- 
ing people to go 
green On Nov 8, 
NBC ran an inap- 
propriate public 
service announce- 
ment for NBC's 
"Green is Universal" campaign 
displaying members of the cast 
from its hit show "Scrubs." 

In the PSA. a woman is ly- 
ing in a bed unconscious when 
her heart monitor starts to flat- 
line. When asked if a doctor was 
going to do anything to help the 
woman, the doctor said she has 
a DNR - or do not resuscitate - 
order Smiling, the other doctor 
quickly shuts off the monitor and 
basically says, "Well, don't waste 
energy" 

Neglecting the lack of tact 
in this message, people have 
started to wonder why these 
TV stations are becoming 
so involved in the 
environmentalist Go 
Green Campaign. 

Figuring out 
who owns these 
respective net- 
works is the first 
step in understanding 
the intentions behind 
the push to go green 
General Electric, one 
of the world's larg- 
est energy companies, 
owns networks like N BC 
and its subsidiaries, accord- 
ing to Columbia Journalism Re- 
view 

Since 2004, governmental 
officials began lo threaten ener- 
gy companies for acquiring high 
profits and polluting our coun- 
try. In a Feb. 2 speech, Democrat- 
ic presidential candidate Hillary 
Clinton said in reference to ener- 
gy company's high profits. "1 want 
to take those profits." 

This statement sounds simi- 



lar to the one she made back in 
2004, when she said, "We're going 
to take things away from you on 
behalf of the common good " 

With politicians spewing out 
rhetoric like this, it is not surpris- 
ing companies like GE would like 
to protect themselves and make a 
few extra bucks at the same time. 

GE recently has tried to 
shake its negative image of pro- 
ducing coal plants across the 
globe. According to its Web site, 
GE has been at the forefront of 
clean-burning coal technology 

After Enron's bankrupt- 
cy auction, GE Wind was creat- 
ed out of Enron Wind. Prior to 
the sale, according to an ar- 
ticle in the New York 
Times on April 12, 
2002, 



Enron Wind was "the world's 
largest wind-turbine operator" 
The article went on to show sales 
at Enron Wind went from $50 
million in 1997 to $800 million in 
2001. Now those sales belong to 
GE, and they do not want those 
profits taken. 

GE has taken an increasing 
role in the development and im- 
plementation of clean and renew- 
able energy forms, but the com- 
pany still has a lot of stock in its 
fossil fuels, which is where NBC 
comes in to help them GE has 
been able to spin a web and use 



NBC's "Green is Universal" cam- 
paign as one of its greatest adver- 
tising methods. 

Most people are unaware GE 
owns NBC. PSAs are run to re- 
mind people to act green and then 
are followed by a strategically 
placed ad for GE's new Evolution 
Series Locomotives, which have 
higher fuel efficiency It is no ac- 
cident. 

"Green is Universal" wasn't 
started to benefit the Earth; rath- 
er, it was designed to increase 
profits for the owners of NBC. 
These actions are a wonderful 
business ploy - but a ploy all the 
same.

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Native Americans face obstacles inhibiting AIDS prevention

dominately among minori- 
ties, and the disease has done 
more damage to the people of 
Africa in one generation than 
100 years of apartheid ever 
could 

Here in the United 
States, the first and foremost 
people affected are African 
Americans who, according to 
the Center for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention's Web 
site, make up for 49 percent 
of US citizens with AIDS 
The others arc Caucasians 
with 3 1 percent and Hispart- 
ics with 18 percent 

These three groups ac- 
count for 98 percent of U.S. 
citizens with AIDS The re- 



maining two percent are the 
oddly grouped Asian/Pacific 
Islander category with I per- 
cent and Native American/ 
Alaskan Natives with the oth- 
er 1 percent. 

Reading these statistics, 
it sounds as if Native Amer- 
icans are doing well at pre 
venting the spread of AIDS 
However, one may ask, how 
many of them might really be 
affected by AIDS if they make 
up 1 percent of AIDS -infect- 
ed Americans? The answer 
will surprise many, because it 
is a high number 

Native American/ Alas- 
kan Native people make up 
for 1.5 percent of the US 
population When population 
is taken into account, they 
pass Asians and Caucasians 
to become the third -most 
AIDS -afflicted ethnic group 
in this country. 

Native Americans with 
AIDS have the second fast- 
est mortality rate among any 
ethnic group in the United 
States. This, and the extreme 
rate of alcoholism among the 
tribes, could soon make the 
Native American/Alaskan 
Native chart group a percent- 
age of a percentage 

There are 562 federally 
recognized tribes and an ad- 
ditional 50 recognized by in- 



dividual states, each with 
their own system of laws, cul- 
tural beliefs and practices. 
Reservations make it difficult 
to come up with a prevention 
program, because they are so 
closely knit. It is almost im- 
possible to get tested close to 
home without being seen by 
someone in the community. 
which explains why 58 per- 
cent of Native Americans say 
they have never been test- 
ed for HIV, according to the 
CDC Web site 

Another obstacle facing 
Al DS prevention is the pov- 
erty on reservations, which is 
almost twice the amount of 
the United States average 

This is a bad situation for 
many people, but the CDC 
can do litUe more than spread 
the word, and when it comes 
down to it, there are 612 dif- 
ferent groups that are each 
going to need to come up 
with a different, comprehen 
sive way of dealing with this 
problem 

Education is the only 
way to change the stigma that 
surrounds getting tested for 
AIDS

Though they accept- 
ed responsibility, admin- 
istrators gave few details 
about how and why this '. 
information was made 
public on the Web site, - 
and there seem to be no - 
answers as to why offi- 
cials did not know about 
this problem for a year. 

It is vitally important 
for people to safeguard 
their personal data. Es- 
pecially on the Internet, 
where any available in- 
formation can be reached 
in seconds, it was unac- 
ceptable for these stu- 
dents to be put at such an 
unnecessary risk. 

At a university that 
highly touts its efforts to 
reach out to internation- 
al students and increase 
diversity, it is a shame it 
would do something so 
negligent with these stu- 
dents' information. 

It is our hope that ad 
ministrators will respond 
and repair the damage 
that might have been 
caused by this lack of 
foresight as quickly as 
possible.

1 have heard that there 
are tunnel* on campus. Is 
that true? 

A system of tunnels, 
which lies several feet under 
campus and extends out from 
Seaton Hall, lures students to 
explore them every year. 

The tunnels, which con- 
tain steam pipes that provide 
heat to most of campus, com- 
munication wires and other 
pipes, first were built in 1894 
to heat the campus and allow 
students to travel from build- 
ing to building underground. 

Pipes were later add 
ed as the campus expanded, 
and the pipes now span more 
than four miles and are be- 
low about 95 percent of cam- 
pus. 

Today, exploring the tun- 
nels is considered trespassing 
and perpetrators are subject 
to arrest. 

According to past Col- 
legian articles, the Division 
of Facilities encourages stu- 
dents to avoid the tunnels 
Temperatures in the tunnels 
can reach 180 degrees Fahr- 
enheit, and some tunnels 
are very small and the steam 
pipes can reach several hun- 



mack lh» BiCi nurtcft li p^p 
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dred degrees. 

The pipes also are very 
old, dating back to the 1930s, 
and many of them have had 
to be replaced 

The tunnels were not al- 
ways monitored as closely for 
student traffic though. In the 
1940s and earlier, students 
reportedly used the tunnels 
regularly to get to differ 
ant buildings during winter 
months. 

In those days, though 
students had more access 
to tunnels, they might have 
been more dangerous. Much 
of the original tunnels were 
not supported with concrete 
or bricks because of the hard 
clay soil underneath much of 
campus, and the tunnels reg- 
ularly collapsed and leaked 
when it rained. The pipes 
also were mostly sheathed 
with asbestos, which eventu- 
ally was removed for obvious 
reasons 

In 1908, a construction 
worker was leading a pack of 
mules through a tunnel that 
was being built to the then- 
new veterinary building when 
the tunnel caved in, killing 
him and the mules. When

In a rematch of last season's 
triple- overtime thriller, K-State 
fell 56-44 at Wyoming on Thurs- 
day night 

K-State fell behind early in a 
low-scoring first half as the Cow- 
girls used strong offensive re- 
bounding to build a 13-8 lead. 

Wyoming picked up nine of- 
fensive boards and 23 total re- 
bounds in the first half. 

Shalin Spani hit K-State's 
only 3 pointer of the game to cut 
the score to 15-H and help the 
Wildcats stay within striking dis- 
tance as the first half ended with 
a 20-15 lead for Wyoming 

The Cowgirls took off to a 
30 19 lead in the second half un- 
til Marlies Gipson and Shalee 
Lc fining sparked an 8-2 run to 
bring the Wildcats within two at 
34-32. 

Wyoming followed with a 
12-3 run late in the half to take 
a commanding 54-43 lead and 
held on to give the Wildcats their 
first loss of the season. 

Justyna Podziemska led the 
Cowgirls with 20 points and add- 
ed six rebounds and two blocks 
Aubrey Vandiver was the biggest 
contributor to Wyoming's offen 
sive rebounding effort, notching 
four of the 14 total. 

Five K-State players scored 
at the end of the night, and three 
finished in double figures. Leh- 
ning led with 14, Gipson had 
13. and Ashley Sweat scored 10 
points.

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Local church has varied history 
that dates back 128 years

After 128 years, Beth- 
el African Methodist Epis- 
copal Church still opens its 
doors every Sunday Bethel is 
the oldest African -American 
church in Manhattan. 

JohnElIu Holmes, coor- 
dinator for multicultural re- 
cruitment and retention at 
K-State, said she has attended 
the church for two years. 

Along with attending on 
Sunday mornings, Holmes is 
the church clerk and sings in 
the church choir 

"When I transferred from 
the University of Missouri 
to teach here at K-State, the 
church was so welcoming and 
helped with my transition into 
Manhattan," Holmes said 

Also a professor of Amer- 
ican ethnic studies at K-State, 
Holmes said she speaks proud- 
ly to her students of the culture 
and history of her church 

"The church was founded 
by 21 freed slaves during the 
Exodus Movement to Kansas, 



and the land itself was pur- 
chased for only $20," Holmes 
said. 

Holmes also said the 
church survived a major flood 
in 1951 and was active in the 
civil rights movement. 

In 1916, the church 
brought in Bishop Handy, a 
prominent revival speaker 
from Kentucky. 

Holmes said he led nu- 
merous rallies and revivals for 
the people in Manhattan and 
was a prelude to many of the 
civil rights movements that 
were to come 

Six years prior to the civ- 
il rights movement, the cler- 
gy formed an organization, 
which worked toward a hu- 
man rights commission. 

One of the members, 
James E Butler, still attends 
Bethel at age 94. 

Many families of the con- 
gregation have been in the 
church for generations 

"I was raised up in the 
church, along with my mom 
and her mum's mom," said 
Ashley Morgan, former 



K-State student now work 
ing at Northview Elementary. 
Morgan said though she was 
raised in Manhattan, her in- 
volvement in the church has 
made her more active in the 
community. 

"Last Friday was the 128th 
anniversary of the founding of 
our church," Morgan said "1 
helped with the Pun Night for 
the kids We made cards for 
the soldiers in Iraq." 

She said the annual cel- 
ebration of the founding of 
Bethel is always a big cele 
brat ion, and members of the 
community participate in the 
events. 

While some have a long 
line of history in the church, 
others have only been attend- 
ing for a few years 

Terry Petric Jr., senior in 
social sciences, has been go- 
ing to the church for two years 
with his mother, Holmes 

"I went to other church 
es, but this one felt like home 
when I went," Petrie said 

The congregation is small, 
he said, but the members are

Vet-med faculty travel to South America, work to end foot-and-mouth disease

K-State professors work- 
ing toward eradicating foot- 
and-mouth disease traveled to 
Brazil and Paraguay in Octo- 
ber to learn what they could do 
to help 

Dr Ralph Richardson, 
dean of the College of Veteri- 
nary Medicine, and Dr. Lisa 
Freeman, the college's associ- 
ate dean for research and grad- 
uate programs, are part of a 
team of experts aiming to erad- 
icate foot-and-mouth disease 
in the Western Hemisphere by 
2010 

Foot-and-mouth disease is 
a severe, highly communicable 
viral disease that affects cattle, 
pigs, sheep, goats and deer. The 
disease is characterized by blis- 
ters and sores in and around 
the mouth, on the teats and be- 



tween the hooves. 

Many affected animals re- 
cover, but the disease leaves 
them debilitated, and has se- 
vere economic consequenc- 
es through losses in milk and 
meat production. 

According to the US De- 
partment of Agriculture Web 
site, the United Stales has been 
free of foot-and-mouth disease 
since 1929, when the last of 
nine outbreaks were eradieat 
ed. 

Dr David Vogt, area veter 
i Marian in charge for the USDA 
Veterinary Service Office in To- 
peka, said farmers and ranch 
ers always are concerned about 
the disease's possible rein tro- 
th at inn into the United States 

"Livestock owners know 
that it would have a tremen- 
dous economic impact on the 
animal industry," Vogt said 
"We do annual inspections and 



try to make sure farmers are al 
ways on the lookout If we saw 
the disease, we'd have to miti 
ate a sequence of eradication 
steps, which would involve 
slaughtering many animals." 

Freeman said she agreed 
the retntroduction of foot-and- 
mouth disease into the United 
States is a significant concern. 

"As long as foot-and- 
mouth disease is present any- 
where in the world, there's a 
concern" Freeman said 'II 
creates barriers and risks, since 
reintroduclion into the United 
States would cost tens of bil- 
lions of dollars and have a ma 
jor impact on the cattle trade 

"It also limits researchers 
who want to bring bovine cells 
into the country for research 
purposes," she said 

Freeman said there arc 
a number of ways foot-and- 
mouth disease might be carried 



into the country. 

"Animals, animal products 
or cells can carry the disease, 
so we have to work really hard 
to minimize the risk of reintro- 
duclion" she said. 

Freeman and Richard- 
son traveled to South Ameri- 
ca as part of a good-will mis- 
sion to call to the attention of 
South American veterinari- 
ans the strong need to eradi- 
cate the disease. Freeman said 
she and Richardson worked 
with an inter-American group 
for the eradication of foot and 
mouth disease called Grupo 
Intcramericano para la Eradi- 
caci6n de la Fiebe Aftosa. They 
also visited Brazilian veterinary 
schools and the Association of 
Veterinary Colleges of Rio de 
Janeiro State. 

In Paraguay we visited 
the National University and 
met with the minister of Agri- 



culture, Alfredo Molina*," Free- 
man said. "Trie purpose of the 
meeting was to promote aware 
ness of the problem and help 
GlEFA attract resources to the 
gap areas - the areas which are 
still hotspots for the diseases." 

Freeman said they also 
wanted to team what research- 
ers at K-State could do to help 
eradicate foot-and-mouth dis- 
ease in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

"One of my objectives was 
to set up an exchange system to 
allow K-State students to trav- 
el to South America to con- 
duct their field research," Free- 
man said. "Two students from 
K-State are already committed 
to working with the USDA in 
the eradication efforts in Boliv- 
ia and Paraguay." 

Collaboration and pooling 
resources are top priorities for 
Richardson, he said. 



"We see this as a first step 
toward a broad and strong 
agenda of hemispheric collab- 
oration in animal health," he 
said. 

"As international travel 
and trade become more com- 
mon, establishing large dis- 
ease free zones will protect 
the country's livestock and po 
tentially open avenues for in- 
creased trade of meat, milk and 
livestock. 

Eradicating the disease 
should be the veterinary col- 
lege's objective. Freeman said. 

"As a veterinary college 
that is committed to enhancing 
animal health in Kansas, the 
United States and around the 
world, it makes good sense for 
us to do what we can to eradi 
cate a disease such as foot-and- 
mouth," he said "If the initia- 
tive is a success, everyone ben 
efits."

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Study shows students binge drink 
on Thursdays, skip Friday classes

Students without class- 
es on Fridays might be able 
to party Thursday nights, but 
studies have shown these ac- 
tivities can lead to substance 
abuse. 

Statistics show stu- 
dents who do not have class- 
es on Friday are more like- 
ly to binge drink on Thurs- 
day nights than students who 
have classes on Fridays 

Andy Badders said he 
thinks Thursday night is "the 
night in drink" at K- State. 
He said he thinks those with 
classes on Fridays often skip 
to party, and the only way to 
get students to go to class on 
Friday is to have every class 
give points for attendance. 

"It's the cool thing to 
do" Badders, senior in man- 
agement information systems, 
said "It is a weeknight, and 
the bars make it more appeal 
ing because their specials are 
always Thursday nights " 

A study from news med 



ical.net in July 2007 found 
there are ties to students' 
willingness to have class on 
Fridays because of "Thirsty 
Thursdays." The report stated 
that students who have class 
on Fridays will have about 
one drink, but students who 
do not have class drink to the 
amount that is classified as 
binge drinking 

According to a report 
from the journal Alcoholism: 
Clinical and Experimental 
Research, Philip Wood, pro- 
fessor of quantitative psycho- 
logical science at the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, said "approx- 
imately two-thirds of students 
who consumed some alcohol 
Thursday consumed a 'binge 
amount' if they had late or no 
Friday classes 

"The Friday-class effect 
was more pronounced for 
populations which we know 
to be at risk for higher levels 
of alcohol consumption men 
and members of or frequent 
participants in greek activi- 
ties- 
Wood said in the study 



that 78 percent of freshmen 
binge drink, and the percent 
jumped from 85 to 90 percent 
when students become of le- 
gal age. 

Tyler Marion, senior in 
management information sys- 
tems, said he thinks the issue 
is not necessarily drinking, 
but the influence of friends. 

"Students are used to go- 
ing to class Monday through 
Friday," he said. "To go out 
and drink on a Thursday 
night is almost rebellious. If 
your friends go out on Thurs- 
days, then you're going to go 
out" 

Mike Perl, assistant dean 
and director of student and 
professional services, said stu- 
dents might base their sched- 
ule on how much they drink 
on Thursdays, but they will 
have a hard time getting out 
of a Friday class. 

"They just wouldn't show 
up for class," Perl said. "We 
have issues with scheduling 
that it would be hard to find a 
three-credit hour class for just 
Monday and Wednesday."

Community was a central as- 
pect with "Fiddler" Several roles 
in the musical needed to he filled 
by young children, something Gros 



said was a definite challenge for 
K-State 

After community auditions 
were held, six middle- and grade- 
school children were selected. 
Many of the children said they 
were excited about the opportu- 
nity to work with K-State students 
and faculty. 

Thirteen-year-old Shawn 
Sheu heard about community au- 
ditions for "Fiddler on the Roof 
from her orchestra director at An 
thony Middle School and said she 
was thrilled to be working with 
college students. 

"1 learned so much because 
everything is just at such a higher 
level than I'm used to," Sheu said. 
"The cast was like a family It was 
so hard to leave" 

Everyone involved with the 
production worked hard to pull 
all the aspects of the musical to- 
gether. Gros was responsible for 
the aesthetics and stage presenta 
tion, including the design and act- 
ing of "Fiddler." However, his main 
job, he said, was to "hover around, 
take notes and be nervous" 

Lauren Rohrer, senior in the 



ater, who plays Golda in "Fiddler," 
said a lot of self-sacrifice was need- 
ed for her role 

"I had to dye my hair brown, 
take my nose ring out and slop 
tanning These are things a girl re- 
members," Rohrer said 

Rohrer also explained (he ad- 
justments she had to make to her 
singing and speaking voices to 
project a Jewish accent Despite all 
her sacrifice, she said she loved be- 
ing a part of the cast. 

"The relationships I've formed 
with the actresses and actors that 
play my daughters and husband 
are great," Rohrer said 

There were several challenges 
the cast faced in preparing for the 
musical, and specifically, a severe 
time crunch. 

The cast rehearsed with the 
30- piece orchestra for the first time 
Sunday, and was in costume and 
makeup for the first time on Mon 
day - mere days before the debut 
performance. This "accelerated 
process" is a challenge for nearly 
every kind of production.

So now what? Do you 
just throw away those un- 
wanted clothing items'* Or 
do you donate them lu orga 
nizations like the Salvation 
Army to help clothe the less 
fortunate and keep our envi- 
ronment clean' 

It might seem like a no- 
brainer, but unfortunately, 
more than 4 million tons of 
post-consumer textiles enter 
landfills annually, increasing 
the world's pollution prob- 
lem, said Jana Hawley, de- 



partment head of apparel, 
textiles and interior design 
What's worse is that near- 
ly 100 percent of all textile 
products are recyclable. So 
why aren't more people recy 
cling their clothes? 

Hawley said she thinks 
it's a lack of an attempt by 
marketers to provide con- 
sumer awareness She said 
she has researched recycled 
clothes for the past 10 years 
but has seen or heard of very 
few people who work for 
consumer awareness 

Hawley describes recy- 
cled clothes as either pre 
consumer or post-consum- 
er clothing that is kept from 
landfills. 

"About 5 percent of the 
landfills currently consist of 



textile products," she said, 
"and nearly 100 percent are 
recyclable. So if we can find 
ways tu keep it out of the 
landfill, we should do so" 

Hawley said there are 
three main ways clothing is 
recycled The first is proba- 
bly the one you're most fa 
miliar with - donating cloth 
ing items to vintage markets 
like Grand Ol' Trunk Thrift 
Shop or Rockstar and Rogers 
Clothing and Costume to be 
resold. 

The second is having 
companies chop up the tex- 
tile to be used as shoddy, ur 
textiles and apparel that are 
no longer wearable for sec 
ond-hand markets These fi- 
bers are broken down and 
used for making things like 



insulation, mattress and toy 
stuffing and carpets. 

The third most common 
way clothing is recycled is 
through a process called gar- 
net ing. 

In garneting. textiles are 
shredded back to a fiber-form 
to create yarn used for new 
items like blankets These last 
two processes, Hawley said, 
are must frequently done in 
India and Italy and bene- 
fit Third World countries and 
disaster relief You can put 
your old clothing through 
these recycling processes by 
donating them to the Salva- 
tion Army or local churches 
and charities. 

"Take them to your fa- 
vorite charity," Hawley said, 
"and what they don't use for 



retail gets sold to industrial 
rag markets Those will sort 
the textiles and send them 
into various markets includ- 
ing used clothing, vintage, 
garneting or shoddy mar 
kets." 

So do Third World coun- 
tries and the environment a 
favor. Instead of just leaving 
your out -grown clothes hang- 
ing sadly in your closet or 
tossing them in the garbage, 
lake a quick trip to a charity 
or thrift store and give your 
used threads new life You 
just might end up saving a 
life in return. 
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House OKs terrorist suspect surveillance oversight bill

WASHINGTON - The 
House voted Thursday night 
to strengthen court oversight 
of the government's surveil- 
lance of terrorist suspects but 
stopped short of providing le- 
gal immunity to telecommuni- 
cation companies that helped 
eavesdrop on U.S. citizens 

The Democratic bill, ap- 
proved 227- 1 89, was a rebuke 
to President Bush, who has 
promised to veto any legisla- 
tion that does not shield tele- 
com companies from civil law- 
suits About 40 civil suits have 
been filed alleging the com- 
panies broke wiretapping and 
privacy lawsuits for monitor 
ing phone calls and e-mails 
without permission of a secret 
court created 30 years ago for 
that purpose. 

Bush argues that such 
lawsuits could bankrupt the 
lelecoms, reveal classified in- 
formation and discourage co- 
operation with legal surveil- 
lance requests. 

In a statement after the 
vote, the White House said, 
This evening House Demo- 



crats passed legislation that 
would dangerously weaken 
our ability to protect the na- 
tion from foreign threats." It 
reiterated Bush's intention to 
veto the legislation in its cur- 
rent form. 

House Judiciary Commit 
tee Chairman John Conyers, 
D- Mich., left the door open to 
an immunity deal but said the 
White House must first give 
Congress access to classified 
documents specifying what the 
companies did that requires le- 
gal immunity. He told report 
ers even that might not sway 
him. 

"My own inclination is 
I'm less kindly directed to- 
ward those telephone compa- 
nies," he said 

House Republicans favor 
immunity. 

"These companies deserve 
our thanks, not a flurry of ha- 
rassing litigation," said Texas 
Rep. Lamar Smith, the (udi 
ciary Committee's top Repub- 
lican 

The House bill would al- 
low unfettered telephone and 
e-mail surveillance of foreign 
intelligence targets but would 



require special authorization if 
the foreign targets are likely to 
be in contact with people in- 
side the United States - a pro- 
vision designed to safeguard 
Americans' privacy. 

The special authorization 
is called a "blanket" or "um- 
brella" warrant and would let 
the government obtain a single 
order that authorizes the sur- 
veillance of multiple targets. 

Republican critics say 
even blanket warrants would 
impede intelligence agents by 
slowing their ability to collect 
intelligence on terrorist sus- 
pects 

"This is all about lawyer- 
ing up the process." said Rep 
Pete Hoekstra, R Mich , the 
top Republican on the House 
Intelligence Committee. 

House Speaker Nan- 
cy Pelosi, D Calif . said the 
bill balances security and civ- 
il rights 

"It defends Americans 
against terrorism and other 
threats, protects Americans' 
civil liberties and restores 
checks and balances," she said. 
"No president should have in- 
herent authority to collect (in- 



telligence) on Americans with- 
out doing it under the law." 

It was the House's sec- 
ond attempt in recent weeks 
to pass an eavesdropping bill, 
and small changes made by 
Democrats since the first at- 
tempt held their party's slim 
House majority together Last 
month, House Republicans 
used a procedural maneuver 
to force the withdrawal of a 
simitar bill just before a vote. 

The new bill tightens rules 
on the sharing of identify- 
ing information gleaned from 
electronic surveillance that in- 
volves Americans It provides 
protections against "reverse 
targeting" Jhat is, using un- 
fettered foreign surveillance to 
secretly monitor Americans. 
It increases the size of the se- 
cret court that oversees intelli- 
gence. It also prohibits future 
presidents from conducting 
electronic surveillance outside 
the procedures established by 
the 30-year-old Foreign Intel 
ligence Surveillance Act. 

This so-called exclusivi- 
ty provision wpuld undermine 
Bush's claim that Congress' 
approval of the use of mili- 



tary force after the terrorist at- 
tacks of Sept. 1 1 , 2001 , was all 
the approval he needed to by 
pass PISA and eavesdrop in- 
side the United States without 
court approval. 

The White House wants 
a permanent rewrite of PISA, 
contending that changes in 
telecommunications technolo- 
gy have made the law an ob- 
stacle to intelligence gather- 
ing. PISA requires the govern- 
ment to obtain court approval 
before conducting electronic 
surveillance on U.S. soil, even 
if the target is a foreign citizen 
in a foreign country Howev 
er, many purely internation- 
al communications are now 
routed through fiber optics ca 
blesin the U.S. 

The White House wants 
authority to monitor foreign 
communications with Ameri- 
cans without first getting court 
approval, as long as the Amer- 
ican is not the intended target 
of surveillance. 

The White House opposes 
the exclusivity provision, say- 
ing it encroaches on the presi- 
dent's constitutional powers 

Earlier Thursday, the Sen- 



ate Judiciary Committee punt- 
ed on the question of telecom 
immunity 

That decision, the main 
sticking point in the attempt to 
rewrite FISA _ will be decid 
ed in full debate on the Senate 
floor, said Committee Chair- 
man Sen. Patrick Leahy, D-Vt. 

The Senate panel rejected, 
11-8, an attempt to strip the 
immunity provision out of the 
bill. It is sending a FISA re- 
write bill to the floor that does 
not address telecom immunity 
either way. 

Leahy said granting immu 
nity would give the Bush ad- 
ministration a "blank check." 
Sen Arlen Specter of Penn 
sylvania, the panel's top Re 
publican, said court cases may 
be the only way Congress can 
learn how far outside the law 
the administration has gone in 
eavesdropping. 

When the full Senate takes 
up the bill, Specter is likely to 
offer a compromise that would 
shield the companies from fi- 
nancial ruin but allow lawsuits 
to go forward by having the 
federal government stand in 
for the companies at trial

struggled with at some point 
in his life. 

GETTING TO KANSAS 

Banner grew up in Ha- 
waii, where he earned his 
bachelor's degree and played 
in the Honolulu Sympho- 
ny, but while he was there 
he said he struggled with his 
disorder. He said he did not 
know what made him differ- 
ent, and it took a toll on his 
emotional life. 

"! hated myself at times," 
Banner said "Way back in 
'66, 1 tried to kill myself be- 
cause 1 didn't want to keep 
fighting." 

But in 1967, an event 
changed Banner's life and 
started his path toward un- 
derstanding. The Honolulu 
Symphony hired a new con- 
ductor, which left Banner and 
39 other musicians with no 
jobs 

Banner decided to "get 
a new start in life," and he 
moved to Chicago in 1968 
There he met his wife, Bet- 
ty. While Banner said the 
two were complete opposite^, 
they clicked as soon as they 
met. 

Banner said Betty worked 
with the Red Cross as a nurse, 
and when she was transferred 
to Fort Riley, they moved to 
Manhattan 

FINDING OUT 

Banner said he had seen 
doctors about his social dis 



order for years, but was nev- 
er diagnosed or got better. In 
1989 or 1990, he started to 
take Prozac and things began 
to clear up 

"I began to work better, 
and I was able lo do things 
that I wasn't able to do be- 
fore with my mind," Banner 
said "But 1 was still differ 
ent from other people, and I 
didn't know why or what to 
do about it" 

About five years ago, a 
friend of Banner's - who was 
a special-education teacher 
in Kansas City - called him 
and started to ask him some 
questions. 

"When I got through an- 
swering them, she said she 
thought 1 had Asperger's," he 
said "I never heard of Asperg 
er's before. So I got busy and 
researched it out and decid- 
ed, yeah, that is what it was" 

Banner said research gave 
him a new way of looking at 
him Hit He said it made him 
understand the way he was. 

"I can now say thai I 
am different from other peo- 
ple and there is nothing I can 
do to change myself," he said 
"There's no reason to. Thai 
it's OK to be what I am " 

Banner said he has not 
stopped researching Asperg- 
er's. He goes to a parent sup- 
port group in Manhattan 
There, he tells parents whal 
he knows and what he thinks, 
which he said he thinks helps 
them 

Another way he tries to 
spread the message about 



Asperger's is with a play he 
wrote about what it was like 
growing up with the syn- 
drome 

"Some students here put 
it on at a couple different 
support groups," Banner said. 
"It was well received, but that 
was the end of it" 

He said when they play 
was performed he was "ler 
ribly afraid" to tell people 
about himself and what the 
real problem was 

"They might just view 
me as strange, as one teach- 
er called me," Banner said I 
was afraid for people to know 
about this, but 1 got to think- 
ing. There is nothing wrong 
about this' It was a tremen- 
dous relief." 

LOVE OF WORK 

Banner has worked at K 
State since February 1971. He 
said his job description does 
not really cover everything he 
does He said he fixes instru- 
ments, tunes pianos, takes 
care of computers and stere- 
os, and he docs inventory. 

"Basically my job is to 
help the department run well 
with its equipment," he said. 
'To that I've added making 
the department as good of a 
place as 1 can So if a visitor 
comes and he's lost, 1 make a 
point of taking him where he 
needs to go" 

He also said he moves 
furniture for people. Over the 
years, he has made cabinets 
and benches for McCain, as 
well.

"He is kind of the gener- 
al go-to man around the de- 
partment," said Gary Morten - 
son, department head of mu- 
sic and professor of trumpet. 
"We really lean on him pretty 
heavily." 

Mortenson said working 
with Banner is like working 
with any other person - he is 
just "wired a little bit differ- 
ently" 

"By and large he is a very 
valuable member of facul- 
ty," Mortenson said "If Chris 
wasn't here, it would affect a 
lot of different people and a 
lot of different things that we 
do" 



The main people Ban- 
ner works with are students 
When their instruments break 
or when they need something, 
he is the man they come to. 

But fixing the instru- 
ments has not been difficult 
for Banner, because working 
with his hands is what he said 
he enjoys the most 

Communicating with 
younger generations, how- 
ever, sometimes prove to be 
difficult for both Banner and 
students. 

"It is hard to talk to 
him. but you just have to 
slow down to speak to him," 
said Doug Niccum, senior in 



graphic design and a mem- 
ber of the K-State Marching 
Band. 

Banner said he devel- 
oped his own way of help- 
ing himself to communicate. 
Over the years, he said he has 
conjured up ways to talk to 
students He has used those 
ideas to make it easier to ap- 
proach them 

Whether it is hard to 
communicate or not, the stu- 
dents said they still appreci- 
ate what he does for the de- 
partment. 

"He makes things a lot 
easier," Niccum said. "He » 
always there to help"

Letters were mailed to all 
128 students We^.isday about 
the situation, said Cheryl May, 
assistant vice president for uni 
vcrsity relations and director of 
Media Relations and Market- 
ing It is unknown at this time 



how many of the students are 
enrolled at K-State, she said. 

The letter informs stu- 
dents about steps they can take 
to protect themselves through 
credit bureaus like Expcrian, 
Equifax and TransUnion. 

"If your information has 
been exposed, you are entitled 
to a free copy of your credit re- 
port," May said 

May said 1,244 interna 
tional students enrolled at K- 
State in fall 2007. 

Ken Holland, associate 
provost for international pro- 



grams, said advisers at the In- 
ternational Student Center will 
contact students involved to 
set up an information meeting 
and answer their questions, ac- 
cording to the media release. 

K State's Office of Inter- 
national Programs declined 
to comment on the situation 
Thursday afternoon.

"By fall 2008, we will 
have the ISIS system that will 
no longer rely on the SSN as 
a student ID," she said. "The 
SSN will no longer be used

Struggling defense tries to recapture early-season form

At the beginning of the 
Mason, K Slate had a defense 
earning national respect that 
people feared 

ESW.com's Bruce Feld- 
man put the Wildcats on his 
list of top defenses after their 
game against Auburn In that 
performance, K State only gave 
up 291 yards and was flying all 
over the field to make tackles 

tn the first four games, Ron 
Prince's unit gave up an aver- 
age of 276 yards and 17 points 
per game, and some were won- 
dering if it was the return of the 
famous K State defenses of the 
1990s and early 2000s. 

Then Kansas came and 
exploited the Wildcats for 437 
yards and 30 points, and since 
then it hasn't got any better. 

Last week Nebraska had 
more than 700 yards of offense 
and 73 points. 

It's tough,'" safety Marcus 
Watts said. "1 don't know what 
it is 1 don't know if its a new 
defense or what it has been" 

Watts said they seem to be 
-in the right position, but they 
just haven't been able to make 
the plays necessary to get a 
stop There seems to be some 
miscommunication within the 
team 

"It's the same story, dif- 
ferent verse," linebacker Ian 
Campbell said "Guys are out 
of gaps, they're not where 
they're supposed to be, and 
they're not beating blocks and 
making tackles I felt like the 
front line didn't do a very good 



job of getting pressure, and 
maybe we didn't cover as well 
in the back as we should have 
either." 

The defense has put les 
pressure on the quarterback as 
the season has progressed. In 
those first four games, K-State 
was showing signs of greatness 
with 13 sacks 

They punished the signal 
callers back then, even if they 
got the football out of their 
hands Texas' Colt McCoy had 
to be walked into the lock- 
er room right before halftimc. 
and the coaches of Auburn's 
Brandon Cox said he couldn't 
get out of bed after their game 
against the Wildcats. 

The six games since the 
Texas game the Wildcats have 
had only 13 sacks, including 
two games with no sacks 

Prince said the lack of a 
pass rush was the main reason 
for all the problems at Nebras- 
ka 

"We were able to get to 
the quarterback a few times," 
he said, "but not consistent- 
ly to make the pocket a mess 
and be able to not allow him to 
just stand and throw the per- 
fect pass." 

That perfect pass has been 
tearing up the secondary lately, 
a unit that was once thought to 
be the strength of the defense. 
Of Nebraska's 702 yards, 519 
came through the air 

The rush defense hasn't 
been much better. It's giving up 
132 yards per game 

With all the downfalls of 
the defense lately, many have 
been wondering if they have

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Lack of rush-pass balance might 
be slowing down K-State offense 



FORMER WILDCATS IN THE NFL

Sometime after Big 12 
Conference play began, K- 
State started losing games and 
stopped running the football as 
much. 

The Wildcats, though, have 
lacked offensive balance all sea- 
son 

Quarterback )osh Freeman 
has attempted 417 passes, while 
the Wildcats have attempt- 
ed 302 rushes as a team That 
works out to 58 percent pass- 
ing, 42 percent rushing. 

Coach Ron Prince has 
made it clear he is not afraid of 
letting Freeman throw How- 
ever, he has yet to show a true 
commitment to the running 
game, save for a pair of blowout 
wins at home. 

Perhaps Iowa State and 
Nebraska - two teams K- State's 
offense struggled against in re- 
cent weeks - both saw it com- 
ing The Huskers, for instance, 
held K-State to just 7 points in 
the second and third quarter. 

Nebraska, meanwhile, 
rolled up points at will. 

Prince said the offense 
wasn't picture perfect and ac- 
knowledged the unit has to 
work out some kinks. 

"(We had) penalties, false 
starts, fumbled snaps - just 
some erratic play offensively," 
he said "I was really expect 
ing us to go into hatftime and 
come out, be able to gel some 
stops and put some long drives 
together" 

At Nebraska, Freeman 
threw 44 passes for 320 yards, 
while senior running back James 
Johnson ran just 16 times, but 
netted 129 yards. 

Johnson is averaging six 
yards per cany this season, and 
for whatever reason, isn't get- 
ting the ball The Wildcats con- 
tinue to pass, and it appears 
they will continue 

Prince has said since the 
beginning of the season that his 
offensive philosophy is to "pass 
to score, run to win" 

The problem, of course, 
is that the Wildcats haven't al- 
ways put themselves in position 
to win, particularly during the 
last two games.

"You've got to be able to 
run to win, and that's what we 
always say," said senior tight end 
Michael Pooschke "At the end 
of the game, we want to be in 
the fourth quarter where we're 
running to win." 

But against iowa Stale, the 
Wildcats fell behind early and 
never led. Last week at Nebras- 
ka, the Wildcats were losing 52- 
17 after the third quarter. 

Does that mean K-State 
should put forth a better effort 
to establish the run and find 
more balance in the offensive 
play-calling? 

It certainly seems tike 
something worth considering. 

"You've got to be 50-50, I 
think, just to keep the defense 
off balance," Pooschke said 

Though K-State's balance 
hasn't been even, the passing 
game itself has produced 17 total 



touchdowns. Nine of the touch- 
downs belong to senior wide re- 
ceiver Jordy Nelson, who is av- 
eraging 135 receiving yards per 
game. 

Still, despite his individual 
efforts, Nelson doesn't think the 
offense is producing as well as it 
shuuld. 

"1 don't think we're play- 
ing consistent and dealing 
with some of the adversity that 
comes into the game," Nelson 
said "You've got to be able to 
adjust throughout the game and 
be able to deal with what the 
oilier team gives you." 

Though he might sound 
frustrated at times. Nelson con- 
tinues to follow his coaches' 
lead 

"We just have to keep do- 
ing what they call and just try to 
run the plays to the best of our 
ability," Nelson said.

When it comes to all- 
around offensive players, K- 
St ate has Jordy Nelsun. 

For Missouri, it all comes 
down to freshman wide receiv- 
er Jeremy Maclin. 

Maclin has been Mr Ev- 
erything for the Tigers this sea- 
ion - catching, throwing run- 
ning and returning the ball 

It's his versatility that has 
been important to Missouri 
coach Gary Pinkel's spread of- 
fense system and the success it 
has produced this year 

The Tigers had hoped they 
could make Maclin their of- 
fensive playmaker when they 
entered the 2006 season, hut 
a knee injury put him back a 
year and left him to be red- 
shirted. 

Maclin showed he could 
have an effect immediately, as 
he caught two passes for 43 
yards and a touchdown and 
rushed once for 39 yards 

From there, Pinkel be- 
gan to get the ball to Maclin in 
whatever way possible. 

"Well, you can see what 
we do with leremy Maclin," 
Pinkel said "We do a lot of 
things with him in reverses, 
hand the ball to him, and there 
are just a lot of things that you 
can do with him." 



Maclin has been the per 
feet weapon for Missouri quar 
terback Chase Daniel In the 
receiving category alone, Ma 
clin has produced seven touch- 
downs and 742 yards 

Pinkel's use of Maclin is 
far different from what they 
did two years ago when Brad 
Smith was at the helm of the 
offense. Pinkel focused much 
more on keeping the ball in 
his athletic quarterbacks' 
hands and letting him make 
the plays. 

Making the offense re- 
volve completely around one 
player didn't work out so well 
lor the Tigers, though, and it 
created speculation that Pin- 
kel would be fired 

Pinkel survived, and af- 
ter Smith graduated, he prac- 
tically scrapped his old offense 
and slowly began to adopt the 
spread offense system that has 
been sweeping the nation in 
college football 

This season Pinkel has 
used several different looks, to 
cusing instead on the athletes 
he has all over the offense and 
keeping opposing defenses on 
their toes 

Tins has included allow 
ing Maclin to run the ball, and 
he has rushed 36 times for 279 
yards and four touchdowns 

"We probably would have 
never done this two years ago 



because of all the multiple sets 
and personal sets, but it real 
ly has allowed us to utilize his 
abilities," Pinkel said 

It's nothing new for Ma- 
clin, who was used alt over the 
Meld in his days at Kirk wood 
(Mo ) High School 

Maclin finished his senior 
season of high school with 
over 1 ,000 yards receiving and 
1 1 touchdowns, ran for four 
touchdowns and passed for 
two scores His high -school 
performance earned him a 
No. 3 ranking among football 
prospects in his state and the 
attention of schools like Notre 
Dame, Oklahoma, UCLA and 
Ohio State 

Luckily for the Tigers, Ma- 
clin chose to stay in state and 
has become a big contributor 
in Missouri's offense Maclin 
leads the offense with 13 TDs. 

Maclin's presence has 
been felt elsewhere for the Ti 
gers as well. In (he special 
teams game, he has returned 
two punts for touchdowns 

While Missouri knew 
what Maclin could be for 
them when they recruited him, 
the Tigers already have several 
athletes on the offense 

The success of the Mis 
souri offense already has had 
its effects on offensive recruit- 
ing. Those who thought the 
6-fool Daniel was loo short of

Locals 
encourage 
donations

Through November and De- 
cember, the Mayor's Holiday Food 
and Fund Drive will take place to 
promote the art of giving this hol- 
iday season, celebrating its 22nd 
year of collecting food and dona- 
tions for families in the Manhattan 
area. 

The Mayor's Holiday Food and 
Fund Drive works in con function 
with the Flint Hills Breadbasket to 
gather as many products as possi- 
ble 

"We don't usually put out a 
goal for the amount of food we're 
looking to collect for the holiday 
season," said Natascha Phillip, ex- 
ecutive director of the Breadbasket. 
"We're just looking for enough food 
to restock our shelves through the 
holidays and get families through 
the winter months." 

On top of all the donations col- 
lected through the holiday months, 
Phillip said a few local foundations 
have agreed to match the amount 
at a 50-percent rate. For every dol- 
lar raised, local foundations will do- 
nate 50 cents. 

The Breadbasket hopes to dis- 
tribute about 2,000 baskets this sea- 
son Each basket will have all the 
components of a holiday meal: 
turkey, cranberry sauce, stuff- 
ing, canned fruit, bread items and 
more. 

"We have seen an increase in 
need this year," Phillip said. "We've 
seen quite a few more Fort Riley 
families and students than in past 
years. On lop of that, we're distrib- 
uting more emergency food year 
round." 

When the baskets are distrib- 
uted, the Breadbasket is required 
to obtain a parade permit for the 
line of cars that wait in the drive- 
thru. With such a large workload 
this year, Phillip said the Breadbas- 
ket would benefit from an increase 
in volunteers 

"There are just so many ways 
they can get involved," she said "We 
need volunteers to help us; food do- 
nations are very helpful They can

Swords, rifles, daggers, 
handcuffs and a club adorned 
the walls of the one- room set 
for the play "Deathtrap," which 
opened at the Manhattan Arts 
Center on Friday. 

Audience member Matt 
Pachla said he was not sure 
what to expect before the 
show 

"I like that there are weap- 
ons all over the wall," Pachta, 
senior in agronomy, said. "Is 
it supposed to set the scene? 
1 don't know if more than one 
person dies or not" 

"Deathtrap," which ran 
Nov. 16-18 and will run Nov 
29-Dec 1, is about a man 
named Sidney Bruhl, played by 
Travis Smith, first-year instruc- 
tor in speech, communications, 
theater and dance. 

The play is set in Con- 
necticut, and Bruhl, a profes- 
sor at the University of Con- 
necticut, is married to Myra, 
played by Ashley Kings, soph- 
omore in theater. 

Bruhl finds a play written 
by one of his students, Clifford, 
played by Jordan Chapman, se- 
nior in English Bruhl wants to 
steal Clifford's work, and Clif- 
ford's death marks the first 
turn of events 

The audience gets a hint 
at the ending of the play, when 
a psychic, Helga Ten Dorp, 
played by Berlin a Boiler, dra- 
ma teacher at Luckey Junior 
High School in Manhattan, 
shares the couple's future 

Unfortunately, Myra does 
not last until the end, because 
Clifford comes back to life to 
attack the couple, and Myra 
dies of a heart attack. 

Pachta described the first 
half of the play as unpredict- 
able. 

"After Myra's death scene, 
I was left hanging at intermis- 
sion," Pachta said. 

Nicole Delimont, Junior 
in public health and nutrition, 
said the plot was very well de- 
veloped, exciting and extreme- 
ly surprising. 

"Looking at the play un- 
fold is very interesting, and that 
is only the first act," she said 

The second act brought 
more twists and turns with 
more death and more plots 
with only five characters. 

It began two weeks after 
Myra's death, and the fifth and 
final character was introduced 
- Porter Milgrim. Bruhl's at- 
torney, played by Jason Rob- 
erts. 

"He is the fifth charac- 
ter," said Roberts, reporter for 
the (unction City Daily Union. 
"He allows the characters to 
do what they need to do." 

Roberts said he loved how 
the plot is laid out within the 
script and explained to the au- 
dience. 

Smith said his charac- 
ter was loo smart for him, and 
he found it interesting that the 
week before production, the 
author of the play, Ira Levin, 
died. 

"He dies while we're do- 
ing it." Smith said. "It's pecu- 
liar ' 

Chapman said he found 
his character complex and al- 
most hard to read. 

"I enjoy (Clifford) because 
he can play different types of 
roles," Chapman said "He 
starts out as the innocent col- 
lege kid but turns out to be a 
bad guy in the end" 

The actors started rehears- 
al at the beginning of October 
Smith said die cast had a short- 
er time period to get the pro- 
duction ready then most 

"Though we had a shorter 
time period, we put it together 
nicely" he said The play was 
written in 1978 and is based in 
that time period, but we mod- 
ernized it"

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Members of debate team share close bond, learn from each other

As the comforting smells of 
homemade food reflected the 
warm colors of the bright- 
ly painted walls in the Green 
home, the family-like cama- 
raderie was evident in the 
buzz of friendly chatter and 
bear hugs 

"We are a family," Jus- 
tin Green said "We're very 
close, and we carry that fam- 
ily metaphor. We take pride 
in our work and understand 
that we represent a distin- 
guished history of debaters." 

The history is a long one. 
The K-State debate team first 
was recognized as an active 
(earn on the national debate 
circuit in the 1950s, and the 
team won national champi- 
onships in 1991 and 1993. 
The team is ranked fourth in 
the nation. 

Molly McGuire, fresh- 
man in speech and first -year 
debate team member, came 
all the way from Milwaukee, 
Wis., to join the team She 



said she attended the annu- 
al debate camp the team or- 
ganizes and knew right away 
she would fit in at K State 

"What attracted me is 
that K-State's team is more 
family-oriented, and there's 
a real sense of communi 
ty here," she said "If I have 
a bad round, there's always 
someone to tell me random 
funny jokes and cheer me 
up. There's always someone 
there for you." 

While McGuire said she 
knew immediately she want- 
ed to be on the K-State de- 
bate team, other members of 
the team, like David Cohen, 
took a more indirect route to 
membership 

Cohen, senior in business 
management and third-year 
member of the team, said he 
was on his high-school de- 
bate team al Washburn Rural 
High School in Topeka but 
did not want to do debate in 
college. 

"1 had heard so many 
crazy stories about what col- 
lege debaters had to do," he 
said. "I just didn't think It 
was for me." 

But when a K-State de- 
bate coach spotted Cohen 
wearing a high-school debate 
T-shirt in a bar in Aggieville 
and approached him about 
joining the learn. Cohen 
said his interest was piqued. 
Three years later, he said he 
is thankful for his experienc- 
es on the learn and now helps 
out with coaching members 
of the novice team. 



"Looking back, 1 wish 
1 had not waited to join the 
team," he said. "Debate has 
been the single most reward- 
ing experience in college for 
me," 

In addition to a family- 
like environment, the team 
also attributes part of its suc- 
cess to the new debate team 
room - located in Kedzie 
Hall - donated by K-Stale 
president Jon Wefald, said 
Beth Mendenhall, second- 
year member of the team. 

Mendenhall, sophomore 
in political science and phi- 
losophy, said the new squad 
room has increased produc- 
tivity by providing the team 
with more computers and 
space to work on preparing 
for debates. 

She also said team mem- 
bers spend a minimum of 20 
minutes in the team room ■» 
named for Wefald - every 
day of the week when they 
are not traveling to tourna- 
ments. 

"It's a great place to just 
go and think about debate," 
Mendenhall said "It helps 
to have the extra space and 
be able to hang out between 
classes with other debaters. 
Sometimes we spend hours 
on end in there."

said. 

"Many of these students 
hold part-time jobs and are 
involved in other activities," 
Justin Green said. "They 
also have to maintain their 
grades Time management is 
a huge lesson they all learn 
right away."

him to prioritize, but he still 
finds it difficult to make time 
for everything. However, he 
said his family always comes 
first.

All Renato wanted was to get 
high. Instead he was charged with 
murder. 

On Dec. 7, 
2005, three black 
men broke into 
a white man's 
home. They ram- 
paged through the 
Northern Cali- 
fornia home, de- 
manding marijua- 
na and beating up 
a teenager Just as 
they were escap- 
ing from the prop- 
erty, the white man shot two of them 
to death. The third man, Renato 
Hughes Jr., 22, ended up fleeing the 
scene - but nearly a year later, the 
law caught up with him, holding him 
responsible for bloodshed 

According to s Nov. 16 Asso- 
ciated Press report, Hughes was 
charged with first-degree murder un- 
der California's Provocative Act doc- 
trine. The doctrine makes it possible 
for a felon to be held responsible for 
the death of another - usually at the 
hands of a self-defending third party, 



according to Lexis Nexis Legal Re- 
search 

Though Hughes and his two 
friends, Rashad Williams, 21, and 
Christian Foster, 22, were not inno- 
cent in their actions, it is truly unjust 
to convict a man who did not intend 
to kill and let the man who pulled 
the trigger remain unpunished. 

Tests showed Shannon Ed- 
monds, the homeowner, had traces 
of prescription medications, includ- 
ing medical marijuana, in his system 
during the night of the shooting. He 
claimed he was protecting his fam- 
ily at the time of the crime, but the 
AP reports the black men were away 
from the home and posed no threat 
to the family. It's probably hard for 
a man taking it up on California's 
finest prescription hash to tell. Ed- 
monds, 33, has not been charged 
with anything associated with the 
crime. 

The case has brought cries of 
racism from civil-rights groups. The 
NAACP claims prosecutors came 
down too hard on Hughes, who also 
faces charges of attempted murder, 
robbery, burglary and assault

Racism or not, the bigger prob- 
lem lies in the prosecution's justifi- 
cation of invoking this rarely used 
legal doctrine. It's not OK to let Ed- 
wards off the hook He was under 
the influence - as legal as it was - 
and got nothing more than a slap on 
the wrist While Hughes was guilty 



of being a threat to Edmonds' family, 
he should not be blamed for killing 
people he didn't. 

He didn't touch that gun. He 
didn't pull that trigger. He was 
friends with these people He never 
intended to kill First-degree murder 
invokes a punishment beyond what 
the crime deserves. For a man who 
walked away with no injuries, the 
legal system truly shot him down, 
scarring him - and potentially con- 
victing him - for life. 

The Provocative Act doctrine 
has been used for decades, includ- 
ing cases where officials, like cops, 
killed people in the line of duty, 
but the criminals on the scene were 
charged for it Though it's unclear 
whether Kansas has charged any- 
one based on this doctrine, it doesn't 
seem like a stretch for the state's 
cowboy-boot- wearing folk. 

After all, the predominately 
white farming community of Lake 
County, Calif, mirrors many belt- 
buckled Kansas towns, it's only a 
matter of time before Kansans might 
hear of a similar story headlining 
their news, 



This country focuses on mak- 
ing the punishment fit the crime, 
but in this case, the punishment ex- 
ceeds the crime. Hughes potential 
ly could be convicted, all for do- 
ing nothing more than being a bully 
And the question keeping civil -rights 
advocates on the edge of their seats, 
"Will the largely white community of 
Lake County be able to look beyond 
race, especially with an awareness of 
courts under scrutiny with trials like 
that of the Jena Six?" 

As Hughes prepares to go to 
court, it's important for that Cali- 
fornia community - and even our 
own - to consider to what extent 
we should make innocent men the 
scapegoats of situations. The punish- 
ment might be given to a criminal, 
but something stronger than a dose 
of media hype should be given to 
the man who kilted - and truly got 
away

'In Rainbows'

Radiohead released its sev- 
enth album, "In Rainbows," to 
rabid fans on the band's Web 
site for a pay-what-you-want 
price 

This method of release is 
interesting to ponder, because 
it makes one wonder just what 
role record labels play in the 
music industry. 

With little more than a 
week's notice prior to release, 
Radiohead created an instant 
buzz among fans and critics 
with the news of new studio 
material. Radiohead released 
the album on Oct. 10 without 
the fear of illegal downloads 
or materia] leaked early to the 
public. Pans got their music, 
and Radiohead got paid. 

This isn't to say record la- 
bels are obsolete or they should 
be abolished completely, but it 
does make one wonder about 
the future of music distribution. 

However, to only talk 
about Radiohead's method of 
releasing "In Rainbows" rath- 
er than discussing the music on 
the album would do a great dis- 
service to this new album 

Ever since Radiohead's 
1997 masterpiece, "OK Com- 
puter," fans of the band seem 
to fall into two different camps: 
those who enjoy Radiohead's 
post-millennial work and those 
who don't. 

In 2000, Radiohead re- 
leased "Kid A," which was ei- 
ther judged as cold and calcu- 
lating or seen as the next great 
evolutionary step in rock mu- 
sic. The band followed a similar 
experimental trajectory on its 
next two albums However, it 
seems that Radiohead has sati- 
ated its appetite for experimen- 
tation on "In Rainbows," easily 
the band's most collective and 
accessible work to date. 

The stuttering drum ma- 
chine that begins album -open- 
er "15 Step" is more a red her- 
ring than anything. After about 
45 seconds of jittery percus- 
sion, Jonny Greenwood enters 
with one of the most sensual 
guitar lines in Radiohead's ca- 
reer. As the guitar line smooth- 
ly rocks back and forth, the rest 
of the band locks into place 
and drives the song forward. 

"In Rainbows" is Radio- 
head at its tightest and most 
band-oriented. One needs 
only look to the excellent sec- 
ond track, "Bodysnatchers," for 
proof. Undoubtedly an album 
highlight, the song immediate- 
ly grabs the listener with a rum- 
bling, down-tuned guitar riff. A 
secondary riff then intertwines 
itself like a double helix around 
the main riff, while the rhythm 
section tightly reels in the band 
whenever the song seems ready 
to erupt into chaos. 

The remainder of the al- 
bum is a more subdued af- 
fair "Nude" could be the sec- 
ond coming of "Pyramid Song" 
The track slowly rolls along on 
a languid bass line and light 
washes of cymbals The song 
continues until strings bring the 
song to a gentle climax. 

"AIM Need" is a pretty bal- 
lad of unrequited love. "I'm 
an animal trapped in your hot 
car/I am all the days that you 
choose to ignore," Thorn Yorke 
gently sings over a beautiful 
amalgamation of piano, bells 
and electronic washes that help 
embellish the song. 

Prom listening to track* 
tike "Weird PUhei/Arpeg- 
gi" and "House of Cards," one 
reaches the conclusion that "In 
Rainbows" is the warmest and 
most intimate album of Radio- 
head's career "In Rainbows" 
further cements Radiohead's 
legacy as one of the greatest 
bands of all time. By returning 
to their roots and not concern- 
ing themselves with innovation, 
Radiohead has created an ex- 
cellent album that both camps 
of Radiohead fans can embrace 
as a masterpiece

bacco Shisha is a combination 
of tobacco, molasses or syrup, 
and flavoring. 

A hookah operates by wa- 
ter filtration over direct heat 
To prepare the device for a 
hookah session, users first 
must fill the glass base with 
water. 

Next, the clay or marble 
bowl at the top is filled with 
shisha and covered with a 
screen or foil. To produce heat, 
the coals are lit and placed on 
lop of the screen The next 
step is to enjoy the hookah 
by inhaling through the hose 
Air is then pulled through the 
coal, into the bowl, down the 
body tube, which connects to 
the water filled base. Smoke 
filled bubbles are produced 
and smoke passes through the 
hose for the smoker to inhale 

Hookah pipes like these 
can be found at On the Wild- 
side, a store in Aggie ville 
Hookahs cost anywhere horn 
S45 to $120 However, for the 
more serious hookah smokers, 
pipes priced from $200 can 
be special ordered, said store 
manager Megan Stutheit 

Pipes are available in many 
varieties, including those with 
four hoses, allowing more peo- 
ple to use the device at once 




On the Wildside also carries 
a wide variety of shisha, with 
flavors including apple - the 
most popular - and mint. On 
the Wildside started carrying 
hookah products about eight 
years ago, but within the past 
year, sales have increased dra- 
matically, and they are now 
selling 15-30 boxes of Shisha 
a day, Stutheit said 

Many hookah smokers 
first tried the activity at bars 
like Jerusalem Cafe in Kansas 
City, Mo., and The Hookah 
House in Lawrence. Hookah 
smoking at these bars consists 
of soft music, throw pillows, 
and a few good friends, said 
hookah smoker Justin DeNe- 
gri, senior in construction sci- 
ence. 

Bars like these also serve 
a variety of authentic Middle 
Eastern cuisine, so one can 
plan to spend several hours 
when hanging out at a hoo- 
kah bar, said Adam Schleich- 
er, junior in business adminis- 
tration. 

"We always order the 
flaming cheese at Jerusalem 
Cafe and spend three or four 
hours," Schleicher said. "It's 
an inexpensive way to spend 
an evening" 

During a one-hour hoo- 



kah session, 100 to 200 times 
more smoke is inhaled than 
when smoking a cigarette. The 
smoke also can be inhaled 
more deeply since the water 
cools it. 

"You will get a buzz from 
smoking hookah, but I've 
never felt the urge or need to 
do it," DeNegri said. 

All types of people en- 
joy the hobby, including pro- 
fessors, Middle Eastern stu- 
dents and American students, 
Stutheit said 

Hookah smoking is done 
for the flavors, which is dif- 
ferent from smoking a cigar 
which requires you to en- 
joy the taste of tobacco, said 
DeNegri, who is also a cigar 
smoker. 

Another reason for 
smoking the hookah is for 
the social aspect 

"My hookah was a gift 
from my best friend, and 
I enjoy smoking it on the 
weekends as a way to 
relax with my clos- 
est friends," Schle- 
icher said

"Last year was the excep- 
tion, not this year," coach Suzie 
Fritz said. "Our intentions are 
to be in the NCAA tournament 
every year I think we are just 
back on track" 

Fortunately for the No. 12 
Wildcats, the team returned 
nearly ail of its key contribu- 
tors and added junior Natal y 
Korobkova to the roster, while 
Rita Liliom returned from inju- 
ry 

Depth was the main prob- 
lem for last year's team, and 
that seems to be fixed 

K-State has been swept 
just once this season - by Ne- 
braska - as opposed to the six 
sweeps they endured last sea- 
son. 

When the teams met for 
a second match - this time 
in Manhattan - the Wildcats

and you're usually gather- 
ing a lot of people together," 
Blakeslee said "There's a bigger 
potential for food safety things 
to happen" 

Chrissy Stecich, sopho- 
more in bakery science and 
management, said her family 
has a big Thanksgiving dinner, 
and she usually helps make the 
mashed potatoes and cut the 
vegetables 

Stecich said she is careful 
when making food to make sure 
everything slays clean and gets 
cooked property. When making 
mashed potatoes, she said she 
frequently washes the potatoes 
as she cuts and peels them. 

"1 work with food, so I'm 
pretty conscious of what's going 
on with my food." she said. 



Blakeslee said hand wash- 
ing should be the first step of 
the cooking process 

"That's probably the most 
important thing you can do, es 
pecially after handling a raw 
turkey and before you go on to 
make any of the other food," she 
said. 

Blakeslee said hands also 
should be washed during the 
cooking process, like after 
cracking eggs for the pumpkin 
pie. 

Doug Powell, scientific di- 
rector of the International Food 
Safety Network, also said hand 
washing was important. The In- 
ternationa! Pood Safety Net- 
work has a Web site, dontcat- 
poop.com, devoted to the im- 
portance of hand washing. 

"If you don't wash your 
hands - and then eat - guess 



what you are eating," Powell 
said. "Most diseases are carried 
through the oral-fecal route." 

Blakeslee said surfaces 
where food is located should be 
kept clean, and all foods' tem- 
peratures should be monitored. 

"Keeping hot foods hot 
and cold foods cold is real im- 
portant," she said. "Don't wait 
so long to serve after the turkey 
is out of the oven." 

She said hot foods should 
be above 140 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and cold foods below 40 
degrees, with the exception of 
the turkey 

She said a thermometer 
needs to be inserted into the 
meatiest part of the turkey, like 
the breast area, and it should 
register 165 F. 

According to a fact sheet 
from the United States Depart- 



ment of Agriculture, fresh tur- 
keys should be purchased one 
or two days before cooking. The 
US DA recommends that con- 
sumers not buy pre-stuffed fresh 
turkeys. 

Powell said many people 
think cooking the turkey is sim- 
ple, but he said that is not al- 
ways true, 

"It can be hard," he said. 
"Food safety is not simple. Peo- 
ple have to pay attention " 

He said it is important to 
properly cook the turkey be- 
cause poultry is a carrier of sal 
monetla and Campylobacter 

"They are some of the lead 
ing causes of food -borne ill- 
ness, and they occur naturally 
in those birds," Powell said 

According to the Cen- 
ter for Disease Control, about 
40.000 cases of salmonella are 



reported in the United States 
every year, and about 600 peo- 
ple die from the germ. 

Salmonella is a germ that 
can cause those infected to have 
diarrhea, fever and abdominal 
cramps 12-72 hours after the 
initial infection The infections 
usually resolve five to seven 
days later, according to the site 

Campylobacter bacteria 
can cause diarrhea, cramping, 
abdominal pain and fever with- 
in two to five days. About 1 mil- 
lion people are estimated to get 
the infection every year, and 
100 die, according to the site. 

Both of the germs reported- 
ly occur after someone handles 
raw poultry or eats raw or un 
cooked poultry. Eating contam- 
inated foods like beef, milk, eggs 
or vegetables also can transmit 
salmonella, as well as unwashed 



hands 

Powell said the USDA and 
Butterball have basic tips for 
cooking turkey He said other 
typical dishes like mashed pota- 
toes and green beans also have 
safety recommendations 

Since potatoes are grown 
in the ground, they have dirt on 
the inside and contain bacteria 
Powell said the potatoes should 
be washed several times. 

He said the green beans 
should be fine if they are 
cooked, but if they are eat- 
en raw, the consumer needs to 
make sure nothing comes into 
contact with the vegetable. 

Though the holidays are 
rilled with large meals, Powell 
said food safety should be re- 
membered all year long 

"You get the sense that 
people pay more attention to

The U.S. secretary of 
defense will address issues 
like the status of the war in 
Iraq, military 
funding and 
morale this 
afternoon in 
McCain Au- 
ditorium. 

Defense 
Secretary 
Robert Gates 
will pres- 
ent the 149th 
lecture in the 
renowned Landon Lecture 
Series at 2:30 p.m. today 

Charles Reagan, Landon 
Lecture Series chair, said he 
thinks Gates will talk about 
several policy issues impor- 
tant to the K-State and Man- 
hattan community, especially 
Fort Riley soldiers. 

"He's one of the most im- 
portant members of the gov- 
ernment and has an impor- 
tant influence in the world 
and in the military," Reagan 
said 

The lecture is open to the 
public and seating is available 
on a first-come, first-served 
basis Reagan said McCain 
seats about 1,800 people, and 
other similar lectures have 
mostly filled the auditorium 
A question -and answer ses- 
sion will follow the lecture. 

Dale Herspring, universi- 
ty distinguished professor of 
political science, said Gates 
will talk about the improv- 
ing situation in Iraq and the 
military spending standoff on 
Capitol Hill between Demo- 
crats and Republicans 

Herspring, who has 
known Gates since they stud- 
ied at Georgetown University 
and worked at the Pentagon 
for several years, said the re- 
building of Iraq has improved 
since Gates took office in De- 
cember 2006. 

Herspring also said 
Gates will speak differently 
than past defense secretaries 
who have spoken at K-State, 
including Donald Rumsfeld 
last year 

"He'll come in and speak 
in a gentlemanly, matter-of- 
fact way that you wouldn't 
get from Sen. Harry Reid or 
Rep Nancy Pelosi or other 
political leaders," Herspring 
said. 

Though Herspring said 
Gates will be open and non- 
partisan, he does not expect 
Gates to make any significant 
policy statements. 

Reagan said students 
should attend the lecture be- 
cause few students get the 
opportunity to see important 
political leaders like Gates. 

"1 think it's really im- 
portant for students to see 
the top policy-makers in this 
country," Reagan said. "It's a 
rare perspective that students 
usually don't get."

All Faiths' 46-year-old pipe organ repaired

The pipes piled high 
at the front of K State's All 
Faiths Chapel. They boomed 
with sound, filling the entire 
chapel auditorium with their 
special tones. 

Eryn Wood, organist 
and senior in secondary ed- 
ucation, spread her hands 
across the keys, happy to 
have the pipe organ back. 

The pipe organ at All 
Faiths was installed in 1961, 
and the console - the part 
the organist actually plays 
on - had been under repair 
since June and was returned 
on Oct. 15 

"If it were in a church, 
it would not have wom out 
so fast," said Mary Ellen Sut- 
ton, professor of organ and 
chair of the keyboard divi- 
sion in the Department of 
Music, "but lots of students 
have played it." 

Theodore Chad wick, 
former member of K-Stale's 
Department of Architecture, 
designed the chapel in 1947 
to focus the attention on the 
pipe organ, which was de- 
signed by world- renowned 
organ architect James B Ja- 
mison, according to a May 
28, 1961, Manhattan Mer 
cury article. 

Jamison said the cha- 
pel's "setting was one of the 
finest he had ever seen for 
organ installation." accord- 
ing to the article. 

Once K-State reached 
its goal of $50,000 for the or 
gan in 1960, the university 
had it custom-built in Hart- 
ford. Conn , by Austin Or- 
gans Inc. The organ took two 
years to build, and installa- 




The organ is used for funerals, weddings and other performances and events in the chapel In 
addition to minor upkeep and maintenance repairs, an electric system was added so students 
could preset tones for various pieces.

The onjjan was dedicat- 
ed on Nov. 19, 1961, to A L 
Duckwall; Ernest L. Nicolay 
and his mother; and James 
Russell Carver Jr , who died 
in World War II. Their family 



members and friends donat- 
ed most of the funds fur the 
organ. 

Robert Baker, an organ 
ist who was chosen to repre- 
sent the United States in an 
international organ recital in 
1957 in London, performed 



at the dedication, according 
to a Sept. 19, 1961, Mercury 
article. 

Over the years, the 
pipe organ has been a part 
of funerals, weddings and

A memorial service for a 
K-State associate professor of 
sociology who died in July will 
take place at 
4:30 p.m. to- 
day at All 
Faiths Cha- 
pel. 

Mar- 
cial Antonio 
Riquelme, 70, 
died July 29 
of a stroke 
in Asuncion, 
Paraguay. 

K- State's memorial was de- 
layed several months to allow 
Riquelme's family members to 
attend, said Debbie Hedrick, 
administrative specialist for 
the Department of Sociolo- 
gy, Anthropology and Social 
Work. 

Riquelme, known to many 
as Tbnio, started teaching at 
K-State in 1991 He served 
as director of Latin American 
Studies at K-State from 1991 
to 1996. Riquelme also was a 
professor at the University of 
San Diego, three universities 
in Mexico and one university 
in Colombia during his profes- 
sional career. 

According to Riquelme's 
personal Web site, his areas 
of academic specialization in- 
cluded political sociology and 
social demography 

Since the mid-1980s, 
Riquelme's research with po- 
litical sociology focused on the 
process of transition from die 
tatorship to democracy in the 
Southern Cone with specific 
reference to Paraguay He in- 
vestigated civil-military rela- 
tions, electoral reform and the 
privatization of state-owned 
enterprises. 

Riquelme is survived by 
his wife Yolande, daughter Ta 
mara and son Jorge. His imme- 
diate family, along with his sis- 
ter, several grandchildren and 
K-State graduate students and 
faculty members will speak at 
the memorial. 

Betsy Cauble, head of the 
Department of Sociology, An- 
thropology and Social Work, 
said she had known Riquelme 
since she came to K-State in 
1993 Cauble said she admired 
how Riquelme stood up to the 
Paraguay government and the 
CIA during his lifetime, 

"1 think people should at- 
tend (the memorial) because he 
affected and touched the lives 
of many students and faculty 
at K-State," Cauble said "It's 
important to honor his career 
and time al K-State. 1 think 
something that I'll always re- 
member about Dr. Riquelme is 
what a man of courage he was 
He very much believed in hu- 
man rights and democracy."

"I think the item selection 
was very good this year," he 
said 

He said Black Friday is by 
far the biggest shopping day for 
Wal-Mart, and the number of 
shoppers this year was greater 
than last year 

"There's really not anoth- 
er day that compares," Hulett 
said. 

From 5 am to 9 a.m., when 
Wal-Mart usually has little busi- 
ness, the store was packed. He 
said the store usually has (wo 
registers going during this time, 
but all 24 were running Friday 

"It's just a total change 
from what you normally do," 
Hulett said 



Amanda Cash, store man- 
ager at Gap in the Manhattan 
Town Center, said the num- 
ber of people and sales also in 
creased for the store since last 
year. 

"We saw an increase in traf- 
fic," Cash said "We had great 
sales - we comped (meaning 
the store had greater sales than 
last year). We had a great day." 

She said much of Gap's 
traffic seemed to reflect an 
overall increase in the number 
of shoppers throughout the rest 
of the mall. 

Because of the increase 
in shoppers during the holiday 
season, most retailers, including 
Gap, hire more employees.

1941: FDR STARTS MODERN THANKSGIVING HOLIDAY 
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President Fiankltn D. Roosevelt signed a bill 
officially establishing the fourth Thursday in No- 
vember as Thanksgiving Day, 

The tradition of celebrating the holiday on 
Thursday dates back to the early history of the 
Plymouth and Massachusetts Bay colonies, 
when post harvest holidays were celebrated 
on the weekday regularly set aside as "Lecture 
Day." a midweek church meeting where topical 
sermons were presented, A famous Thanksgiving 
observance occurred in the autumn of 1621, when 
Plymouth governor William Bradford invited local 
Indians to join the Pilgrims in a three-day festival 
held in gratitude tor the bounty of the season.

1095: POPE URBAN II ORDERS 1ST CRUSADE 



Pope Urban II made perhaps 
the most Influential speech of the 
Middle Ages, giving rise to the 
Crusades by calling all Christians in 
Europe to war against Muslims In 
order to reclaim the Holy Land 

Born Odo of Lagery in 1 042 . 
Urban was a protege of the great 
reformer Pope Gregory VII Like 
Gregory, he made internal reform 
his main focus, railing against si- 
mony - the selling of church offices 
- and other clerical abuses prevalent 
during the Middle Aoes.

1520: MAGELLAN REACHES THE PACIFIC 



After sailing through the dangerous straits below South America that now bear his name, Portuguese navigator Ferdinand Magellan entered the Pacific Ocean with 
three ships and became the first European explorer to reach the Pacific from the Atlantic. 

On Sept. 20, 1519, Magellan set sail from Spain to find a Western sea route to the rich Spice Islands of Indonesia.

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Nigerian professors visit K-State's College of Business Administration

K Slate and the University 
of Lagos exist on opposite sides 
of the world. But with the help 
of a nearly $1 -million grant, 
K State faculty members aim to 
strengthen Lagos' business pro- 
grams 

Faculty of Business Admin 
istration professors (ohn Ezike, 
Sola Fajana, Ben Oghojafor 
and Sunday Owuatah visited 
K- Stale Nov. 18-20 as part of 
a grant awarded to the College 
Of Business Administration and 
Office of Diversity and Dual 
Career Development in April.

U Fajana said the most im- 
portant change to bring about 
hi the Faculty of Business Ad- 
ministration is the creation of a 
department and faculty adviso- 
ry board Fajana said the board 
would help identify and address 
gaps with business curriculum 
and secure employment for 
business graduates 

Ezike said K State fa cut - 
iv members' dedication to stu- 



dents and their academic ca- 
reers impressed him. 

"It fascinated me that there 
was a higher level of focus on 
the student as the main cen- 
ter-in making sure from the 
time the student comes, there 
is an emphasis until the' student 
leaves," Ezike said. 

Ezike also said he appreci- 
ated K-State's College of Busi 
ness Administration and its em- 
phasis on practical develop- 
ment, with courses that involve 
portfolio management

ties is their ages - K-State was 
established in 18*3 while the 
University of Lagos was estab- 
lished in 1962. 

"We are still eclectic and 
still evolving" Oghojafor said 
"K- State is stable." 

The US Agency for Inter- 
national Development a gov- 
ernment agency that provides 
US. economic and humanitari- 
an assistance worldwide, award- 
ed K-State the grant after about 
800 US universities applied for 
it, said Ike Ehie, associate dean 
and director of undergraduate 
programs in the College of Busi- 
ness Administration and a prin- 
cipal investigator of the grant. 

Ehie, associate professor of 
management, said K State re- 
ceived $500,000 in grants and 
$468,000 in cost share from 
USA1D 

"The grant was the result 
of the request of USAID and 
the private sector in Nigeria be- 
cause they felt they didn't have 
qualified business -degree grad- 
uates," he said. "From what 1 
heard, it was very competitive, 
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During their three-day visit to K State, faculty from the University of Lagos John Ezlka, Sola Fajana, B«n Oghojafor and Sunday Owualah 
— along with Ik* Ehl* associate dean and director of undergraduate programs in the College of Business Administration, toured the National 
Institute for Strategic Technology Acquisition and Commercialization, with NISTAC president Kant Glasscock 



and we were very fortunate to 
receive the grant" 

While the Lagos faculty 
members learned about differ- 
ent programs to initiate at their 
university, (hey also offered sug- 
gestions for improvement at 
KState 

"K-State should make the 
course in entrepreneurship 
compulsory for ail degree stu- 
dents university-wide," Fajana 
said "This would make easier 
the job of the Career and Em- 
ployment Services." 



Ehie, along with Myra 
Gordon, associate provost for 
Diversity and Dual Career De- 
velopment and a principal in- 
vestigator of the grant, and Bill 
Shea, grant information tech- 
nology consultant, traveled Fri- 
day to Nigeria for a 10-day visit 
with Lagos business administra- 
tion faculty members 

While in Nigeria, Ehie said 
he, Gordon and Shea planned 
to conduct meetings and work- 
shops about curriculum devel- 
opment, information technolo- 



gy development and pedagogy, 
which is the art of instructional 
methods 

Lagos faculty members 
now teach solely through lec- 
ture methods, Ehie said. He 
said K-State faculty aim to in- 
form them of different instruc- 
tion methods like discussion 
and case studies 

"Lecture is a very passive 
way of teaching," he said. "We 
want them to be more active 
and engaging with teaching." 

Amir Tavakkol, associate 



professor of finance, and Yar 
Ebadi, dean of the College of 
Business Administration, also 
plan to travel to Nigeria for a 
campus visit at the University 
of Lagos in March to continue 
faculty and curriculum develop- 
ment in the Faculty of Business 
Administration. 

At the end of the three-year 
grant, Ehie said he and K State 
faculty members aim to create 
a quality curriculum with the 
University of Lagos that will 
help produce quality graduates

Every year, the university takes 
pride in the prestigious speakers it 
draws as part of its Landon Lecture 
Series. Recent speak- 
ers have included 
President George W 
Bush, former Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton, me- 
dia mogul Ted Turner 
and a number of oth- 
er international lead- 
ers, 

US Defense Sec- 
retary Robert Gates 
will speak today at 
2:30 p.m in McCain 
Auditorium as part of 
this year's landmark lectures 

With his warm smile and an 
American flag waving behind him, it's 
hard to look beyond the All -America 
image of Gates that the US Depart- 
ment of Defense shows on its Web 
site 

Raised in Wichita, Gates has 
many connections with red-and-white 
groups as an Eagle Scout in the Sun- 
flower State Yet, he has developed a 
notorious reputation among the inter- 
national community - at least in the 
late 1980s, when he became a prom- 
inent leader within the US. defense 
system. 

Before being sworn in as the 
22nd Secretary of Defense last De- 
cember, Gates served 27 years with 
the Central Intelligence Agency under 
sot presidents. 

But it was President Ronald Rea- 
gan's administration that shifted 
Gates' name from savior to serpent 
with the scandal known as the Iran 



Contra affair. 

The Iran- Contra affair was a se- 
cret arrangement made in the 1980s 
to provide funds to Nicaraguan Con- 
tra rebels (rom profits gained by sell 
ing arms to Iran, according to reports 
from the National Security Archive, a 
nonprofit research institute in Wash- 
ington, DC 

According to research from 
George Washington University, Rea- 
gan's administration made it a goal to 
aid the Contras who were conducting 
a guerrilla war against the Sandinista 
government in Nicaragua The second 
goal was to appease the Iranian gov- 
ernment to secure the release of U.S. 
hostages held by pro Iranian groups 
in Lebanon. 

Despite opposition from the Rea- 
gan administration, NSA reports the 
Democratic-controlled Congress en- 
acted legislation known as the Bo- 
land amendments, which prohibited 
government agencies from providing 
military aid to the Contras from De- 
cember 1983 to September 1985 The 
Reagan administration circumvent- 
ed the restriction by using the Nation- 
al Security Council, which was not di 
rectly covered by the law, to cover the 
Iran -Contra operations 

As the Iran Contra scandal 
seeped into the independent counsel's 
investigation in the late '80s, it also 
seeped into Gates' reputation. After 
all, his job as deputy director of the 
CIA gave him close connections with 
Reagan's administration. A man in his 
position could not have slept through 
the number of discussions and docu- 
mented information involved in the 
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operations. 

Gates was one of the first people 
to testify to the independent coun- 
sel, but his potential indictment was 
dismissed Two other administrators 
were indicted for their involvement. 
Years later, Gates rebuilt his reputa- 
tion and became director of the CIA 
from 1991 to 1993 Gates retired from 
his role within government intelli- 
gence - or lack thereof - in 1993, 
and then became president of Texas 
A&M University. 

Instead of sitting in the Union or 
darting home, students should listen 
to what this man has to say, and more 
so, to challenge him to answer ques- 
tions he hasn't prepared for 

Students should give Gates an 
awakening to what we 20-some- 
thing Kansans have become since his 
straighl-A school days in the Air Capt 
itsl. Make him stay on the tips of hi*; 
toes Ask questions about the Iran 
Contra affair, or even better, ask him 
questions beyond his lecture topic. 

Students should take advantage ' 
of this opportunity to get under the ; 
skin of one of our nation's most pow 
erful administrators and show him ! 
we want to learn a little about the na- 
tion's defense strategy - if not for a ; 
better understanding, then to show • 
him his lecture is more than a safe • 
press conference for him to promote i 
political agenda.

Court upholds constitution, rules to protect right to keep and bear arms

The First and Fourth Amend- 
ments to the Constitution have been 
interpreted differently and broad- 
ly in the past, and 
many of the civ- 
il liberties we en- 
joy are not direct 
ly from the Consti- 
tution but the inter 
pretations of it by 
the courts Anoth- 
er right granted by 
the Bill of Rights 
has been contro- 
versial, hut inter- 
preted much more 
easily the Second 

Amendment guaranteeing a citizen's 
right to keep and bear arms 

When there is even a hint of 
government invasion ol our speech 
or privacy rights, there is great resis- 
tance from almost all areas of media 
and private groups But when a city 
or state enacts laws allowing gun 
control, there is a lack of outrage 

In 1976, Washington, DC, 
passed the Firearms Control Regula- 
tions Act, which required all citizens 
to register all firearms with the po- 
lice or government - all but banning 



weapons like handguns and assault 
weapons. The law was welcomed at 
the time and saw little resistance un- 
til now. 

In March, a Washington appeals 
court overturned the handgun ban 
in a 2 -to- 1 ruling, stating the Sec- 
ond Amendment applies to individ- 
ual citizens and not just to groups in 
order to maintain a militia, accord- 
ing to MSNBC It is strange it would 
take 31 years for the law to be chal- 
lenged and overturned 

Politicians and pundits on both 
sides of the aisle constantly brag 
about being protectors of the Consti- 
tution while cherry-picking amend- 
ments to support and ignore. Those 
on the left tout the freedoms of 
speech and religion, and a right to 
privacy, yet they refuse to acknowl- 
edge a citizen's right to protect him 
or herself with a firearm. The right 
does the opposite. 

For the first time in 70 years, 
the Supreme Court agreed to hear 
the case of Parker v District of Co- 
lumbia, which will set a strong prec- 
edent for future interpretations of 
individuals' rights to keep and bear 
arms, according to Reuters on Nov 



20. 

The argument for the handgun 
ban is restricting handgun owner- 
ship would limit the number of guns 
in the hands of children, which is 
why the bill went unchallenged for 
so long But this is the same kind of 
argument for restricting a person's 
freedom of speech or the freedom of 
the press by saying it could help ter- 
rorists wage a successful attack on 
the United States. 

Even legal minds from the 
left have trouble seeing how 
the right to an abortion stems 
from the broad interpreta 
tion of the right to privacy or 
how freedom of speech pro- 
tects a person's right to wear 
certain types of clothing, but 
the courts can so narrowly in- 
terpret gun ownership as only 
applying to groups when a mi 
litis is needed to defend the 
country. 

Without the Constitu- 
tion, we would be no better 
than the tyrannical king from 
whom founders rebelled and 
no better than the huge num- 
ber of countries who have 



never even heard of civil liberties 
We must protect all articles and 
amendments of this document that 
has allowed us to enjoy so many 
freedoms that we take for granted 
every day 

According to MSNBC, the Su 
preme Court will hear the case 
sometime in March 2008 and prob 



ably will rule in June. We all should 
hope the court stands up for our 
rights, no matter how unpopular

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Italian restaurant has 'upscale' feel

Instead of Italian flags 
and sepia photographs of ex- 
tensive Italian families adorn- 
ing the walls, hanging in the 
midst of a thick meatball aro- 
ma - common in most Italian 
restaurants - del I j Voce serves 
its traditional Italian food in a 
sleek. East Coast atmosphere. 

The upscale, sophisticated 
Italian restaurant, located at 
405 Poyntz Ave , opened Oct. 
24, and it features classic Ital- 
ian food and an extensive se- 
lection of cocktails for its cus- 
tomers, said Noah Reagan, 
owner and general manager 

Reagan and his co-owner, 
who is also the restaurant's ex- 
ecutive chef, were roommates 
in Boston and wanted to bring 
the element of a metropolitan, 
Boston lounge restaurant back 
to Reagan's hometown of Man- 
hattan, he said.

taurant Manhattan has to of- 
fer" 

All of the restaurant's clas- 
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An Italian bistro, della Voce, located at 405 Poyntz Awe,, features a 
luxury-style atmosphere with a posh lounge and chic seating. 



sic Italian food is made from 
scratch and uses tradition 
al Italian preparation methods 
and ingredients. Reagan said 
The restaurant's menu presents 
its authentic meal choices in 
Italian with its descriptions in 
English, he said. 

The menu includes an 
"Antipasli" section, which fea- 
tures appetizers, the "Zuppe" 
section, which describes its 
soups, and the "lnsalate" sec- 
tion, which offers salad choic 
es, Reagan said 

For more main -course op- 
tions, the menu presents the 
"Pasta" section and the "della 
Tradizione" section, featuring 
more traditional Italian prepa- 
rations that people are more fa- 
miliar with, Reagan said. 

The "Cami e il Pesce" sec- 
tion offers customers meat and 
fish options with Italian prepa- 
rations and features all -Kansas, 
all -natural beef that does not 
contain hormones or medica- 
tions, Reagan said. 

"Customers should dine 
here because they can be con- 
fident in our food quality and 
personalized service they'll re- 
ceive" Reagan said "We are fo- 
cused on operating this space 
the best we con in terms of food 
quality and the atmosphere we 
provide for our guests The fu- 



ture of this restaurant hinges on 
our ability to perform up to our 
own standards with this loca- 
tion." 

The owners also provide 
unique accents to the food and 
cocktails to differentiate del- 
la Voce from other Italian res- 
taurants, Reagan said The res- 
taurant uses a custom-made, 
wood burning oven for its arti- 
san pizzas and real fruit purees 
for its cocktails, he said For 
some cocktails, like the apple 
martini, the restaurant's em- 
ployees melt down [oily Ranch- 
ers to add to the di ink, Reagan 
said. 

Some or the restaurant's 
customers are exceedingly re- 
ceptive and enthusiastic about 
della Voce's menu. 

"The food is spectacular," 
said Jason Beninga, territo- 
ry manager for U.S. Food Ser- 
vice. "So many of the menu's 
authentic choices are good, but

Reagan said the restaurant 
is doing very well.

Groups to promote AIDS awareness

The main goal for stu- 
dent organizations sponsor- 
ing AIDS Awareness Week is 
to teach students how to pro- 
tect themselves from HIV, the 
president of K- State's Sexual 
Health Awareness Peer Edu- 
cators said 

"HIV can happen to any- 
one," said Annisa Shockey, ju- 
nior in biology and women's 
studies and SHAPE president 
"Because we're college stu 
dents, we tend to think we're 
invincible" 

K- State student orga- 
nizations are sponsoring 
AIDS Awareness Week today 
through Saturday to support 
HIV and AIDS awareness on 
campus through speakers and 
displays 

Carol Kennedy, direc- 
tor of health promotions at 
Latent Health Center, said the 
student organizations have 
been able to offer more activ- 
ities this year because of in- 
creased funding 

One of the organization's 
main AIDS awareness projects 
is the AIDS Memorial Quilt 
display. K- Stale paid $3,500 to 
have 20 of the 48,000 panels 
that make up the quilt shipped 
to K- State, Kennedy said. 

Each panel is created by 
individuals who want to me- 
morialize people who have 
died from AIDS. The quilt has 
grown to 9 1 ,000 names, which 
account for only 19 percent of 
all U.S. AIDS-related deaths, 
Kennedy said 

Shockey said she and oth- 
er SHAPE members are creat- 
ing a panel this year in graffiti- 
style for anyone to write oa 

"The most exciting part 
for me is the quilt that's com- 
ing," Shockey said. "For some- 
one who's never seen it before, 
it's breathtaking." 

AIDS Awareness Week 
also will feature several speak 
ers. Jane Fowler, founder of 
HIV Wisdom for Older Wom- 



en, will speak tonight about 
the changing dating scene for 
older people who have lost 
their spouses, Kennedy said. 

"She is specifically ad- 
dressing how (HIV) affects 
older people," Kennedy said 

Comedian Mike DeStefa- 
no will speak Wednesday night 
about his personal experience 
with HIV and drug addiction 
DeStefano grew up in an abu- 
sive home in New York and 
abused alcohol and drugs. 

After overcoming his ad- 
dictions, getting married, and 
becoming a radio talk-show 
host and health educator, he is 
trying to help college students 
understand the dangers of al- 
cohol and drug abuse and un- 
safe sexual behavior through 
his speech, "Wise Words from 
a Wise Guy." 

"1 think his message will 
be very educational, but he's 
a comedian, so while it's a se- 
rious topic, he will be a very 
good person to listen to," Ken- 
nedy said. 

Edwin Ndum, graduate 
student in statistics and re- 
searcher, will present "AIDS 
in Africa: The Data, Myths. 
Awareness, What Should Be 
Done" on Wednesday. 

He will discuss the "Real 
Mystery and Misery" or AIDS 
in Africa, where the disease "is 
as well-known as it is feared," 
Ndum said. He said that if this 
epidemic were in Manhattan, 
it would take only five days 
for K-State's population to be 
wiped out 

Kennedy said Ndum will 
talk about what is happening 
in Africa now and the chang- 
es that have occurred there in 
the lost 20-25 years. 

The week's sponsors wont 
to help students understand 
the issue better 

"The tendency might 
be for people to think that it 
doesn't really affect us," Ken- 
nedy said. "But it really does 
have an impact on all of us, fi- 
nancially as well as emotional-

Loss to Bulldogs keeps K-State from bowl

FRESNO, Calif. - Tom 
Brandstater passed (or a career 
high 313 yards and two touch- 
downs to Marlon Moore, and 
Fresno State knocked K- Slate 
from bowl contention with a 
45-29 win Saturday. 

Anthony Harding rushed 
for a career best 115 yards and 
a touchdown, and backfield 
mate Lonyae Miller added 91 
yards and a score for Fresno 
State (7-4) 

Tlie Bulldogs, members of 
the Western Athletic Confer- 
ence, snapped a seven -game los- 
ing streak to teams from Bowl 
Championship Series confer- 
ences, a skid that dated to the 
2004 MPC Computers Bowl 



against Virginia 

Kansas State (5-7), which 
needed a victory to become 
bowl eligible, ended the season 
on a four-game losing streak 
under second-year coach Ron 
Prince 

Receiver (ordy Nelson led 
the Wildcats with 15 catches 
for 165 yards and a touchdown 
Tailback James Johnson had 71 
rushing yards, including a 67- 
yard score on the game's first 
drive 

K- State was making its first 
visit to California since 2001 
when the Wildcats defeated 
Southern California. 

Fresno State overcame 
an early deficit by scoring four 
straight touchdowns for a 31- 
21 halftime lead, then put the 



game away with two third-quar- 
ter touchdowns. 

Miller's 4-yard touchdown 
run on the Bulldogs' first drive 
of the third quarter capped a 
12 -play. 91-yard march Hard- 
ing added a 7-yard score, put- 
ting Fresno State ahead 45-21. 

Brandstater, who was nev- 
er sacked and rarely pressured, 
completed 23 of 29 pass at- 
tempts Moore led the Bulldogs 
with a career- high nine catch- 
es for 134 yards, continuous- 
ly finding soft spots in K-State's 
secondary. 

With Fresno State trail- 
ing 14-3 late in the first quar- 
ter, Brandstater found Moore 
for a 34-yard touchdown, then 
scored on a 1-yard sneak to put 
the Bulldogs ahead 17-14.

WNiAOiftj 
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Graduates teach 
low-income students

After graduating from K- State, 
Abby Brownback left Kansas and 
traveled to Houston to teach seventh - 
grade math to 140 children 

Brownback teaches as pan of 
the Teach for America program and 
hopes to help those not benefitting 
from their current education 

"I really know now that there is 
an education gap that is immense," 
Brownback said "I'm seeing firsthand 
what needs to be fixed." 

Jessica Forman is one of about 
55 nationwide recruitment directors 
for Teach for America. She said the 
mission of the program is to create an 
equal education for all students in the 
nation. 

"For example, what we're finding 
is that kids in the fourth grade are al- 
ready about three to four grades be- 
hind," she said "At 9 years old, they 
are struggling to read books like Go 
Dog Go' or See Spot Run' instead of 
books like Harry Potter.'" 

Teach for America began as a 
class project at Princeton Universi- 
ty that was a simple dream to provide 
equal education for low-income com- 
munities During the first year of the 
program in 1990, 500 people went to 
teach in six communities. Now that 
number has grown to 17,000 people in 
26 communities, and Teach for Amer- 
ica is the largest provider of teachers 
for low-income families in the nation, 
according to the organization's Web 
site. 

Brownback said she is working 
to help her students reach education 
standards. 

"I have at least 100 seventh -grad- 
ers who failed the math portion of the 
standardized test," Brownback said 

Brownback said she talked to her 
fourth-grade siblings, and they were 
doing the type of math she was teach- 
ing to her seventh-graders 

"There is no reason that all of my 
kids should be on this level," she said. 
"When these kids don't know the 
math they should in seventh-grade, 
it's not their fault, it's the (education) 
system's fault." 

The job of Teach for America is to 
help those children reach their educa- 
tion level. 

Casey Parks, 2003 Teach for 
America member, taught history in 
Gallup, New Mexico. Parks said ev- 
ery student he taught had been kicked 
out of local schools because the 



teachers had given up hope. The aver- 
age student he has taught had a fifth- 
grade reading level as a senior in high 
school. 

"I found they just hadn't been 
pushed, and they hadn't been chal- 
lenged," Parks said. "When I arrived 
at the school, 17 percent of the stu- 
dents had passed the social stud- 
ies portion of the standardized test 
When 1 left, 83 percent of the students 
had passed" 

Parks said this was not solely be- 
cause of him but also because of an 
increase in the desires of faculty. 

"We find the schools that are re- 
ally high in need of academic achieve- 
ment, and we place teachers in those 
schools to create that academic suc- 
cess," Forman said. 

While undereducated children 
get the much-needed teaching they 
deserve, the corps members them- 
selves are changed 

"I'm getting just as much of an 
education myself," Brownback said 
"It's a different world It's like noth- 
ing I've ever seen before. I'm getting 
an education too - in a different way 
of life" 

Brownback said the whole ex- 
perience boils down to the students 
themselves. 

''Some people look at Teach for 
America as more of a movement, but 
when you get into it, it's just about the 
students," she said "I have 140 stu- 
dents, and now I know all their names 
and things about them, and they get 
engraved in your heart. It's just about 
each one of those kids. " 

Forman was a 2005 Teach for 
America corps member 

"The experience that 1 had with 
my kids was the best experience that 
I've ever had," she said, "just having 
those kids be such a strong part of my 
life and have me be a part of their life 
is an amazing thing to have" 

Forman said there are three re- 
quirements to apply for the program: 
a 2.5 GPA, U.S. citizenship and a 
bachelor's degree The program is a 
two-year commitment, and an educa- 
tion degree is not needed 

"Ninety -five percent of our corps 
members don't have any kind of back- 
ground in education," Forman said. 

Brownback said she is confident 
Teach for America is necessary for the 
future of children. 

"If you have two years after col- 
lege, there are students in desperate 
need of good teachers." Brownback 
said

The day after Thanksgiving - 
known as "Black Friday" - U one of 
the busiest shopping days of the year 
in the United States. 

For most people, it is a time to 
start thinking of others, while another 
group of people thinks it is the time lo 
raise awareness about U.S. consump- 
tion habits 

Buy Nothing Day is a 24-hour 
informal event that Vancouver. Can- 
ada, artist Ted Dave founded in 1992 
Its participants boycott purchasing 
any commercial products and con- 
centrate on raising awareness of the 
consumption habits of countries The 
event took place on Friday in North 
America and on Saturday interna- 
tionally. 

The Canadian Adbusters mag- 
azine helps promote the event each 
year The Adbusters Media Founda- 
tion is the organization responsible 
for starting the day as a yearly, glob- 
al event- 

"Buy Nothing Day isn't just about 
changing your routine for one day," 
said Kalk Lasn. cofounder of the Ad- 
busters Media Foundation, in a Nov 
2 Buy Nothing Day press release "It's 
about starting a lasting commitment 
Of the 6 billion people on the planet. 



Ihe top 20 percent consumes 80 per- 
cent of the world's resources" 

This organization puts on sever- 
al types of demonstrations across the 
country at large shopping malls and 
businesses 

These demonstrations include 
jammergroups that put up posters and 
credit card cut-up booths. The organi- 
zation tries to place commercials on 
national TV stations, like CNN and 
MTV 

Some Manhattan businesses rely 
on the crowd that comes with Black 
Friday to make up for any lost sales 
from previous times of the year. 

"Many people used to bypass 
Manhattan on their way to Topeka," 
said Lee Overley, general manager at 
Staples in Manhattan "Now they are 
stopping in town, making the Man 
hattan area more of a regional shop- 
ping hub." 

With more people coming to the 
area, it puts more of an emphasis on 
sales and having an all-around suc- 
cessful day. 

"It really has become a make- it - 
or-break-it day for many Manhattan 
businesses" Overley said 

ShopperTrak RCT Corp , a na- 
tional research group that tracks sales 
at more than 50,000 retail outlets, 
said total sales increased 8.3 percent 
to about $10.3 billion on Friday, ac- 



cording to an Associated Press report 
Sunday About $95 billion in sales 
occurred on the day after Thanksgiv- 
ing in 2006, according to the report. 

This year marks the 15th year 
that Adbusters magazine organized 
Buy Nothing Day. During this time, 
other variations of the idea have been 
spawned and put into action. 

Some stores across the coun- 
try participate in Sell Nothing Day, 
where they close their doors for the 
whole day of "Black Friday" On Nov. 
16, many large manufacturing plants 
shut down to participate in "Produce 
Nothing Day." This day focuses on 
conserving the country's national re- 
sources 

"If the idea is used as a symbol 
of change it can be very powerful," 
said Kevin Hotaling, Boulder, Colo., 
resident. "It reminds us to weigh the 
value of those possessions that often 
weigh us down." 

The purpose of Buy Nothing Day 
is not to ruin the holiday season, Lasn 
said. It is about raising the awareness 
of how peoples' actions affect the 
Earth, he said 

"Driving hybrid cars and limiting 
industrial emissions is great," Lasn 
said "But they are Band- Aid solutions 
if we don't address the core problem 
- we have to consume less. This is the 
message of Buy Nothing Day"

Going to HuHot, the new 
Mongolian restaurant in Man- 
hattan Town Center, is an experi- 
ence. 

Unlike any other restaurant 
there - or in Manhattan for that 
matter - the eatery combines el 
emenU from all sorts of restau- 
rants to make a truly distinctive 
dining encounter. 

There is a Mongolian theme 
to the restaurant and everything 
within it. You are invited to "con- 
quer your hunger," and the first 
trip to the food bar is called the 
"first pillage.'* The sauces, meats, 
vegetables and drinks are given 
new, Mongolian-like names that 
help you get further into the ex- 
perience

The greatest part of HuHot 
is the food 

After you are shown to your 
seat, a member of the wait staff 
comes to the table and explains 
how to continue with your meal. 



If you want something for 
children, there are children *s 
menu items you can order under 
the "little warriors" section. The 
only two options are macaro- 
ni and cheese or chicken fingers, 
as the main draw for the restau- 
rant lies with food cooked on the 
large grill. 

If you decide to eat from 
the food bar, you made the right 
choice. All the ingredients are 
placed on a bar, and customers 
walk down the line, making their 
own personal meal 

Meats, vegetables and a few 
fruits can be added together with 
noodles to make your own dish. 
Steak, pork, chicken, hot sau- 
sage and various types of seafood 
are available, and you can use as 
much or as little of each as you 
want. 

The vegetable area of the 
food bar is something else I 
thought the vegetables would be 
soggy and gross, but they were 
fresh and delicious and added an 
interesting texture and flavor to 
the food.

I 
went up three times, got a new 
sauce combination each time 
and was not ever disappointed 

Overall, the food is amazing. 
It's hard to get something you 
are not satisfied with because of 
the many options and the fact 
that you put the plate together 
yourself. 

ATMOSPHERE 

The atmosphere in HuHot is 
different, but in a good way 

It has the casual dining feel 
of a Chili's or Old Chicago but 
connects with the mall food 
court. 

Once you are inside and sit- 
ting at your table, it is easy to 
forget where you are The hus 
tie and bustle of the mall and 
food court is not carried into the 
dining area. You aren't rushed 
through your meal, and the wait 



staff is quick to refill drinks and 
get whatever is needed. 

The lighting also is very 
soft, which further facilitates the 
peaceful, easy feeling as you are 
eating. 

Following with the Mongo- 
lian theme, the pictures painted 
on the walls are very interesting 
Upon first glance, the art looks 
like an artist under the influ- 
ence of hallucinogenic substanc- 
es placed it on the walls. 

After 1 got over the shock 
of what I saw and began to look 
at it closer, I realized it fits well 
with everything in the restaurant. 

There are several particular- 
ly interesting paintings, but most 
are the average abstract shapes 
found on restaurant walls. The

Despite the eccentricity of 
it all, the art is soft and flows 
across the walls like it is being 
blown by the wind. 

The only bad aspect of the 
atmosphere was the choice of 
music playing on the speakers.

Modem television is based on 
a tripod system - writers, ac- 
tors and producers - and the 
industry falls when one of the 
legs is taken away Howev- 
er, writers are teetering on a 
dangerous edge now that the 
strike is heading into its fourth 
week. 

Though networks stock- 




piled episodes prior to the 
Nov. 5 strike, many shows 
have run out of fresh pro- 
gramming and are condemned 
to reruns during pnmetime 
hours. Though this lactic was 
planned by the writers, the 
consequences are beginning to 
unfold, and they are anything 
but pleasant. 

In this modem age of in- 
stant gratification, there is a 
constant need for new, en- 
tertaining programming The 
numbers do not lie - reruns

Striking a balance 

Gates promotes diplomacy, calls for more military funding

The US. secretary of defense 
said the United States needs to im 
prove its diplomatic efforts to bal- 
ance with its military power 

"If we are to meet the myriad 
of challenges around the world in 
the coming decades, this country 
must strengthen other important 
elements of national power both 
institutionally and financially," De- 
fense Secretary Robert Gates said 
in a speech Monday afternoon in 
McCain Auditorium as part of the 
Landon Lecture Series. 

Gales said diplomacy - or 
what he called "soft power" - 
should be integrated with military 
strength - or "hard power." 

Gates compared the rebuild- 
ing of Afghanistan and Iraq to pre- 
vious wars in which the United 
States was involved - specifical- 
ly the Cold War He said after the 
Cold War and three other times in 
history, the United States cut mil- 
itary and international relations 
funding and de-emphasized mili- 
tary and diplomatic strength 

"After Sept 11, the Unit- 
ed States re- armed and again 
strengthened our intelligence ca- 
pabilities," Gates said. "It will be 
critically important to sustain 
those capabilities in the future. It 
will be important not to make the 
same mistake a fifth time" 

He called the 1990s a period 
of false peace and said the United 
States avoided much of the strife 
throughout the world - including 
religious feuds in the Middle East 
- for decades because of larger 
wars like the Cold War. 

He said the rebuilding in 
Iraq and Afghanistan is improv- 
ing because of the training of sol- 
diers with help from other institu- 
tions and universities in the Unit- 
ed States and other countries. 

Though the rebuilding efforts 
are improving. Gates said the Unit- 
ed States needs to develop a sys- 
tem to allow for a quick response 
and solution to similar problems. 

"As a nation, we need to fig- 
ure out how to institutionalize 
programs and relationships such 
as these, and we need to find more 
untapped resources, places where 
its not necessarily how much you 
spend, but how you spend it," 
Gates said. 

He said the way to establish 
these new policies is not to just 
throw new people or money at the 
problem, but to find new institu- 
tions that are updated for the goals 
and needs of the United States in 
the 21 si century 

Gates said above all. the mil- 
itary needs more money to fund 



this type of system and to strength- 
en the military and intelligence ca- 
pabilities indefinitely. 

"What is clear to me is that 
there is a need for a dramatic in- 
crease in spending on the civilian 
instruments of national security" 
Gates said " 

After the lecture. Gates an 
swered several questions from au- 
dience members ranging in topics 
from torture to relations in Iran to 
the image of the United States in 
the world. 

One student asked how the 
United States would build diplo- 
macy when its national image is 
not high throughout the world. 
Gates answered that relations 
have improved and countries are 
more receptive 

"1 think that there is a sense 
out there that there is a lot of anti- 
Americanism, and I think that we 
have gone through a period of that 
probably, but right now it seems 
that most governments are willing 
to work with us," Gates said 

McCain Auditorium was near- 
ly full with K State students and 
faculty and Manhattan residents. 
The crowd - and even a group of 
peaceful protesters against mili- 
tary force in Iran - generally were 
pleased with Gates' lecture 

Josh Hcrsh, senior in speech 
communication, said he was 
pleased that a military leader is 
promoting a balance between mil- 
itary force and diplomacy 

"1 think it's interesting to see 
a year later in Iraq what the situ- 
ation is and how a new secretary 
is seeing the need to adapt, and I 
think that is very hopeful." Hersh 
said. 

Glenda Phillips, Manhattan 
resident and member of the Man- 
hattan Alliance for Peace and Jus- 
tice, said she thought the secre- 
tary's message of diplomacy was 
promising for future conflicts 
around the world 

"If he is saying what he is re- 
ally doing then I was really excited 
about that speech," Phillips said. 

Charles Reagan, Landon Lec- 
ture Series chair, said Gates' lec- 
ture was an important policy state- 
ment. He said past defense secre 
tary speakers addressed specific 
defense issues, but Gates' lecture 
addressed a broader government 
issue. Gates was the 149th speaker 
in the Landon Lecture Series and 
the fifth defense secretary to speak 
in the series. 

Reagan also said he was 
pleased with Gates' promotion of 
increased diplomacy. 

"He understands that you 
have to make people cooperate 
with you and not the terrorists," 
Reagan said 



Former journalist warns of risk of HIV among senior citizens

Jane Fowler, founder of 
HIV Wisdom for Older Worn 
en and former journalist, spoke 
about her story of being diag 
nosed with HIV and about the 
risks it holds for senior citi- 
zens - who might be reluctant 
to talk about sex - in her pre- 
sentation Monday night at the 
K-State Student Union 

Fowler read her speech like 
a story and instantly engaged 
the audience, which consisted 
of people of all ages, from col- 
lege students to senior citizens 

Fowler worked as a jour 
nalist for 30 years and is a Kan- 
sas City, Kan,, resident who 
aims to educate senior citizens 
of the risks of contracting HIV 
through un protected sex She 
has been interviewed on CNN, 
"The Oprah Winfrey Show" 
and "20/20" about her work, 
and she travels the country giv- 
ing presentations, according to 
her speech introduction, 

"It is imperative to edu- 
cate the aging community and 
their health and social provid- 
ers" Fowler said "I know how 



important it is first to dispel the 
myth that seniors don't have 
sex." 

She said there was good 
news and bad news in the se- 
nior citizen community: the 
good news is "seniors do still 
like to have a romp"; the bad 
news is they must have safe sex, 
Fowler said, and someone has 
to tell them just that 

"I do this work of speaking 
out because I feel I must," Fowl- 
er said. 

Fowler was diagnosed 
with HIV in 1991 when she 
was about 55 years old after 
she attempted to change insur- 
ance companies, and the com- 
pany told her she had a blood 
abnormality At first she was 
confused, thinking HIV was a 
vague disease only affecting gay 
men, she said. 

But through her own re- 
search, she discovered she had 
contracted HIV from a man 
she had dated in the 1980s It 
never had occurred to her, she 
said, she could get HIV from a 
friend, whom she thought had 
only heterosexual relations 

"You don't know what 
anybody's doing as much as 



you would like to think you do," 
Fowler said with reference to 
sexual partners. 

After more than 12 yeans, 
Fowler has come to terms with 
her diagnosis and has set out to 
"bring a preventive message to 
people my age," she said 

For Fowler's generation, 
she said condoms only are as- 
sociated with birth control, 
not HIV prevention. She said 
health insurance providers and 
senior citizens themselves need 
to talk about sex and HIV pre- 
vention, even if it is a sensitive 
subject with the older genera- 
tion. 

Mary Ray, former K State 
student and member of the 
AfDS Awareness Week com- 
mittee, is 56 and said she thinks 
it is vital to get HIV information 
out to the older generation. 

"Older people have sex 
and enjoy it" Ray said, "but they 
don't often realize that they can 
put themselves in danger, and 
they need to be informed." 

Matt Combes, chair of 
K-State's AIDS Awareness 
Week planning committee, said 
he heard Fowler speak in Kan- 
sas City and wanted to bring 
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Jan« Fowler, founder of HIV Wisdom for Older Women, speaks about her life up to and following being 
diagnosed with HIV. Fowler, who spoke In the Cottonwood Room of the K- State Student Union on Monday 
evening, is from Kansas City, Kan., and has appeared on various shows like "Oprah" and "20/20,"

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Family, colleagues remember 
former sociology professor

Martial Antonio Riquelme 
lived his life as a "rebel with a 
cause." 

Friends, family members 
and colleagues gathered Mon- 
day afternoon in Ail Faiths Cha- 
pel to remember Riquelme's 
life. Riquelme, associate pro- 
fessor of sociology, died Inly 29 
of a stroke in Asunci6n, Para 
guay, at age 70. Known by his 
family members and friends as 
Tonio or Tbni, he started teach- 
ing at K-State in 1991. 

"He believed in human 
dignity, and he opposed those 
who abused power," said his 
son Jorge Riquelme. "He had a 
very clear sense of morality. He 
never compromised the values. 
He did not believe in gray ar- 
eas to justify morality'' 

Riquelme fought for po- 
litical action in Paraguay and 
helped bring a change in its 
government from a dictator- 
ship to a democracy. 

"Those who knew him, 
I'm sure, can attest that he nev- 
er shied away from speaking 



his mind," Jorge said "Because 
of this, he suffered early in -his - 
life arrest, torture and eventu- 
ally exile from his home coun- 
try." 

Riquelme was arrested 12 
times in Paraguay before he 
was deported in 1962. Jorge 
said his father came to the 
United States to start a new life 
and a family. He marched with 
Martin Luther King Jr in Wash- 
ington, DC, in 1962 and also 
marched with Cesar Chavez in 
1964. Jorge said. 

"His life was marked by 
dramatic changes, but his com- 
mitment to human dignity nev- 
er changed," Jorge said. 

Riquelme also served as 
director of Latin American 
Studies at K-State from 1991 
lo 1996 The K-State Latin Jazz 
Ensemble played seve/al songs 
during the memorial Monday 
afternoon. 

In 1985, Riquelme final- 
ly returned to Paraguay after 
more than 20 years in exile 
In 1993, the United Nations 
asked Riquelme to witness the 
first democratic election in Par 
aguay. Harald Prins, university 



distinguished professor of an- 
thropology, said he traveled 
with Riquelme lo Asuncidn for 
the election. 

"For him, politics was very 
personal," Prins said. 

Photographs of Riquelme's 
life flashed across a screen as a 
recording of his favorite Para 
' guayan musicians played One 
picture showed Riquelme as a 
young lawyer in Caacupe\ Par- 
aguay, shortly before he came 
to the United States. 

Soft laughter resound- 
ed from audience members as 
an image of Riquelme bundled 
up in the snow with the words 
"living below zero" played dur- 
ing the images of his life in 
Manhattan. 

The photograph presen- 
tation ended with a linger 
ing image of Riquelme smil- 
ing and standing in front of an 
empty lecture classroom with 
the words "a proud professor." 
When Jorge first visited Kansas 
in the mid 1990s, he said his 
father proudly showed him the 
K-State campus 

"He was closely involved 
with what was happening in

Paraguay, but he never lost his 
identity as a professor." Jorge 
said "He always reminded 
people that if he were to make 
a contribution to Paraguay, it 
would be as a scholar, not as a 
militant to a political party He 
collaborated with different op- 
position movements - always 



as an expert, never as a mili- 
tant" 

Three of Riquelme's 
grandchildren also paid tribute 
la their grandfather with mes- 
sages they had written, first in 
Spanish and then in English 

"My grandfather was a 
man who believed in peace and 



liberty," said his granddaugh- 
ter Camila Villagra Riquelme 
"My favorite part about him 
was that he was my grandfa- 
ther. When he was incarcerat- 
ed, it was not because he did 
something bad but because he 
fought for what he believed 
was right." 



Commissioners to discuss potential water rate increase tonight at City Hall

The city commission will 
discuss a water-rate increase at 
a meeting tonight in City Hall. 

Commissioners approved 
an ordinance on Aug. 21 in- 
creasing the water rate by 15 
percent starting Jan 1, 2008. 
according to city officials. They 



also agreed to further exam- 
ine rate increases for 2009 and 
2010 

A three -year incremental 
will be proposed, increasing 15 
percent in 2008, 10 percent in 
2009 and 10 percent in 2010, 
said Bemie Hayen, director of 
finance for the city 

The revenues will help fi- 
nance major renovations of 



water plants needed because 
of the population increase, he 
said. 

Water rates have been 
fixed since 1990 and the Man- 
hattan population has grown 
from roughly 30,000 to 50,000, 
Hayen said 

"This increase in popu- 
lation requires a bigger water 
treatment plant," he said. 



Commissioners will ded- 
icate this session to gathering 
more information on revenue 
streams and when extra rev- 
enue will enter the city, said 
Bruce Snead, city commission- 
er. 

"We will be looking at 
what would be necessary lo 
fund improvements and main- 
tenance looking at the clause 



of anticipated expansion," he 
said 

The rate increase will mir- 
ror inflation rales, according to 
city reports 

A change in rale structure 
also will be discussed. The city 
applies a declining rale struc- 
ture, meaning thai rates de- 
crease when water usage in- 
creases, according to city staff 



"The increase rate struc 
ture - meaning the more wa- 
ter being used, the more it costs 
- encourages water conserva- 
tion," Hayen said. 

The advantage of the de- 
crease rate structure is revenue 
stability, and city officials rec- 
ommend keeping this system 
since Manhattan is not near a 
water shortage, he said.

Dance program switches departments, looks to recruit more students 



The K-State dance depart- 
ment and its biannual perfor- 
mances - Springdance and 
Winterdance - are staples at 
the university and an expres- 
sion of the varieties of enter- 
tainment K-State has to of- 
fer. However, the department 
is a fairly new addition to the 
school's curricula. 

The department was estab- 
lished in 1975 under the De- 
partment of Health, Physical 
Education and Recreation be- 
fore being moved to the Depart- 
ment of Speech in 1986. 

With Winterdance 2007 
leaping into action Thursday, 
take a look back at the K-State 
dance department when it was 
just starting to become a com- 
petitive program and was still 
housed in Aheam Field House.

DESPITE FUNDING 
PROBLEMS, DANCE 
SURVIVES AT K-STATE

Aheam Field House: For 
many students the name con- 
jures up images of physical edu 
cation classes and Wildcat bas- 
ketball games - but that is just 
on the ground floor. 

Go up several flights of 
stairs, and there is an entirely 
different world of student activ 
ity. 
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There, students in toe shoes 
and leotards take the floor 

Not only is Aheam home 
to sports, but also to the fine 
art of dance. The K-State dance 
program is partially housed in 
Aheam and Nichols Hall 

Due to a 1986 decision by 
the Kansas Board of Regents. 
the dance program was removed 
from the Department of Physi- 
cal Education, Dance and Lei- 
sure Studies and placed within 
the Department of Speech. 

This move combined 
speech, theater and dance into 
one program Therefore, those 
wishing lo become dance stu- 
dents will major in speech but 
with an emphasis in dance. 

"I beiieve the Regents 
moved (the dance program) 
in order to combine programs 
and conserve money," said Judy 
Quirk, assistant professor of 
speech. "They felt that (dance) 
was better suited within the 
theater program 

"When the change oc 
curred, none of the curriculum 
was cut," Quirk said. "The pro- 
gram actually got stronger and 
the courses are better suited 
for the performing arts The de- 
partment head {of speech) and 
the faculty have been incredibly 
helpful and supportive." 

This year marks the 10th 
year of the K-State dance pro- 
gram and the ninth year Luke 
Kahlich has been the director. 

Quirk said the program is 



based on a philosophy of liberal 
arts, not just technique. 

Each year the faculty and 
students produce two perfor- 
mances at McCain Auditorium, 
and one show each year is sole- 
ly produced by the students. 

The dance students also 
attend the American College 
Dance Festival and the Kan- 
sas Dance Festival and have re- 
cently preformed in the local 
Flint Hills Festival. 

Despite the fact those in 
dance are able to participate in 
these activities, funding is tight. 

"We do our own publici- 
ty, mailings, costumes and sets," 
Quirk said. "It places a lot of 
stress on the students. They are 
busy, like everyone, and don't 
always have lime to do it all 
on their own time However. 
I think the students here will 
come out with a better backing 
than other places." 

The student government 
has become involved as well. 

"Student government has 
increased our funding Ihis year 
to S5000 for the dance pro- 
gram," Kahlich, professor of 
speech said "Our biggest prob- 
lem is that we cannot get an art- 
ist in residence," he said 

Artists in residence are pro 
fessionals who take one-year 
positions to expose students to 
the professional world 

"This year we couldn't get 
anyone to take a one year po 
si lion because of the lack of 
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funds," Kahlich said. 

"KU groups all of its fine 
arts - music, theater, dance 
- together. I think it makes 
it easier. I think it would help 
(if K- Slate's fine arts would be 
grouped)," Quirk said 

At one point last year, 
K-State was going to group 
the programs together and call 
them the performing arts, but 
it would have taken too many 
changes to complete, she said. 

"We do really well with 
what wc have, but we can't do 
anything very elaborate." Quirk 
said. 

Occasionally the danc- 
ers do benefit from profession- 
al touring groups that perform 
on campus. When lime allows, 
perfonners give master classes 
to the dance students 

"The dancers here are gel- 
ting to be better trained and 
are developing a sense of pro- 
fessionalism. Quirk said. "They 
are going out on their own and 
doing programs such as Art 
Share." 

ArtShare, a program cre- 
ated by Kahlich. is designed lo 
help educate elementary stu- 
dents in the arts 

Once a week for three 
weeks, dance students visit both 
the Wood row Wilson and Eu- 
gene Field Schools to present 
lecture-demonstrations, perfor- 
mances and class sessions to 
third -grade students 

"The students here are in-

credibly dedicated and respon- 
sible," Quirk said. "You could 
trust them with your life." 

While those in the pro- 
gram are doing well, Quirk said 
it is difficult to recruit dance 
students to K-State 

There are 12 to 1 5 students 
with a concentration in dance 
enrolled in the speech depart- 
ment Quirk said ihey have 
done more recruiting this year 

"It is hard to bring peo- 
ple in because we are not close 
lo a major city," she said "We 
get the majority of our stu- 
dents from those who just took 
a class because they were inter- 



ested and decided to stay with 
the program." 

Attracting men to the pro- 
gram is another problem. 

"It is hard to get men (into 
the dance program)." Quirk 
said. Four years ago there were 
nine men enrolled; now there 
are only about three, she said 

"Now the theater majors 
have to take some dance class- 
es, which is important because 
it is hard to be just a singer or 
actor or dancer," Quirk said 
"Whether you perform or teach. 
you need a wide range to do it."

Younger voters can have more effect on local politics

Younger voters should learn 
more about local politics 

Voters across the United States 
are si arting to call 
for a change in the 
US political cli- 
mate. For the first 
time since Ross Per- 
ot in the 1990s. 
a third parly has 
gained much sup- 
port from U.S. vot- 
ers 

That third par 
ty candidate is U.S. 
Rep Ron Paul, R- 
Texas Paul is tech- 
nically a republican, but he's far from 
a typical Republican and has what is 
closer to a libertarian philosophy He 
ran as a Libertarian Party presiden- 
tial candidate in 1988, and supporters 
are calling for him to do it again if he 
loses the Republican primary, which 
probably will happen 

Paul has raised a ridiculous 
amount of money, including more 
than $4 million in one day and has 
received as much as 5 percent sup- 
port in recent presidential polls Ac 
cording to an article written by the 
editors of Reason Magazine - a lib- 
ertarian magazine - for the Washing 
ton Post, much of this support comes 
from younger voters who are look- 
ing for a change and less government 
control. 



Much of Paul's support might 
come from younger voters, but over 
all, younger voters care less and less 
about the political system. 

In a column in the Washington 
Post, author Naomi Wolf said U.S. 
youth know less about politics and 
have lost interest in getting in- 
volved in the political sys 
tern She cited the Na- 
tional Center for Edu- 
cation Statistics, which 
showed I hat only 47 
percent of high -school 
seniors have mas- 
tered a mini 
mum lev- 
el of US 
history and 
civics. Ac- 
cording to 
the col- 
umn only 
29 stales 
require 
high school stu 




dents to take a civics class. 

Wolf said through speeches and 
talks with younger voters, the young- 
er generation wants a change, but 
they don't know how. She said at 
a recent talk at a Midwestern col- 
lege, a student complained about de- 
velopment in the town, and Wolf 
suggested the 26-year-old run 
for city council. Wolf said the 
woman didn't think she could 
run for a government posi- 
tion without donors and a 
Web site 

Wolf also men- 
tioned past younger gener- 
ations have made signifi- 
cant policy changes and 
today's youth can do so 
too. Movements like 
the civil rights move- 
ment were started by 
college- age voters who 
wanted change They 
started at a local level, 
eventually 
catching 
nation- 
al iit 
<^ tention 
and 
gaining 
support 
Most peo- 
ple don't re 
alizc local 
politics af- 




fects them more than national politi- 
cians ever do. But since we never see 
a city commissioner or Manhattan 
representative on Meet the Press, it's 
hard to find out about the views and 
actions of local politicians. 

Change needs to start on the lo- 
cal level and build up If the younger 
generation wants a change, then they 
need to get involved and organized 
locally - from the community to the 
state to the nation. 

It's easy to throw money at can- 
didates like Ron Paul who promise a 
change in the White House, but that 
will change little, Paul most likely will 
not be elected, because the public is 
not ready for such a large change in 
policy Over the years, if young voters 
start changing local and state policies, 
the rest ol the United States will take 
notice and might be ready for such a 
drastic change. 

The government is corrupt and 
possibly has loo much power; a 
change is needed Our generation, in- 
cluding students at K-State, has the 
opportunity to make the change. Co 
to a city commission meeting and let 
your voice be heard instead of just 
taping a Google Ron Paul sticker to a 
light pole or campus bulletin board.

Fairy tale uses lighthearted satire to give old genre a facelift 



"Enchanted"

Disney's latest fairy talc 
"Enchanted" takes a new ap- 
proach to the cliched world 
of princes, maidens and evil 
stepmothers. 

After a sugary-sweet an- 
imated opening with sing- 
ing forest animals, a cheerful 
ogre and a by-the- numbers 
duet between a maiden and 
her newfound true love, the 
happy couple prepares for a 
lovely wedding followed by 



an eternity of happiness 

Luckily, the film takes a 
turn when the evil stepmoth- 
cr (Susan Sara nd on) sends 
the innocent maiden, Giselle 
(Amy Adams) to a frightful 
new world; New York City. 

As Giselle wanders help- 
lessly around the city, the 
film depicts multiple Disney 
cliches played out in reality. 
The princess seeks the kind- 
ness of a strange old man 
and he steals her crown; she 
knocks on the door of a cas- 
tle only to find out it is a ca- 
sino billboard; and she ad- 
dresses a short, disgruntled 
businessman as "Grumpy" 



only to receive an angry 

Innk. 

The joke should gel old 
fast, but it works surpris 
ingly well. After a lawyer 
(Patrick Dempsey) and his 
6-year-old daughter come 
to her rescue, the parody 
stretches even further as Gi- 
selle cleans their apartment 
with the help of sewer rats 
and cockroaches, all while 
singing happily about the 
joy of a job well done Ad- 
ams jumps into her role with 
excitement and completely 
nails the character of a Dis- 
ney princess. Her naive op- 
timism rarely falters, and 



when it does, she immediate- 
ly counters her anger with 
laughter and wonderment of 
her newfound emotion 

Eventually, the prince 
(lames Marsden) comes to 
her rescue, though he has his 
own trouble adapting to a 
new world. 

His storyline remains 
relatively unexplored, but 
Marsden's confident and 
cartoon ish performance pro- 
vides for some of the film's 
funniest moments 

"Enchanted" is one of 
the rare children's movies 
that also will play well to 
adults, but it is not without 



fault Sarandon does a great 
job of voicing the animated 
stepmother, but when we see 
her in the flesh, she struggles 
to achieve the fun level of 
parody present in the rest of 
the film. 

Most of the movie focus- 
es on the unfolding love sto 
ry, but after the plot reach- 
es a resolution, a tacked-on 
dragon fight stretches the 
film a bit too thin (If you 
want a good dragon fight, 
sneak into the last 15 min- 
utes of "Beowulf") 

The fun epilogue re- 
stores most of the good will 1 
lost during the dragon scene, 



but it still leaves a scar on an 
otherwise impressive movie 

"Enchanted" could have 
left the impression that fairy 
tales are stupid Instead, it 
teaches (he audience that the 
optimism present in fictional 
worlds is only harmful when 
the problems present in real- 
ity are ignored. 

Unlike most parody 
films. Enchanted" does not 
attack its target genre with 
anger and resentment It 
pokes fun at Disney's histo- 
ry in a lighthearted fashion. 
Fans of Disney's animated 
canon will appreciate it as 
an ode to a classic genre.

It was hard to watch the 
second half of the Fresno 
State game Saturday, because

They bailed themselves 
out twice by recovering two 
fumbles inside the 10-yard 
line. 

The 45-29 loss was an- 
other embarrassing show- 
ing for the Wildcats, spoiling 
Jordy Nelson's final game, in 
which he was spectacular 

K- Stale completed an 
end of- season collapse for the 
second -straight year, and the 
fans are in an uproar again. 

Some want Ron Prince to 
be fired and the ultimate sun- 
shine pumpers are saying ev- 
erything will be just great 
soon. The problem with those 
arguments is they both could 
be wrong or right - no one 
knows the future. 

Yes. Prince is the ulti- 
mate reason why the Wild- 
cats failed on the field this 
year. He is the one in charge 
and the voice of the program, 
so he has to be responsible for 
all the lopsided losses. 

But to call for him to 
pack his bags is unrealistic 
and unreasonable. He is in his 
second season at a school that 
did not have much talent and 
had no depth on the defensive 
line, which is showing up in 
the 3-4 defense. 

This offseason, Prince 
finds himself at the crossroads 
of his program If he secures 
a solid recruiting class (Chris 
Harper, Arthur Brown and 
some quality defensive line- 
men), he will have the players 
to make his schemes work 

He might even change 
schemes so he has a dual- 
threat quarterback (Harper), 
which is necessary for a team 
to win big in the present slate 
of college football. 

For a good example of 
this quarterback philosophy, 
all people need to do is look 
at Kansas, West Virginia and 
Missouri this year. Yes, KU 
and MU don't run with quar- 
terbacks often, but when they 
need to, their signal callers 
can use their legs. 

Still, even if Prince 
doesn't change schemes, he 
might be successful. 

Two years into a contract 
is not enough time to judge 
someone's coaching ability. 
For evidence, people can look 
at the Jayhawks and the Ti- 
gers again. 

Mark Mangino is in his 
sixth season at Kansas and 
Gary Pinkel has six years un- 
der his belt at Missouri Both 
have teams at 11-1 and in the 
top five of the Bowl Champi- 
onship Series standings 

Time will judge Prince; 
there is no need for us to do 
that right now Yes, it has 
been embarrassing and bor- 
derline depressing for Wildcat 
fans everywhere, but this is 
something that happens when 
there is a coaching change. 

Prince did not achieve re- 
alistic expectations this sea- 
son - a 7-5 or 8-4 season and 
a decent bowl game - but 
Snyder didn't leave him much 
to work with, and people 
need to understand winning 
doesn't happen overnight in 
Manhattan. It takes time to 
build a good program 

In the meantime, support 
the team. If you're still real 
ly depressed, stick in the "De- 
cade of Dominance" DVD 
and eat some popcorn 
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Reaching high

K-State volleyball team grabs No. 9 seed in NCAA bid

The K-State volleyball 
team was chosen as the 
No 9 seed in the NCAA 
Volleyball Championship 
tournament selection Sun- 
day night. The Wildcats 
will play host to first an d- 
second round matches at 
Ahearn Field House on 
Friday and Saturday. 

"To play the first two 
rounds at home is a very 
big deal," coach Suzie Fritz 
said. "It means we get our 
fans there and the purple 
there" 

The Wildcats will 
face Tulsa (27-8) in the 



first round Friday, after 
Missouri State and Or- 
egon battle at 5:50 p.m 
K- State's match is sched- 
uled to begin at 7:50 p.m.. 
assuming the first match 
doesn't end later than ex- 
pected. 

"We were ranked 12th 
(in the coaches poll), so to 
be the No 9 seed is pret- 
ty cool," said junior Megan 
Fair. "The Big 12 (Confer- 
ence) is tough, so that ex- 
perience will help us out a 
lot in the tournament" 

The NCAA volleyball 
tournament seeding is dif- 
ferent from traditional bas- 
ketball seeding, because 
there is only one of each 



seed For example, K-State 
was selected as the only 
No. 9 seed and Cal Poly 
was the final seed, chosen 
as No. 16. The remaining 
48 of the 64 teams were 
not seeded. 

Fritz said the touma 
merit selection day is al- 
ways somewhat stress- 
ful for her, because she is 
anxious to find out where 
K-State is seeded 

"It was a very dif- 
ficult day for me," Fritz 
said. "I just kind of paced 
around all day waiting for 
7 o'clock to roll around." 

There are no other 
Big 12 teams in the Wild- 
cats' region, so the squad 



will have a few chances 
to compete with teams it 
hasn't seen yet. 

Farr said she is inter- 
ested to see K State's com- 
petition in the film room 
first and then in person 

"It's going to be nice 
to play some people we 
haven't played." Farr said 
"I feel that we will be very 
well prepared going into 
it." 

Two other Big 12 
schools - Nebraska and 
Texas - also were seed- 
ed in the tournament. The 
Huskers received a No 2 
seed and Texas was seed- 
ed fourth. Missouri. Iowa 
State and Oklahoma were 



the other three Big 12 
schools that received a 
tournament bid. 

If the Wildcats win 
Friday night, they will play 
the winner of the Missouri 
State and Oregon match at 
7 p.m Saturday. K-State 
defeated Missouri State 
during the 2005 season. 

Fritz said her team's 
regular- season record 

means essentially nothing 
in the tournament 

"It's a brand-new sea- 
son now." Fritz said. "It 
doesn't matter what you 
have done to this point. 
Now it's all about trying 
to gain momentum in the 
tournament." 



Men's club soccer team falls short at national tourney

"We weren't even sure 
if we were going up a week 
before," Shipps said "We all 
thought we knew the com- 



mitments, but it's obvious 
that the other schools most 
likely put a lot more time in 
than we did." 

Shipps said the team 
played much better at re- 
gionals than at nationals. 

"We definitely didn't 
play as well as we should 
nave," Shipps said. "If we 
would have played (like we 
did at regionals), I think we 
would have come out a little 
better." 

Sweeper Nick Gay, ju-

Transportation 
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Division of Biology's Bioinformatics Center helps compile research data

Imagine opening a new 
1,000-piece puzzle and seeing 
all the different pieces mixed 
together with no idea how 
they fit together 

In this situation, it is im 
possible to tell where each 
piece fits in the larger picture 
and find the patterns in the 
puzzle. It would be much easi- 
er to find the patterns if some- 
one opened the new puzzle 
and found all of the pieces al- 
ready organized by shape and 
color. 

Biological scientists, like 
those investigating insect ge- 
nomes - which can have 
about 16,000 genes - face a 
similar puzzle Their research 
produces large amounts of 
data saved on computers, 
Where does the research- 
er even start to find the pat- 
terns? 

"You can just see the sci- 
entist sitting there having a 
question and not even begin- 
ning to answer it, because the 
data is spread out everywhere 
and not being able to go to 
their computer and answer- 
ing it in just a couple of min- 
utes," said Gail Ragan, bioin- 
formatic computer specialist 
at K State. 

Scientists faced with this 
puzzle who wish to find a way 
to organize all the pieces can 



tum to the field of bioinfor- 
matics and the K-Stalc Bioin 
formal ics Center in the Divi 
sion of Biology. 

SCIENCE OF INFORMATION 

Informatics, or informa 
Hon science, deals with ac- 
cumulating large data sets, 
maintaining and archiving 
the data, and then looking for 
patterns in the data sets 

Bioinformatics helps re- 
searchers find ways to turn 
the data into something un- 
derstandable and useable 

"How do you store the 
data, how do you annotate 
the data to figure out what's 
in there, and how do you 
make it accessible to people?" 
Susan Brown, professor of bi- 
ology, said 

"Once it does become ac 
cessible to people, how do 
you find patterns that are bi- 
ologic ally meaningful?" 

The Bioinformatics Cen- 
ter was created in 2001 with 
Brown as director, with assis- 
tance from the Kansas IDeA 
Network of Biomedical Re- 
search Excellence It was 
created to organize and cre- 
ate tools to analyze biologi- 
cal data and to help other re 
searchers use software to get 
a handle on their research re- 
sults. 

To create these tools, 
Brown works with Ooina Car 
agea, codirector of the center 



and an assistant professor in 
the Department of Comput- 
er Sciences and Information. 
The center also employs sev- 
eral bioinformatics special- 
ists, including Sanjay Chella- 
pilla, Hee Shin Kim and Nan- 
yan Weng 

One of the center's main 
focuses is the creation of a da- 
tabase for the analysis of the 
genome of the red flour bee- 
tle. This project came directly 
from Brown's own specialty 

The red flour beetle pro- 
vides an excellent research 
model for development, be- 
cause it develops in a differ 
enl way than other heavily re- 
searched insects like the fruit 
fly and the honeybee, Brown 
said 

"Beetles are very different 
looking from honeybees and 
fruit flies, so it's nice to have 
all of the genome sequence to 
work with so we can use that 
genome sequence to address 
biological questions," Brown 
said. 

The center received the 
beetle genome data from the 
Human Genome Sequenc- 
ing Center at Baylor Univer- 
sity and is using that data to 
build the database to allow 
researchers to make sense of 
the data. 

Once researchers can use 
this data, researchers will be 
able to ask questions about 
development on a new level. 



Brown said. 

This ability to tum large 
data sets into usable research 
tools is what makes bioin- 
formatics so interesting to 
Brown, she said 

"Sometimes, just looking 
at the information and ana- 
lyzing it, you suddenly see a 
bigger question on a differ- 
ent level or different perspec- 
tive than from how you were 
trained," she said. "I just like 
all the new perspectives and 
insight that it has brought to 
my own research" 

DIFFERENT VIEWPOINTS 

lb create these databas- 
es and software tools, bioin- 
formatics forces biologists to 
work with computer special- 
ists and think in new ways. 

One of the center's main 
collaborations is with biolo- 
gy professor Ruth Welti, who 
conducts research with lipids, 
a type of organic compound 
created by proteins in cells. 
Since there are more than 
20,000 types of lipids, Welti 
said she needs ways to keep 
track of profiles of lipids and 
related experimental informa 
tion. 

To do this, Welti works 
with Ragan to help her and 
researchers at 130 other labs 
answer questions more ef- 
ficiently by creating a data- 
base to organize experimental 
data. 



Organizing this data pres- 
ents computer specialists like 
Ragan a challenge to translate 
the biologists' needs into a us- 
able computer toot. 

"Biologists' data is very 
squishy - it's life," Ragan said 
"It's not ever digital, so to get 
it in the yes/no format that we 
have to use, we have to real- 
ly define it I've had to read in 
several different areas and lis- 
ten to them talk and go back 
and forth between things" 

This process of working 
with computer specialists can 
be beneficial for the biologist, 
because it can force the re 
searcher to work with people 
not versed in biology, Welti 
said. 

"It gives you a different 
viewpoint that actually helps 
your thinking about a scientif 
ic problem, because you have 
to define it in a mure clear 
way for somebody who is not 
thinking about it in the same 
way," Welti said. "It makes 
you bring out specific aspects 
of your thinking and spell 
them out." 

A LARGER SCALE 

The computer tools cre- 
ated through bioinformatics 
can help scientists gain bet- 
ter insight into biological pro- 
cesses and ask new questions 
that were not considered be- 
fore. 

"Every time you see your 



data in a different way, it gives 
you ideas, because you see re^ 
lationships that you didn't s*« 
before," Ragan said. 

"It gives them ideas of 
what they should be looking 
at next." 

The creation of the lip- 
id database is one case where 
bioinformatics will enable it: 
searchers to conduct projects 
that would not have been pot-' 
sible before. 

"It will help us out in the 
long run to do a lot of thing! 
we just plain can't do other- 
wise, because it would be cra- 
zy to do without having the; 
data in a database," Welti 
said. 

"We just can't attempt a 
really large-scale project." 

The Bioinformatics Cen- 
ter will continue to work with 
researchers to answer biologi- 
cal questions like these in the 
future. '. 

"Everyone is moving to* 
ward trying to understand bi- 
ological processes on a larger 
scale, with more information," 
Brown said. 

"Everybody needs these 
sorts of bioinformation tools, 
so by having a center where 
people are working on them 
... we can build a collabora- 
tion and find projects where 
the center can provide tha 
bioinformatics expertise, and 
the scientist can provide the 
biological motivation."

Report finds Washington, D.C., has highest AIDS infection rate among U.S. cities 



WASHINGTON - The 
District of Columbia has the 
highest rate of AIDS infec- 
tion of any city in the coun- 
try, and the disease is being 
transmitted to infants, old- 
er adults, women and hetero- 
sexual men at an epidemic 
pace, according to a report re- 
leased Monday by city health 
officials. The report said more 
than 12,400 people in the city 
- about 1 in 50 - are living 
with AIDS or HIV, the virus 
that causes AIDS. 

"HIV/AIDS in the district 
has become a modern epidem- 
ic with complexities and chal- 
lenges that continue to threat- 
en the lives and well being of 
far too many residents," said 
the report, which includes the 
first-ever study of statistics on 



HIV in the city, along with 
updated data on AIDS cas- 
es. The HIV data offers a vi- 
tal snapshot of the most re- 
cent infections so health offi- 
cials can study any changes in 
transmission patterns, the of- 
ficials said. 

The city's AIDS preven 
tion office has been faulted in 
the past as not keeping proper 
data to track and fight the dis- 
ease, and the director of the 
office is the 13th in just over 
two decades, a turnover rate 
that has hampered its focus, 
advocates for AIDS patients 
said. 

The report said from 200 1 
to 2006, 56 children, ages 13 
or younger, were found to 
have either HIV or AIDS, and 
most were infected at birth 



These cases, which ac- 
count for 6 percent of all moth 
er-to-child HIV infections 
in the nation in the last five 
years, were especially alarm- 
ing, city officials said, because 
they could have been avoided 
with routine HIV testing dur- 
ing pregnancy, quick-results 
oral swabs during labor and 
"fast tracking" of the a nti ret- 
roviral drugs that can prevent 
transmission during delivery 

Though black residents 
account for 57 percent of the 
city's population of 500,000 
or so, they account for 81 per 
cent of new reports of HIV 
cases and about 86 percent of 
people with AIDS 

The report also found the 
disease spread through het- 
erosexual contact in more 
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than 37 percent of the cas- 
es detected from 2001 to last 
year, in contrast with the 25 
percent of cases attributable 
to men having sex with men 
Starting in 2004, the number 
of new HIV casts among men 
and women ages 40 to 49 out 
paced every other age group 
in the city. 

While the report found 
8,368 reported cases of peo- 
ple living with AIDS in the 
district at the end of last year, 
a 43 percent increase from 
2001, it also found that the 
number of new HIV cases be- 
gan declining in 2003 City 
health officials say the drop in 
HIV numbers was most likely 
a result of under-reporting or 
delayed reporting. 

Dr. Shannon Hader, who 



became head of the city's 
HIV/AIDS Administration in 
October, said the city had be- 
gun confronting the problem. 
In the last year, Hader said, 
the city began providing vol- 
untary screening to all incom- 
ing prison inmates, tripled 
the number of locations for 
free screening and initiated a 
free condom distribution pro- 
gram. 

"We are also trying to 
raise awareness that there are 
programs in the city where 
people who arc infected can 
get an tiretro viral treatment, 
even if they do not have in- 
surance and or cannot afford 
to pay for the treatment," she 
said. 

City health officials said 
unprotected sex was the most 



common way HIV is spread, 
followed by intravenous drug 
use Since 2000, about 13 per- 
cent of all new HIV cases in 
the city involved intravenous 
drug use, most likely the shar- 
ing of needles 

Washington is still the 
only city in the country barred 
by federal law from using lo- 
cal lax money to finance nee- 
dle exchange programs Con- 
gress controls the city's sys- 
tem of government, and for 
nearly a decade members of 
the House, citing concerns 
about worsening drug abuse, 
have inserted language into 
the bill approving the city's 
budget to prohibit financing 
such programs

Administrators explain affirmative action misconceptions

Affirmative action, a top- 
ic on campuses across (he coun- 
try, is much more than misunder- 
stood quotas, one university offi- 
cial said 

Clyde Howard, director of 
K-State's Office of Affirmative 
Action, said many simply do not 
understand affirmative action's 
purpose and mission on campus 

"Affirmative action does not 
require quotas," Howard said "It 
does require a good faith effort 
and it requires providing equal 
opportunity." 

According to its mission 
statement, the Office of Affirma- 
tive Action seeks to ensure the 
university's policies, programs, 
services and activities comply 
with the letter and spirit of both 
federal and state non-discrimina- 
tory laws. Howard said the office 
fulfills this mission through pro- 
grams such as dispute resolution, 
training and education. 

In its tumultuous 45-year 
history, affirmative action has 
been both praised and bemoaned 
as an answer to ending society's 
inequalities First introduced by 
President John F. Kennedy but 



adopted during President Lyn- 
don B. Johnson's administra- 
tion, affirmative action policies 
have typically focused on provid- 
ing equal opportunity regardless 
of race or sex in both education 
and employment. 

In Kansas, a state affirmative 
action plan for equal employ- 
ment opportunity is mandated by 
Kansas Executive Order 93-159 
According to the state's Web site, 
the goal of the order is to achieve 
a workforce that includes a rep- 
resentation of qualified minor- 
ities, women and persons with 
disabilities that approximates 
their availability in the state resi- 
dent workforce. 

The most prevalent opposi- 
tion to affirmative action is the 
notion that the policies consti- 
tute reverse discrimination or 
unwarranted preferences. How 
ever, race is not a factor in any 
K State admissions decision 

"1 think the criteria we're 
given does allow us to have a 
very diverse student body," said 
Larry Moeder, K-State director 
of admissions and student finan- 
cial assistance, 

K State's admissions poli- 
cy has been based on the idea of 
open admission since 2001 Ac-

cording to Kansas Statute KSA 
76-7 17, any applicant with either 
a GPA above 2.0 in core classes, 
an ACT score above 21 or who 
ranks in the top third of his or 
her graduating class is offered ad- 
mission, regardless of race If ap- 
plicants do not meet these stan- 
dards, they still can be admit- 
ted because of their potential for 
success at K State; however, no 
more than 10 percent of an in- 



coming class can miss all three 
application standards. 

"Under those guidelines, it's 
pretty much spelled out for us," 
Moeder said 

Though some might think 
the affirmative action office only 
handles the issues of race and 
gender, the office has worked 
to ensure equal opportunities

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Search for missing multi-millionaire aviator called off, local friends remorse

When Pat Rinearson 
first heard of multi-million- 
aire and record-breaking 
aviator Steve Fossett's dis- 
appearance, he said he was 
shocked. 

"It's always scary when 
something like this happens 
to someone you know," said 
Rinearson, who worked mis 
sion controls for three of 
Fossett's GlobalFlyer flights 
"You just feel so helpless, like 
you wish you could do some- 
thing. But the worst part is, 
you can't." 

Fossett's wife, Peggy, 
asked a court Monday to de- 
clare him dead According to 
the Associated Press, at 8:45 



am. Sept. 3, Fosseft took off 
in a single-engine airplane 
from a private airstrip called 
Flying-M Ranch near Smith 
Valley, Nev. 

"As difficult as it is for 
me to reach this conclusion. I 
no longer hold out any hope 
that Steve has survived," Peg- 
gy Fossett wrote in court doc- 
uments filed Monday with 
the Cook County (III.) Cir- 
cuit Court, 

According to s CNN re- 
port Tuesday, Fossett had 
planned to fly over the Ne- 
vada desert for two to three 
hours and was expected to 
return for lunch. He had a 
single bottle of water and no 
parachute with him when he 
disappeared, lawyers for Peg- 
gy Fossett said in court docu- 



ments 

According to the AP, the 
Civil Air Patrol released a 
statement saying rescuers had 
searched 20.000 square miles 
in an attempt to find Fossett 
and his Bellanca Super De 
cathalon aircraft. The report 
said this was "one of the larg- 
est, most intensive searches 
for a missing aircraft in mod- 
ern history." 

Dennis Kuhlman, dean 
of K- State -Sal in a, also said 
privately funded searches for 
Fossett are ongoing, but due 
to snow in the high coun- 
try in the area Fossett disap- 
peared, searches have been 
limited to certain areas. 

However, the Civil Air 
Patrol ended the official 
search Oct. 3, but rescuers 



still will follow tips sent by 
phone and e-mail, according 
to the AP 

"I can completely un- 
derstand their position," said 
Rinearson, a 2006 graduate 
of K- State- Sal ina "They were 
doing a fantastic job, but I'm 
sure it was a financial deci- 
sion Once you reach a point 
of diminished returns, there 
aren't many options," 

Rinearson said during 
his three years helping with 
mission controls for Fossett's 
Virgin Atlantic GlobalFlyer 
mission out of Salina, he had 
a chance lo get to know Fos- 
sett's personality and consid- 
ered him part of his family.

CANCER-RESISTANT MOUSE PROVIDES 
HOPE FOR FUTURE TREATMENT 

A mouse resistant to cancer, even 
highly aggressive types, has been cre- 
ated by researchers at the University of 



Kentucky. The breakthrough stems from 
a discovery by UK College of Medicine 
professor of radiation medicine Vivek 
Rangnekar and a team of researchers who 
found a tumor suppressor gene called 
"Par-4" in the prostate 

The researchers discovered that the 
Par-4 gene kills cancer cells, but not nor- 
mal cells There are very few molecules 
thai specifically fight against cancer cells, 
giving it a potentially therapeutic applica- 
tion- 
Funded by several grants from the 
National Institutes of Health, Rang- 
nekar's study is unique in that mice born 
with this gene are not developing tumors. 

The mice grow normally and have no 
defects. In fact, the mice possessing Por-4 
actually live a few months longer than the 
control animals, indicating that they have 
no toxic side effects

The Sensible Nutrition 
and Body Image Choice 
Peer Educators, or SNAC, 
requested $2,504 to bring 
speaker Jessica Setnick 
to campus to speak about 
healthier eating and body 
image attitudes 

Nick Piper, sen- 
ate chair, said though the 
amount SNAC requested 
seemed large, it is actually 
quite reasonable compared 
to past travel arrangement 
requests 



A bill to increase the 
student activity lee also was 
introduced 

The Privilege Fee 
Committee recommended 
that the current Student Ac- 
tivity Fee budget of $ 1 83 .579 
in 2008 to $204,764 in the 
years 2009-2011, according 
to the SGA meeting agen- 
da. 

The Privilege Fee com- 
mittee said the budget 
should be increased in or- 
der to meet the needs of stu 
dent groups in the future. 

It will be voted on next 
semester when the Student 
Senate meets again in |anu- 
ary 

During the open peri-

Under the Constitu- 
tion, all men are created 
equal.

stances. Because of this 
fact, we believe the mis- 
sion of the affirmative 
action office is good and 
has a welcome place on 
the K- State campus. 

However, like all uni- 
versity entities the af- 
firmative action office 
should be subject to 
strict financial regula- 
tions to make sure that 
state funding and tu- 
ition do not go to waste. 
Yes, we understand ev- 
ery university is man- 
dated to follow both 
state and federal non- 
discrimination laws, 
but at the same time we 
wonder how much ad- 
ministrative cost it must 
take for such compli- 
ance. 

Since K-State fol- 
lows the open-admis- 
sion, three tier stan- 
dard when considering 
its applicants, only 10 
percent of applications 
could even be subject to 
review to determine an 
applicant's race. That 10 
percent of students fail 
to meet any of the three 
criteria to get accepted 
to the university and are 
accepted on a case-by- 
case review. If only ten 
percent of the students 
are affected, shouldn't 
fees and allocations fol- 
low the slight student 
representation? 

Also, how much sex- 
ual harassment train- 
ing must our faculty and 
students receive?

Though 13-year-old Megan 
Meier's death is tragic, no law ex- 
ists, nor should exist, to punish the 
cruel and idiotic 
person who did 
what eventual- 
ly led to her sui- 
cide. According 
to The Indepen- 
dent, an online 
news source, on 
Nov. 24, Meier 
was fine when 
she moved to a 
St. Louis suburb 
and made friends 
with a 16-year- 
old boy named Josh Evans through 
her MySpace.com account one 
year ago. 

The Meier family discovered 
weeks after her death, a neighbor- 
ing family - whose daughter re- 
cently ended her friendship with 
Megan prior to her death - had 
created the fictional profile of Josh 
Evans to gain Megan's confidence 

The ex-friend wanted to learn 
what Megan thought about her. 
and with the help of her moth- 
er, Lori Drew, and her mother's 
temporary employee, Megan's ex- 
friend used the fictitious Josh to 
call Megan fat and a slut. Accord- 
ing to Megan's father. Josh wrote 
to Megan "the world would be 
better off without her" 

The Houston Chronicle stat- 
ed on Nov. 22 that city officials 
of Dardenne Prairie. Mo., "de- 
clared online harassment a crime 
Wednesday, fewer than two weeks 
after they learned of a 13 -year-old 
girl who killed herself after receiv 
ing hurtful messages on a popular 
social networking Web site" 

The actual enforcement of the 
law remains to be seen A city Jaw 
making online bullying illegal has 
little to no jurisdiction on the In- 
ternet The law only applies to the 
7,423 individuals living in the Mis- 
souri town, leaving all other Inter- 



net users free to express their ill 
will. 

Despite being underage for us 
ing MySpace, whose terms and 
conditions stipulate only pen 
pie aged 14 and older can 
join - Megan's account 
was monitored closely by 
her mother and father, 
both of whom kept the 
password secret from her, 
according to the Suburban 
Journals on Nov. 12. 

Even with restricted. 
parent -controlled access to MyS- 
pace. Megan couldn't be sheltered 
from the degrading comments 
Josh made about her Strug- 
gling with the pain of rejec- 
tion, Megan failed to gain 
perspective on the situation 
before she took her own life 

She had been battling is 
sues with her weight, depres- 
sion and Attention Deficit 
Disorder prior to her suicide 
According to the Meier fam- 
ily, Megan had been on sev- 
eral vacation trips with the 
Drew family, and they were 
aware Megan took medica- 
tion to treat her depression 
and ADD 

Because of this knowl- 
edge, the mother and daugh- 
ter who bullied Megan 
should feel worse for Me- 
gan's death, but they cannot 
be held lawfully liable. 

The Missouri city law 
passed banning online ha- 
rassment is no more than 
a slap on the wrist The Chroni- 
cle stated, "violators face a maxi- 
mum $500 fine and up to 90 days 
in jail." 

The Drews cannot be prose 
culed under this law and any ev- 
identiary support for a civil case 
was lost, as Josh's account was de 
leted after Megan's death. 

Additionally, "the ordinance 
outlaws harassment using elec- 




tronic communication, which in- 
cludes the Internet, e-mail, pag- 
ing services and mobile phone text 
messaging," the article stated 

In the vast modes of commu- 
nication, this law will not even 
scrape the surface against bullying. 
According to Suburban Journals, 
Megan's father concedes "it was 
Megan's choice to do what she 
did, he says But it was like some- 
one handed her a loaded gun'"

Beasley leads the nation 
with 1 5.S rebounds per contest. 

Coach explains team's successes, failures 
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Frank Martin had his week- 
ly teleconference Tuesday morning 
Here are a few topics he addressed 

WHAT MICHAEL BEASLEY 
DOES 8EST7 

If you have been living un- 
derneath a rock you probably still 
heard about Michael Beasley's 
scoring ability. He leads the na- 
tion with 272 points per game The 
highlights on ESPN from Sunday's 
game against Rider were almost all 
of Beasley's baskets. Beasley's scor- 
ing ability isn't the only good thing 
about him. Martin said. 

"Rebounding is his strength," 
Martin said. "That's what he does 
If there is a part of his game that 
you want to say he is good at, that's 
it." 

Beasley leads the nation in re 
bounding with 15 5 boards a game, 
and Martin said several attributes 
set him apart. 

"It's a combination of two 
things," Martin said. "One. he has 
good hands and he's very strong:

STEPPING UP 

The Rider game brought a dif- 
ferent aspect to this year's K State 
basketball team. It was the first time 
this season someone was the lead- 
ing scorer besides Beasley. Junior 
forward Andre Gilbert led the Wild- 
cats with 22 points compared to 
Beasley's 13 Gilbert wasn't the only 
one scoring more than the prodigy 
Freshman Jacob Pullen had 19 and 
freshman Bill Walker had 14. 

Martin and company have been 
waiting for someone to step up and 
that came Sunday 

"The only reason we hadn't 
gotten it before was we had guys 
who weren't making shots," Mar- 
tin said "The shot distribution I've 
been pleased with 

"We have the right guys taking 
shots from the right spots Like Ja- 
cob did the past weekend and Andre 
did the last game - couple of guys 
making a couple of shots, being able 
to relax Throughout the season, if 
a couple of guys make shots, we'd 
have more balanced scoring. It's not 



TEMPER, TEMPER 

In the Old Spice tournament, 
Walker got a technical foul in the 
game against George Mason on Fri- 
day and was ejected from the Rid- 
er game Sunday. Martin said he 
wasn't quite sure why the whistle 
was blown at Walker 

"His fifth foul against George 
Mason, he put his hands on his 
head and walked away from the 
foul," he said. "He got tech-ed up for 
that Against Rider, Len Elmore ap- 
proached me after the game - Len 
did the color on the television set 
- and said he couldn't believe both 
kids got ejected. He said, Frank, 1 
looked at it, over and over, neither 
one did anything"' 

Martin said Walker is a very 
emotional player, which can be seen 
on the court every time he plays 
Even when he isn't playing Walk- 
er seems to cheer and help from the 
bench, which could be seen on tele- 
vision during the Central Florida 
game He couldn't play because of 
a hyperextended right knee.

One-quarter of the 
schools will be looking for new 
leaders in the next six months 
Everyone expected the depar- 
ture of Nebraska's Bill Cal- 
lahan, who had Nebraska's 
only two losing seasons on re- 
cord since the 1960s. Callah- 
an's days were numbered when 
Athletic Director Steve Peder- 
son was sacked and replaced 
by Nebraska legend Tom Os- 
borne Nebraska's monumental 
losses to both KU and Colora- 
do were the icing on the cake 

Then there was Dennis 
Franchione at Texas A&M. 
Concerning his little "boosters 
exclusive" newsletter: losing his 
job might be the least of Fran- 
chione 's worries 

One of the potential can- 
didates for the K-State job after 
Bill Snyder's retirement, Phil 
Bennett, couldn't mount a win- 
ning record in six seasons at 
Southern Methodist, a univer- 
sity which never completely re- 
covered from an NCAA-man- 
dated death penalty in 1987. 

Bennett, a former assistant 
at K- State under Snyder, was 
the last in a long line of coach- 
es who couldn't get the Mus 
tangs over the hump 

A bevy of rumors of who 
else is on the chopping block, 
and who will replace them are 
beginning to surface, even here 
at K Stale- 
Fans of teams whose 
coaches have left - either will- 
ingly or not - begin to listen for 
whispers. Lists are compiled, 
the ESPN and Fox Sports 
Web sites are checked multiple 
times a day, message boards are 
scoured. If you have a contact 
at the athletic department, yuu 
are most likely the most power- 
ful person in the office. 

Remembering back to the 
period between Bill Snyder's 
retirement and Ron Prince's 
hiring, it was a crazy time to be 
at K-State It was a crazy time 
to be a sports writer as well. 
Obsessively, fans compiled sta- 
tistics, details and biography in- 
formation about every pot en 
tial candidate who reached our 
ears Fans even followed flight 
information (which is interest- 
ing and fun to do if you know 
the right people) of potential 
candidates flying into Manhal 
tan. 

Then, fans heard of some 
guy who was the offensive co- 
ordinator at Virginia. Fans had 
never heard of this Prince guy 
before, but apparently, he was 
a local He grew up in Junction 
City watching the Wildcats. 
They pounced on anything 
we could find on this charac- 
ter Even though he was an un- 
known and unproven as a head 
coach, fans embraced him for 
his connection to K State and 
his youthful enthusiasm 

Is that enough to over- 
look the last two seasons? For 
now. it's bearable. It's some- 
thing that should change but all 
new coaches, like new players, 
are going to make mistakes. It's 
all part of the game. Not even 
Snyder was able to produce an 
above- 500 team consistently 
until his fifth season at K-State. 

While fans got accus- 
tomed to the victories of the 
late 1990s, the Prince era is just 
starting Before saying K-State 
needs a new coach, new play- 
ers and a new plan, fans should 
wait Icj see what the next few 
years produce After all, it cant 
get much worse, can it?

for another minority in so- 
ciety, one that it sometimes 
drastically overlooked - the 
disabled. According to the 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act, every student on campus 
must have an equal opportu- 
nity for both classes and pro- 
prams 

To ensure this law is fol- 
lowed, (he Office of Affirma- 
tive Action works with K- 
State's Disability Support 
Services to provide assistance 
to a variety of students with 
special needs 

"Probably the most stu- 
dents that we serve have 
learning disabilities, and 
probably the biggest accom- 
modations we provide is ex- 
tended time on tests," said 
Jacklyn Anderson, assistant 
director for Disability Sup- 
port Services 

Anderson said the DSS 



office serves about 400 stu- 
dents during a given year. 
Though the ADA requires 
equal access to classes and 
programs, it does not require 
every building on campus 
to be wheelchair accessible, 
meaning some buildings on 
campus are particularly prob- 
lematic for disabled students. 

"Military Science is prob- 
lematic because there is a 
flight of stairs, East Stadium 
has just a few steps getting in, 
and recently we've had a lot 
of problems with Leasure and 
the redneck' elevator in Lea- 
sure," Anderson said "The 
first floor is accessible, but 
trying to get upstairs is all but 
impossible for most people 
that use wheelchairs" 

Along with helping in 
side the classroom, the DSS 
office also provides a shut 
tie through campus for those 
both permanently and tempo 
rarily disabled Anderson said 



very few claims of discrimi- 
nation due to disability have 
arisen at K State, but the of- 
fice continues to work with 
facilities through the com- 
mittee on development to en 
sure all students can use fu- 
ture buildings on campus can 
be enjoyed by all students. 

Students or faculty mem- 
bers who think (hey have 
been the victims of discrim- 
ination are encouraged to 
visit the office's Web site at

where we rank without con- 
tact with campus entities." 

Kennedy, director of 
health promotion and nu- 
trition counseling at Lafene 
Health Center, said she be- 
lieves the statistics regarding 
K-State reflect what the na- 
tional statistics are She said 
in people age 18 to 24, one 
of every two sexually active 
people will contract a sexual- 
ly transmitted disease. 

"We do feel our students 
are participating in sexual ac- 
tivity," she said "Not every- 
one uses a condom for pro- 
tection, and they are coming 
in to seek care of treatment 
for sexually transmitted dis- 
eases" 

Kennedy also said not all 
students are necessarily us 
ing Lafene's services for sexu- 
al health issues. Some proba- 
bly to other facilities for treat- 
ment, she said, so there like- 
ly are more cases than work- 
ers at Lafene are aware of. 

Among the sexually 
transmitted diseases affecting 
Riley County, HIV is high on 
thelist. "RileyCounty ranked 
seventh in the state for HIV 
cases, which is not surpris- 
ing," said Matt Combes, MSM 
(men who have sex with men) 
counselor at the regional 
AIDS project That is about 
where we are ranked pop- 



ulation-wise What is scary 
about that is when people are 
diagnosed, the information is 
taken from where people are 
from and not currently living, 
so it is a little misleading" 

Annisa Shockey, junior 
in biology, is the president of 
SHAPE at K-State. SHAPE, 
or Sexual Health Aware- 
ness Peer Educators, is a stu- 
dent organization that raises 
awareness of sexual health to 
students. 

Some of the things 
SHAPE does to increase 
knowledge include giving 
presentations, offering class- 
es, and some members go to 
greek houses and resident 
halls to provide information 

"It is important students 
know about sexual health, 
because at this time of your 
life, you need to know how 
to protect yourself and what 
things to look for," Shockey 
said. 

Combes said there are 
several other events and pro- 
grams for information, in- 
cluding Sexual Health Educa- 
tors, the Peers non-consensu- 
al rape group, and occasional 
free condom hand outs at the 
Bosco Student Plaza where 
students may ask questions 

If a student is interested 
in learning more academical- 
ly, Kennedy teaches an online 
class for credit. 

"One of the modules - 



which is about one-sixth of 
the course - deals with sexu- 
al health," Kennedy said "So, 
there are academic, as well as 
getting involved with campus 
organization, opportunities " 

Kennedy said she believes 
it is important for students to 
be responsible in making the 
decision to be sexually ac- 
tive, and if they choose to do 
so, they must protect them- 
selves. 

"One thing students don't 
realize is that some STD's 
do not show symptoms," she 
said. "Seventy -five percent of 
females do not show symp- 
toms of chlamydia Up to 15 
percent of infertility cases of 
women, down the road, are 
infertile because of scarring 
from an STD, so it can have 
lifelong complications. 

"HIV is on the other end 
of the scale, as just a life-al- 
tering, devastating type of di- 
agnosis that can be prevent- 
ed," she said 

Combes said people must 
take their sexual health seri- 
ously. 

"Students need to make 
sure they are respecting them 
selves, and are aware of what 
they are doing while protect- 
ing themselves," he said. "I 
think too many people put 
too much trust in a small 
town - thinking it won't hap 
pen to them, even though il 
can happen to anybody"

"His attitude was and ev- 
erything he did was to inspire 
people - particularly young 
people - to set goals and 
dream big," Rinearson said 
"I mean, Steve was a com- 
modities broker and just look 



at what he has all achieved." 
Over the years, Fos 
sett set 35 world records 
- 14 of those in airplane 
flight, Rinearson said. Fos 
sett was an experienced pi- 
lot and knew how to handle 
the airplane he had been fly- 
ing when he went missing, 
Rinearson said 

"From what 1 hear, the 
flight Steve was taking was 
no different than a Sunday 
drive," he said "Either Steve 
had a major health issue 
or there was a catastrophic 
maintenance error. He was 
an excellent pilot. 

"People get on their soap- 



box and say This is what a 
risk taker deserves' It makes 
me mad. It disappoints me. 
That was not Steve's atti- 
tude; he was always cautious 
and flew because he loved it 
and not just to break the re- 
cords." 

Kuhlman said Fossett 
was a "down-to-earth indi- 
vidual," and he was always 
looking to minimize the risk 
involved with his flights 

"I find it ironic that such 
a risk- nit igator - a man who 
always tried to lower the risk 
level and fly with caution - 
has disappeared," Kuhlman

City commissioners explore 
increases in city water prices

City commissioners dis- 
cussed issues related to a 
water-rate increase Tuesday 
night at City Hall. 

There has been a con- 
cern on how future expan- 
sion will be financed with 
current rates to meet an in- 
crease in population, said 
Bernie Hayen director of fi- 
nance 

"In a short amount of 
time, presumably 2010, the 
expenses will begin lo out- 
strip our revenues," he said 

The commission ap- 
proved a 15 -percent in- 
crease in August, which will 
take effect in January 2008. 
but city administrators rec- 
ommend an increase of 15 
percent. 10 percent and 15 
percent over Ihe next three 
consecutive years, respec- 
tively, Hayen said 

"This increase will 
probably be needed in order 
to keep the water costs sol 
vent, based on the anticipat- 
ed consumption costs and 



all the other expenses," he 
said. 

The second issue dis- 
cussed at the meeting was 
a change in rate structure. 
Manhattan applies a de- 
creasing rate structure, 
meaning the more water is 
consumed, the less it costs. 
Hayen said 

City administrators rec- 
ommend keeping this rate 
structure, considering the al- 
ternative - an increase rate 
structure that promotes con- 
servation - would not bring 
the expected amount of rev- 
enue, he said 

The increasing rate 
structure consists of an in- 
crease in rates as the water 
consumption increases, he 
said. 

"The cities that are for- 
tunate enough as we are to 
have a reasonably strong 
water supply tend to market 
water as a commodity that is 
to be sold, which is what we 
do," Hayen said. 

Manhattan has no prob- 
lems related to water avail- 
ability, but this has become 



a big issue around the world 
and Ihe United Stales, and 
that is something commis- 
sioners should take in ac- 
count, Commissioner Rob- 
ert Strawn said 

"Water is one of those 
resources we have a respon- 
sibility to," he said "We 
ought to be rewarding con- 
servation." 

Conservation does bring 
a decrease in revenues for 
the city, but it brings a lower 
demand for expansion, com- 
missioner )ames Sherow 
said. 

"Water is the most im- 
portant resource - it is what 
gives life, and it should be 
used very carefully," he said 

Mayor Tom Phillips said 
the water issue has a long- 
term importance, and the 
city needs a balance be- 
tween revenues and conser- 
vational measures, said Tom 
Phillips, city mayor. 

"We have to strive for 
sustainable use of our re- 
sources, but at the same time 
making sure that we pay our 
bills," he said

"He was the leader of the 
team, and he was also the go- 
to guy," Hudson said "We have 
three senior starters, but we 
have no idea who the clutch 
person is going to be yet" 

Even without having 
Brooks on the court leading 
the Ducks, K-State should be 
aware Oregon still has some 
players who could change the 
game on Thursday 

"Forward Joevan Catron 
is a big-time hustler and hard 



worker," Hudson said "A tot 
of these guys can shoot, but 
Kamyron Brown is a creative 
passer and can really shoot 
loo" 

Just like any other basket- 
ball team in the early part of 
the season, Oregon is focusing 
on improving in one specific 
area of its game that will en- 
able the players to have a suc- 
cessful season.

ing Irish have been strug- 
gling in the early part of this 
season 

"The team has been a lit- 
tle inconsistent," said South 
Bend Tribune Notre Dame 
beat writer Tom Noie, "Peo- 
ple thought this team would 
get out of (he gate 4-0, not 
2-2. It's a learning process 
until the Big East season 



starts in early January." 

The Irish enter the eon- 
test with a 3-2 record, includ- 
ing a fifth-place finish at the 
Paradise jam Tournament 
in the Virgin islands Scor- 
ing problems have plagued 
the Irish, Noie said, in their 
quest to replace All-Big East 
guards Russell Carter and 
Collin Falls. 

The biggest offensive 
production has come from 
forwards Luke Harangody 
and Rob Kurtz Averag- 
ing 18 .4 and 14 points per 
game respectively, the sopho- 
more and senior have turned 
into two of the Irish's biggest 
threats. 

"The biggest positive is 
Harangody," Noie said. "He 
has posted his career high of 
22 points the last two times 
out He's option 1A and IB 
right now." 

Other than Kurtz and 
Harangody, one of Notre

among them. 

The Wildcats are fresh 
off of a fifth-place finish in 
the Old Spice Classic in Or- 
lando, Fla.

basketball team. 

Huggins' program started 
to get the advantage in popu- 
larity when it received a com-

Beasleys commitment 
helped bring a few more play- 
ers in, and the prospect of 
being really successful un- 
der Huggins and making the 
NCAA tournament started to 
become a reality 

And then we all know 
what happened Huggins left 
for West Virginia and left the 
status of the basketball pro- 
gram and the recruiting class 
in question 

If you think about it, the 
program really could have 
gone a few different ways 
at this point. If the class left 
and went elsewhere, there is 
no telling who the basketball 
team would consist of. 

This situation was avoid- 



ed by upgrading Frank Mar 
tin to head coach and keep- 
ing Dalonte Hill on staff The 
class stayed and almost im 
mediately news came ol other 
prospects who were interest- 
ed in coming to K State in the 
near future. 

But why has so much at- 
tention shifted from football to 
basketball? You could argue 
the shift had something to do 
with the up-and-down football 
season and you might be right.

K-State university distinguished professors win state, national awards

Chris Sorensen saw pictures of 
planets in a book at age 4 and 
immediately fell in love with sci- 
ence. 

David Littrell started taking 
cello lessons when he was 9 years 
old from a K-State professor of 
music whose leaching position he 
took in 1987 

Both men have devoted their 
professional lives lo teaching in 
higher education. 

The Camegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching and 
the Council for Advancement and 
Support of Education named So- 
rensen, university distinguished 
professor of physics, the 2007 na- 
tional outstanding doctoral and re- 
search universities professor of the 
year The Camegie Foundation 



and CASE also named Littrell, uni- 
versity distinguished professor of 
music, the Kansas professor of the 
year. 

SCIENCE CAME FIRST FOR ME' 

Sorensen said he still has 
the image in his mind: his father 
opened a book and read a list of 
the planets with excitement in his 
voice to his 4-year-old son. 

An adjoining page in the book 
had images of stars and descrip- 
tions, but Sorensen's father, an 
analytical chemist at a lead refin- 
ery, told his young son that he did 
not know what the stars' names 
meant 

'That also was kind of cool 
because I thought, Wow, wouldn't 
it be neat to understand something 



that my father didn't understand?'" 
Sorensen said. 

Sorensen said he had a chem- 
istry laboratory in his family's utility 
room by age 10. He taught himself 
electronics, built radios, learned as- 
tronomy, made telescopes and read 
books on optics - ail while he was 
in junior -high school. 

"Science came first for me," he 
said. "I've been a scientist all my 
life. It's just my passion I just love 
to do it." 

Sorensen has won multiple 
teaching awards during his 30-year 
K-State career, including two Wil- 
liam L. Stamey Awards for Excel- 
lence in Teaching, two Schenk 
Physics Teaching awards, a Com 
merce Bank Undergraduate Out- 
standing Teaching Award and 



many others 

He also has pursued research 
in topics like light scattering, op- 
tics, aerosols, phase transitions 
and metastable liquids - to name 
a few Research initially attracted 
Sorensen to ihe university setting, 
he said. 

"I wanted intellectual free- 
dom," Sorensen said "I didn't want 
anybody lo id I me what to do with 
my research. By being at a universi- 
ty, you can pick your own research 
direction." 

While Sorensen is passion- 
ate about instruction and research 
alike, he said it is difficult to bal- 
ance the two - he writes at least 10 
grant requests each year, writes ac 
ademic papers and analyzes the ac- 
ademic papers of other scientists. 



But on any given day, he said 
he comes to the university with a 
No. 1 priority: What is he going to 
teach that day? 

Elizabeth Gilbertson, gradu- 
ate student in physics, said Sorens- 
en served as her academic adviser 
while she was an undergraduate at 
K-State 

"I was definitely a struggling 
student, and if 1 didn't have the 
support of someone like Dr So- 
rensen, 1 don't think 1 would have 
made it in physics at all," Gilbert- 
son said "Because of his support, 1 
made it into graduate school, and 1 
feel like his guidance was quintes- 
sential to my success as a student 
and physics in general."

Kerri Day Keller, direc- 
tor of Career and Employment 
Services, attended one focus 
group session thai took place 
Nov 12. From the session, she 
said she gathered much insight 
regarding students and their 
reliance on Facebook and the 
Internet 

"What IVe heard from 
students in that focus group is 
that (Facebook) is really about 
community building and form- 
ing relationships with oth- 
er people." Keller said "That's 
how students also are finding 
out about things 

"In terms of making stu- 



dents more aware of men- 
tal-health issues and trying to 
get the message out about sui- 
cide prevention. 1 think in this 
project we're going to have to 
find a way to make something 
that's useful and helpful to stu- 
dents and find out more about

Bush met separate- 
ly with Palestinian President 
Mahmoud Abbas and Israe- 
li Prime Minister Ehud Ol- 
mert at the White House, and 
then with the two men jointly 



before the trio emerged for a 
presidential sendoff from the 
Rose Garden. The stagecraft 
capped three days of IS 
sponsored diplomacy cen- 
tered around an intemation 
al Mideast peace conference 
held Tuesday in Annapolis,

"No matter how impor- 
tant yesterday was, it's not 
nearly as important as tomor- 
row and the days beyond," 
Bush said, with Olmert on 
one side and Abbas on the

He start- 
ed his presentation with the re- 
mark that stupid questions do 
exist. 

"Someone asked me, You 
get AIDS from mosquitoes,'" he 
said. "One, that isn't a question, 
and two, you can't." 

DeStefano's life has been 
a self-esteem roller coaster, he 
said. When people ask him 
for his resume, he said he is a 
stand-up comic and his past ex- 
periences include a drug coun- 



selor. Prior to that, he said he 
was a drug addict and before 
that, he was 12. 

"I am very sarcastic be- 
cause hitting people is illegal," 
he said "Seeing students laugh 
and getting them aware - I do 
comedy because I'm good at it" 

His story started out with 
him being a full-blown hero- 
in addict at age 17 He said his 
parents found him passed out in 
the house with track marks all 
over his body. DeStefano also 
said his veins collapsed, and he 
was put into a detox unit and 
rehabilitation. 

"1 never thought about de- 
stroying my life," he said "It 
was a twisted way of me help- 
ing myself, not hurting myself.

DeStefano said he became 
clean at age 18 because he knew 
what was waiting for him if he 



took any other pills. He said 
he never thought about getting 
tested for HIV, but when he got 
health insurance, his doctor did 
an HIV test He said at first he 
thought the term HIV positive 
meant he did not have the vi- 
rus. 

DeStefano said he nev- 
er talked aboul HIV but talked 
about his experiences with the 
gay community, his wife, Pran- 
ny, and his friend, Anthony. 

He said he became involved

abandoned because of the dis- 
ease Through his comedy act, 
DeStefano said he wanted to 
help people understand that 
anyone can contract HIV 

"My friend Anthony told 
me he had full-blown AIDS,

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Grad student discusses rates 
of African AIDS transmission

AIDS has infected more 
of the population in sub-Saha- 
ran Africa than anywhere else 
in the world, a K-State gradu- 
ate student in statistics and re- 
searcher said Wednesday after- 
noon in the K-State Student 
Union Courtyard. 

However, improvements in 
education and communication 
have stabilized and reduced 
the transmission rate in recent 
years, Edwin Ndum said during 
his presentation "AIDS in Af- 
rica: The Data, Myths, Aware- 
ness, What Should Be Done" 

"People actually distort the 
facts of AIDS in Africa," said 
Ndum, who is from Cameroon, 

About 1.7 million new 
AIDS cases have been reported 
in sub-Saharan Africa in 2007, 
Ndum said Despite the mag- 
nitude of that figure, research 
indicates the rate of transmis- 
sion is stabilizing or declining 
throughout the region, he said, 
citing information from UN- 
AIDS, a program within the 
United Nations aimed at revers- 



ing the spread of AIDS world- 
wide 

Last year, there were 2.8 
million new infections report 
ed, with a total of 24.7 million 
cases in the region, Ndum said. 

"Africans are getting used 
to it and combating il in their 
own ways," Ndum said. 

Ndum cited several rea- 
sons for the decline When soci- 
ety first became aware of AIDS 
during the 1980s, several pemi 
cious myths about the disease 
spread and flourished through 
out Africa, he said 

Many disregarded the 
problem, believing AIDS was 
an acronym for "American Idea 
to Discourage Sex." Others 
thought AIDS was introduced 
to reduce population growth in 
Africa. Many also believed that 
AIDS was only a homosexual 
disease, Ndum said. 

An aggressive campaign to 
educate the population helped 
abolish those myths, said 
Kharrtis Moses, graduate stu- 
dent in food processing. 

In Uganda, AIDS educa- 
tion starts as early as prima- 
ry school. By the time students 



reach high school, they have 
full knowledge of what AIDS 
is, said Moses, a native Ugan- 
dan. 

Another difficulty was that 
people known to have AIDS 
were ostracized by the commu- 
nity, Ndum said 

"It was like a taboo Every- 
one would run away from you, 
even your family," Ndum said 
"That situation has changed." 

Recent increases in avail- 
ability of condoms also has 
helped reduce AIDS transmis- 
sion rates, Ndum said 

Thanks to the efforts of 
schools, churches and social 
groups, Africans are experienc- 
ing a new openness in discuss 
ing condom use, Ndum said 

Ndum's presentation took 
place as part of K-State's AIDS 
Awareness Week, which Sexual 
Health Awareness Peer Educa- 
tors is cosponsoring 

"It was eye-opening to 
hear what myths Africans had 
when AIDS was first discov- 
ered," said Julie Louk, SHAPE 
member and senior in biolo- 
gy. "Some of those were myths 
Americans held too" 



PEACE | Middle Eastern leaders call 
Bush's efforts at peace 'zealous'

Olmert reiterated their desire 
to reach a peace settlement by 
the end of next year. 

Abbas, speaking with re- 
porters after the White House 
send-off, said Bush seemed de- 
termined to reach a peace trea- 
ty during his term. 

"We found him zealous in 
that direction," he said. 

Abbas also said that while 
the agreement to resume talks 
was only the beginning of 
the process, the Palestinians 
"achieved what we came here 
for We came here to start ne- 
gotiations, and we got that" 

Abbas was asked whether 
he found Israel to be a serious 
peace partner He laughed and 
said, "1 am not going to judge 
their intentions. We say that 
we have a partner, and we are 
ready to work with this partner 
to reach this treaty." 

Olmert, for his part, reit- 
erated at a briefing with Israe- 
li reporters that a peace deal 
could not be implemented un- 
til the violence against Isra- 



el from Gaza stops. A deal, he 
said, won't be implemented un- 
til conditions crucial to Israel 
are met. 

Underscoring the impor- 
tance of security, Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice tapped 
James L. Jones, retired Ma- 
rine Corps general and former 
NATO commander, to serve 
as a special envoy for Middle 
East security, moving quickly 
to maintain momentum com- 
ing out of Annapolis 

The job involves monitor- 
ing the development of Pales- 
tinian security services, said 
State Department spokesman 
Sean McCormack One focus 
would be how those forces in- 
teract with neighboring securi- 
ty services, including Israeli au- 
thorities. 

White House press sec 
retary Dana Perino said Bush 
wanted to meet with the lead 
ers one last time Wednesday 
to encourage them to "go forth 
and work to make the peace" 
and to make clear he would be 
available to help. 

Bush also met briefly on 



Wednesday with former Brit- 
ish Prime Minister Tony Blair, 
now the Mideast envoy for the 
so-called Quartet of Mideast 
negotiators, the US., Europe- 
an Union, United Nations and 
Russia. 

Bush asked Abbas for the 
reaction from the region. But 
Perino said that neither Iran, 
which called the conference 
a failure, nor the demonstra- 
tions against the talks by tens 
of thousands of Hamas sup 
porters in Gaza, came up. 

"President Abbas said that 
he believed, and the president 
agrees, that people are ready for 
peace and that it was received 
favorably, but they know that 
they have a lot of work to do," 
Perino said. 

Bush and Abbas did dis- 
cuss Hamas, though Perino 
would not reveal details. The 
militant Palestinian faction 
look power in the Gaza Strip 
in June, effectively splitting 
Palestinians between rule by 
Hamas in the tiny coastal terri- 
tory and by Abbas* Fatah party 
in the West Bank

Web site gives gamers chance to play old games online

Who doesn't remember look- 
ing through boxes in the storage 
area in your house and finding 
your old Nintendo system? 

If you can relate to this sce- 
nario, chances also are good your 
classic system no longer worked 
and you felt like stomping it into 
the ground There is, however, a 
solution to this conundrum: www. 
virtualnes.com. 

Students at K-State can recall 
warm memories of their child- 
hood connected with the original 
Nintendo Gaming System. Now, 
no matter how distracting, stu- 
dents have the chance to relive 
these memories online 

Virtuflfnes.com is a Web site 
developed by Kansas resident Ja- 
mie Sanders of Wichita. The Web 
site offers more than 600 original 
NES games to be played without 



download 

Sanders created the site two 
years ago - when he was only 14 
years old. 

"I got really bored during 
summer vacation, and I started 
work on vNES," Sanders said "( 
thought there was a reasonably ef- 
ficient way to implement an NES 
emulator in Java " 

Sanders said vNES is a pro- 
gram called an emulator, which is 
a program that acts like hardware. 
A copy of the cartridge is inserted 
into the emulator and it tries to 
execute code The code is eventu- 
ally changed for Java and allows 
the game to be played online. 

"The main challenge now 
is figuring out how data is orga- 
nized, which dictates how it is 
read by vNES," Sanders said. 

MrtMo(nes.com continues 
to grow in use and last month, 
Sanders reported 107,000 differ- 
ent computers' use of the site and 



well more than 500 gigabytes of 
bandwidth per month. 

"Site use grows quite a bit dur- 
ing September through March," 
Sanders said "Past that it always 
slows down because it's getting 
warm again and with summer va- 
cation in May, it slows down quite 
a lot." 

Many childhood favorites 
are on the site. The most popular 
is Super Mario Brothers 3 - fol- 
lowed by others like Contra and 
The Legend of Zelda. 

Michael Apel, senior in mass 
communications, said he is on 
vNES two to three times a week 
for about half an hour 

"My favorite game is Tecmo 
Super Bowl," Apel said. "vNES 
does not really distract me from 
school, because I do a good job 
managing my time, and only real- 
ly play it when 1 am bored." 

However, some have spent 
quite a bit of time on the site No- 



lan Fabric ius, junior in art, said 
he used to play vNES frequently 
while at work 

"1 would not even have been 
working where I was working if I 
could not have played vNES all 
day," Fabricius said. 

Fabric ius' favorite games in- 
clude Mega Man 3 and The Leg- 
end of Zelda, and he does not feel 
many changes need to be made to 
the site. 

"The only thing 1 can think of 
is the ability to save, and maybe 
be able to change the screen size, 
but that is just nit-picking," Sand- 
ers said. 

Sanders said there were talks 
to create a similar site bated of 
GameBoy games, but it has since 
been cancelled because of possi- 
ble depreciation with Java. 

VirtuaJNES.com is a free Web 
site, however, to stay operable the 
site does accept donations as serv- 
er costs are expensive.

death involves his 2005 ar- 
rest. 

Taylor, who played col- 
lege football at the Univer- 
sity of Miami, was charged 
with felony assault and bat- 
i tery for aiming a gun at 
I three men whom he accused 
of stealing two vehicles from 
him. 

Taylor saw many suc- 
cesses in his short career, 
but because of his publicized 
life, his failures were also ap- 
parent. 

The Redskins, the NFL, 
and Miami are all now re- 
ceiving attention that they 
probably rather would not 
have 

According to reports of 
Taylor's death, he was in the 
master bedroom of his Pal- 
metto Bay, Fla,, home when 
he and his girlfriend heard 
someone in the living room. 
Taylor then grabbed a knife 
from underneath his bed 
and approached the bed- 
room door The intruder 
flung open the door and shot 
Taylor once in the thigh. 
Taylor's girlfriend and 18- 
month-old daughter were 
also in the room when the 
shooting happened but were 
not injured. 

Taylor's attorney, Rich- 
ard Sharpstein, was asked by 
Taylor's family to speak to 
the media, and he said the 
football star "bled out pro- 
fusely" while in the hospital. 
The bullet damaged his fem- 
oral artery, which ultimately 
led to his death. 

Interestingly enough, 
Taylor's house also had been 
broken into previously - 
within the past month. 

The Redskins lost a 
player who was the fifth 
overall pick in the 2004 NFL 
draft Taylor also had inter- 
cepted five passes this sea- 
son Because of a knee inju- 
ry, he had not played a game 
since the Redskins' Nov. 11 
loss to the Philadelphia Ea- 
gles. 

Taylor was perhaps best 
known for the hit he put on 
punter Brian Moorman in 
the Pro Bowl, though his 
nickname, "The Hitman," 
was based on several other 
hits. 

Taylor's tragic death 
brings everyone who deals 
with football back to reality. 

Reports have said Taylor 
was a victim, but you have to 
wonder if his past has any- 
thing to do with his mur- 
der. In the coming weeks, he 
might continue to be in the 
headlines as police investi- 
gate the situation 

It's too bad fans now 
wonder why Taylor lost his 
life I don't really believe in 
luck, and this is one of those 
times people might say, "He 
was just unlucky 1 ' But I'm 
also not trying to say he de- 
served it either 

The other side suggests 
a burglar with any sense 
should steal from an NFL 
player just hours after the 
game, so the time of the bur- 
glary makes sense. 

In any case, when two 
home intrusions happen 
within a month's time, a pre- 
meditated act is the first 
thing that comes to mind. 

Taylor sadly tost his life 
at a young age to what au- 
thorities suggest is a random 
event, but no matter what, 
his troubled actions will ef- 
fect his legacy

In its last action, K-State (5-1) 
went 2- 1 at the Old Spice Classic in 
Orlando, Fla After losing to George 
Mason in the tournament opener, 
they rebounded, knocking off Cen- 
tral Florida and Rider for fourth 
place 

The Wildcats will face Oregon 
at 8 tonight. The game will be tele- 
vised on ESPN2 and is part of the 
Big 12/Pac 10 Hardwood Series. 

Oregon {5- 1 ) has had a success- 
ful run with wins over Peppcrdine, 
Pacific. Western Michigan, Portland 
and South Florida. The team's sole 
loss came Nov 20 in a 99-87 deci 
sion against St. Mary's. 

Oregon is led in scoring by se- 
nior guard Malik Hairston. who is 
averaging more than 19 points per 
game Its leading rebounder. senior 
Maarty Leunen, is pulling down 
more than 10 boards a game and 16 



points per contest. 

"I can't think of too many 
teams that can be better than them 
offensively," said K-State head coach 
Frank Martin '"Hiey're as good as it 
gets on offense. Not taking anything 
away from them defensively, just of- 
fensively, they're just very talented 
at all five spots."

"He sees teaching as just as 
important as his research, and 
1 think that's really important," 
she said. "He has a vested in- 
terest in the dissipation of his 
knowledge and making it ac- 
cessible to the masses "

Littrell started taking pri- 
vate cello lessons at age 9 from 
Warren Walker, who served as 



a K Stale professor of music 
from 1949-87 In 1987, Littrell 
took Walker's position after he 
retired from teaching. Walk- 
er, who taught Littrell cello les- 
sons until he was 22, served as a 
mentor. 

"He provided the founda- 
tion for me," Uttrell said "I'd 
like to say he was like a second 
father to me, but that's not a 
surprise if you study with some- 
body for that long." 

The two stayed in close 
contact throughout Littrell' s 
life. After Walker died in Au- 
gust 20X16, Littrell played a cello 
piece at his funeral that he had 
learned from him 40 years earli- 
er 

Now in his 21st year at 
K Stale. Littrell teaches Begin- 



ning String Techniques in the 
Department of Music and con- 
ducts the K State Orchestra. He 
also teaches private cello les- 
sons - on his own time - to 
students ranging bom age 5 to 
high -school seniors. 

He said because students 
differ in their personalities and 
learning styles, teaching musical 
techniques and ideas over and 
over again never gets boring 

"You have to be on top of 
things - awake and thinking all 
the time - thinking about what 
to say, what to correct, what to 
praise," he said "That's why it 
stays interesting." 

Different communication 
styles with students also keeps 
Littrell I faming new teaching 
methods and styles, he said. 



"Each student who comes 
in is completely different," he 
said "What works with one 
does not work with another. 
My sense of humor may go over 
well with one student but not 
with another" 

With his students, Littrell 
emphasizes the importance of 
taking on problems from multi- 
ple approaches. 

"I donl give up on stu- 
dents," he said. "I use humor, 1 
use scolding in a nice way with 
firmness - whatever it takes to 
get them to go beyond them- 
selves, because when I'm teach- 
ing music, I'm teaching a lot 
more than just how to play an 
instrument. I'm teaching them 
how to solve problems It's 
much more than teaching just 



how to play an instrument, how 
to play the right notes - it's 
problem solving" 

Sarah Band, junior in 
cello performance, said she 
met Littrell as a senior in high 
school Bartel said Littrell teach- 
es his students how to be teach- 
ers themselves during cello les- 
sons. 

"He doesn't just tell us how 
to do stuff - he teaches us how 
we can teach our students lat- 
er on" she said. "Dr. Littrell is 
more like a mentor to me than 
just a teacher We talk about 
things outside of music, like 
about life in general" 

Littrell also uses clamps, 
alligator figurines and other 
objects to teach students dif- 
ferent positions on the cello, 



Bartel said, 

"He's really innovative irt 
the way he teaches," she said 
"He's a lot more fun than a lot 
of my other professors. He re- 
ally gets down to our level and 
makes things interesting " 

Students who aspire to 
teach must learn their academ- 
ic subject as best as they possi- 
bly can, which includes music, 
Littrell said Teaching essen- 
tially is a lifetime application of 
knowledge learned, he said. 

"You can't possibly know 
everything by the time you leave 
college Once you leave college, 
you're just beginning There's so 
much more to leant and how 
to apply what you've learned 
- that's a lifetime right there of 
seeing the broad picture."

1 thought t was sent 
to the wrong room I thought he

He said he gave Anthony 
a hug, told him he loved him, 



got him a drink of water and 
when he turned around, Antho- 
ny died This was in 1992. 

DeStefano was comfort- 
able making jokes about his 
wife's death in March 1995 

"1 took her out on my Har 
ley when she was in a hospice, 
and I thought I would have to 
say in my standup that she al- 
most died of AIDS -almost - 
but instead she died on my bike 
in her hospital gown holding up 
her morphine bag" he said. 

Later that night, after their 
joy ride, Fran died from AIDS

In short supply 

Hops deficit dictates beer prices in large, small breweries

When Jeff Gills start- 
ed his "first brew" on Aug. 
7, he didn't realize on? 
main ingredient would be 
hard to come by. 

Gills, owner of Tall- 
grass Brewing Company, 
a microbrewery in Man 
hattan, said a worldwide 
shortage of hops - a malt 
that gives beer its rich 
wheat taste without be- 
ing too sweet - is caus- 
ing brewery owners both 
large and small to search 
for alternatives. 

"Beer prices across 
the board, whether it's a 
microbrewery or a beer 
pub, are going to go up," 
said John Briden. brew 
master at Little Apple 
Brewery. "There will be 
a surge on pricing beer - 
that's inevitable. It's go 
ing to be industry-wide, 
from the big guys to us lit- 
tle guys." 

Several factors are 
causing the hops short- 
age. Hops only are grown 
in the Northwest region 
of the United States. The 
Yakima Valley in Wash- 
ington is the largest sup 
plier in the United States, 
growing 70 percent of do 
mestic hops. The hops 
crop of 2007 did not 
have high enough yields 
to make up for the loss 
of the bad 2006 harvest. 
Gills said. 

Kansas cannot grow 
hops because of the dry 
climate, said Doug |ar 
dine, professor in plant 
pathology. Kansas does 
not have the Cooler 
weather like the North- 
west region has. 

In Europe, there has 
been a shortage for two 
years, Gill said The re- 
percussion of these bad 
yields is Europeans are 
buying American hops. 
China, another large pro- 
ducer, also had a medio- 
cre harvest. 

"When you combine 
all those factors it starts 
to get ugly," Gills said. 
"Guys starling out, like

myself, weren't in long- 
term contracts. All of a 
sudden hops started cost- 
ing in some cases 100 per- 
cent more than what it 
had cost before." 

Also, farmers frus- 
trated with bad prices and 
small yields are switching 
to the biofuel market. 

"The farmers are go 
ing to stop growing the 
malt because if they have 
a bad harvest with corn, 
they are still going to get 
their dollar because they 
can still sell it to the eth 
anol plants," Briden said 
"If they have a bad crop 
one year, they are consis- 
tently going to be reaping 
revenue of some sort," 

Briden said the larg 
er brewing companies are 
eating up the hops sup- 
ply, which trickles down 
to the smaller companies 
like his own. Briden said 
he has enough supply to 
get him through the next 
hops crop, which is in the 
spring, but the hops' fu- 




Because of the hops shortage, the price of alcoholic beverages will soon increase. Hops is a key 
ingredient in beer and other beverages 



lure is unknown. His 
game plan is to try to con- 
tract as many distributors 
as he can. 



"Although there are 
no guarantees, and it will

Travis Grigsby, drum- 
line member at Lee's Sum- 
mit West High School, was 
suspended for 10 days be- 
cause Grigsby used the n- 
word: however, it isn't the 
n-word that automatically 
comes to everyone's mind. 
He was suspended for using 
the word "noose" 

In a statement from 
the R-7 School District that 
was published in the Lee's 
Summit Journal, "the sus- 
pensions took place after 
school administrators had 
counseled a group of stu- 
dents about a variety of ra- 
cially tinged remarks alleged 
to have been made by vari- 
ous members of the group 
and had advised the en- 
tire group that further such 
comments would lead to 
disciplinary action.*" 

The warning given to 
band members was clear 
and straightforward, but 
Grigsby did nothing wrong 

According to the Lee's 



Summit Journal, the situa- 
tion occurred when band 
members were talking about 
the best way to secure in- 
struments during transport 
in a truck for a band compe- 
tition in Warrensburg, Mo 

Kim Grigsby told her 
son's side of the story to the 
Lee's Summit Journal She 
said, "So one of the boys 
said, 'Does anyone know 
how to tie a noose?' My 
son, who is almost an Eagle 
Scout, said 'Yeah, 1 know 
how to tie a noose, but it's 
illegal, so we can't do that .'" 

Fox 4 News, a Kansas 
City television station, re- 
ported a black student over- 
heard the conversation 
and told a teacher he 
was offended be- 



cause of the use of the word 
noose. The suspension was 
given to Grigsby for using a 
"racial slur" 

Despite the fact, the 
word noose is not a ra- 
cial slur - it just illustrates 
that we have a major prob- 
lem with the youth of this 
country Here is a young 
man who is trying to take 
the right course of action 
and say, "We aren't going 
to do this." Instead of being 
shown as a leader for stand 
ing up and doing what is 
right, he's thrown in front of 
the firing squad

first time voters in the search 
for their registered voting 
place Put simply, fair elec- 
tions are taken for granted in 
the United States, as seen by 
our voter turnout hovering 
around 50 percent for nation- 
al presidential elections and 
even lower in local ones 

However, elections are 
held differently in some plac- 
es across the globe One of 
those places is Vladimir Pu- 
tin's Russia. Like any paper 
democracy, there are elec 
tions, but for the candidates 

- most of whom are unfortu- 
nately not Putin - it is any- 
thing but fair. 

Unlike the old days, here 
in the United Slates, when 
riders smashed voting box 



es and candidates recruit- 
ed legions of the dead for 
their support, the individual 
in power - stopping support 
for other candidates or com- 
pletely eliminating candidates 
from the election - domi- 
nates Russian elections. 

Putin's United Russia 
party says it needs anoth- 
er term to complete the Pu- 
tin Plan, a plan in which the 
goals and inner workings are 
undefined and a complete 
mystery to the common voter. 

According to the Voice of 
America Web site on Nov. 27, 
Boris Nemtsov, a candidate 
from the Union of Right 
Forces, said the plan simply 
is to keep power Nemts- 
ov still is in the running as 
a challenge to the adminis- 
tration in Russia, but that 
is probably because Putin 
hasn't heard his name yet. 
Others have not been so 
lucky. 

Until recently. Gar- 
ry Kasparov, the leader of 
the Other Russia party and 
former world chess champ, 
was a promising candi- 
date. After being arrested 
for an "illegal demonstra- 
tion," his party has been re- 
moved from the election as 
a whole No other explana- 
tion was given He simply 



was banned from competition 
- no appeals or fines. 

The Organization for Se- 
curity and Cooperation in Eu- 
rope is supposed to prevent 
situations like this from oc- 
curring. The OSCE travels 
Europe making sure elections 
run by the book, all ballots 
are counted fairly, voters are 
allowed to vote, and political 
parties in power do not push 
other parties around. 

Oddly enough, the OSCE 
has not been granted access 
to oversee the Russian elec- 
tions Russian authorities did 
not grant visas in time for the 



elections. How odd - must 
have been a paperwork prob- 
lem 

This is a problem, but 
it's nothing new People have 
done these things since vot- 
ing began and always will. 
If someone has their pick of 
the cards against their op 
pi limits, it is tough to pull a 
good hand, and it the deal- 
er won't let anybody watch, 
it allows the cheating to be- 
come worse 

Russia has taken more 
steps toward seclusion - real 
and total isolation from 
the rest of the world. 



Putin is creating a situation to 
make Russia a totally self-suf- 
ficient country with no need 
of outside help or influence. 
In other words, move akin fc 
folks, there's nothing to see 
here. Putin's got it covered.

ation of new jobs and establish- 
ing a new mode of transpor- 
tation for students, said Gary 
Leitnaker, assistant vice pres- 
ident of human resources and 
parking 

The shuttle systems, with 
t<>ur 14-passcnger buses, start- 
ed in August and will oper- 
ate during the entire 1 8 -month 
construction process The four 
buses operate from the K-State 
Student Union to the east park 
ing lot at Bramlage Coliseum. 

An additional shuttle runs 
I mm Edwards Hall to the KSU 
Foundation to the Union. 

Sue Smith, full-time shut- 
tle driver, said the system has 
created four Full-time jobs at K 

■Stale 

"It's a wonderful opportu 
>i!\' Smith said. "1 absolutely 
love this |nh I get to meet new 
people every day. I love driving, 
end i love being outdoors. This 
seem to be the best of both 
worlds" 



Smith said the shuttle driv 
ers work full time, but there are 
still two hours in a work day 
that students drive the buses 

"I like this job." said shut 
tie driver Drew Evans, senior in 
geology "Once they get the ga- 
rage open they'll probably cut 
back on employment" 

Leitnaker said the shuttle 
system is only for the duration 
of the parking garage's con- 
struction 

"We didn't want the lack of 
parking to be an inconvenience 
to students," Leitnaker said. 

PERMANENT SYSTEM? 

Despite the temporary na- 
ture of the shuttle service, the 
possibility exists that it might 
become a more permanent part 
of K-State 

"We put in the parking bud- 
get to run the buses for the time 
that the garage is being con- 
structed," Leitnaker said "Be- 
cause of its popularity we may 
have to re-evaluate It's high- 
ly exceeded our expectation as 
far as ridership It's been a great 
thing," 

The Council on Parking 
Services will look at whether 



to continue the shuttle system 

after construction and how to 
fund it at a date closer to the 
completion of the garage. Leit 
naker said. 

Evans said the shuttles av- 
erage between 200 and 300 
passengers per shuttle each 
day He also said he was slight- 
ly unsatisfied with the number 
of passengers. 

Tm glad we have this ser- 
vice for all the students, but I'd 
like to see more students take 
advantage of it," Evans said. 
"It's a cheap mode of transpor- 
tation." 

Leitnaker said it can get 
expensive to keep the shut- 
tles running The shuttle ser- 
vice's operational cost for Park- 
ing Services is about $300,000 
each year 

"There is a high expec- 
tation for it." leitnaker said 
"We'll have to find the money 
some place " 

SAME OLD, SAME OLD 

While new job opportunities 
have opened up for some, the 
garage construction has not 
affected other parking services 
workers, said Ryan Wessel, 



K State alumnus and packing 
control supervisor. 

"We basically had nine 
zones around campus that we 



split people into. One of those 
zones has been taken out and 
we reformed it a little bit," Wes- 
sel said "There hasn't been a 



whole lot of change. They don't 
get done any earlier with less to 
check They're still out there for 

the scheduled times "

One led to Maarty 
Leunen tying the game on a 
free throw for Oregon 

The other one came 
with two seconds left when 
freshman Jacob Pull en 
drove the length of the court 
against the Ducks (6-1) and 
put in a layup, but was called 
for a charge on the play If 
the bucket had counted, il 



would have put the Wildcats 
up 73-71. 

"It was a good play by 
)ake," senior Blake Young 
said "He made it, and the 
ref just made the call It 
happens. I'm surprised they 
made il that late in the game 
though" 

K-State (5-2) led for 
most of the game, but the 
Ducks captured their first 
lead 61-60 with seven min- 
utes, 29 seconds left in the 
second half. K-State recap- 
tured the lead 69 68 with 
one minute.

One of the Wildcats'

The HIV and AIDS epi 
demic can affect anyone, said 
Dr Matt Floersch during a 
panel discussion Thursday 
afternoon in the K-State Stu- 
dent Union Courtyard 

Individuals who each 
serve as a separate branch 
of an AIDS support system 
composed the panel Flo- 
ersch addressed Ihe spread 
of HIV/AIDS and the more 
recent medical findings con- 
cerning the disease 

"I definitely have to say 
that the '80s is when it first 
became prominent in the gay 
population," he said. "Since 
then, we have seen a quick- 
er spread among the hetero- 
sexual population It can def- 
initely affect anyone at any 
point" 

Those diagnosed with the 
disease once were required to 
take anywhere from 20 to 30 
pills a day in what Floersch 
called the "pill burden," With 
modern medicine, however, 
medications have been de- 
veloped that only require one 
pill to be taken once a day. 

Matt Combes, outreach 
counselor and junior in so- 
cial work, said he changed 
his major his freshman year 
to pursue his newfound pas- 
sion of working with AIDS 



victims. 

"There are many oppor- 
tunities that open up when 
you realty get passionate 
about something," Combes 
said. "It's kind of my passion 
now This week has become 
my life" 

Combes encouraged in 
volvement in campus class- 
es that promote AIDS aware 
ness, like the one that works 
toward the leadership stud- 
ies minor. The class teach- 
es students about HIV/AIDS 
during the first semester, and 
during the second semester, 
the students required to be- 
come teachers 

The panel also discussed 
the cost differentiation be- 
tween buying condoms and 
paying for one month's worth 
of HIV/AIDS medication. 
One month's worth of med- 
ication can cost as much as 
$1,000 

As the brother of an HIV- 
positive individual, Damon 
Lee said he understands the 
effects the disease can have 
on a family more than most 

"He has been the first 
person I know to have test- 
ed positive." said Lee, Di- 
vision of Facilities Mainte- 
nance and Repair technician. 
"We have been very support- 
ive and helped him in every 
way that we can It is not a 
death sentence."

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City originally receives name of Boston; 
settlers from Ohio encourage change 



How did the city get the name 
Manhattan? 

If not for a group of Ohio 
settlers, we could be living in 
a city called Boston instead of 
Manhattan. 

In March 1855, Issac T 
Goodnow traveled for with a 
group of free -st ate advocates 
18 days from Boston to the 
Manhattan area to found a 
new settlement 

The group, the New Eng- 
land Emigrant Aid Society, 
called the settlement Bos- 
ton and wanted to establish a 
town that promoted free-state 



emigration. 

They merged the two 
small settlements formed in 
the area, Polistra and Canton, 
which was formed by a group 
of recent college graduates on 
Bluemont Hill. 

Soon after the establish- 
ment of Boston, a group of 
Ohio settlers looking to found 
a (own near what is now junc- 
tion City and a dry river dras 
tically changed Manhattan's 
history 

While traveling on the 
Kansas River, the Ohio settlers 
ran aground on a sand bar 
near Boston. 



The Boston inhabitants 
eventually convinced them to 
stay, but the Ohio group had 
one condition Boston had to 
be renamed Manhattan 

The Ohio settlers were 
funded by New Yorkers who 
wanted them to found a settle- 
ment and name it after Man- 
hattan, New York. 

The town officially was 
incorporated in February 18S7, 
and two years later, the prede- 
cessor for K-State. Bluemont 
College, was established by 
five Manhattan founders

HopUnion is trying to 
obtain acres of hops that 
craft brewers like Mean 
while larger brewers around 
the world arc trying to gel the 
other hops put in. 

Olson said he is light- 
ing a battle between the two 
parts of Ihe brewing industry 
Though the market does not 
look very hopeful right now, 
he said he thinks the hops cri 
sis will be resolved, he said. 

"I think the crisis will 
(last) at least two years," he 
said "A lot of the new acre- 
age that is going in right now 
will take at least two years 
for that excess production to

Smith said his purpose for 
giving the speech was to help 
students stay safe Smith said 
his daughter, Kelsey. was ab- 
ducied from a Target park- 
ing lot in Overland Park and 
murdered on )une 2. Her body 
was found on June 6, after the 
poup called ' Kelsey's Army" 
searched endlessly for her, 
Kelsey had planned to attend 
K-Stale and play clarinet in the 
marching band this semester. 

"My whole reason for be- 
ing here is lo make sure that 
none of y >u end up in a memo- 
rial video like thai," Smith said 
lo a full audience ai All Faiths 
Chapel 

Smith has been a pulice 
officer tor 17 years and is a ter 
tified officer survival instructor.

He told students to pay at- 
tention to instinctive feelings, 
and be prepared to fight, hav- 
ing a defense plan in mind in 
case someone attacks them 
People should tell others where 
Ihey are going, report harmful 
or harassing situations, and use 
Ihe buddy system whenever 
it's necessary or helpful (while 
running, for instance). Smith 
said. He especially urged stu- 
dents to pay attention to their 
surroundings and notice areas 
including cars and parking 
lots where someone could be 
hiding or wailing 

In parking lots, people 
should look around and un- 
der their cars before getting in. 
and once they shut the door, 
lock themselves in (which also 
makes the door 10 times stron- 
ger in an accident) and drive 
away instead uf sitting m the 
parking lot. Smith said 

Carrying an ID and cell 
phone at all limes, and hav- 
ing your hands free of belong- 
ings is important, he said If 
someone does allack, however. 
Smith said the goal is to attract 
attention from other people. 

"You want lo make as 
much noise as possible, dis- 
tract (Ihe attacker), and then 
run like hell," Smith said. 

At home, doors and win- 
dows should be locked, he said, 
and people should not answer 
the door if ihey feel uncomfort- 
able or if a "repairman" does 



not have an appointment to 
be there He warned Uiat peo- 
pie should not lei their guard 
down just because Ihey are at 
home 

If an attacker is simply af- 
ter your property or money, 
Smith said, don't put up a fight 
- just let him have it. 

"Do not ever, ever, ever 
fight for personal pruperly," 
he said "You can get it back 
That's what insurance is for" 

If, however, an attacker is 
after your person, Smith said, 
fight with everything you've 
got. His list included finger- 
nails, elbows (ihe hardesl part 
of Ihe body), hot drinks, back- 
packs and keys Pepper spray. 
whistles, or personal alarms 
might also be helpful, he said. 

Looking an attacker in 
ihe eyes might lessen the like- 
lihood of assault as well, Smith 
said. 

"Eye contact humaniz- 
es you," he said. "If they don'l 
look you in ihe eyes, you're a 
thing. It's easier to do some- 
thing to a thing than a person." 

Smith warned that when 
victims allow themselves to 
be moved from the first crime 
scene, Ihey will not survive the 
second 

Lastly, he said victims 
must have a survival mentali- 
ty. They must imagine fighting 
and defeating their attackers, 
and expect to survive.

Tracz said the band has 
changed their route in leav- 
ing Ihe parking lot after foot 
ball games lo make il safer for 
the ladies in band and on the~ 
dance team, some of whom 
had been receiving harassing 
phone calls 

Overall, Smith said he 
wants to take the sad situation 
that happened with his daugh- 
ter, and turn it around to help 
people 

"I'm looking for a way to 
take this tragedy and make it 
something positive." he said 
'The best way I can do that is— 
lo be Kelsey's dad "

Men should follow rules to know what to wear to holiday events

It's official The holiday season is upon 
us. Finally, after months of classwork and 
tests, you can breathe come mid -Dec em- 
ber when your only aca- 
demic responsibility is to 
make sure you show up 
in Manhattan in time for 
the spring semester. 

Though winter break 
offers a relaxing month 
away from the stress of 
school, break often en- 
tails something equally

dad or grandma is going

But not to worry. This holiday season

you through suit and sport coat season with 
some basic rules for men's formal wear 

Before we dive into the rules, let's start 
with the dress shirt This might be the sim- 
plest, yet most important element when put 
ling together the perfect outfit There are no 
specific rules for the dress shirt just make 
sure you choose a color that works well 
with your skin tone - usually a solid 

If you want to try a pattern, make sure 
it's very fine and not too busy, like thin 
stripes. This will keep your look modem 
and sophisticated - not crazy and stuck in 
the 80s Whether you choose a shirt with 
or without a collar or buttons is up to you. 
It all depends on how formal you want to 
look Collars and button -downs always lean 
toward the formal side. 



MATCHING BELTS, SHOES 

This rule, Parker said, has been "prop- 
er dress" for some time. You want to make 
sure your outfit coordinates - such as 
brown belt, brown shoes or black belt, black 
shoes - otherwise you'll end up looking 
careless and clueless Parker also said many 
designers are now making exact matches of 
belts and shoes for their customers. For ex- 
ample, two-toned dress shoes might come 
with a matching two-toned belt or if you 
have a braided belt, you can usually find 
shoes with braided tassels or embroidery 

TIES 

I have heard some people say a tie is 
what makes the outfit, and I would have to 
agree A tie can tell a lot about a man's fash- 
ion sense and personality Because of this, 
you want to make sure you pick the color, 
style and knot that feels right for you. 

Concerning color, Parker said you 
want to stay away from the monochromatic 
- matching a solid shirt with the same sol- 
id color tic, This was popular around 2000 
with Regis Phil bin and the hit game show, 
'Who Wants to be a Millionaire?" This style 
has faded along with the show's ratings 

Parker also said you want to pick a tie 
thai will complement your entire ensem- 
ble Your goal should be to pull out a little 
color from the shirt and/or the suit in the 
lie. If you're wearing a French blue shirt, he 
said, you want to try to find a tie with just a 
hint of French blue in the partem - but too 
much, and it will clash. Or if you're wearing 
a suit with a colored stripe, you might want 
to choose a tie that will accentuate it. 

When deciding between a pattern or a 
solid, Parker said this is more of a person- 
al preference. )ust make sure the tie coordi- 



nates with your outfit. Don't hesitate to ask 
a sales clerk when shopping, tf you opt for 
a pattern, make sure it does not match the 
pattern of your shirt or suit exactly - sort of 
the same idea as the monochromatic rule 

You can, however, keep the same gen- 
eral pattern by adding variety For exam- 
ple, if you are wearing a vertical striped suit 
and you want to wear a matching verti- 
cal striped tie, just be sure the stripes on the 
tie are either wider or narrower than those 
of the suit. And stay completely away from 
novelty tics. The only occasions when these 
are acceptable are if you are at a tacky holi- 
day party or if you want to show your crazy 
aunt you still love her and will wear the po- 
lar bear or piano key tie she gave you. 

As far as tie knots, Parker said there 
jre three main styles,, the Four in Hand the 
Half Windsor and the Full Windsor. The 
Four in Hand is the easiest and most pop- 
ular knot, he said. However, the tip of the 
tie will be crooked. So for more formal oc- 
casions, try the Half or Full Windsor. These 
knots will be symmetrical The Half will 
have a smaller knot and the Full a larger. 
For tips and instructions, ask your grandpa 
or dad, or visit one of the many tie-dedicat- 
ed Web sites like www.tieatie.net, 

PLEATED VS. FLAT-FRONT PANTS 

Right now, Parker said, the pleated 
pant is more for dressy, formal looks The 
flat-front should be saved for business ca- 
sual and interview occasions. The pleated 
pant will not be as low cut around the waist 
- therefore more traditional and appro- 
priate for suits. One thing Parker said men 
should always steer clear of is saggy, baggy 
pants. Make sure your dress pants are the 
right length - barely brushing the ground 



at the longest - and fit snugly around your 
waist. 

SOCKS 

You want your shoes to blend well 
with your pants and shoes, Parker said If 
you have a brown shoe and a khaki pant, 
choose a taupe-colored sock or a shade of 
lighter brown. At one point, Parker said the 
popular fashion was to match your socks 
with your shirt, but that has been out of 
style for a long time. Also, he said to never. 
wear white socks with dress shoes. White 
should be reserved for tennis shoes, unless 
of course, you're wearing an all white suit. 

ACCESSORIES 

Rule of thumb: don't over-accessorize 
Parker said men should stick to the basics 
when choosing accessories. But you also 
should make sure your accessories coordi- 
nate with your outfit. If your belt has a gold 
buckle, make sure your watch and cufflinks 
match the buckle. If you choose to wear a 
pocket square, make sure it goes with your 
tie. Similar to the matching belt and shoes, 
designers frequently are making pock- 
et squares from the same pattern as ties so 
matching can be a cinch. 

So guys, enjoy your completely stress- 
free weeks off from papers and projects next 
month, and follow these easy rules to cre- 
ate your perfect formal menswear look. No 
doubt you'll impress your mom with a sharp 
and perfectly coordinated outfit. But your 
hair? Now that's another story ...

Up the slightly soggy grave) road, past the 
grazing cows and around a couple dairy bams, 
sits a tiny building that once served as the De- 
partment of Geology's storehouse for rocks. 

This weekend, it was full of fire. 

The ceramics program in the Department 
of Art recently constructed its third wood- 
burning kiln in this building that was convert- 
ed about 10 years ago From about 5 a.m. Sat- 
urday until early Sunday morning, students 
tended to the new kiln, hoping the 100 various 
projects they fired would turn out well, 

"We're uncertain about how it will go," said 
David Witherow, graduate student in ceramics, 
"but part of it is seeing how it fires, seeing how 
the kiln works." 

Witherow said most of Ihe ceramics proj- 
ects created al K-State are fired in a gas or an 
electric kiln in West Stadium, 

Yoshiro Ikcda. professor of ceramics, said 
lie received a grant for $1,000 to convert the 
geology building into a home for a wood kiln 
10 years ago. He used the money to remove 
the overhead lights and cut six windows from 
the cinder-block walls so fresh air could flow 
through and smoke could flow out. 

"It's part of ceramics," Ikcda said. "Every 
school has wood-firing, so I thought we should 
have one." 

Ikeda said students took about one year 
to build the kiln, and the bricks cost about 
$2,500 Ceramics students will have a pot- 
tery sale today, Tuesday and Wednesday al ttx 
K-State Student Union to cover the cost of the 
kiln, he said. 

Ikeda said the ceramics program fires 
with the wood kiln once in the fall semester 
and once in the spring Most of the pottery be- 
ing fired in the wood -burning kiln was made 
by a few students, but anyone is welcome to 
contribute work to ihe wood-firing. Witherow 
said 

"Everyone has tried lo contribute stuff if 
they're inleresied," he said. 

The kiln is made of brick and stands 
about 7 feet, 6 inches (all and is about 5 feet

|ohn Richard said he is no 
jtranger to the physical and 
emotional pain of righting a 
life- threatening illness 

In 2001, Richard was di- 
agnosed with multiple myelo- 
ma - a cancer of the plasma 
cells, he said. While his can 
cer is not HIV or AJDS-relal- 
ed, Richard said he can sympa- 
thize with victims of the virus 

"AIDS is an epidem- 
ic sweeping the world." he 
said. "1 feel like I understand 
what these people are going 
through.'* 

The Regional AIDS proj- 
ect, along with local support- 
ers, sponsored "In Remem- 
brance 2007" - an evening of 
music and poetry-prose selec 
tions to honor the lives of in- 
dividuals with HIV and AIDS. 
said Isaac Madison, director 
for the regional AIDS project 
The event took place Friday 
night in Union Station in the 
K Stall- Student Union. 

Madison said the concert 
was planned as part of AIDS 
Awareness Week to help edu- 



cate K-State students and the 
Manhattan community about 
AIDS prevention and the need 
for treatment and a cure. 

"We thought the concert 
would be a good idea because 
we wanted to offer a wide vari- 
ety of activities so there would 
be something for everybody," 
he said. 

Despite a low turnout. 
Richard and fellow local guitar- 
ist Steve Hinrichs entertained 
the small crowd with enthu- 
siasm and a variety of music 
styles ranging from bluegrass 
to country to classic rock 

The duo kept the show 
interesting with lightheaded 
jokes and amusing stories But 
they did not fail to acknowl- 
edge the real reason for the 
evening. 

"We all know why we're 
here." said Richard, music 
teacher at Bergman Elemen- 
tary School "We need to raise 
awareness among our young 
people about AIDS We all 
need to understand thai it's 
out there, and anyone can get 
it - it doesn't matter who you 
are." 

Richard said his fight 



with cancer has taught him it 
is important for him to sup- 
port those living with AIDS 
through his music and come- 
dy. 

"One thing to remem- 
ber is to laugh." Richard said 
as Hinrichs crooned the lyr- 
ics to "Forever Young" in the 
background. "You go through 
all these emotions, but you just 
have to remember to laugh 
You never know when some- 
thing like (AIDS) will happen. 
But we do have a gracious God 
- I'm still here" 

Hinrichs said he also un- 
derstands the tragic effect 
AIDS can have on people's 
lives. 

"I've lost several friends 
to AIDS," said Hinrichs, direc- 
tor of nursing at Big Lakes De- 
velopmental Center "1 think 
kids today arc becoming com 
placeni about it I have two 
daughters in college, and I 
worry about them not paying 
attention to what could hap 
pen if they're not careful " 

Madison said complacen 
cy is a large reason awareness 
events like this are necessary 
on college campuses. He also

Democracy on the line 

Chavez's hopes of extending his rule could prove disastrous for U.S.

The United States has attempted to 
spread freedom and democracy to other 
parts of the world since the 1940s and has 
tried especially hard for 
the last six years Unfortu- 
nately, while our attempts 
in the Middle East aren't 
going as smoothly as we 
would like, we also are 
watching democracy dote 
no rale in our own neigh 
borhood 

Venezuelan President 
Hugo Chavez is taking a 
note from Fidel Castro's 
1950s playbook and is 
trying to consolidate pow- 
er and stay the leader of the oil rich country 
until 2050 Chavez is pushing (or changes 
to be made to the Venezuelan constitution, 
specifically to free him of the term limits the 
constitution outlines Chavez has said he 
thinks this will assure his rule fur life. 

"If God gives me life and help, I will be 
at the head of the government until 2050." 
Chavez told a crowd of supporters Friday, 
according to a New York Times article on 
the same day Preliminary votes in Sunday's 
referendum concerning term limits show 
that Chavez will not get his way 

But Chavez didn't try to sell the consti- 
tutional changes based only on his expand- 
ed power According to Reuters on Friday, 
the changes also would limit the Venezue- 
lan work day to six hours, while requiring 
businesses to pay workers for an eight-hour 
work day and expand social -security ben 
efits to street vendors One of the most se- 
vere changes would be Chavez's ability to 
have total control over foreign currency re* 
serves 

The United States witnessed how Cas- 
tro's model in Cuba spread to other Latin 



American countries. Luckily, most of these 
countries have moved back toward the cen- 
ter, but the leftist trend is spreading again. 
Make no mistake: If Chavez wins the ref- 
erendum after the votes are tallied. Vene- 
zuela will be a new beacon of socialism in 
the Western hemisphere But there is some 
hope in the form of young opposition 

According to the BBC. students are the 
loudest voices against the potential dictator- 
ship Students led a vocal campaign encour- 
aging voters lo vote "no" when it comes to 
being led by the 21st-century Castro These 
students tried to help the United States by 
trying to contain the extreme socialization 
we thought had been subdued 30 years ago. 

Chavez first took office in 1999 and 
slowly has stepped up his anti Americanism 
ever since. The only good part of his rule 
was it would end someday It is the same 
hope we hold when worrying about Iran's 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad. Both these lead- 
ers were elected in countries that, at least to 
some extent, have a bit of democracy. 

But Chavez is trying to take away his 
country's last inch of democracy by prey- 
ing on the poor, naive and uneducated. 
If he can trick them into believing he will 
fight for them, they will continue to keep 
him in office while he uses their support for 
his personal gain. Only about half of those 
polled said they understood exactly what 
they were voting on, according to The Asso- 
ciated Press. 

If he is allowed to dismantle democrat- 
ic rule, we will have to endure another gen- 
eration of the threats, scares and failed for- 
eign policy. And the last thing the United 
States needs is more problems abroad

Sitting in the drafty, ster- 
ile halls of Lafene, 1 finally 
met with the doctor He had 
j uanti charming smile (nil 
once he told me I had "inde 



terminate" lest results, his 
kind nature began lo fade 
Though I had done nothing 
wrong, I felt so ashamed to 
be sitting in that room with 
him Tears flowed down mv

He walked me through 
a script, telling me the siep- 
by-step process of determin- 
ing one's HIV status After ex 
amining my routine, he said I 
was a low-risk candidate, and 
after a month. I could retest 

A month later, I relesled. 
A week later. 1 met with the 
doctor, and we had the MM 
uncomfortable discussion an- 
other indeterminate test Like 
me, he was determined to get 
real results fusier With the 
help of blood specialists, he 
rushed lor an exam, and two 
days before Thanksgiving, he 
gave me a call 

After months of wan 
ing. I squished my cell phone 
as close to my ear as possible, 
and he told me I was HIV 
negative

past couple weeks in relief, it

According lo the 
Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention, 6 1 mil 
lion people around the world 
have HIV/AIDS today Mon- 
th an 1 million of those peo 
pie live in the United States. 
Though gay men and black 
women are regarded as groups 
most affected by it, ihe disease 
does not discriminate With- 
out proper protection, HIV 
will continue to wipe away 
the lives of millions - but not 
mine

Group uses drama to provide therapy to community

In the realm of psychological 
therapy, art exists as a powerful tool. 
From music to painting, the arts 
have been a valuable source for per- 
sonal development. Within the art 
therapy specialty exists the growing 
category of theater as a tool to sup- 
plement more traditional therapies. 

The National Association for 
Drama Therapy defines this form of 
art therapy as " ,e intentional use 
of drama and /or theater processes 
to achieve therapeutic goals" Estab- 
lished in 1979, the association has 
expanded its boundaries and found 
its way into university programs 

Several universities throughout 
the United Stales instruct students 
in the art of drama therapy. Howev- 
er, there are only three universities 
that report having Master of Arts 
graduate programs for that specific 
interest. They are New York Univer- 
sity, the California Institute of Inte- 
gral Studies and K-State 

K- State's drama therapy pro- 
gram was started in the 1980s by 
Norman Fedder Since then, it has 
used the art o( theater performance 
to help people improve their lives 
through physical, emotional and 
even spiritual exercises With im- 
pruvisational exercises and color- 
ful imaginations, people use such 
methods simply to have fun in their 
daily lives 

The drama therapy program 
has seen steady growth in influence 
and membership since its establish- 
ment After Redder's retirement in 
1999, Sally Bailey, associate profes- 
sor of speech communication, the- 
ater and dance, was hired as head 
of the department Bailey also spon- 
sors the Creative Arts Therapy Stu- 
dents, which is a group that special- 
izes in drama therapy Established 
seven years ago. the group works 
with the Manhattan Arts Center 
and the Manhattan Parks and Rec- 
reation Department 




li helps students learn more 
about their careers," Bailey said ol 
the program, "It is especially help- 
ful for those trying to make a living 
with acting careers" 

Kenee Saltiman, a member of 
CATS, said it has been beneficial to

"We are also working on ideas 
of advocacy of the arts for individ- 
uals," said CATS president H alley 
Gillespie, graduate student in drama 
therapy "Drama therapy can even 
facilitate art into the environment 
you work in Basically, we're trying 
to facilitate the therapeutic value of 
arts for daily life" 

In addition to performances, 
much ol the group's work involves 
sponsi innc.

Membership in the program 
does not require a certain major 
Students with a wide variety of in- 
terests, from psychology to speech 
pathology, have participated in the 
program.

Oregon upsets K-State in 5-game match in NCAA tourney

The KState volleyball 
team swept Tulsa 3 on Fri- 
day, but less than 24 hours lat- 
er, the No 1 1 Wildcats' season 
was over. 

K State was defeated by 
Oregon 3-2 (24-30. 20 30, 
30-27, 36-34, 15 111 Saturday 
night at Ahcam Field House, 
ending the Wildcats' hopes of 
advancing tu the final 16 of 
the NCAA Volleyball Champi- 
onship 

"We just have to figure 
out what we have to do to fin 
ish tough matches - that's the 
key." coach Suzie Fritz said af- 
ter the Oregon match "We 
had a 2-0 lead against a very 
good volleyball team." 

Senior Angie Lastra end- 
ed her illustrious K-State ca- 
reer with a match-high 20 digs 
- her 34th career 20-plus dig 
match Lastra also leaves the 
Wildcats as the 2007 Big 12 
Conference Libero of tiie Year 
and K Stale's all-time career 
dig leader 

"This has been a great ex- 
perience," Lastra said "It is the 
best decision of my life thus 
far. and I don't regret it I have 
met a lot of great people. This 
was a great opportunity for me 
to grow, and I am glad I came 
here" 

Junior outside hitter Rita 
Liliom led the Wildcats' at- 
tack, posting a match high 27 



kills on 400 hitting. She also 
added eight digs and an ace. 

"From what she's been 
through - and the fact that she 
couldn't even be on the floor 
for us last year - you have no 
idea how hard she's worked." 
Fritz said, holding back tears. 
"So what she's been able to do 
is truly remarkable" 

Besides Liliom, tour Wild- 
cats finished with double -dig- 
it kills, including junior Na- 
taly Korobkova (16), sopho- 
more Kelsey Chipman (14), ju- 
nior Megan Fair (10) and ju- 
nior Jenny Jantsch (10) 

Senior setter Stacey 
Spiegel berg finished her career 
with a match-high 67 assists, 
also while adding 1 1 digs. Se- 
nior Lauren Rosenthal collect- 
ed seven digs and two aces. 

K-State led during all 
of game one and still never 
trailed in game two But then, 
the Wildcats began to unravel.

kiln, and a small chimney, 
which spouts flames during the 
firing, pokes through the ceiling 
The cracks between the bricks 
glowed bright urange, hinting at 
the kiln's intense heat 

Occasionally, Wit lie row 
took out a couple bricks - their 
"door" tn the kiln - to put in 
more wood, which another 
student chopped outside The 
wood was laid on a metal grate 



near the bottom of the kiln, so 
when the wood got hot enough 
it would crumble to the bottom 
and keep the kiln at its average 
2,300 degrees Fahrenheit 

The ash from the wood 
sometimes will melt onto the 
pottery, Witherow said, creat- 
ing a texture that couldn't be ac- 
complished in a gas or electric 
kiln 

Ikeda said it takes about 24 
hours for the glaze to fonn on 
the pottery. 



"Sometimes the effects are 
a really wonderful, earthy look," 
he said "It's definitely not your 
fine china, pretty pink" 

The embers that fall to the 
bottom of the kiln sometimes 
must be shoveled out to fuel the 
fire by allowing more oxygen 
in. Witherow said. The students 
slick little cones in the kiln next 
to the pottery pieces to judge 
temperature and to use as a tim- 
er. These cones will sag or melt, 
and when 10 cones have melt- 



ed in the kiln, it is ready for use, 
Witherow said 

Kelly Broas, junior in ce 
ramies, said wood -firing is dif- 
ferent from gas or electric firing 
An electric kiln can be turned on 
and left for a few hours, while a 
gas kiln must be turned up ev- 
ery hour or so - but a wood kiln 
must be supervised 

Broas said she likes the 
experience of working with a 
wood kiln and learning about 
the different processes of firing 



in kilns. 

"It's a lot of hard labor," she 
said "It's like an event." 

Jason Youngkin, graduate 
student in painting, said he had 
heard about wood firing but 
had never taken part in it be- 
fore this weekend, 

"I just thought I'd check n 
out," he said. "And it turns out 
they needed help I'm also in- 
terested in the art and learning 
new things." 

Youngkin said the surface 



and color of the pottery when it 
is fired in a wood kiln becomes 
variegated. 

"You can't really predict 
what its going to do," he said 
"It's a surprise when you pull it 
out of the kiln, and it's exciting 
to sec what actually happened." 

Ikeda said he especially 
likes the wood kiln because it 
uses an old technique of creat- 
ing pottery 

"It was done this way for a 
longtime." he said.

Cancer battle leads student to raise funds for St. Jude

Mitch just's parents told him 
he had been diagnosed with can- 
cer when he was only 4 years old. 

More specifically, it was called 
Wilms tumor, which is a childhood 
cancer of the kidney, said Mitch, 
freshman in business, 

"It was kind of hard for him 
tu understand what was going on," 
said Debbie lost, Mitch's mother. 
"You tell kids there's something 
wrong and ihey have to go to sur- 
gery and get treatments and ex- 
plain to them what's going to hap- 
pen in words they can understand. 
I felt like he really didn't compre- 
hend then" 

Though he might not have 
understood the magnitude of his 
sickness, Milch said it showed in 
his parents' faces 

"It probably hit them pret- 
ty hard since I was their only 
child," Mitch said. "If I didn't pull 
through, il probably would have 
been pretty devastating." 

Milch said his parents both 
gave up a lot to be with him 
through the tough times because 
his dad often had to take off work 
to take Milch lo get treatments. 

"I never thought of it as sacri- 
fice," said Randy )ost, Mitch's dad 
"You do what you need lo do and 



you don't really think of it as be- 
ing a sacrifice All you can do is re- 
spond with faith and put one fool 
in front of the other. You just have 
faith and keep going" 

Debbie said she felt bad for 
Mitch when he wanted to go out 
and play, but she couldn't let him 
because chemotherapy made him 
ill 

Mitch said his parents played 
the most significant rule in his 
recovery They both did every- 
thing they could to help Mitch get 
through the process. 

"Both of them were with me 
all the time," Mitch said. "My mom 
was always the one that drove me 
to the hospital, and any time my 
dad could get off work to be there, 
he was always willing." 

After all the hard times, Milch 
said he thinks of himself as fust an- 
other student He enjoys playing 
the saxophone and acoustic guitar 
and has been with his girlfriend for 
more than a year 

"The only thing I notice day 
tO day is a big scar across my stom- 
ach," Mitch said 

He said he owes a great deal 
of gratitude to St |ude Children's 
Research Hospital Professionals 
there told his parents what was 
wrong with him and told them 
the facts He said he got the feel-

The Coffee Talk members 
also have played "Two Truths 
and a Lie" and "Speed -Talk- 
ing," which is like speed-dat- 
ing except participants talk 
with their partners for five 
minutes, and then move to the 
next person to practice lan- 
guage skills, Fisher said 

"You gel to talk to peo- 
ple you might not normally 
talk to," Fisher said of "Speed- 
Talking" 



Rare books librarian at Hale shares world's largest cookery collection, love for food

History always has in- 
trigued Roger Adams In col- 
lege, he studied the Civil War, 
the Jacksonian era and even the 
history of American medicine. 

Now, he studies cook 
books. 

"Food is a connection for 
all of us," Adams said, "And 
anyone can learn how to cook 
I honestly believe that. All it 
takes is practice ." 

Adams is the rare books 
librarian for the Richard L.D. 
and Marjorie J Morse Depart- 
ment of Special Collections 
iii Hale Library. His responsi- 
bilities include managing the 
"Cookery Collection" - a col- 
lection of about 12,000 cook 
books ranging from one-of-a- 
kind cookbooks more than a 
century old - to the latest edi 
tion of Rachael Ray's recipe col- 
lection. The cookbooks are the 
largest area in the special col- 
lections department at K-State, 
next to agriculture, Adams said 

"But of course, the two sort 
of go hand -in- hand," Adams 
said jokingly. "I mean, if you 
want to cook, you're going to 
need the farms to produce what 
you need" 

GETTING STARTED 

Adams said he loves to 
cook and grow herbs He said 
it was his love of cooking and 
celebrating the possibilities of 
food that first interested him in 
working with cookbooks. 



"My earliest childhood 
memory is of my grandmother 
- when she was babysitting me 
one lime. I was probably 3," Ad- 
ams said. "1 just remember sit- 
ting at the table, and she asked 
me what I wanted lo eat for 
lunch That was the first time an 
adult had ever asked me what I 
wanted to eat." 

"So, I said 'fried chicken' 
And she said. Well, I think that 
sounds just great.' She was that 
kind of a cook - you want it. 
she'll make it." 

Growing up in the South, 
Adams said he learned to cook 
for himself at age 12, and he re 
called several dishes he said he 
misses from childhood. 

"Pickled watermelon rind, 
fried okra, combrcad - eom- 
bread was a staple, and not the 
sugary kind," he said "You can 'I 
find those dishes hardly any- 
where but the South" 

Adams said he now cooks 
at home for his family. One of 
his favorite dishes to make is te- 
quila-lime fish tacos 

"I love seafood; the fish ta 
cos are always a big hit," he said 
"Pius, they're cheap, fast and 
pretty easy to do." 

The cookbooks in the li- 
brary's collection have recipes 
like this and many more, Ad- 
ams said. The collection has 
been created from many dona- 
tions varying in size, Adams 
said 

BUILDING THE COLLECTION 

"Some of the books come 
from professors in the field. 



some from editors and writers 
of cookbooks and even food 
critics," Adams said "But most- 
ly, they're collected and donated 
by people who just really love to 
cook" 

The cookery collection 
consists of mostly American 
cookbooks, with about 15 per- 
cent of the collection made up 
of foreign cookbooks. Adams 
said 

"The collection is large 
ly American, but we do have a 
good representation of cuisines 
from all around the world" he 
said. "I've been looking into 
buying some African books, 
maybe some Japanese and oth- 
er Southeast Asian books and 
some Indian cookbooks to add 
to it" 

Because of its diverse and 
rich history, Adams said a vari- 
ety of students and faculty use 
the cookery collection 

"We get a tremendous va- 
riety of disciplines who use the 
collection for their research - 
history, geography, women's 
studies and even English ma- 
jors." he said. 

Adams said students use 
the cookbooks for research as- 
signments like creating meal 
plans or studying the history of 
a culture's food. Many of the 
books also contain practical in 
formation on topics like dining 
etiquette, home remedies and 
food preparation, he said 

"You can definitely see a 
change in the way things arc 
done through the progression of 
the books," Adams said. "There

As he weaved in and out 
of the private stacks on the 
fifth floor of Hale that hold 
about one- quarter of the cook- 
books - the rest are housed in 
the K State Alumni Center - 
Adams recalled certain memo- 
ries connected with individual 
cookbooks as if he had metic- 
ulously hand -selected each one 
for a specific purpose 

"This one is special," Ad 
ams said as he pulled a small, 
worn hardback book protect- 
ed by a faux-book covering off 
a shelf This was the first cook- 
book published by a black per 
son. I'm not sure if he was even 
a free man or not." 

"The House Servant's Di 
rectory," written by Robert Rob 
erts in 1827, contains recipes for 
homemade lemonade, vinegar 
and fried cinnamon chicken. 

The stacks also contain a 
collection of cookbooks geared 
toward children and young 
adults. Adams said. He said they 
focus on inexpensive and easy 
cooking methods all college stu- 
dents could benefit from. 

However, Adams also em- 
phasized the import ante of 
taking pleasure in your daily 
meals. 

"Life's more enjoyable 
when you can slow down and 
have some conversation with 
folks," he said.

"Roger keeps people inter 
ested." she said. "He updates 
all the display cases and makes 
people aware of the collections. 
He just helps people learn" 

BRINGING IT HOME 

Many of the cookbooks 
come from all over, but there 
also are several donated collec- 
tions that have come straight 
from previous K-Slate profes- 
sors This is where university 
archivist Tony Crawford comes 
in. 

"This is one of the areas that 
rare books and archives like to 
collect together." Crawford said 
"So my job is to keep an eye out 
for the cookbooks written and 
published by K- State faculty or 
graduates with ties to K-State." 

Crawford said there are 
two main collections from pre- 
vious K-State faculty and grad- 



uates in the cookery collection 
- these collections contain both 
the cookbooks and the writers' 
papers, or any food criticisms or 
other publications they've had 
published 

The first - "Practical Cook- 
ery" - was donated by Clemen - 
line Paddleford, a 1921 K-State 
graduate Paddleford was foods 
editor for the New York Her 
aid Tribune, and in 1953. Time 
magazine declared her the best- 
known food editor in the Unit 
ed States, Crawford said. 

Sue Dawson. 1962 K State 
graduate and newspaper food 
editor, donated her collection, 
"Food for 50." in the mid-1990s. 
Crawford said 

Adams said the history 
found in these works and all the 
countless other cookbooks is 
what intrigues him 

"It's all so interesting - ev- 
ery book has a story," he said 
"Whether people acknowledge 
it or not, food is a part of our 
lives - we should enjoy it and 
leant the history."

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Study shows frequent headaches affect social activities

A recent National Head 
kIu* Foundation survey found 
that 94 percent of headache 
sufferers have skipped a fami- 
ly ur social event because of a 
headache 

According to the survey, 
which was released Nov 1 and 
did nut indicate how many 
people responded, 45 percent 
of respondent* missed at least 
five family or social events in 
the last year because of a head- 
ache. 

Carol Kennedy, director 
of health promotion and nu- 
trition counseling at Lafene 
Health Center, said a head 
ache occurs when blood ves- 
sels constrict. 

The common types of 
headaches people suffer from 
regularly are tension head- 
aches, migraines, sinus and 
cluster headaches, she said 

Kennedy said tension 
headaches are closely relat- 
ed to stress and cluster head- 



aches, and they occur in the 
area behind the eyes. 

"The best thing to help 
prevent headaches is to try 
and identify triggers, illnesses 
and medicines used." Kennedy 
said 

Kennedy also said people 
can prevent headaches by re 
training from smoking or be- 
ing in smoky areas Also, exer 
cising regularly, having a bal 
anced diet, getting a sufficient 
amount of sleep and abstaining 
from alcohol or too much caf- 
feine can help prevent head- 
aches from occurring 

Kennedy reiterated the 
importance of watching for 
triggers to help prevent head 
aches, but for tension and mi - 
grain? headaches - which are 
daily headaches - these trig 
gers might be hard to deter- 
mine 

People who suffer from mi- 
graine headaches can be sensi 
live to light and sound, which 
leads to symptoms like nausea, 
vomiting, throbbing pains and 
even having blurred vision or 



seeing spots, Kennedy said. 

Headaches that occur fre- 
quently can be caused by a 
medical condition She said if 
people are having headaches 
too often they should see a 
doctor immediately. 

Headaches also are as 
sociated with stroke Though 
stroke symptoms typically in- 
clude weakness, paralysis and 
affected vision, a headache is 
a factor that might be over- 
looked 

"My outlook is if a person 
experiences pain which causes 
them to change what they are 
doing, they should see a doc- 
tor, even if it is small." Kenne- 
dy said. 

Anion headaches, if ex- 
perienced week after week, 
might be an indication some 
thing Is wrong 

Migraines. Kennedy said, 
mighl be a hereditary issue 
She siiid studies have found if 
both parents suffer from mi- 
graines, there is a 70- percent 
chance the child will suffer 
from migraines as well. 



"To treat headaches, some- 
times people who take over- 
the-counter medicines cause 
themselves more headaches," 
Kennedy said 

She said it is not a good 
idea to take Tylenol around the 
clock to treat headaches be- 
cause it could cause headaches 
to worsen - or even cause re- 
bound headaches 

Kennedy encouraged peo- 
ple who suffer from headaches 
to try and treat the pain by re- 
laxing and implementing meth- 
ods to deal with stress. 

Also, there are alterna 
live therapies to treating head 
aches like acupuncture, mas 
sages and bio-feedback. 

Biofeedback, Kennedy 
said, is when people become 
aware of their pulse and are in 
a deep relaxation mode How- 
ever, Kennedy said alterna live 
methods are not always the 
best option 

"Be careful taking natural 
remedies and herbs," Kenne 
dy said "People should let the 
doctor know you are planning 



to take them because they arc 
medicine and can cause prob- 
lems as well " 

Marilyn Duns tan. from 
the |ewell County Rural Health 
Clinic, said people should keep 
their headache treatments to a 
minimum 

"For chronic headaches, it 
is best to stay away from any 
thing which can be habit- form- 
ing," Dunslan said 

Duralan said people 
should lake medicine - in 
small doses - as soon as u 
headache starts so it will not 
worsen 

lenna Rudell. sophomore 
in secondary education, said 
her headaches arc caused by 
lack ul sleep and stress 

Kudcll said her headaches 
run in the family because her 
iiKim uncle and grandparents 
h.ive them regularly 

"My headaches are erip 
pling," Rudell said " Sometimes 
I lay in bed all day till it ends" 

Kudcll said she does not 
fcn tn the doctor though she 
has a history of migraines be- 



cause she does not have them 
frequently enough to have a 
[iresenplhJii tilled 

i still get headaches, but 
about once ■ month." Rudell 
said "1 am happy it is not fre- 
quently." 

Rudell said het head 
aches sometimes can affect 
her sihoulwurk because they 
limit her movement and abil- 
ity to get her work done She 
said so far the headaches have 
not affeclted her grades, but if 
they become painful enough it 
could interfere with her class- 
es. 

Rudell said she had head- 
aches more frequently in high 
school She said she did not 
tell teachers here at K State 
she suffers from mi^r.oiies. but 
she did in high school The 
hiMilaches were more severe 
then, she said, so her instruc- 
tors were more lenient 

"Headaches are just a 
problem when they do come 
up because it will be al limes 
when 1 can't alWd to have 
them." Rudell said

Dead Week may be on its 
deathbed 

The week be lore finals 
is meant to be a scholarly re 
treat, but Dead Week resem- 
bles a normal week of tests 
and meetings. 

The complaints are not 
new. 

"Students say they have 
two weeks of finals," said 
Charles Card well. Student 



Governing Association direc- 
tor of academic affairs 

In a memo to the faculty 
concerning Dead Week policy. 
John Lott Brown, vice presi- 
dent of academic affairs, said 
the period from May 22 to 
May 26 is designated as Dead 
Week 

"It is the purpose of Dead 
Week to provide an interval 
prior to final examinations 
when students will be relative- 
ly free of distractions and thus 
able to prepare for their final 
examinations," he said "Dur 
ing this interval, social and 
recreational events will not be 
scheduled on campus 

"Regular classes will be 
scheduled, and it is permissi- 
ble to give regular in -course 
examinations or quizzes dur- 
ing this period It is also per 
missible to give examine 
tions to graduating seniors for 
whom marks must be turned 
in by noon May 29" 

The concept of Dead 
Week and the best ways in 
which to serve its purposes are 
under review 

"I can see the temptation 
for instructors (o squeeze ma- 
terial in at the end of the se- 



mester because a teacher gets 
satisfaction in the educational 
process." said William Stanley. 
associate dean of the College 
of Arts and Sciences 

There are various solu 
tions Student body presiden- 
tial candidates campaigned on 
the Dead Week issue to make 
class attendance optional and 
to eliminate tests 

There is nothing in the 
official calendar about Dead 
Week," Stamcy said. "It is a 
belief on the students' part 

"I wouldn't want to pre 
diet whether the faculty would 
make no tests and optional 
class attendance legal during 
Dead Week People advocate 
things like this until it comes 
time to say yes " 

Stamcy compared Dead 
Week for some students to 
the rush of seven week's tests 
Some instructors choose 
to give these tests then, but 
Stamey said he does not give 
exams during Dead Week to 
allow for better results on the 
final 

He doubts that facul- 
ty would consider optional 
class attendance during Dead 
Week. Some classes are al 



ready optional, because the 
students do not come regular- 
ly, he said. 

"All teachers have the 
desire to imparl every bit of 
knowledge they have of a 
course." Stamey said. 

He said he has heard stu 
dent complaints of instructors 
squeezing material in at the 
last minute. 

Required attendance dur 
ing Dead Week is preferable 
because many instructors re- 
view 

"But a student should con 
cent rate on a class where he 
needs the most work," Stamey 
said 

Bill Worlcy. stjdent hody 
president, said that no action 
has yet been taken to make 
class attendance optional and 
to eliminate tests during Dead 
Week 

"It is a self proclaimed 
Dead Week." Worley said 

He said SGA has no pow- 
er al the present time to dim 
mate activities during the 
week. A ruling would have to 
go through the University Ac 
tivities Board 

K- St ate is the only Kansas 
school that has a plan rcscin 



bhng Dead Week, ineffective 
as it is, Worley said. The Uni- 
versity of Kansas was asking 
for a "Slop Week" but it now 
requests a nine-day final peri- 
od 

During the nine-day final 
period, a maximum of three 
tests would be given in one 
day so that no students would 
have more than one or two ex- 
ims in a day. 

Other schools have simi- 
lar problems Fort Hays State 
College has no period between 
the last day of classes and fi- 
nals. Worley Siiul Classes end 
Thursday and Finals begin on 
Friday 

t'hiskr Peters, dean of 
students, said he thinks that 
students should be free to 
study and keep evenings fair- 
ly free "As of late there has 
been an encroachment on this 
plan," Peters said 

Last spring, the Presi- 
dent's Commission met during 
Dead Week, and SGA held a 
meeting to approve needed 
apportionments, Peters said. 

Students set the pace in 
many courses. Peters said that 
an instructor often feels the 
need to discuss one part of 



the course longer il the class 
is slow to respond He said 
he rarely receives such com 
plaints, however 

The term "Dead Week" 
has been used at K- State for 
approximately 10 years. Peters 
said, 

The faculty has not yet 
considered legalizing Dead 
Week 

"The Faculty Committee 
on Academic Affairs has been 
too busy with the routine and 
the pass-fail question to con- 
sider changes in Dead Week." 
Cardwell said 

Cardwell said he thinks 
that the faculty committee will 
work on a proposal lor Dead 
Week next year. 

"Members will change, 
but they are very interest- 
ed," he said "The problem is 
time" 

The Committee did receive 
a proposal from an instructor 
to eliminate final week, which 
would in turn eliminate Dead 
Week worry One ol the eight 
reasons given by the instructor 
was thai there arc actually two 
hnal weeks.

Pet owners should be 
aware of season's hazards

The winter season is the 
most dangerous time for pets, 
a K-State veterinarian and 
clinical assistant professor 
said. 

"Outside pets that are be- 
ing brought inside should be 
brought in gradually so they 
don't get too warm," Dr Su- 
san Nelson said. "A simple 
rule of thumb: if it's loo cold 
for ui to be outside, it is defi- 
nitely too cold for animals to 
be outside." 

If pets become nervous 
while inside, carriers can be 
used to help ease the transi- 
tion, Nelson said She also 
said the animals should know 
where the food and water 
bowls are 

People should not be 
afraid of overfeeding the an- 
imals since the extra fat they 
will gain will help them stay 
warm, Nelson said. 

Pet owners also should 
know certain flowers can be 
lethal to animals. Flowers like 
lilies, dieffenbachia and poin- 
settias can be lethal to ani- 
mals if eaten, said Dr Deon 
van der Merwe, K-Statc assis- 
tant professor of toxicology. 

Salts that de-ice pave- 
ment are not toxic but can 
cause a chemical burn when 
they get wet, Merwe said. He 
also said people should be es- 
pecially careful of antifreeze 
spills 

"Antifreeze containing 
ethylene glycol is the most 
common -used antifreeze," he 
said. "It is also the most poi- 



sonous, while antifreeze con- 
taining propylene glycol is 
considered less toxic but arc 
still lethal to pets" 

Pet owners can find in- 
gredients listed on antifreeze 
containers If the pet comes 
into contact with antifreeze, 
the best way to get rid of it is 
to use baby oil to wash off the 
animal's paws, Merwe said 

"Antifreeze has a very 
sweet taste." Merwe said 
"Taste is Ihe main reason why 
animals consume it while it is 
on the ground." 

The most important part 
of keeping pets safe during 
the winter is to keep them out 
of the elements, said Mike 
Bonella, owner of Manhat- 
tan Aquarium Company The 
frigid wind of winter is the 
biggest element that threat 
ens animals Sleet is also hard 
on animals since it can stick 
to their coals and make them 
colder faster. Bonella said. 

"If animals are going to 
stay outside for the winter, a 
shelter is essential," he said. 
"Dogs and cats do not need 
anything extravagant As 
long as they can escape the 
wind and turn around inside 
the shelter, then they will be 
fine" 

Owners also should lake 
special measures with their 
pets' food and water, Bonel- 
la said. 

"Highly digestible food 
will allow animals to keep 
the necessary calories thai 
they need," he said "A heat 
ed water bowl is also essen- 
tial to allow the pets to sur- 
vive"

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Students, professionals give tips on keeping heating bills down

With the winter chill ap- 
proaching Kansas, Kelsie Dawson, 
sophomore in public relations, said 
minor disagreements tend to arise 
among her housemates The point 
of contention? The thermostat. 

In Dawson's house, like in any 
household, one roommate might 
like to keep the house a bit warm- 
er than another, she said, so they 
must leam to compromise Daw- 
son and others have some advice 
and lips to share with students 
who want to keep their houses or 
apartments warm while keeping 
the heating bills down this winter 

First of all, Dawson said at 
her family's home in Topeka, they 
usually do not tum the heal on 
in their house until after Thanks- 
giving. This keeps the heating bill 
low while keeping the temperature 



comfortable since it is not quite 
winter in November, Dawson said 
She said at her house in Man hat 
tan. the women paid $70 for their 
bill in September when they had 
the air conditioning running, but 
only paid $40 in October and No- 
vember when they had neither the 
air conditioning nor the heat run- 
ning 

"It was nice fur that bill to go 
down." Dawson said. 

One wing of Dawson's house 
does not receive as much warm air 
as other parts of the house do, be- 
cause that wing was an addition, 
she said. So the women who live 
in that addition lend to get cold- 
er than everyone else in the house 
and want to turn the thermostat 
up. 

Dawson said they partially 
solved that problem by buying an 
electric space heater. The women 
also purchased a "giant" carpet for 



their living room to cover the hard- 
wood floor, she said. 

Gary Bencan is the manager 
at Powell Brothers Inc - a plumb- 
ing, heating and air conditioning 
company. He said the main way to 
keep a house warm is to slop cold 
air from leaking in 

"Do anything to stop air leak- 
age." Bencan said 

He first suggested keeping 
the windows and doors closed as 
much as possible To further insu- 
late windows more than their orig- 
inal designs allow, he said resi- 
dents can buy transparent, plastic 
window coverings - which cost 
about $5 per package - to put in- 
side the window frame on the out- 
side of the house. Renters should 
ask their landlords' permission be- 
fore covering the windows, Ben- 
can said 

Alfred lackson. property man 
ager at McCullough Development. 



said people can buy kits for cover- 
ing windows that include the ad- 
hesive and plastic. These kits also 
come as "bulk kits," and the plastic 
covering size you buy depends on 
the window size 

"That will make an enormous 
difference on your gas bill," lack 
son said. 

To stop a draft from coming 
through the door, lackson said you 
can buy a door sweep to go under 
the door and attach weather strip- 
ping to the doorframe The weath- 
er stripping keeps the door and 
frame sealed, he said 

Or you could simply put a rug 
by the door, as Bencan suggested. 
He said residents should not block 
or close off any vents in the floor 
or ceiling, which would hinder air 
from reaching Ihe rooms. 

Bencan said changing the fur- 
nace filter once a month will allow 
air to flow more freely throughout 



the house. He said residents can 
do this themselves, each filter costs 
a couple dollars. 

lackson said his company 
changes ihe filters for its tenants, 
and keeping the filters clean will 
lower the heating bill 

Also, both Bencan and Jack- 
son said residents should keep the 
thermostat al a consistent temper- 
ature. 

"Keep it to one or two set- 
tings," Bencan said. "Don't keep 
fiddling with it up and down" 

Jackson said he turns his trier 
most at down at night and when he 
is away for a long period of time to 
conserve gas and money. 

If your house is still chilly after 
trying all of these suggestions, you 
could take Bencun's advice and 
move lo Florida - or bundle up - 
as Jackson said 

"It's free to put on additional 
clothing in your home," he said.

Grant to focus on educating elderly on food safety

|ust in time for the hol- 
iday season, researchers in 
K- State's College of Human 
Ecology received quite a 
nontraditional gift from the 
federal government. Four 
university researchers re 
ceived a grant from the US 
Department of Agriculture 
totaling $599,000 - to de- 
velop educational programs 
in food safety targeting old 
er adults 

The group of research- 
ers encompasses a wealth of 
diverse knowledge from dif- 
ferent parts of the universi- 
ty Valentina Remig, assis- 
tant professor of human nu- 
trition, said this diversity is 
key to the group's potential 
for success 

"While there are four 
people working together, 
we each have a very differ- 
ent background and orien- 
tation," Remig said i be 
lieve none of us could have 
the grant if it weren't for the 
four of us collaborating" 

Joining Remig for the 
three year project is Kevin 
Roberts, assistant professor 



of hotel, restaurant, institu 
tion management and di- 
etetics; Toni Bryant, exten 
sion associate in food and 
nutrition, and Gerry Sny- 
der, multimedia specialist in 
the department of eommu 
ni cation. 

Working to ensure the 
health of a significant de 
mographic of the US- popu- 
lation, there are a variety of 
reasons the group chose to 
produce educational mate 
rials for the aging. Because 
of the failing health and 
chronic illness present in 
the age group, a food -borne 
illness duplicates the possi 
hie complications of one's 
current condition. Remig 
said 

"We know that the 
population is at an increas- 
ing risk for compromise if 
they have a food -borne ill- 
ness," he said 

Another reason the 
older population is at an in- 
creased risk comes from the 
habits and practices many 
in the age group undertake 

"They've been through 
famine and war. so their 
willingness to discard food 
or resources easily is harder 



than (or boomers or people 
of the younger generation," 
Remig said 

Because of the increas- 
es in technology and safe- 
ty during recent dec."!es, 
many of the aging also might 
not be accustomed to prop- 
er food-safety techniques 

"Part of the challenge 
is not just making it tech- 
nologically and ascetieal- 
ly pleasing: it's also getting 
at content they never knew 
they needed," Remig said 
"We have increasing num 
ber of older adults that are 
living still on their own pre- 
paring food for themselves 
or even serving grandchil- 
dren. We just want to make 
sure they don't pass on hab- 
its that are not safe" 

Working to find an ed 
ueational program that will 
be beneficial to the aging 
population is the ultimate 
goal of the group Before 
that can be done, the group 
must first identify the target 
audience's needs and pref- 
erences when using media 
This will require an exten- 
sive amount of survey work, 
Remig said 

"Most of the work with 



older adults has occurred in 

environments where that 
group is easily accessible; in 
hospitals or nursing homes," 
Remig said. "It's a captive 
audience that you can easily 
get to and follow up on, but 
that's less than five percent 
of the older adults" 

Snyder said he foresees 
usuig a variety of mediums 
in the final project He Mid 
current ideas include but are 
not limited to videos, print- 
outs and Web sites. 

"I don't see this as put 
ting up just another Web 
site," Snyder said. "Our in- 
tent is to put together some- 
thing that has value, some- 
thing that people will be 
asking for. something that 
will enrich their lives " 

The grant will encom- 
pass three years of work, 
and the application process 
almost took as long. 

Remig said the group 
formed two years ago 
through mutual discussion 
about the exciting oppor- 
tunities a grant could offer. 
She said the group wanted 
to find work it could do (hat 
would not only be educa- 
tional and beneficial to the 



public, but would also be 
fun to do in the process. 
After submitting the pro- 
posal in December 2006, 
the group was contacted by 
the USDA in April for ad- 
ditional information. After 
nearly nine months of wait- 
ing, the grant was officially 
awarded in September. Sny- 
der said there is excitement 
in all parts of the group 

"It's a little overwhelm- 
ing right now. because now 
we're committed," Snyder 
said. 

The grant will supply 
funding for three years of 
work on the project Em- 
ploying both research as- 
sistants and assistanlships 
with graduate students, the 
early phase of the project 
will work mostly with sur- 
veys and identifying the tar- 
get audience Snyder said 
the survey will begin this 
month and will continue 
into 2008 

In year two, the team 
will design a prototype and 
pilot version for testing. Af- 
ter choosing a model, year 
three will consist of 
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Science fiction incorporates social issues, writer says

Science fiction writing in- 
corporates numerous social is- 
sues in its storytelling, said a 
Canadian science- fie lion writ- 
er Tuesday afternoon. 

People often choose books 
about topics that reaffirm their 
belief systems, but science fic- 
tion books hide issues "behind 
masks," said author Robert 
] Sawyer in the Hemisphere 
Room at Hale Library 

"People are smug and 
righteous about their beliefs," 
he said, "They like nothing 
better than a book or a lec- 
ture that reiterates what they 
already believe Easy labels do 
a disservice - they ensure that 
authors are only preaching to 
the converted " 

Sawyer presented "Sci- 
ence Fiction as a Mirror for 
Reality" during the dedication 
celebration of "Not of This 
World! The David J WiUiams 
III Science Fiction, Fantasy 
and Horror Collection" 



K-Stale acquired the col- 
lection from Williams' sister, 
Sarah Morgan, in 2006 The 
collection includes more than 
5,000 volumes of books and 
magazines from the early 20th 
century until 2001, when Wil 
liams died 

Sawyer, who has authored 
more than 15 science- fiction 
novels, is one of only seven 
writers in history and the only 
Canadian to win the world's 
top science- fiction awards for 
best novel of the year - the 
Hugo, the Nebula and the [ohn 
W Campbell Memorial Award 
The Ottawa Citizen called 
Sawyer "the dean of Canadian 
science fiction" in 1999. 

In his novels. Sawyer said 
he has discussed issues like 
abortion, capital punishment, 
racism, sexism, gay rights, af- 
firmative action, unequal ac- 
cess to health care and Sept. 
1 1 , among others. 

"In science fiction, you 
won't even know you're read 
ing about a hot-button topic 
until you're well into the book, 



and hopefully by that point, 
too caught up in the story to 
bail out" 

Lor i Goetsch. dean of 
K State Libraries, said sci- 
ence-fiction, horror and fanta- 
sy literature presents ideas that 
have a broad application in a 
research university setting like 
KState 

"By placing our characters 
in what are very different times 
and very different places, these 
writers can raise and explore a 
whole range of moral and eth- 
ical questions that grow out of 
scientific and technical advanc- 
es," Goetsch said, "While these 
studies arc indeed fantastical 
and fictional to us, they also al- 
low us to speculate on possible 
worlds that may emerge in the 
future and how humans might 
respond to those worlds." 

Lindsey Bird attended 
Sawyer's lecture because she 
works for University Archives 
and Manuscripts and also is 
enrolled in the Science Fiction 
Literature class Bird, senior in 
ceramics, said she always has

had an interest in science fic- 
tion writing. 

"I learned a lot about how 
social commentary exists in 
science fiction, especially in 
earlier writing," Bird said of

They are able to twist it and to 
make - in an entertaining way 
- their own variable futures

PREHISTORIC REPTILE REMAINS FOUND 

OSLO, Norway - Remains of a bus-sized 
prehistoric "monster" reptile found on a 
remote Arctic island might be a new specie;. 
never before recorded by science, research- 
ers said Tuesday 

Initial excavation of a site on the Svatbard 
islands in August yielded the remains, teeth. 
skull fragments and vertebrae of a reptile 
estimated to measure nearly 40 feet long, 
said Joem Harald Hurum of the University 
of Oslo 

"It seems the monster is a new species," 
he told The Associated Press 

The reptile appears be the same species 
as another sea predator whose remains 
were found nearby on Svalbard last year 
His team described those 150-million year 
old remains as belonging to a short-necked 
plesiosaur measuring more than 30 feel - 
"as long as a bus with teeth larger than 
cucumbers."

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Administrator balances multiple duties, love for flying, philosophy

He has sat behind some 
of the most prominent world 
political figures of the past 
30 years and yet few students 
know who he is He is respon- 
sible for bringing all of those 
figures, but that is just one of 
many check marks on a long 
and varied list of accomplish- 
ments and responsibilities 

Charles Reagan, associate 
to K-Stale President Jon We- 
fald and chair of the Landon 
Lecture Series, has little free 
time, or at least whal most 
students would call little free 
time. He handles administra- 
tive duties like overseeing all 
university flights and manag 
ing millions of dollars for pro 
grams like the securities stud- 
ies program between K- State 
and Fort Leavenworth, he is 
almost solely responsible for 
finding and bringing Landon 
Lecture speakers, he writes 
philosophy papers in his spare 
time and still finds time to fly 
airplanes and spend time with 
family. 

Reagan's daily schedule 
looks like what most students 
might consider a busy week 
In one morning, Reagan talk- 
ed to Cessna about specifica- 
tions for a new K-State plane, 
talked to the Chinese consul 
ate general about scheduling a 
possible trip for a Chinese am- 
bassador to speak at K State 
and rounded up gifts for him, 
talked to a representative from 
Fort Leavenworth, met with 
Lt. Col Beylen, set up flights 
to Chicago and booked hotel 
rooms in Chicago and Kan- 
sas City, That was all before 1 1 

Reagan leads a multi-fac- 
eted life, balancing adminis- 
trative work, Landon Lecture 



work, philosophy scholarly 
work and his love for flying 

"I've been really, really 
lucky that 1 have been able to 
have an aviation career, an ac- 
ademic career and an adminis- 
trative career simultaneously," 
he said. "Most people have to 
choose." 

Reagan said he keeps 
track of all of his daily obliga- 
tions and tries to find time to 
work on papers and fly Many 
times, though, those facets of 
his life come together For ex- 
ample, Reagan said he has 
flown the K State jet to pick 
up speakers in Washington. 
DC or New York City and 
talked with them on the way 
back while another pilot flies 
the plane many limes, includ 
Ing one of his fondest memo- 
ries of talking with former Sec- 
retary of Stale Henry Kissing- 
er 

it's really been a lot of 
fun, and it's been a real priv- 
ilege." said Reagan, who has 
chaired the Landon Lecture 
Series since 1984. 

Reagan also finds time 
to help K State Salinas Col 
lege of Technology and Avia- 
tion, which he helped estab- 
lish in 1991 Reagan served 
as the first aviation depart- 
ment head at K-State-Salina 
after the Kansas Technical In 
stitute merged with K-State. 
The aviation school would not 
have had necessary equipment 
though, if not for Reagan 

In 1986. Reagan was able 
to convince President Wefald 
to replace the old planes that 
the university used for trans- 
portation. 

"When I got to the presi 
dent's office in 1986, the com- 
pany that had the charter con 
tract for the state for this area 
was flying junk ... real old air- 
planes'' he said 



Also, because of his strong 
relationship with former Kan- 
sas Sen. Bob Dole, who was 
one of his first Landon speak- 
ers, Reagan was a main insti- 
gator in getting a $77 million 
US Department of Defense 
grant for the K- State- Sal in a 
aviation department for air- 
planes and equipment 

Because of this grant, and 
his contributions to the avia- 
tion school, Reagan received 
this year's Kansas Governor's 
Aviation Honor Award, which 
recognizes one person who 
made a difference in Kansas 
aviation each year 

Ken Barnard, professor 
of aviation at K-State Sal i 
na, nominated Reagan for the 
award. Barnard, former avi- 
ation department head for 
the Kansas Technical Insti- 
tute, said Reagan's foresight 
and connections in the gov- 
ernment helped build K Slate - 
Salinas aviation school to the 
level it is at now 

"Without that grant, who 
knows what would have hap 
pened," Barnard said. "We def- 
initely wouldn't be anywhere 
close to where we're at with- 
out that grant." 

Reagan said he started fly 
ing a few years after he became 
a professor of philosophy at K- 
Siate. He said he always want- 
ed to fly. so he joined ihe K- 
State Flying Club. 

"It was something I al- 
ways wanted to do, but 1 didn't 
think 1 could afford it until I 
found out about the Flying 
Club." Reagan said 

Throughout his time at 
K State. Reagan said he has 
flown when he could. He 
said he flew commercially as 
a commuter pilot on nights 
and weekends for four years. 
but thai was interrupted by a 
professorship at an esteemed 



French university. 

Reagan studied in France 
several times as a student and 
professor, becoming an expert 
on French philosophy and not- 
ed French philosopher Paul 
Ricoeur. 

Philosophy was the first 
area of study and job for Rea- 
gan Reagan, a native of Wich- 
ita, was the first person to re 
ccive a doctorate of philosophy 
from the University ol Kansas 
He was hired as philosophy 
professor in 1967, eventually 
becoming head of the philos- 
ophy department in 1980 

Reagan said he nev- 
er thought he would be at K- 
State for more than 40 years 
and never considered a career 
in college administration be- 
fore the philosophy head posi- 
tion He said he even declined 
President Wefald's first offer as 
his associate. 

"When President Wefald 
asked me to be his assistant, 1 
declined because I didn't think 
it would be any fun." Reagan 
said 

Almost 20 years later, Rea- 
gan handles several adminis- 
trative duties, including mon- 
itoring all university flights 
and managing funds for sever- 
al university programs like the 
security studies program with 
Fort Leavenworth. 

After all his accomplish- 
ments. Reagan said his biggest 
accomplishment and obliga- 
tion is his family, 

"I'm most proud of my 
wife and three very successful 
children." Reagan said "That's 
the work of a lifetime and 
that's more important than 
any of these other things." 

Reagan said he always 
sets time aside for the children 
and his wife, making them his 
lop priority 

This prioritizing is impor-

tant in multi-tasking and ac- 
complishing goals, he said He 
said he uses to-do lists, cal- 
endars, PDA and many tech 
niques to manage time effec- 
tively 

"Look back over a day 
and try to isolate, what were 
your time-wasters?" Reagan 
said. "What did you do that 
was just a waste of lime? Why 
did you watch a TV program 
you didn't really care about or 
sit there listening to your iPud 
when you could have been do- 



ing something"'" 

Reagan said though many 
students think they have no 
time, proper time management 
and prioritizing usually solve 
those problems He said stu- 
dents still should schedule free 
time and cherish unexpected 
free time 

"II you have a free eve- 
ning, take your girlfriend out 
for dinner and have a good 
time," he said, "and not just 
watch some TV show you 
don't really care about" 



Commission votes to extend air provider for Manhattan Airport despite complaints

The city commission vot- 
ed unanimously to continue Air 
Midwest's service at Manhattan 
Regional Airport. 

Air Midwest operates in 
Manhattan under the Essential 
Air Service program, enacted in 
1978 by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation. Under this pro 
gram, federal subsidies are pro- 
vided to airline carriers to en- 
sure people living in rural areas 
have access to air transports 
lion, according to city officials. 

Flight carriers provide ser- 
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vice in Manhattan -based, two- 
year contracts As the incum- 
bent flight carrier. Air Mid- 
west's current term will end 
Feb. 29. 2008, Airport Director 
Peter Van Kuren said 

Air Midwest requested 
$433,053 in federal subsidies 
for their proposal, which would 
extend service for another two 
years. Their proposal was se- 
lected over a competing pro- 
posal from Great Lakes Avia 
lion 

"It was a clear choice for 
Air Midwest, given the code 
shares, frequency and pricing," 
said City Commissioner Bruce 
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Snead. 

Codesharing is an airline - 
industry practice in which two 
different carriers share their 
pool of light numbers, which 
provides consumers with more 
flexibility and convenience in 
choosing connecting flights. 

No representative from 
Great Lakes Aviation was pres- 
ent fur the meeting. 

City commissioners chas 
tised Air Midwest for issues 
with flight times, reliability and 
customer service. 

Manhattan Regional Air- 
port's first departing flight, 
scheduled to leave at 555 am. 



is often late, according to a re- 
port prepared by airport direc- 
tor Peter Van Kuren The tardi- 
ness has varied from 20 minutes 
to three hours. Van Kuren said. 

Another concern is that 
with flights frequently are filled 
to capacity: Fort Riley soldiers 
often have trouble booking the 
flights they want and bringing 
all their luggage with them, said 
Commissioner James Sherow. 

Commissioner Mark Hate 
sohl expressed his worry that if 
excessive capacity becomes a 
huge problem, the airline could 
raise ticket prices to discourage 
consumers and reduce ticket

Air Midwest President 
Greg Stephens countered by ex- 
plaining several steps his com- 
pany has taken to improve its 
local service. 

"We're tryuig to adjust ca- 
pacity lo address needs on any 
given day." Stephens said 

Prior tu July, Air Midwest's 
Salina flights stopped in Man- 
hattan en route to Kansas City 
In July. Air Midwest discontin- 
ued flights between Salina and 
Manhattan, instead offering 
flights directly between Salina 
and Kansas City, Stephens said 

"They said the right thing 



regarding improving service," 
Commissioner Snead said 

The Commission also ap- 
proved $764,000 in funding 
fur the Manhattan Chamber of 
Commerce, according to city of- 
ficials. 

The Chamber will use 
$ 1 35 ,000 of this money through 
out 2008 as part of a contract 
to develop economic services. 
The chamber will use $589,000 
to provide tourism and convert 
lion services to the city. The re- 
maining $40,000 will be used to 
bolster services related to the 
support of Fort Riley, according 
to city officials

safety to develop educa- 
tional programs targeting 
adults 

The programs will fo- 
cus on the additional 
risks that older genera- 
tions face when it comes 
to food -borne illness- 
es. Since adults might 
have chronic illnesses, 
their risks with the illness 
could duplicate with a 
food-borne illness. 

These programs will 
add to the already-strong 
food safety programs at 
K State. The fact that the 
International Food Safe- 
ty Network is housed at 
K-State puts the univer- 
sity on the map. K-State 
also has a food safety 
and securities program 
and the Biosecurity Re- 
search Institute to look 
at different areas where 
food can be affected. 

The university has the 
food safety area cov- 
ered, and the addition- 
al program focusing on 
adults only will expand 
its knowledge. This gives 
K-State just another area 
to show its specializa- 
tion in the field. Since 
food safety is a hot topic 
right now, any new finds 
will raise K- State's status 
even higher. 

Students should be 
proud that they attend 
a university where the 
amount of research be- 
ing done and the discov- 
eries being made is over- 
whelming. As long as the 
university continues to 
receive money to fund 
research programs, the 
university can continue 
its work and reputation. 
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Alternative innovation 

New findings in stem-cell research provide hope for future 



Given innovation and a demand fur an al- 
ternative source for stem -cell therapy. Dr. Shin 
ya Ynmanaka of Kyoto University might have 
provided a solution by tricking a woman's check 
cell into acting like an embryonic stem cell, ac- 
cording to Time Magazine 
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Dr. lames Thomson of the University of 
Wisconsin School of Medicine, who first coaxed 
stem cells from an embryo in 1998, similarly 
wrote in a recent science pa- 
per describing his method 
for reprogramming skin cells, 
according to a Dec 3 article 
in the Washington Post 

While embryonic stem 
cell research continues to 
promise potential, adult stem 
cells have delivered many re- 
sults in treatments The re- 
programmable skin cell it of 
feting a whole world of unre- 
stricted, amoral research and 
potential solutions equaling 
or surpassing the long awaited benefits of em- 
bryonic stem cells 

Thomson said in a press release on Nov 
22 that the reprogrammable cells "are probably 
more clinically relevant than embryonic stem 
cells Immune rejection should not be a problem 
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using these cells." 

Past debate about stem cell research has 
largely focused on two forms of stem cells: adult, 
also called somatic, and embryonic 

No successful therapy has been developed 
with embryonic stem cells Somatic cells come 
from various parts of the body, including the 
umbilical cord and bone marrow, but can be 
tricked into morphing into only a limited variety 
of cells 

Polls of US public opinion appear skewed 
on the subject of stem cell research; "Only 6 
percent of respondents were firmly on either 
side; by contrast. 52 percent agreed with one or 
more statements supportive of embryonic life, 
and at the same time one or more statements 
supporting embryonic stem-cell research," re- 
ported MedPage Today on Oct. 13. 

With so much dissonance on where to draw 
the line, it helps to have another choice to fund 
alternative solutions that is. as Time slates, "free 
of political and moral baggage" 

If stem cell research, particularly embryon- 
ic, hasn't been given a chance to prove viable 
results in the United States, people need to look 
at other developed countries who have permis- 
sive policies for embryonic research. 

Sen Jeff Bingaman (D-NM) used a mapon 
the Senate floor on April 1 1 that defined per- 
missive policies as those allowing various em- 
bryonic stem-cell derivation techniques includ- 
ing therapeutic cloning 

The key to the map slated, "Countries in 
this category include Australia. Belgium. Chi- 
na, India. Israel. |apan. Singapore, South Korea, 
Sweden, the United Kingdom and others" 

Strangely enough, Vamanaka made his dis- 
covery of using reprogrammable skin cells in Ja- 
pan, a country encouraging embryonic stem cell 
research 

US policy allows for embryonic research 
based on stem-cell lines created before August 
2001. There is no policy against adult stem-cell 
research, and Thomson was able to make a sim- 
ilar finding of reprogrammable cells in the U.S. 

Vamanaka 's and Thomson's choice to ex- 
plore all potential possibilities instead of focus- 
ing on the current research methods available is 
a true pursuit in the name of science, free of any 
political or religious agenda. 

The United States' only limitation is getting 
caught up in its usual rut of pointing out the 
problems instead of relying on U.S. innovation 
Struggling shouldn't be a necessary step in any 
scientific advancement, unless it is a means to a 
resolution. Scientists worldwide should contin- 
ue to explore the full range of options available 
in the study of stem cells

Playing at famed 
Madison Square Gar- 
den in the Jimmy V Clas- 
sic, K-State had a chance 
to grab the marquee win 
that has proved elusive 
through the first month of 
the season. 

Instead, the Wildcats 
watched another close 
one slip away 

Freshmen Michael 
Beasley and Bill Walker 
combined for 33 points, 
but the Wildcats (5-3) fal- 
tered down the stretch 
in a 68 59 loss to Notre 
Dame on Tuesday in New 
York City 

Walker, who scored 
12 of his 14 points in the 
second half, pulled K 
State within 59-57 with 
a two-handed slam at the 
3:18 mark 

But the Fighting Irish 
(6-2) closed the game 
on a 9-2 run, with all 
nine points coming from 
Kyle McAlarney The ju- 
nior guard made a driv- 
ing layup, a deep 3-point- 
er and four free throws in 
the final three minutes to 
polish off Ihe Wildcats 

"1 hate to sound like a 
broken record but there's 
a reason we play these 
games, to prepare for the 
Big 12," coach Frank Mar- 
tin said, "It's just a matter 
of us continuing to work 
You play a season It's a 
marathon" 

Beasley finished with 
19 points but was held to 
just four after halflime 
Notre Dame's collapsing 
zone defense limited the 
6-foot- 10 freshman to one 
second-half basket 

With the Notre Dame 
defense clogging the lane, 
the Wildcats couldn't cap- 
italize from the outside. 
K-Slate hit jusl 3-of-20 
shots from 3-point range 
"I'm a pretty simple, 
matter-of-fact guy; I'm an 
old mathematics teach- 
er." Martin said "When 
you shoot 3-for-20 from 3 
you'd better not be shoot- 
ing 3s 

"We can't come down 
and shotit four, five 3s and

In the absence of big 
plays from Beasley. the K 
Slate offense sputtered 
The Wildcats shot 38 5 
percent from the field, 
and their 59 points were 
a season -low.

Local farmers prepare 
for difficult winter

There are no guarantees 
in life, and few understand this 
better than Kansas farmers 

Between harsh weather 
extremes and unexpected price 
fluctuations, the uncertainties 
of farming and raising livestock 
are always present 

"Farmers around here 
h a ve been dealingwithdroughi. 
floods, you name it," said Phil 
Tneel, service credit manag 
er at the Manhattan Farmers 
Cooperative "You just have to 
learn to prepare for anything" 

Now. local farmers are 
preparing for the cold winter 
months in a variety of ways. 

"We're seeing area farmers 
doing more and more pre-plan- 
ning," Thee! said "TTiey're tak- 
ing advantage of cheaper pric 
es now on things they'll need 
in the spring like seed, fertilizer 
and fuel" 

Local grain farmer Jon 
Howe said he has been talk 
tng with seed dealers to try 
and book the seed varieties he 
wants early this year 

"I'm always just trying to 
stay ahead." he said "Right 
now it's pretty busy with year 
end taxes, but I'm planning for 
next year." 

He also said grain farmers 
have to think about particulars 
like crop rotation as this helps 
to keep the land fertile. 



Howe also said he has 
been busy cleaning his equip- 
ment and preparing it for stor- 
age over the winter season, 

"Now is when I get every- 
thing all cleaned up so it's ready 
to go in the spring," Howe said 
"I'm also checking to sec what 
could use repairs before I put it 
away for the winter" 

|an Lyons, local Angus cat- 
tle producer, said she has been 
busy preparing her 350 head of 
cattle for the cold weather 

"We're just trying to have 
them in good condition." Ly- 
ons said. "We've been feeding 
them plenty of protein and oth 
er things they'll need to prepare 
them for a potentially rough 
winter" 

However, because hay 
prices have been on the ex- 
treme rise this year, even this 
has been a problem for many 
cattle producers. Lyons said 

"Our projected costs are 
about 20 percent higher than 
they were two years ago," she 
said "Everything's going up, 
but that's to be expected. You 
just have to be ready for it" 

Lyons said the increase is 
a direct result of supply and de- 
mand She said there has been 
more emphasis on com, rath- 
er than hay, to produce bio fu- 
els. There is more pressure for 
these environmentally- aware 
products, Lyons said 

Much of the United Slates' 
hay crop was in poor condi-

As winter arrives, so do 
feelings of depression for those 
affected by Seasonal Affective 
Disorder. 

Erika Blue, intern at Uni- 
versity Counseling Services, 
said SAD is a mood disor- 
der common in the winter that 
displays depression-like symp- 
toms. 

"Basically it is an episode 
of depression that is related to 
the time of the year, and peo- 
ple typically begin to experi- 
ence it when the time change 
occurs and it becomes darker 
faster," Blue said 

She said it is relatively 
easy to distinguish SAD from

Blue said the symptoms 
are the same as those of de 
prcssion.

"It was the first time in my 
life that I realized I was Mexi- 
can," he said "1 was different 
from all the ethers, and they 
made it pretty clear" 

In middle school, Herre 
re used a translator machine to 
tell his teachers basic needs like 
needing to use the reslroum 

"I felt so handicapped." he 
said 

Trying to fit in was almost 
impossible for Herrera, and he 
got into many fights during mid- 
dle school, he said. 

Cheryl Bangle. Herrera 's 
former art teacher at Lakin 
High School, said she always 
saw Herrera as a talented art 
ist. She also said Herrera kept 
to himself often 

"I know Clemente did feel 
like an outcast because he didn't 
talk much and no one knew 
him," Bangle said. "He kind of 
held his frustration within him- 
self He knew in his mind he 



was going on to bigger things" 

After a while, Herrera said 
he had learned English so well 
thai he made straight As 

"1 felt like I couldn't de- 
pend on others because they all 
made me feel like an ouLsider. 
so 1 focused on my academics," 
he said 

Herrera said he found 
himself in Advanced Place- 
ment classes with the "smart 
kids." But Herrera didn't feel 
any more comfortable with the 
"smart kids" than he did with 
the handful of Latino -American 
students at his school, he said. 

"I felt stuck in the middle 
- the smart kids were cold, dis- 
tant and uncomfortable around 
me." he said 

Being considered an out- 
cast allowed Herrera the chance 
lo explore his artistic ability, he 
said He decided to pursue ar 
chilecture because it seemed 
like a noble career where he 
could use his love for art 

"Architecture has always 
been instilled in me since 1 was 
a little boy in Mexico - it just 
took a while for me to see." he 
said. "I love art, and arc hi lec- 
ture is a more realistic way to 
express myself." 

At the beginning of his ju- 
nior year of high school, Herre- 
ra started exploring the option 
of college. This was a new idea 
lo his family - Herrera was the 
first in his family to attend an 
American university. 

He decided to attend 
K State because of its top-rank 
ing College of Architecture. 
Planning and Design The next 
step was paying for it - academ- 
ic scholarships and his fami- 
ly qualifying for financial aid 
helped, he said 
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When he arrived at K-State 
in fall 2003, he joined Sigma 
Lambda Beta. Hispanic Amer- 
ican Leadership Organization 
and the Developing Scholars 
Program, an undergraduate re- 
search program for underrepre- 
sented students 

Herrera has had various 
leadership positions, from co- 
ordinating immigration reform 
rallies on campus to creating 
Ihe Sigma Lambda Beta Latino 
Immigrant Scholarship 

Sammy Omelas, Sigma 
Lambda Beta member, said 
Herrera sets an example for oth- 
er Latino students at K-State. 

"It sets the bar a little bit 
higher," said Omelas, senior in 
kinesiology "What he has done 
destroys stereotypes - it gives 
us motivation" 

Through his research with 
Ihe Developing Scholars Pro- 
gram, Herrera participated in 
many hands-on projects He 
also received a Benjamin A Gil- 
n i,ui International Scholarship, 
which he used to study in Orvi- 
eto, Italy, during spring 2007 

"With DSP. I was able to 
see how pa per-and- pencil draw- 
ings come to reality," he said "1 
began to see my role as an ar- 
chitect, 

"DSP allowed me to stay 
disciplined and keep focusing 
on the bigger picture ll allowed 
me to see the future and create 
realistic goals for myself" 

One of those goals was 
applying to become a Rhodes 
Scholar, Herrera said The Rho 
des Scholarship provides full 
funding to support two years of 
study at Oxford University 

Smce his freshman year, 
Herrera has visited Jim Hohen- 
bary, K-State assistant dean for

scholarship admin islration. 'and 
asked when he could apply for 
the Rhodes Hohenbary contin- 
ued to tell him he wasn't ready, 
Herrera said 

"1 was a little discour 
aged because I felt he was tak- 
ing away an opportunity from 
me, but the same discourage- 
ment drove me to do better next 
year," Herrera said 

Last year. Hohenbary fi- 
nally said it was time Herre 
ra advanced to the next level of 
the scholarship and was asked 
for an interview. But when he 
learned he was not selected, he 
said he was not disappointed 

"I had no doubts that 1 did 
my best - regardless of the out- 
come It wasn't my decision to 
make." he said "At that point, 1 



found I would go on to do a lot 
more in the world than study," 
he said. "Instead of studying, 1 
would have the chance to de 
sign and build" 

Herrera said he has no re- 
grets about applying. 

"What I valued was the 
experience in the process," he 
said. "1 learned a lot about my 
self and became a better in- 
formed citizen I took a deeper 
look into, the issues in the world 
and how I can relate my work 
as an architect" 

For Herrera, an education 
was a way of starting a new 
chapter in his family's history, 
he said. 

"My parents went through 
great struggles and sacrificed so 
much to get me where 1 am to 



day." he said "II would almost 
be disrespectful not to further 
myself by getting an education. 
Education is a way to equal- 
ize the unbalance in society 
and gives an opportunity to get 
ahead." 

Architecture is more than 
designing buildings, he suid 

'Everyday building design 
can truly change people's lives," 
he said 

Though he wants to design 
museums. Herrera will continue 
to expand his portfolio and ere 
ate his own architcclural style. 

"My knowledge will ulti- 
mately get me where 1 want to 
go," he said. "I am learning and 
growing every day to meet the 
needs of our society I feel that 
is my duty"

will replace four other sup- 
port programs - Student Infor- 
mal ion System, Financial Aid 
Management System, Bitting 
and Receivables System and de 
partmenlal systems. 

By replacing these systems, 
project representatives said they 
are certain increased flexibility 
and accessibility will occur for 
students and faculty. 

"It sets the stage for better 
improvements overall," Geh- 
rt said. "Our main goal was to 
replace the same functionality 
that KATS has. This is kind of 
a starting point for this project, 
and once we have a system that 
is more current, we'll be able to 
do things better'' 



Gehrt said the functional 
ity of the Web site will remain 
the same but will have a differ- 
ent look. Most systems used at 
K-State are created specifically 
for the campus. iSIS, however, 
is coming to K-State through a 
third party, Gehrt said 

The program, while new to 
(he university, has proven suc- 
cessful at small and large uni- 
versities since its original ere 
ation. Unlike KATS. iSIS will 
not rely on students' Social Se- 
curity numbers for access but 
rather their Wildcat ID. 

Another change will be the 
way in which students enrol). 
Rather than opening two sepa 
rate windows to enroll, students 
only will have to use one, Gehrt 
said. 



"Enrollment in classes wilt 
be much more flexible because 
(students! will be able lo search 
for classes much more easily - 
it's all going to be within the ap- 
plication," Gehrt said 

According to a pamphlet 
handed out for iSIS during 
"SGA Hears You Week," class 
searches can be done by day of 
the week, range of lime of day 
and other components students 
might look for when making 
their schedules iSIS also will 
allow students to view the num- 
ber of available seats remaining 
in eaeh class throughout the en- 
rollment period. 

"It's been a multi-depart 
mental effort - it's not just peo- 
ple from IT' said Aimce Hage- 
dom, LASER Project Commu 



nications Coordinator. "We 
have people from admissions, 
faculty - every college has been 
involved. We've had help from

Gehrt said the project is K 
State's most significant collab 
orative effort lo dale No! uiiK 
has every college been involved, 
along with faculty, bul Geh- 
rt and Hagedom also present- 
ed this information to Student 
Senate several weeks a^u 

Over ihe entire life of (he 
project, a budget has been allot- 
ted of $14 million, which is paid 
for through assessed student tu- 
ition fees, Gehrt said 

With this technology. 
LASER Project learn members 
aim to introduce a technology 
that reaches students at a level 



they are used lo accessing 

"It's just different," Gehrt 
said "It's more user friendly It 
uses the kinds of things students 
are used to For instance, you'll 
have a shopping cart when you 
enroll for classes. When you en- 
roll in a class, it will just add 
thai Hi the cart" 

The publicity campaign for 
iSIS will start in January. With 
its online introduction begin- 
ning in February, training will 
be provided for the program. 

"We will be giving post- 
cards to teachers to pass out lo 
students telling them where lo 
enroll." Hagedom said "We'll 
also have videos and tutorials. 
It's going to be pretty intuitive 
but we will provide as much sup 
port as we can to get us through 



these next few months" 

Both Gehrt and Hage- 
dom emphasized the program 
will not be any more complicat- 
ed to navigate, and it will have 
no effect on K State Online or 
WebMail Students are encour 
aged to contact either Gehrt 
or Hagedom with concerns or 
improvements I hey wish lo see 
once iSIS is implemented 

"The biggest challenge is 
nol the software itself but just 
change in general and hav- 
ing such a major change affect- 
ing the lives of so many," Gehrt 
said 

iSIS is expected to contin- 
uously change and gain func- 
tionality over the next several 
years Gehrt said the program is 
meant lo be "ever evolving."

straw polls, and on New Year's 
Day 2008, will sponsor a na- 
tional virtual primary, open to 
all registered US. MySpace us 
ers. 

"Everything we do is 
based on what we see our us- 
ers doing and what they want 
more of." said Jeff Berman, se- 
nior vice president of public 
affairs for MySpace "About a 
year and a half ago. as we saw 
them getting more engaged on 
the issues and on behalf of can- 
didates, we took a cue from 
them " 



Critics argue that since the 
online primary is open lo all 
U.S. MySpace users, younger, 
ineligible voters will skew the 
vote totals However, accord- 
ing to data from a comScore 
Media Matrix, 87 percent of 
the nearly 70 million visitors to 
MySpace are 18 and older 

"Any candidate lhat thinks 
this is just music and video is 
missing the opportunity to 
reach a huge component of the 
voting population." Berman 
said 

Other candidates have tak- 
en the social networking into 
their own hands Democrat 
ic presidential candidate Sen 
Barack Obama. D 111 . creat- 
ed his own online networking 
site - mybarackobamacom • 
allowing his supporters to cre- 
ate profiles, add friends, add 
groups and join live discussion

Every major candidate 
is also using Youftibe.com to 
broadcast free political adver- 
tisements to young voters Oth 
ers, like fomier Arkansas Gov. 
Mike Huckabee, post regularly 
on a blog 

"That's one of the beau- 
ties of the whole phenome- 
non - the opportunity to get to 
know a candidate in a whole 
different light,'' said |ohn Mur- 
phy, former e-campaign direc- 
tor for Sen Sam Hrownback 
lis probably the most positive 
thing to happen to democracy 
in the last 100 years 

Many factors have con- 
tributed to the millennial gen 
eration's interest in civic duty 
Some say the national state of 
affairs has contributed to the 
increased attention 

"The fact that we have an 



onging war and it's been nearly 
five years now," said John I'll 
tcr. associate professor in polit- 
ical science "A lot of these vot- 
ers have grown up with the war 
in Iraq and Afghanistan, plus 
there's a lot going on in gov- 
ernment - scandals, corrup- 
tion, whether we're being told 
the trulh - and I think people 
are a little more concerned and 
following politics more closely 
because of it," 

Though there has been ex 
ponentially more pre election 
coverage and campaigning di- 
rected at the younger gener- 
ation ihere is no guarantee il 
will rcsull in increased voter 
turnout 

"The potential for the 
youth vote impact is there," Fli- 
ter said. "Whether or nol lhat 
will play out in 2008 remains 
lo be seen."

The way people normal- 
ly deal with problems, their 
outlook on life and personal 
events can cause this type of 
depression. Blue said 

She said students who suf- 
fer frum depression are more 
likely to have difficulty func- 
tioning in school, work and 
social situations 

Blue said there are differ- 
ent lypes of treatments for this 
depression like antidepressant 
medication, psychotherapy 
and light therapy.

Local brewery offers customers new fruit beer in light of worldwide hops deficit affecting industry

A typical seasonal beer 

dues not have a blackber- 
ry taste, but John Briden 
thought he would create a 
beer so different from any- 
thing before 

Briden. brew master 
in nine years Bt Little Ap 
pie Brewery, creates more 
than 34 types of beer each 
year 

The blackberry beer, 
which will be sold al Lit 
tie Apple Brewery, is made 
from typical blond ate, 
Briden said he wanted to 
keep the beer light, because 
if it is too malty, the fruit 
flavor will not be evident in 
the final product 

Briden then adds 42 
pounds of blackberry fla- 
voring to the mix. 

"My goal any time I do 
a novelty beer or a specially 
beer such as a fruit beer is 
to let our customers know 
they are still drinking a 
beer," he said 

"Given the hop cri- 
sis right now, we are going 
to see industry wide a lot 
more specialty beers" 

This is the first season 
Little Apple will have the 
blackberry beer 

Briden said they are 
excited to offer it because 
they are always trying to 
bring new varieties to their 
customers 

He called the compa- 
ny, which supplies the brew 
and went through their list 
of flavors 

Briden said he noticed 
one of their extreme fla- 
vors, blackberry, and he 
thought he could try it in a 



new drink 

"Once the weather 
started to change I figured 
1 could bring it out, sonic 
thing heavier in color," he 
said 

"I thought it was so 
unique and such an origi- 
nal idea" 

Also. Little Apple will 
have other seasonals on 
sale this year, like Abbey 
Belgium, which has an ester 
flavor. Barley Wine, a large 
mutli-hoppy beer, and the 
Pumpkin Ale, which has a 
subtle pumpkin pie flavor. 

The blackberry will be 
available around the first of 
the year. Briden said. 

"Typically a fruit beer 
this time of year - people 
will jump on il," he said. 

"Fruit beer is not for ev- 
erybody, but I try to bring a 
variety package so 1 hit our 
entire target market " 

|ill Schroeder, waitress 
at Little Apple and junior 
in communication science, 
said her favorite beer de- 
pends on the season 

In the summer. 
Schroeder said she pre- 
fers Strawberry Blonde, 
but around the Thanksgiv- 
ing holiday she enjoys the 
Pumpkin Ale 

"The blackberry is 
something we have never 
had before, so it will be ex- 
citing not only to drink il 
but lo serve il to customers 
as well." she said 

"Every lime we have 
fruit beers, Ihey lend to go 
very fast mainly to the girls 
- they tend to favor them " 

Schroeder said she 
thinks everyone, especial lv 
men should give fruit beer a 
chance, because most of the

Yoga teacher continues lifelong legacy started by father

In a secluded room on 
the third floor of Ahearn Field 
House, students quietly are 
instructed to pay attention 
to their breath and focus on 
themselves. 

Their yoga instructor. 
Ana Franklin, 63, said she has 
taught yoga (or 20 years, and 
tu the contrary of what many 
think, her age acts in her fa 
vor 

"In fact, the older you are. 
the more you understand that 
your students have limitations 
in the class," she said. 

Franklin said yoga is about 
knowing oneself and one's lim 
it.ilions, not about fancy pos- 
tures. She said she did her first 
yoga posture at age 6. 

•| had the luxury of hav- 
ing a father that practiced 
yoga." she said "I was just im- 
itating my father, but I wasn't 
really interested" 

When she was 18, she 
traveled with her father to In- 
dia, and she met his teacher, 
Franklin said 

"At the time, I wasn't 
consciously aware of yoga as 
something important," she 
said "But later I actually had 
suffering in my life, and I real- 
ized that yoga could help the 
suffering" 



She was in her 20s by then , 
and she started first practicing 
on her own by reading books 
and remembering her father's 
poses. 

"I needed help, and I 
didn I know where to turn." 
Franklin said. 

"I just got down on the 
rug and did some yoga, and 
I hid realized immediately it 
was bringing relief to me, so 1 
didn't stop " 

She said students come to 
tier class for different reasons, 
and she has learned to respect 
these differences 

Franklin offers the yoga 
course at K State through the 
Division of Continuing Educa- 
tion and also owns a yoga stu- 
dio on Poyntz Avenue. 

Gwen Wentland, Manhat- 
tan resident and former K- St ate 
track athlete, has been taking 
yoga lessons from Franklin for 
more than 10 years and said 
Franklin's personable attitude 
is what makes her special 

"She understands how to 
work with each individual and 
addresses their specific needs," 
she said "Because of her 
knowledge in yoga and yoga 
practice, she's able to custom- 
ize" 

Wentland has broken 
world and national records in 
high jump and said Franklin 
has served an important ele- 



ment in her success as an ath- 
lete 

"A lot of it had to do with 
the instruction," she said "I 
would probably not have con* 
tinued with yoga class if it 
hadn't been taught by some- 
body like Ana" 

Wentland said Franklin 
is special in this way and that 
she comes from a family of 
yoga tradition. 

"As opposed to just being 
a teacher. Ana lives yoga." she 
said. "She understands san- 
scripts and chants yoga sulras 
from memory." 

This gives students the 
feeling that Franklin tru- 
ly knows the material she's 
teaching in class, said Lanee 
Webb, junior in kinesiology 

"I feel honored to be 
taught by her," Webb said "1 
enjoy her class, because you 
learn more than just yoga with 
her." 

She said Franklin's life 
experience and her education 
helps students get involved in 
the class 

"Hearing her stories about 
yoga and the things she went 
through in her life really helps 
you realize how powerful yoga 
is." she said 

Not all students contin- 
ue yoga though, Franklin said, 
and for her to not practice 
yoga is like taking care of her-

Franklin said she learned 
this from her father, who start- 
ed his yoga practice when he 
was 40 and continued until his 
late 80s 

"Through his example 1 



understood that yoga is some- 
thing that you do for your 
whole life." she said 

Yoga comes from the san- 
script Yuj and means "yoke," 
as in the yoke that keeps two 
oxen together, Franklin said. 



"The breath is the yoke 
that connects the mind and 
the body," she said. 

"In a way, yoga is like 
finding those limitations and 
accepting them until gradual- 
ly your limitations get less*" 



Student takes 2nd in national competition for restoring grandpa's tractor

After Shane Blaes won 
the 2006 National Chev- 
ron Delo Tractor Restoration 
Competition, people asked 
him it he would restore an- 
other tractor and be back to 
compete the next year. 

1 told (hem, No way,'" 
Shane said with a laugh. 

But Shane did return to 
the competition - this time 
for a more sentimental rea- 
son 

Shane, freshman in 
agronomy and agricultur- 
al education, and his young- 
er cousin Cory Blaes, sopho- 
more in high school, returned 
to the competition Oct 21-28 
in Indianapolis, where they 
received second place for 
their restoration project of a 
1956 John Deere 720, Shane 



said. 

But this project had more 
meaning to the Blaes cousins 
than just winning a competi- 
tion. 

The tractor was owned 
by their paternal grandfather. 
Donald Blaes, and he had 
done most of the work on the 
family farm for more than 30 
years, Shane said 

Donald had not been in 
good health, and his grand- 
sons thought restoring the 
tractor would cheer him up, 
Shane said. 

"It was one of his favorite 
tractors on the farm." Shane 
said. "We just thought fixing 
it up for him would help him 
- make him happy" 

Donald Blaes died in 
|unc 2007 - just a few weeks 
after Shane and Cory finished 
the tractor restoration 

"That was our goal," 



Shane said. "To get it done 
before he died, so he could 
know we had done it for 
him" 

Shane said he and Cory 
would stop by their grand- 
parents' house every day 
and give Donald a report on 
how the tractor was coming 
along 

"He would always ask us 
how the tractor was looking." 
Shane said. "So we would 
tell him what we were work- 
ing on and show him some 
pictures. And he would just 
smile, we could tell it made 
him proud" 

The two worked for 
more than five months to re- 
store the tractor and invested 
about 590 hours and $6,000, 
Shane said 

"Grandpa said if we 
worked on the tractor togeth- 
er, he would put up the mon 



ey," Shane said "So our big- 
gest concern was just time 
We were both pretty busy, so 
finding the lime to work on it 
was hard." 

Besides helping out on 
the family farm, Shane said 
he also served as president 
of his FFA chapter, president 
of his county's 4-H Club and 
maintained a 3.8 grade point 
average. 

"There were a lot of 
nights we'd work until one or 
two in the morning and then 
gel up again at six and work 
some more on (the tractor)," 
Shane said. "We put in a lot 
of weekend hours and 150 
hours over spring break. I 
skipped some school towards 
the end to get it done." 

Cory said they were both 
honored to receive second 
place at the national compe- 
tition. 



"These boys are obvi- 
ously very intelligent and ar- 
ticulate young men," said 
Bob Taylor. Chevron Glob- 
al representative "I had the 
chance to meet them and sec 
their presentation - very pro- 
fessional" 

Cory said he and Shane 
had to put together a 20-min- 
ute PowerPoint presentation 
describing the entire process 
of restoring the tractor and 
present it to a panel of judges. 
The panel then had 10 min- 
utes to ask the entrants ques- 
tions. Shane said he felt con 
lid cut about the competition 
because he had been through 
it all before and knew how 
everything worked 

"We had a big advantage. 
because we both have public 
speaking skills," Shane said. 
"And we know how to fill out 
paperwork The 70 page ap- 



plication is key to getting in 
to impress the judges." 

But working together is 
nothing new for Shane and 
Cory. They have farmed side- 
by-side with their fathers for 
years - helping manage tfie 
2.500 acres and 250 head of 
cattle that they hope will one 
day become theirs 

"This is a fifth -gene rati on 
farm," Shane said "We want 
to take it over when we're 
done with school" 

However, Shane said he 
also would like to open a 
tractor restoration business 
on the side with Cory. 

"It was actually a pretty 
hard decision to come to col- 
lege," he said "1 mean, we 
had all kinds of offers to re 
store tractors for a lot of 
money. So it's something we 
definitely would like to keep 
doing - we just enjoy it."
